MINISTER in charge of the AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT (the 
Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Saiyed Muazzamuddin Hoaain): (a) (r) (loTernmont 
are aware that a c<jnsiderah!e number of deaths have taken place among the 
labour population in Ifengal as a result of starvation and illness. 

The reports receivtnl so far do not disclose any serions shortage of 
agricultural laf»our in har\esting the paddy crop in any part of the I’rovince. 

(6) Though no H<*rious sliortage of ugncultunil labour is apprehended, 
Government are full> alive to ilie situation and will take all necessary steps 
to Tiieet any serious deficiency which may arise. The> have moved the 
Government of India to render assistance if it is required. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Will the Ilon’hle Minister be 
pleased to state wbat is the exact nature of the infoniiation that th«i Govern- 
ment have received from the different districts of Ikmgal regarding labour 
deficiency ? 

The Hoii’bio Khan Bahadur 8AIYED MUAIZAMUDDIN H08AIN: 

The District Officers’ reimrts go to show that there was no serious apprehen- 
sion of any shortage of labour. * 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
plea.sed to state what is the nature of assistance that thi.s Government have 
asked for from the Government of India? 

The Hon’bla Khan Bahadur 8AIYE0 MUAZZAMUDDIN HOBAIN: 
The Government of India were asked to be in readiness to help us with the 
labour force of the Military Department if possible. 
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Mr. 8URENORA NATH BISWASl^Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state what is the extent of shortage of labour according to the information 
received by the Hon’ble Minister? 

The Hoii’ble KhaA Bahadur 8AIYE0 MUAXZAMUDDIN H08AINS 

The District Magistrates were asked to report whether they apprehended any 
shortage of labour in regard to har^’esting of crops and they said that there 
would be no such shortage. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH Bi8WA8: With reference to answer (6), will 
th(? Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state whether the supply of cheap food 
to iigricultunil labour i.s a necessary step to meet any serious deficiency 
which may ari.se with regard to labour? 

The Hon*bie Khan Bahadur 8AIYED MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN: 

That question does not arise at all, 1 think. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: In answer (h) it is said that 
“Government will take all necessary steps to meet any serious deficiency 
which may arise” I am asking the flon’ble Minister whether he has 
considered that the question of supply of cheap food so that agricultural 
labour may not die of starvation is a necessary step to meet any serious 
deficiency wdiich is likely to arise? 

The Hon'ble Khan Bahadur 8AIYED MUA22AMUDDIN H08AIN: 

Supply of cheap food will not create more labourers. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Is the Hon hie Minister aware that 
wages of labour have increased abnormally on account ol .slmrtage of labour? 

The Hon'ble Khan Bahadur 8AIYED MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN; 

Yes, wages have increased certainly. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Is the Hon hie Minister aware 
whether Government have taken any .step.s after harvesting to call for 
reports to ascertain it there will he any shortage ot labour in respect of 
cultivation ? 

The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur 8AIYED MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN: 

We do not think that there wdll be any snortage of labour at the time of 
cultivation. In the harvesting season there was some <lifiiculty l>ecause the 
entire hurv’estiiig work had to be completed in the course of a month.

Tho Hon’blo Khan Bahadur 8AIYED MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN: 

I liave not got definite information, but as far as I know* all harvesting has 
been completed by now. 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA ROY: Will the Hon’ble Minister he pleased to 
tell the House, with reference to answer > tj ). the number of deaths 
among the labour population in Bengal as a result of starvation? 

Tht Hon’hle Khan Bahadur 8AIYE0 MUAZZAMUDDIN H08AIN: 

1 am not in a position to give it. But if fresh notice is given, we may try 
to find it out. 
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Mr. A. F. STARK: Will the rfon’ble Minister be pleased to explain 
what he means by " ‘necessary steps' to meet any serious deficiency which 
mav ari.se” I' What steps does the ITon'ble Minister have in view?

BUDGET ESTIMATES, 1944^. 

SUUmeiit by the Hofi’ble the Finanoe Minister. 

The Hon^tfle Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: Mr. Speaker, I rise 
to present the Budget for the year 1944-45. 
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The scheme underlying previous budget speeches in this Province has 
been a comparison, firstly, of the revised estimates of the closing year with 
the estimates presented twelve months earlier and, secondly, of the budget 
estimates of the coming year with the revised estimates of the closing year. 
This was a form of presentation admirably suited to the days when the 
variation between one year’s revenue and expenditure was not likely to 
exceed a crore at the very most and the principal concern of this House was 
to see that such new revenue as was available was applied to nation-building 
departments. In the changed circumstances of today when the expenditure 
under the three heads “63 — Extraordinary Charges in India,” “54 — 
Famine” and “40 — Agriculture” will account for nearly half the total 
expenditure of the year and is approximately equal to the whole expenditure 
of the Province during 1940-41, I doubt if that form of presentation is the 
most a})j>r(>priate and I think I may be able to help Hon’ble members to a 
truer appreciation of the present state of our finances and the resulting 
problems if T explain our estimates of the two years’ working in broad 
outline and leave those who wish to fill in the details to study the Red Book 
where they will find the usual detailed comparisons under each grant and 
the explanations of the main differences. 

I do not propose this afternoon to add yet one more to the many diagnoses 
of the causes of the famine that ravaged Bengal last year, but no event in 
recent years has so stirred the public conscience and it is no hyperbole to 
say that the history of the Province during the two years with which we are 
concerned today is the tale of that famine and the measures taken to combat 
it, to deal with its aftermath and to prevent a recurrence : and for those 
with eyes to see beyond the figures, that tale is told in the estimates under 
the three heads “63 — Extraordinary Charges in India”, “54 — Famine” and 
“40 — Agriculture”. 

liot me start, with “63 — Extraordinary Charges in India”. This head 
of account was first opened in 1939-40 to record extraordinary expenditure 
necessitated by war conditions and for the first three years the bulk of the 
expenditure debited thereunder was connected with (^ivil Defence. The 
oxjientlituro on Civil iK'fcnce finally debitable to provincial revenues during 
1943-44 and 1944-45 will Ik* one cron and one crore 30 lakhs resi)ectively 
and this burden which, coupled with the shrinkage in our receipt-s from the 
Jute Export Duty and a dearness allowance of moderate proportions, we 
fondly thought in the first years of the current decade was to he the extent 
of the war’s impact on the finances of the province, looks very small 
alongside the staggering burdens im[)osed by the famine. The cost of the 
Civil Supplies Department which in 1942-43 was under 4 lakhs will be one 
crore and one crore forty-eight lakhs in 1943-44 and 1944-45, respectively. 
These figures do not of course include the losses on the Department’s trading 
'Operations which have been placed at 3i and 5 crores, respectively. I must 
vx]>lain what these latter figures represent. 

The procurement operations of the Civil Supplies Department aim at 
<)btnining {diysical jiossession of sufficient stocks to enable (Invemment to 
ensure the e^iuitahle distribution of the available food supplies* at reasonable 
price levels. These oi>eraiion8 involve the purchase of stocks at prices in 
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excess of those which it ivS ultimately hoped to stabilise and in consequence, 
if Government’s operations achieve their purpose, a loss is inevitalde. In 
fact to a great extent Government’s loss will be the measure of the success 
of their operations. Government appreciate of course that the deliberate 
depreciation of the value of their stocks will not be the only kind of loss f^r 
which allowance will have to be made, but it will not l>e possible to calculate 
the final result of these operations until the last stocks are disp(»sed of and 
the accounts closed and the losses for which provision has bt'en made in the 
estimates are the losses entaileil in the sale of stocks belo\w the price at which 
they were purchased or in the delilM»rate depreciation of the value of 
Goveniment’s stocks. This provision is not expected b) cover the further 
losses with which we shall undoubtedly be face<l one day — shortages, 
damagetl stocks, unsaleable stocks. The writing off of such losses will have 
to await the final winding up of these newly assumed activities, but os it is 
part of Governineiit’s policy to accumulate and hold large stocks as a 
provincial reserve and at the same time to use their statutory powers to make 
periodical reductions in the value of the stocks in their hands, it would 
obviously l>e unsound not to make provision in our I'stiniates to meet the 
inevitable loss. Nor need the tax-payer look askance at a loss of 5 croree : 
for if Government’s operations do no more than ensure that the price of rice 
does not rise uIkivc the price now prevailing, as comparetl with last year’s 
expenditure, in countless individual domestic binlgets then* will lx* savings 
that would aggregate ten, perhaps twenty, times the outlay by virtue of 
which such savings will have been made possible. 

In normal times the exjKmditure ailjusted under the head “64 — Famine’* 
represents either expenditure on 'j'est Works or the cost of doles to jw'rsons 
for whom test work is not possible or at tim«*s when test works are 
iinjiriK ticable In some years extra staff has to be ai)jM>inted to administer 
and su]>er\is<‘ the <listril)ution of relief and in those years a further item of 
ex|>enditure — Kstablishinent — will appear in the accounts under this heatl. 
But in the year now closing it has lM*eii iiocessarv not only to open relief 
centres, j)oor houses and orphanages throughout the I*rovince but also to 
organise special medical relief at a cost approximately e(jual to the imrinal 
annual ex{)enditure under “-'tS — Medical”; in consequence the estimates lx)th 
for the current and the coming year under “64 — Famine” include large 
provisions for spei ial inedK al relief and poor- or work-houses and (»rphanitge«. 

In Septemlier last when presenting the Budget for the current year I 
estimated that the cost of relief operation.s would amount to no less than 
3i crorea. High as that estimate seemed at the time, it has fallen far short 
of our re<iuirements. Our reviseil estimate has lM*en placeil at 6 crores 
06 lakhs. Money, however, has been only a part of our pniblem : the initial 
difficulty was of course the procurement of the foodgrains, but the problem 
of getting the supplies to the areas where they were most needed often 
presented almost equal difficulties. By October last it had he(‘ome clear that 
these twin problems of procurement and distribution were far hcy(»iH| the 
unaided resources of the Provincial Governwient. It was not, however, till 
His Excellency I^ord Wavell assumed his high office and within a few days 
of assuming office visited Bengal and saw things for himself that assistance 
commensurate with the needs of the situation was vouchsafed. The people 
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of thin Province will ever reraeraber the deep sympathy and understanding 
tliat prompted His Excellency’s visit. They will recall too with gratitude 
His Ex( elleiicy’s decision to put the Army on the job. If I may be permitted 
to say so, that decision was an outstanding decision — realistic and 
gktesmarilike. That decision marked the turning point in our troubles. 
From that day the famine fighting organisation assumed proportions more 
commensurate with the task. I do not proj^ose this afternoon to attempt to 
recount all that the Army has done or how it solvecl our distribution problem. 
The story is well known and the services then rendered wdll })e remembered 
with heartfelt gratitude in the remotest corners of the Province. Tbe 
assistance given by the Army brought about an immediate improvement in 
the famine situation and when epidemics — the inevitable aftermath of 
famine — made their appearance, the Army again came to the rescue. 

A score of hospitals with from 100 to 150 beds in each were opened in 
the worst affected districts and in these hospitals, equipped with the most 
mcKlern devices for the treatment of war casualties in the field, thousands 
of sick destitutes learned for the first time what real medical attention means. 
In addition, some 40 mobile treatment centres have gone into the interior 
of the districts, giving cholera inoculation and small-pox vaccination nud 
treating malaria and other cases: tbe numl)er of cases so treated runs into 
six figures. 

To return to the estimates: out of the total grant of 5 crores G5 lakhs, 
3} crores is (diargeable to gratuitous relief and IJ crores to test works. 

Gratuitous relief has l)een administered chiefly in the form of grain doles 
and of C(M)ked food from free kitchens run in some case.** by official ageiH ies 
and in others by non-official organi.saticms assisted !»> Government with 
•applies of foiKlgrains at subsidised rates. With a view to minimi.se the e\il 
of inflation doles in cash were given us sparingly as iH)ssible. 

The exi)eiiditure adjustable under (iratuitous Belief will also include an 
outlay of 40 lakhs for the juirchase of cloth and blankets for free distribution 
among the destitutes and a sum of 5 lakhs for the purchase of imported milk 
foods for distribution to infants and nursing mothers. 

The estimated ext)enditure on test relief works, as already mentiiuied, 
is a cn>re and a quarter. The test works were in most cases designed to 
improve communications, drainage and iirigatiou facilities so that in addition 
to pioviding work lor labourers they might help materially in the “Grow 
More F(K)d” caini>aign. 

The provision included in the estimates for poor houses and orqihanages 
is 33 lakhs. District Officers have Wen aiithorisetl to set up temp»rary pior 
houses, orphanages and evaluation cami>s wherever necessary with projier 
arrangements for fotnl, sanitation and water-supply. In accordance with 
these instructions about one hundred p>or houses and destitute camfm have 
bi.en oi>ened in different parts of the Province. 

The estimates also include a provision of 53 lakhs for the administration 
of s{>ecia] meilical relief in rural areas. This provision is intended to meet 
the cost of some (»0 emergency hospitals of a hundred beils each and 500 
hospitals of 20 \m\s each attached to selected dispensaries in the worst 
affected areas. In addition to this huge exjMinsion of the existing facilities 
lor indoor treatment*-*an expansion representing a 300 per cent, increase

on the Dumber of beds normally available — arrangement have been made 
to provide outdoor treatment nearer the patient's home by the opening of 
some 2,800 satellite treatment centres based on existing dispensaries. A 
further measure designed for the same purpose is the organisation of 260 
mobile medical unite to tour in the interior and give malaria and general 
treatment. 

Against 5 crores 65 lakhs in the current year, our estimate (d famine 
relief expenditure in 1944-45 stands at 2 crores 61 lakhs. We are hoping 
that with sustained improvement in the economic situation it will be |H>ssible 
to effect considerable reduction in expenditure on test works and gratuitous 
relief. The Budget accordingly provides, for half a crore under lest works 
and a crore under gratuitous relief. S|HM ial medical relief o|ierations wdll, 
however, have to be ('outin\ied for a good part of the ('oming year and the 
estimate on this account has Imhui plactMl at 62 lakhs. The iKwition in regard 
to orphanages is as follows. Teinpi»rury orphanages will have to l)e kept o})en 
for the maintenance of orjdian ami deserted cliildren while a search is l>eing 
made for friends and relatives who will he aide and willing to take cure of 
them. Or|)haiis without friends and relatives wdll have U> 1h> transferred 
to approved non-official institutions or to (piasi-jiermaiient orphanages which 
will be set up and equippin] for the puiqrose by tiovernment. The first of 
these has already Immui <»|»ened at Berha!n|»ore Tlie Budget contains a 
jirovision of 42 lakliN fdr temporary work- or poor-houM's and of 15 lakhs for 
quasi-irerinaneiit oqrhanages. 

It will 1)0 seen that the total pi-nvision on urt'ount of famine relief in 
the two years is eight crores and a quarter. No sej>arate provision is included 
in these estimates for the rehabilitation of jM*ople who have l>een ruined as 
a result of the faiiiirie. This matter is engaging the attention r»f (roverinnent 
and it is certain that large sums will he re(|uire<l for this pur|K)He. 

The foodgrain.s procurement and distrihution arrangements represent 
the first leg of (loveniment’s plan to prevent a recurrence of famine 
conditions, The .second leg is the Grow’ More Foo<l cain|)aign. 

During 1944-45 every attempt will he made to bring under cultivation 
more cultivable waste laioK hut the mam aim of the campaign wdll l)e to 
increase the output of lands already cultivated. The methods by W'hich it 
is bo{)ed to achieve this aim are the distribution of manure and improved 
seeds: the encouragement of the making of com(K)sts in villages and the 
carrying out of such irrigation and drainage projects as }>roinise quick 
resulta. 

The approved schemes of seed di.strihution include aux and aman paddy 
seeds, raht. seeds, fodder crop seods and mk h famine crops as cheena, knap, 
kalat and l>arley. To facilitate the working of the various seed distribution 
schemes a seed store or dejs)! is Wing established at each sulKlivisional 
headqqarters. During the coming year it is proposed to introduce, as an 
alternative to the goirai system ordinarily followed in this JVovince, a system 
of caeh sale with a 20 per cent, rebate. This is reported to W the normal 
practice in a numWr of other Provinces and it is hoyx^d that it will prove 
attractive in this Province also. It is not intende<l to discontinue distribution 
on the sotrat basis: the cultivator will have the option of obtaining his seeds 
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on payment of 80 f>er cent, of the prescribed cost or on loan, such loan being 
repayable after the harvest on the sowat system in cash 6r in kind. 

The , grant under “40 — Agriculture*' includes a special provision for the 
Grow More Food campaign of 1 crore 35 lakhs and 50 lakhs in 1943-44 
and 1944-45 resr>ective]y. The reason why the provision for the coming 
year is so much smaller than that for the current year is that the seeds for 
several of next year’s schemes will be purchased during the current year. 

The reviswl PHtimate for the current year under “Jails” has been placed at 
1 crore 30 lakhs against an actual expenditure of 53 lakhs only in 1942-4^3. 
This increase of over 150 i)er c^nt. is the direct result of famine conditions : 
it is true that there has been a large increase in the prison population, but 
that itself is to a large extent the* result of desperation on the part of those 
who found themselves driven nearer and nearer the verge of starv’ation. 

The bulk of the increase is of course due to the greatly increased cost 
of foodstuffs. The normal practice is for each jail to purchase in the 
closing months of each year wlien the new crops come on to the market a 
stock of foodgrains sufficient for the whole of the following year. Owing 
to lack of supplies it was not |K)s.sible to make piin hases on the usual scale 
during the closing months of 1942-43 and supidementarv supplies had to f>e 
purchased during the current year at very high prices. There have a]«r 
Wen substantial increases in the prices of clothing, medicine and other 
necessities. 

f Next year’s budget for “Jails” has been placed at 1 crore 11 lakhs on the 
assumption that the juices of for)dstuffs will W lower. In the two years 
together the pxi>enditure under this head will be a crore and a half aho\e 
the expenditure of the two |>receding years. 

The grants under Irrigation for the two years include a provision of 
IfK) lakhs for the repair of the DamcMlar EmWnkment breat hed by last year’s 
floods. The Government of India have agreed to make an interest-free 
advance for this jmrj)ose, the question whether this advance or any jxirt of 
it shall be rej>aid being left for settlement along with the general question 
of financial assistance to the Province in its ])rescnt difficulties. 

The grunt under “Industries” imdudes one novel provision of which I 
must make mention. I refer to the juovision of Its. 10 lakhs for payment of 
subsidies to sugar mills in Bengal. (Jovernment are satisfied that the price 
of sugar fixed by the Sugar Controller — this juice is uniform throughout 
India — will not allow sugar mills in Bengal to j)ay more than 12 annas a 
maund for cane. Government are of oj>inion that in Bengal today 12 annas a 
inaund does not rej)resent an adeijuate return to the cultivator of cane and 
apjuehend that unless he gets a minimum price of Re.l, the cultivator will 
not hav«^ suffii ient inducement to maintain an equal area under cane and 
sugar juoduction will be adversely affected. At the present time it is of 
l>aramount imjairtance to ensure the maximum jx)ssihle production of sugar. 
Government fiave therefore prescriWd a minimum price of B^.l per maund 
for jmrehases of cane by mills and have undertaken to comjiensate mills at 
the rate of 4 annas a maund. No subsidy will be paid to mills in resjiect of 
cane grown on their own plantations. 

The revised estimate for the current year under “Public Health” has been 
placed at 82 lakbs against 30 lakhs in 1942-43. The increase is due mainly 
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to aati-epidemic measures and includes 12^ lakhs for free distribution of 
quinine, 14 lakhs for the control of cholera and sniall-]X)x and lakhs for 
the repair and re-sinking of tube-wells which have gone out of onler in tho 
atfected areas. The requirements for the coming year have been placed at 
61 lakhs. The decrease is due to the fact that while measures for combating^ 
malaria, cholera and small-[>ox will have to ho continutHl for some months^ 
the special provision for the restoration of tube-wells will not l>e retjuired 
next year. 

In the two years the increase in Tublic Health ex]ienditure over the 
normal of 36 lakhs amounts to three-quarters of a crore. 

One last item w’hich calls for individual mention is a provision of 5 lakha 
for fiayinont to the SthiMluled (’astes Education Fund in the Budget for the 
coming year. The Fund was created in HKiS-dft with an initial contribution 
of 5 lakhs. A lakh and a half was put into the Fund in each of the years 
Hm-43 to lfM3-44. It is pro[K)sed to make a payment of 5 lakhs into the 
Fund during 1944-45. 

Ivet me now review briefly the working of the capital head *‘85-A”. As 
the House is aware, this head was ojHMied in the current year for thn 
exhibition of large-scale trading transactions undertaken by Government to 
promote healthier marketing conditions in respect of certain commodities, 
jirinciiwlly foodgrnins. 

Ihe schemes for which prf)visi(»ii has Is'en incduded under this head are: — 

(1) purchase of ftK>dgrains other than wheat; 

(2) imrchaso of wheat and wheat jiroducts; 

(.‘U supply of foodstuffs at concession rate to (iovernment employee# 
including f'ivic (iiiards and A.K.l*. personnel; and 

(4) purchase* of standard cloth, sugar and salt. 

The total capital outlay involved in these schemes in the current year is of 
the order of 76 crores, of which 41 crores is derived from sale-proceeds and 
represents the turnover of stocks. As 1 have alrc*ady explained, the loss 
involved in these transactions during the current year hy the sale of 
foodgrains other than wheat to the public at less than cost price or b\* the- 
deliberate depreedation of stocks has l»een placed at 3} crores. No loss is 
anticipated in resf)ect of transactions relating to the purchase* of w’heat and 
wheat products, standard cloth, sugar and suit. Tlie IsMik value of the st^ck 
likely to remain in hand at the close of the year is estimated at 2i>} enures. 

The comparable figures f<»r the coming year are — a total outlay of 81 
crores — a loss of 5 crores and a carry forward of 12 crores of fotxlgrains other 
than wheat and some 56 lakhs of salt. 

Hon’ble members will naturally wish to know from what sources cafiitaf 
of this order has been obtained. I shall have more to say on this subject 
later: at this stage it will V>e sufficient to say that this hug© capital has 
been detained from three sources; loans from the (‘entral Government, cash 
cretlit advances from the Imfxyrial Bank of India and treasury' bills. 

I now turn to the receipt side. Our revenue for the years 194 '1-44 and 
1944-45 has been placed at 21 crores 34 lakhs and 21 crores 97 lakhs 
respectively. These figures represent increases over the receipts of 1942-43, 
onr previous best year, of 4 crores 88 lakhs and 5 crores 61 laklm respecUvely* 
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TLe heads under which the main increases occur are * ‘Excise/' “Other 
Taxes and Duties,” and “Stamps.” Under “Excise” we look for increases 
of 1 crore VZ lakhs and 1 crore 33 lakhs respectively ; an increase of 90 odd 
lakhs under “Other Taxes and Duties;” and a comparable increase under 
“Stamps.” Six months ago, while presenting the Budget for the current 
year I predicted that our policy of enhancing the Excise duty would achieve 
the double object of increased revenue and diminished consumption. I have 
now iKifore me a graphical chart vividly showing the results of our policy. 
There has been little or no increase in the consumption of excisable articles: 
in fact there has ])een a considerable decrease in the consumption of country 
spirits from which half our Excise revenue is derived. The very large 
increase in our Excise receipts is the result of the recent steep but judicious 
up-grading of the rates of duty. 

Point of order.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYALS The chart must l>e made available to 
members; otherwi.se there should be no reference to it. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: I .shall see to that. Dr. Sunyal, please 
resume your seat. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: This was frivolous 
and 1 take no notice of it. 

Etatement by the Hon’ble the Finance Minister. 

The Hon’bie Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA G08WAMI: Since May last we 
have gruduallv rai>ed the rate>^ id dut^ tm almost all excisable articles. Tn 
the case of country spirit tiie raising of the rate> of duty has resulted in 
an increase in the incidt*nce of taxation ot over lot) per cent., the incidence 
per London Proof gallon ri'^ing from IL". lit *> in 194*2-43 to tts. 21} 9. 

During the iieriixl May to Decemlier 1943 although the coneumption of 
country spirit was only 5-8 lakhs ot gallons against 7*9 lakhs of gallons 
during the correvS|>onding jieriod of the pievious year, there was an increase 
of over 60 per cent, in revenue-receipts for the period rising from 78 to 128 
lakhs. This is the graph I reierrt'd to. 

The enhancement of the rates of tax chargeable under the Amusements 
Tax Act, including the Betting and Totalisator taxes, and the Bengal 
Electricity Duty Act accounts for half the increase under “Other Taxes and 
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Duties^’, the balance coming from increased receipts under the sales tax and 
the raw jute sales tax. 

Sir, I wish to emphasiie that our estimates for 1944-45 have not taken 
into account either the new revenue I hope to get from the agricultural 
income-tax or the additional revenue from the proposed enhancement of the 
sales tax: we have been informed that our receipts from the income-tax 
pool next year are likely to be 80 lakhs higher than in the current year and 
it is this expectation that accounts for the increase in revenue for which 

I have budgeted next \ear. 

I/et me now summarise the results of the two years’ working on revenue 
account. The revenue has been placed at 21 crores 34 lakhs and 21 crores 
97 lakhs resi)ectively : against these figures the expenditure is put at 32 cn)res 
54 lakhs and 30 crores 43 lakhs respectively, so that w© face a deficit of 

II cn>H•^ 20 lakli" this ycai and a further deficit of 8 cnueH 40 lakhs next 
year. Sir, since tins statement wuh sent to the Press for juiiiting 1 have 
received intimation from the (ioveriiment of India that our share of the 
income-tax receipts is likely to he Us. 1,10,90,900 more than wliat was 
expected in the Budget when it was framed This addition will reduce 
our Budget deficits from Us. 8, 40, 00, 000 to Us. 7, 3(). 00, 000 in 1944-45. 

I shall now endeavour to give Hon' hie members u brief summary of the 
means by which we have secured the funds t4> meet the outgoings so greatly 
lu excess of our revenue receipts. 

In the ear]\ months of the }ear >\e reluni mainl\ on the Fentral 
(tovernment for the mnessarv a( coiiimoilution and between Juio‘ and October 
la.st wo iecei\eil loans and a<l\an('eH totalling 12 crores. I.ater, however, 
the (ion ernineiit of India imhcatcHi that they desired the Provincial 
(ioNerimient to make their own arningoiiients to raise funds in tlie open 
market or ihioiigii normal trade < haniiels. In c-ompliance with the wishes 
of the ( Vntral (Toveniment, arrangements were made with the Im|H‘rjal Bank 
for the opening of cash credit ai-i-ounts for the financing of the various 
trading Of)erations recorded in (*ur accounts under the (’apital heivd “Hfi-A” 
and the balance of our re(juirenierif.H has been found hv the issue of treasury 
hills. For the aus procurement scheme we arranged a cash credit ac-count 
with a limit of 8 crores repayable not later than 3l.st I>ecemher 1943. The 
total amount drawn against this aciount was only 2 crores 21 lakhs. The 
account was repaid in full on 31st Decemlier, lfM3 For the aman procure- 
ment scheme and other ciignate schemes we liave arranged a rash credit 
account with a limit of 25 crores repa\ahle not later than 31 st December 
1944 

The details of our issue of treasury bills will be found in the «ea>nd of 
the three statements in the Appendix to the printed copy of my statement, 
which will be supplied to honourable members. \Ye shall carry forward 
bilk to the extent of 15J crores into the coming year. 

In the same Appendix Tlon’hle members will find a statement 
summarising our indebtedness on the 3lst March 1944 and 31et March 1945 
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respectively. In this statement, as in the estimates, I have assumed thj 
the cash credit account with the Imperial Bank for 1944 will have been pai 
off in full and a new account on similar terms opened for 1945. Two c 
the figures in this statement will of course depend upon the progress of on 
procurement operations: I refer to the amounts shown against Imperij 
Bank cash credit account. If progress is slow and our drawings on thi 
account are smaller than estimated, there will be a corresponding reductioi 
in the stock figures but there will be no change in the net indebtedness. 

According to my estimates the coming year’s working will close with a 
negative ])alance of 10 crores 6o lakhs. This of course is an unworkable 
proposition and it is obvious that funds must be found to carry on the 
administration. Let me explain why I have adopted the unprecedented 
course of presenting a budget in which no steps have been taken to make 
good the expected depletion of our balance and the closing balance for 1944-46 
is shown iinaslminedly as a minus figure. 

In November last the Government of Bengal addressed the (io\ eminent 
of India and asked for a subvention: so far no reply has been received from 
the Government of India, but I am hopeful that assistance will be forthcoming. 
In Septemlier last when presenting the estimates for the current year I 
said, “Bengal, once so richly dowered with Nature's bounties, i^ today }>ent 
double with woe and agony and is a suppliant for neighbourl\ charity”, but 
in seeking financial assistance from the Centre in our present difficulties I do 
not consider that it is charity w'e are asking for The financial settlement 
that governs the allocation of revenue between the Ciuitie and the Provinces 
was designed for normal times and in the circumstances of today it would 
be as inequitable as it would be impracticable to suggest that Bengal must 
work out its own salvation within the limits of the Xiemeyer Award I 
have come to believe in the motto: “Heaven helps those that hel)) themsidves” 
and when I tell the House that during the course of the two years with which 
the estimates now in the hands of honourable members are concerned, apart 
altogether from our larger receipts from income-tax, 1 hope to raise 
10 crores more revenue than was raised in the two preceding years, it will, 
I trust, be agreed that we have bestirred ourselves to good purpose. 

On the other hand I do not wish to convey the impres.sion that we have 
exhausted our own resources or that I shall not be called upon to make 
further demands on the tax-payer before the end of the year. This is not a 
threat ; nor is it evil foreboding. The day of the presentation of the Budget 
is a day on which we must look back and look forward. The future is not 
a natural and unguided continuation of the past; and in looking forward to 
the building up of a Wtter world for ourselves and for our children we must 
be fortified by the spirit of the celebrated dictum, that taxation is “an 
engine of social and national policy'’. A compulsnr>' abatement of our 
personal incomes or our power to purchase our individual enjoyments 
accxirding to our individual choice is a small price to pay not mei-ely for 
the moral satisfaction of having contributed to the betterment of our 
neighbours and our surroundings, but also for the very material advantages 
of improved sanitation and increased security, enlightenment and prosperity 
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of the people. The ever-expanding- so^al functions of the State call for 
greater elasticity of revenue. If, to a certain extent and in the last resort, 
the State is Force, a truer conception of organised human 8t>ciety is that 
the State is Service. And to this end we will, whenever necessary, tax 
ovrsehes. 

Last September I ventured in this House to explain in my humble way 
the problem of inflation and the economic phenomena for which it is 
res(X)usible. In view of much loose talk on the subject and especially in 
view of its impact on the food .situation here, 1 felt that it was my duty 
to inform the Leg-islatiire that, within the limited jiowers of the Provincial 
Government, we were in our measures of relief and taxation alive to the 
problem of inflation and to the necessity of counteracting its effects in 
Bengal. Tt is a problem wbirli will l>e our t'onstant ('ompanion during the 
War and for some lime after the <‘essiition of ho.stilities ; and T ho|»e I shall 
have the guidance and support of the Legislature and the public in my 
efforts to harness redundant currency to the service of the community. 

As if to vliow that tbcn* i*' an element of good in things evil, it up|ii»areKl 
that during tli(‘ \v(»r‘’t stages of tb<‘ famine it was this eireiilation of excess 
piirehasing power whieli kept alive not only many a working class family but 
also most id tlie lUai iruUnf families ordinanlv with limited and inelastic 
iiK'omes lint, alas, tliis is only a pointer to the vicious eircle.s created by 
inflation in the eeononiK life (d’ the (ountry ! 

I liaM' alreatU referred to the (juestion of Rehabilitation, whi(‘h the 
ravages of tlie famine liave brought to the fore. Short-time schemes, to use 
current expression-., have actively Imumi taken in hand and will he dovetailed 
nit(» brng-tiMiu projci Is. iriNidving b*gislati<m ami large financial outlays 
ahull aim at a |x*rmanent amelioiation of the romblion of rmr pei »ple. We 
ha\e iieen aitiu-sses to srenes of suffering and di*solation almost Ih^voiuI 
endurance. We lune seen and heard of deaths by tlie thousand in 
circumstances which might easily make us suspect that all is not well with 
rivilisatinn based on tlie ld(*a of Progress. We have on our hands large 
numbers of oryrhans and destitutes, many of them debilitated and diseasoil, 
who dread to return to their ileserted homes and fields. This is the CmRAT 
PROBLEM immediately liefore us — the After-I'amine Pndilem. But the 
solution of the pniblem offers us great opporlunities of effecting a true and 
lasting rehabilitation. As we look forward, not without trepidation, to a 
;?urcessful fruition of our schemes, we derive sustenance for our continued 
endeavour from the exhortation of the Trojan ].,eader to his harassed band, 
words which were my lesson in early youth, words which have l)©en the 
stand-by of the latter part of my ow-n little existence:

[“Perhaps even these ('dreadful) things it may one day be pleasing to 
remember.

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Will the Horrble Minister l>e 
pleased to state whether it is not extremely preotirious for Lidies to tmvel 
on account of darkness in ptissenger trains? 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: Tliat is quite true. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Will the Jlon’ble Minister be 
pleased to state w’hat steps have l>eeD taken by the Government for prevent- 
ing theft.s of bulbs and for ensuring proper lighting arrangements in railway 
oompartments P 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: Government have taken necessary 
•teps to prevent such thefts. 
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Mr. DHIReNDRA NATH DATTA: Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to state the reason why Government do not consider it desirable to 
move the Government of India for removing the admitted grievances? 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA KUMAR: Because Government thought that on 
account of war transport difficulties could not be fully removed. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister be

Mr, DEPUTY 8PEAKER: Mr. Kundu, 1 ha\e not yet considered the 
(piestion ot admissibility of your motuni alllwmgb I tliink under the rules it 
is admissible 1 shall in the first iiistani'^* ascertain the present jmsition of 
the hunger-strike fixim the Hon’hle the Home Minister. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA 8EN: May we know, Sir. what is the actual 
motion ? 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: It is an adjournment motion relating to a 
hunger-strike in the Rajshahi Jail. 

Tho Hon’blo Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, 1 doubt if the honourable 
member mn definitely tell this House as to whether there is any reason for 
him to apprehend that there is now a hunger-strike. I think be has no 
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authority to say that there is now a hunger-strike. The letter to which he 
has referred is dated 18 th but as far as iiiy information goes, there is no 
hunger-strike at present in the Kajshahi Jail. 

Mr. SA8ANKA SEKHAR SANYALs On a point of order, Sir. Before 
discussing the merits of the motion or of its admissibility you have been 
pleased to observe that before the motion is placed before the House, you 
have to ascertain the position from the Hon'ble Home Minister and I hope 
that the Hon’ble Minister will give us the benefit of his experience and 
wisdom as to how things actually stand now. Instead of putting a counter- 
question to the mover, it is better that he should make a definite statement. 

Mr, DEPUTY SPEAKER. But he has made a statement. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, the information on which the 
Hon’ble the Iveader of the House stands is something that has not been made 
public to this House as yet. Here is an honourtible meml>er of the House 
seeking to move an adjournment motion on certain facts in his possession 
but at this stage you have neither allowed him to move it nor have you tried 
to enquire the source of his information or the date of his information. It 
is for the Leader of the House to state if he is in a position to cHintrudict the 
information. That would be more in reality with the actual state of affairs 
with regard to the situation to W appreciated by the House. On the other 
kind he has put to our friend on this side of the House a question as to 
whether he is in a position to say definitely whether there is any hunger- 
strike now hut we would like to put thi.s question to him: “Are you in a 
jHisitiori to deny it 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKERS Dr. Sanyal, 1 do not question the 
adnnssihility of this motion nor the consideration that it is a question of 
hung(M-strike. But it is (pule jKissible that the hunger-strike might have 
l»een < oiled off h\ ihis time. Therefore, 1 enquired of the Hon’ble the 
Home Minister to whether tliere is any .strike at all or not, and if there 
ha.s been an.Mhing, i^hether that has ended at all or not. As regard.s this 
motion, under the rules it is a<lmis.sible and 1 do nut find any rwison U) 
disallow it. But one thing to be considered i.s that you an* just going to 
discuss the Budget and in the general discussion of the Budget there is no 
liar, while di.scussing on the Budget as a whole, to discuss any jMirticular 
matter involving certain principles of administration. Therefore, I would 
advise you not to press this motion but I skull bear the ILorble the Home 
Minister. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U. Sir, I am very much obliged to you for 
the suggestion thrown out by the Chair. Jl was iK»t in a spirit of our 
desire to stand on technical rules tliat we plJled this matter l>efore the House. 
Our intention was to give an expression to <njr sense of apprehension after 
got the information that there was a hunger-strike going on in the 
jail. But we are absolutely preparecl to abide by the statement tkit the 
Hon’ hie the Home Minister might make in this matter. The infonmition 
is exclusively in bis own knowledge and in his possession, and it is for him 
and him alone to enlighten the House whether there is any hunger-strike 
at all. If he is in a position to say that there is no hunger-strike nothing 
would be more welcome to this side of the House. We want to place this 
waiter not in a spirit of conflict but we only bring this matter to his notice 
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in a spirit of enquiry. If he can assure us that there is no hunger-strike 
going on, and if there is any possibility of a hunger-strike he will enquire 
into it, that will more than satisfy us. 

The Hon’bla Khwija Sir NAZIMUDDIH: Sir, I have already stated 
that as far as my information goes there is no hunger-strike at present in 
the Itajshahi Jail. I think the information on which the honourable member 
has base<l his motion is dated the 18th. Therefore I do not see how he can 
get up and claim that the hunger-strike started on the 22nd. If there was 
a hunger-strike I should have received a wire. Therefore I assume that 
there is no hunger-strike. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Eundu, I hope you will accept the 
statement of the Ilon’ble the Leader of the House and will not press the 
motion. 

MESSAGE FROM THE BENGAL LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

The Bengal Destitute Persons (Repatriation and Relief) Bill, 1944. 

The Secretary then read the following message which has been received 
from the Bengal liCgislative C ouncil, namely, “The concurrence of the Bengal 
I legislative Assembly l>e asked to the Bengal Destitute Persons (Rc]>atriation 
and Belief ) Bill, 1944, as passed by the Bengal Legislative Council at its 
meeting held on the 17th February, 1944“. 

GOVERNMENT BUSINESS. 

Praaantation of the Supplementary Estimates for 1943-44. 

The Hon'ble Mr. TULSI CHANDRA GOSWAMI: Sir, I beg to pre.sent 
the supplementary estimate of expenditure for the current year. The total 
covered by the estimate is Rs. 36,24,48,000. Out of this Rs. 2,18,000 is 
“charged” and the balance is “voted”, The demand is spread over 22 
heads, of which one, namely, “85-A — Capital Outlay on Government Schemes 
connected with the War, 1939”, is outside the revenue account. The 
demand under the capital head “85-A” amounts to alK)ut Rs. 29} crores. 
In the Budget for the current year it was assumed that the unadjusted 
capital outlay on Government’s trading operations at the close of the year 
would be a sum of Rs. 50,00,000 for the building up of a reserve stock of 

salt. It is now estimated that, over and above this, capital to the extent 

of 29^ crores is likely to remain invested in stocks of foodgrains and sugar. 
A demand has therefore to be iimde for this amount. It is anticipated that 
the bulk of the stock in hand will be disposed of in the coming year. 

The next largest item i.s a demand of 2 crores 13 lakhs under “54 — 
Famine”. The extra expenditure is due to special measures undertaken 

for the relief of destitutes from starvation and diseases. Apart from larger 

expenditure on gratuitous relief in the form of cash doles and free kitchens, 
the more important items responsible for the increase are 33 lakhs for 
temporary poor-houses and destitute camps, 53 lakhs for emergency medical 
relief centres and 40 lakhs for the free distribution of cloth and blankets 
among destitutes. 
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The demand imder “63 — Extraordinary Char^res^’ la a little over 2 crores. 
Part of this is due to the expansion of the Department of Civil Suppliea 
and the introduction of rationing in Calcutta and certain industrial areas. 
The balance is due to the fact that the loss on sale of subsidised food is 
expected to be larger than was originally estimated. 

The extra expenditure of 78J lakhs under “Jails’' is due to a large 
increase in prison population coupled with greatly increased cost of food- 
stuff, clothing, medicines and other contingencies. 

Under “Agriculture" the additional provision 

Point of order. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: .'^ir. 1 have at this stage to rise on a 
point of order. I have to invite your attention to section 81 of the Govern- 
ment of India Act regarding the presentation of supplementary statements 
of expenditure. It states that “if in respect of any financial year further 
expenditure from the reveiiue.s of the I’rovince becomes necessary over and 
above the exp^Miditure theretofore authorised for that year, the Governor shall 
cause to be laid before the Chamber or Chambers a sujiplementary statement 
showing the estimated amount of that expenditure, and the provisions of 
the preceding sections .shall have effei't in relation to that statement and 
that expenditure a.s they have effect in relation to the annual financial state- 
ment and the expenditure mentioned therein." 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: What i.s your point of order P 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYALS 1 am coming to that. It will not be 

so eas\ for >ou to dispo.se it of. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: That is for me to decide. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Therefore 1 must be in a position to 
lay it before \ou I find frfun the summary which is now read out by the 
Hon’bie Miiii.ster in charge 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: He has not finished yet. 

Dr. MALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: He has already stated that he is going 
to demand a total provision of more than Us. 36 crores and a half of which 
Rs. 36, 22,00,000 are going to be voted and Us. 2. IS, 000 onl\ to be charged. 
Sir, the total amount which wa.s provided for expenditure for the year 
1943-44 not long ago in September session of the House was on revenue 
account only Rs. 2o. 80, 00, 000. By no stretch of imagination could it 
therefore be said that Governiiieiit had to wait till now to find out if by 
reappropriations vrithin the grant, different expenditure or additional 
expenditure provided in the supplementary demand, could be met before 
they made up their mind to come before thi.s House for supplementary 
estimates. 

Sir, I submit that when the previous budget was placed before the 
House in the month of September, Government knew' definitely that they 
had committed themselves to large expenses and they actually defrauded 
this Ijegislature by putting up a much reduced sum for our vote at that 
time. (Mr. Fazli’R RAHiCAif: Is that a point of order?) 1 would like to 
know, as is required under this Act, when did they discover that they went 
going to exceeil the amount provided by this House? (Mr. FiatLini 
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Bahmait: That is not necessary.) That is necessary as the Act says that 
as soon as it is discorered, Goyemment has to come to this House for 
supplies. It is not desirable that money should be spent out of the revenues 
and towards the close of the year when every mischief has been done, you 
come to the House with a view to regularise certain misdeeds that the 
Government have committed. We refuse, Sir, to have anything to do with 
such supplementary estimates which go much beyond any conceivable idea 
of supplementary estimates. This is like “ TO TO 

l” I submit that it infringes the Act. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKERS Please clear the point. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, my point is that under section 81 
Government have to come to the House immediately they discover that a 
larger expenditure — more than what was provided in the original estimate 
by the House — is going to be incurred. If they do not do it, they infringe 
the Act. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER. Do you mean to say that Government were 
aware of it in September? 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL. Even before September when the last 
budget was passed. If they were not, I would like to know. If they do 
not do it, they infringe the Act. If they were not aware, we would like 
to know w’hen the expenditure provided for under these various heads were 
actually incurred and sought to be expended. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: On a point of order. Sir. 
The point of order is this that under section 81 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Is that a connected point of order? 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: There is no doubt that there 
is some connection with Dr. Sanyal’s point, but it is altogether a new point. 
Section 81 provides that supplementary estimates 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: What is your point of order, Dr, Sanyal? 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: My point of order is that there should 
be no possibility of Government coming to this House at this stage with 
aupplementary estimates of this character. The Government of India Act 
does not provide for it and there is no provision for it in the Act. Supple- 
mentary estimates cannot be placed after the expenses have been incurred. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: On a point of order, Sir. 

Tha Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I submit, Sir, that you 
•bould dispose of Dr. SunyaTs point of order first before you start with a 
new one. Mr. Chaudhuri bus already said that he has got something 
absolutely new. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: I am going to raise a point 
of order and it is for the Chair to consider it. It is not for Sir Naaimuddin 
to object to it in anticipation. 

Mft PAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, when there is a point of order, until 
that point of order is decided, another point of order cannot be raised. 
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Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I will consider this and eTan I will ask you 

to tell your view-point. Let me hear whether it is a connected point of 
order or a different point of order, 

Rai HARENORA NATH CHAUOHURI: Sir, my point of order is 

this. Section 81 of the Government of India Act provides for supplementary 
estimates. It does not provide for placing for the approval of the Legislature 
expenses already incurred. It only provides for supplementary estimates 
and in view of the speech that the Hon’ble Finance Minister is going to 
deliver in support of his supplementary estimates, it is quite apparent that 
these expenses have all been incurred. These are not supplementary 
estimates. These have gone beyond the stage of e.stimates. These are all 
incurred expenditure and there is no provision in the Government of India 
Act for the Government to come forward and to have the approval of the 
Legislature for expenses incurred. Under section 81, they cannot come 
before the House, but they can, I think, come for regularisation of 
expenditure after the statement of expenditure has been placed before the 
Public Accounts Committee and the Public Accounts Committee have 
recommended regularisation of those expenditure. Otherwise, so far ai 
supplementary estimates are concerned, section 81 only deals with estimates 
and nothing more than estimates. It does not deal with expenditure 
incurred. So, the statement and the speech of the Ilon’blo Finance 
Minister are out of order. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Ud me further enquire whether after the 
budget ses.sion of September there was any other session. This is the 
session in which they are placing supplementary estimates. 

Rii HARENDRA NATH CHAUOHURI. These are not estimates. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You call them as expenditure already 
incurred. Let me hear the entire speech and then I will consider the case. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: The speech, Sir, is ultra vires. That 
is our point. We have already listened to him. We gave him five minutes 
to see whether he was going to refer to matters which have already Wn 
done. He has referred to expenditure, viz., expenditure in connwition with 
the aus crop scheme, w’hich is over. That money has already been spent. 

I waited to see wdiether he w^as going to refer to matters of that character. 
Sir, this is a privilege of the House and no Parliament would allow it. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. Sanyal, I will give ray decision after 
hearing the speech of the Finance Minister. 

Tht HOfi’bM Mr. TULSI CHANDRA COSWAM I : Sir, I may say that 
under Agriculture” the additional sum of Ks. 59 J lakhs is duo to larger 
expenditure on **Qtow More Food” schemes mainly as a result of 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUOHURI: On a point of order, Sir. 
The Hon’ble Finance Minister is taking his stand on section 81. He is 
apaaking of expenditure incurred, but section 81 does not speak of 
expenditure incurred ; it only speaks of estimates and nothing more than 
that. Sir, it is quite apparent from the speech of the Hoo’ble Fiisanee 
Minister that he is speaking of expenditure incurred and not of estiiaatee 
at all. 
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Mr. NtiHITHA NATH KUNDU: Sir, may 1 ask the Hon’ble Minister 
to explain under what section of the Government of India Act he is placing 
these estimates? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TULSI CHANDRA G08WAMI: Of course under 
section 81. There is nothing in the Act which precludes coming before the 
Legislature even on the Inst day of the financial year for any expenditure 
incurred. The spirit of the Act is that you must come to the Legislature 
as soon as possible. (Dr. Naunaksha Saxyal: Is that your interpretation?) 
That is my int<‘rpretation. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: AVhen was it incurred? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA G08WAMI: It is not all incurred; 
some was imoirred. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: A\ ’^as it not ])os8ible to include them 
when the last ])udget was passed? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: It was not possible 
to forecast what expenditure would be incurred, lle.side.s, I made it perfect- 
ly clear on more than one occasion that we will have to come up for supple- 
mentary demands. I gave this warning more than once. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER. Dr. Sanyal, your point is that the Hon’ble 
Finance Minister is not entitled to present the supplementary demand at 
this stage after the amount has already lieen spent. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Not onl> that, when the la.st budget 
was passed, Government knew that this expenditure would be incurred. 
Mr. (loswami in his sj>eech bus already admitted that. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI; It was impossible 
to know in September what amount would be required. We knew that a 
.large amount would be required and we gave due w^arnings to the Legis- 
lature. I said that I would come uj) before the Legislature at the first 
possible opportunity and this, I think, is the earliest opportunity. 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERaEE; That is not in compliance with 
section 81. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TULSI CHANDRA COS W AMI: That complies with 
section 81 which lays down lertaiu procedure 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL; Sir, that strengthens my point again. 
It is clear from the admission made by the Hou’ble Finance Minister that 
he knew it before. It was within his knowledge and therefore the provi- 
sion of section 81 has been infringed, because although it was within his 
knowledge, although it was perfectly clear to him that further expenditure 
from the revenues of the province would Ik» required, be did not come to 
the House even on the 14th September when the House was discussing 
the general budget for the year 1943-44. 

Tilt HOil’bIt Mr. TULSI CHANDRA COSWAMI: Sir, it was impossible 
to give any estimate in advance. Considering the schemes that we had in 
hand it was not |>ossible to give an accurate estimate. 
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Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. S^anyal, this is a very bipr question. I 
think you have not gone through rule 17 of the Governor’s Rules. As I 
have already stated, let me hear the entire speech of the Finance Minister 
first. 


Df. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Governor's Rules cannot override the 
provisions of the Act, 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Let the Finance Minister finish his speech 
first and then I shall give my decision. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Speech on what H 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Sp cech on suiipU'iiientary (lonionil. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: We (annot proceetl unlt'ss this point 
is disjiosed of tirst. Whicli particular part of ruh‘ 17 of the Governor’s 
Rules d(» you refer to? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Whole of the rule, particularly suh-rule (•/!. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Rule 17 runs thus: — 

“(li The Governor exercising his imlividual jmlgiuent may from time 
to time allot a day for the jiresentation of a supi>lementar\ statement of 
expenditure. 

(2) The (iovernor exerci.sing his individual judgment shall allot one or 
more days not earlier than thre(* days alter tin* day allotted for such 
presentation — 

{a) for voting on tli(‘ demands for supplementary grants, or 

for discussion of the e'itimate.s of tlie expenditure charged on the 
revenues of the jirovince, f»ther than estiinates relating to 
expenditure referred to in paragraph {<t) of sub-section (J) of 
section 7S of the Act, (ir 

(/ I for both su( ii voting an<l discussion as tlie case may be. 

(d) At G--U) p.m, on the day or on the lust of such days as may be 
allotted under sub-rule (2) all discussion shall terminate and the Speaker 
shall forthwith put every question necessary to dispose of all the outstand- 
ing matters in connection with the demands for supplementary grant.s. 

(4; The consideration of the business referred to in sub-rule (.? > shall 
not, (ui the day or days allott^'d therefor, be unticdpated by any motion for 
adjournment or be interrupted in any manner whatsoever, nor shall any 
dilatory motion he moved in regard thereto.” 

Sir, where is the relevant rule? 

Tht Hofi’ble Mr. TULSI CHANDRA COSWAMI: There is one thing 
I would like to say. Kverytliing is an estimate until 1st April; until 
actuals are known, everything is an estimate. 

Th* Hon’blt Kbwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, there are two or three 
points in this connection which I would like you to bear in mind. First 
that it is the practice and it has been the practic-.e of every (iovernment in 
every province to submit estimates under this rule after the e.vpenditiire has 
been incurred. My second point is that the only interpretation you r an give 
to this rule is by admitting that you have got to bring up these after the 
expenditure has been incurred; because supposing at any time (iovernment 
were called upon to spend money for something for which provision has 
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been made actually in the budget and' if the allotment proTided ia exceeded, 
it i« not expected that they must wait till the approval of the legislature 
is obtained before they can incur expenditure. (Dr. Naldtaksha Santal: 
The language is “they must”.) If that be so, then all those people on 
whom money has been spent for saving them from starvation, disease and 
death will have to be allowed to die rather than spend money. Sir, it is 
obvious that there must be a provision to spend money in anticipation of 
the approval of the legislature, and it is not possible ever to estimate what 
the estimate is going to he. Then again, Sir, what happens in those cases 
where the expenditure is exceeded? I submit, Sir, that looking at it from 
the practical point of view there can be no other interpretation of section 81 
except in the manner in which we have come forward to get the approval 
of the legislature. I think the Hon’ble Finance Minister’s answer is 
absolutely conclusive, namely, that until the actuals are received, every- 
thing is an estimate. 

Mr. A. F. STARK: May I say something, Sir? These estimates have 
been presented. The honourable member raised his point of order half 
way through the speech after the estimates had been presented. Therefore, 
Sir, the presentation of the estimates is a fait accomplt. (Cries of “No, no 
from Opposition benches.) 

Rai HAREHDRA NATH^CHAUDHURI: With reference to the point 
raised by Mr. Stark, we have been w^aiting to hear the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister whether these are really estimates or incurred expenditure. There- 
fore, Sir, we coubl not anticipate the speech of the Hon'ble Minister. We 
were under the impression that these were the estimates but wdien the 
Finance Minister spoke in support of the statement only at that time we 
could understand that they were not estimates but incurre<l exjjenditure. 
We raised the jsiint of order just at the proper time. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The whole question is this. Government 
atill insist that they are estimates. 1 will give my decision after hearing 
the statement of the Hon’ble Finance Minister. Possibly, he may say 
something in the end. Let me therefore hear the entire speech. I shall 
afterwards give my ruling. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: On a point of order, Sir, regard- 
ing the lust portion of your observations. A point of order has been raised 
and it is for you to give your decision. You can do it off-hand or we can wait. 
Since a p(>int of order has been raised apropos the statement made by the 
Hon’ble Minister, it is not fair or consistent with Parliamentary practice 
to allow the Hon'ble Minister to carry on with his speech of doubtful legality 
before you give your decision in the matter. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: I have already given my decision on this 
point. 1 have allowed the Hon’ble Minister to continue and to finish his 
statement.

TNO Non’Mo Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA COSWAMIt The increase of 
41{ lakhs under “Public Health” is due mainly to the following additumal 
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{NKmaions, vii,, 13 lakhs under rural water-aupply for providing tube wells 
in areas affected by epidemics; 14 lakhs under epidemic charges for the 
control of cholera and small-pox ; and 12 lakhs for the free distribution of 
quinine. 

The increase of 32} lakhs under “Irrigation^* is due to larger outlay on 
repair of the Damodar I^eft Embankment and other irrigation embankments 
damaged by flood. 

I need not trouble honourable members with a recital of the reasons for 
the demands under the remaining heads which are comparatively small. 
The reasons for all the demands presented to the House have been set forth 
in the Explanatory Memorandum and will be gone into more fully by the 
Hon’ble Minister concerned us each demand is moved. 

I shall again repeat that these are estimates — some expenditure has been 
incurred, but they still remain as estimates — supplementary estimates whicdi 
I present before the House. 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for 15 minutes for prayer.)

The Hon*ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: Sir, us prese t ihed 
in rule 114 of the llengal Legislative Assemhly Procedure Rules, 1 beg to 
present to the Bengal Legislative A.ssembjy the report of the Committed 
on Public Accounts on the Appropriation Accounts and Finance Accounts 
of the Government of Bengal for the vear ni41-42 and the Audit Reports 
thereon. 

Presentation of tho demands for reguiarisation of oxosaa expenditure incurred 

in 1941-42. 

The Hon*ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA COSWAMI: Mr. Deputy Speaker. 
I beg to present to the Bengal Legislative Assembly the demands in respect 
of expenditure incurred in exce.ss of grants and appropriations in 1841-42. 

The voted grant was exceeded under three heads, viz., {a) Forest; 
(ft) Ports and Pilotage; and (c) Interest-free advances. 

The charged appropriation was exceeded under two heads, viz., 
(u) Suiierannuatioii Allowaines and IViisions, etc.; and (ft) Extraordinary 
Charges. 

The reasons for the exce.9.s expenditure have been set forth fully in the 
memorandum which has been placed in the hands of honourable members. 

It will appear from paragraph.^ 8 and 7 of the Report of the Cominittet> 
on Public Accounts on the Appropriatio| Account and Finance Account of 
the Government of Bengal for the year 1941-42 and tho Audit Reports 
thereon that the Committee has recommended to the Legislative Assembly 
that a vote be passed to regularise the excess under “voted** grants and 
has recommended the reguiarisation of the charged excess by His Excellency 
the €k>vemor. 
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GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE BUDGET. 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERilEE: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I 
rise to initiate the opfwsition to the budget presented by the Hon’ble the 
Finance Minister on Friday last. Sir, I have seen many budgets but how 
am 1 going to characterise this particular budget? We have often been 
told that a budget is a defence budget; we have often been told that a budget 
in a nation-saving budget. But w^hat is the character of this budget? Is 
it a nation-strangulating budget or is it a nation-killing budget? The 
Hon’ble the Finance Minister apparently has pursue‘d the prime-ordeal 
method known to humanity in ba.sing his estimates on expectations of 
begging, borrowing and lastly, stealing. The H<m'ble the I'inance Minister 
has presented a budget in which tlie net expectation from normal revenues 
of the province is more than 7 crores. In lb42-4d the revenue was 
Rfl. in 1943-44 the revenue was Its. 21,34,00,000; and in 

1944-45 the expected revenue is its. 21,97,00,000. Sir, if you will be good 
enough to look at the lust page of tb<‘ Hon’ble the Finance Minister's 
flpeecli you will see the net uncovered indebtedness, that is tf) say, one minus 
two, is Us. 19,70,75,000, My mathematics is v(‘rv wrong and the Ilon’ble 
Finance Minister’s muthemafies must be absoluttdy right. Why not add 
another 230 lakhs and make the net uncovered indebtedness in round figure® 
a sum of Hs. 22 crores? The Hon’ble the Finan(‘e Minister like a ]»rodigal 
8on is not afraid of that peculiar human weakness — that weakness known 
as sliamelessness. He himself states that he presents the estimates 
unasliamed. Sir, 1 am quoting In’s classical expiessuni, and 1h‘ is a master 
of expressioiks ! riiiishamed, Sir, he presents the provima* with a budget 
with a negative balance of Its. 10 crores and 04 lakhs. He liad an exces.s 
of receipt by more than 5 crores and 50 lakhs. If the tiguri's of 1942 are 
compared with the figures of 1944-45 lie had or he exfiects to have an income- 
tax pool increment to the extent of Its. SO lakh" ami he has not made a 
calculation of tlie receipts which be expects on tlu‘ passing of the Agri- 
cultural Income-tax Act and on the doubling of the Sales Tux. Therefore, 
Sir, 1 say that although he was having a revenue of more than 7 crores of 
rupet*s from (he figure <»f 1942-4.3, he is landing the province with a deficit 
of Il.s. 10,f)4,(K),000. And this not withstamhng the fact that he h a. s. obtain- 
ed from the Government of India loans and advanres to tlie extent of 
Es. 12 crores. He has obtained further a suhvention in the shape of 
Treasury Bills which according to his figures between the 4th November, 
1943, and the 39th June, 1944. come up to an inconsiderable sum of 32 crores 
of rupees. In addition. Sir, if you will be good enough to look at the Red 
Book which, 1 hope, the Hon’ble the Finance Minister has read, digested 
and assimilated, there are cash credit advances from the Imperial Bank of 

India to the extent of Ks. 25 crores and yet the Hon’ble the Finance 

Minister i.s in higb hoi)ea. His Ijope rules a land for ever green. He 

“I hope to raise 10 croresS more revenue than wa.s raised in the two 

pTDOeding years.” Tliut is to say, his expected revenue would jump from 
the present budget estimated figure of 22 crores to 32 crores. 

Tht Hon^ble Mr. TULSI CHANDRA GOSWAMi: Read my speech 
mgmn. 
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Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERJEE: Brave are his deeds! I know, 
my honourable friend the Finance Minister writes frood Enjrlish and speaks 
English better. If I were to recall to his memory the last two pages of 
his speech which mu‘<t have been in his Roman haml. he will "(v tm page 11 : 
“I hope to raise Itt crores more revenue than \va‘«. raised in the two ]»recediog 
years.” It will, I trust, be agieed that we have best ii red ourselves to good 
pui poses, very good pin poses indee<l, befitting a 'rrojan leaiho*. Why the 
early recollections of Troy and 1‘riam, Lord ot Tro\ \s folk, came to the 
memorievS of the harassi'd band of the Toilers of tlie Sea wlio are function- 
ing as a Ministry in tins Province and particularly to my honourable friend 
I cannot tell. Only the poetic words of Drven c<»me up to my mind “like 
another Helen firing another Tr(\v”. My honourahle friend does not atop 
there. He has invented a famous doctrine and that doctrine is stated in 
these words, “taxation is an engine of social and national policy”, ((^ries 
of “Shame, shame” from the Opposition Benches.! 1 shall re{|uest m.y 
honourable friend to reutl once m(»re not Scottish hauls and Scotch reviewers 
but a certain article which appearcii in the Kdinburgli Review on taxation 
relating to Oladstiuie's liigh finain’c Tliei»‘ the author protested against 
taxation of humanit\ front biith till ileath in a denioera<‘\ . My honourable 
friend wishes to procetnl tuitluM’: be not onl\ wishi's to tax tin* people not 
onlv here in the tniithlx region but also in the gii'at bereatter, that undis- 
covered region friun whost* bouriu‘ no traveller has yet returned nor will 
ever return our Hori’ble Finance Ministei. 

Mr. P. BANERJI: Y ou are wrmijf. 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERJEE: Am I wiong';' If Shakespeare 
is wrong we all aie wioug. I nless we are, we know tliat additional taxa- 
tion re.sts upon two iiiipoiiuiit considerations, not peihaps known to the 
advisers who a<lvise the Fiiuince Ministers in (be pioiinees under Provincial 
Aut(trioiiiy under the (io\ ernmeiit of India Act, Ibdo, namely, that taxa- 
tion depends upon tlie capacity ot people to jiay aiul that taxation (jepends 
upon whether or not the e.xisting resources have been projierly utilised. 
Here my thesis is that the existing re.sources of the province have been 
improperly misapplied. I shall come to the misapplication ot the f*xistiug 
resources of the province when 1 deal with tlu* items relating to expenditure. 
My honourable friend has been pleased with the jump in the Excise budget. 
Sir, he saxs, so far as the Excise duty is conc’eined with reference to “the 
geographical chart in front of him” (1 .shoubi like to have a look at the 
chart myself); that there lias b(*cn a jump in tin* Excise figures to the extent 
of Us. l,]2,(H),0(Kj and Us. l.TbBP.Pttfb and he says that it is due to imposi- 
tion of higher duties upon tiie sale of liijuor and according to him (he 
impositioii of higher duties on the sale of liquor has led to a very brilliant 
logical result, namely, the diminution in the consumption of liquor. Sir, 
manv people are fond of liquor in this world, but m far as my honourable 
friend’s budget is concerned, the position i« this: country-spuit in 
fetched Rs. 65 lakhs; in 1*141-42 Rs. 1,16,6(1,000; in 1042-43, Us. 1,50, 00, Ow. 
Sir, I made enquiries from the Treasury Benches of those days as td why 
Was this increase; and I was told that this increase was due to war, namely, 
due to numerous arrivals, welcome and unwelcome, fronjR across our borders. 
Sir. no further arrivals from across our eastern borders do we hear of 
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today and yet in 1943-44 the revised estimaieB disclosed an income of 
1 crore and 80 lakhs; in 1944>45 my honourable friend adds 5 lakhs more 
and puts the figure at 1 crore and 85 lakhs. There is an expression in the 
budget which is rather peculiar. It is ^^India made foreign liquor”. Sir, 
Voltaire once spoke of the Holy Roman Empire. He said — it was not an 
Empire, it is not Holy and it is not Roman. I put the expression “Roman” 
last because my friend the Hon’ble the Finance Minister is very fond of 
Latin. Similarly, an expression was used by the Hon’ble Minister him- 
self in another capacity, perhaps in those degenerate days which differ 
from these days, that the Indian Civil Service is neither Indian, nor Civil, 
nor a Service — I talk of service because he talks about service in his budget. 
Sir, this does not count for the rise in the Excise budget. Under Opium — 
which is such a good sedative particularly in these days — my honourable 
friend says nothing like opium — quite, nothing like leather, nothing like 
budget, nothing like tax — under opium I find in 194041 there 
was a receipt to the extent of 38 lakhs. My honourable friend 
has increased the receipt by ItJ lakhs. Ganja my honourable 
friend has not forgotten — nrine of ii.s forgets (javja jrarticularly in this 
Assembly. Therefore, in 1940-41 figures have been raised to 55 lakhs, 
that is, 24 lakhs more. Does this betray diminution in consumption ? My 
honourable friend gives in his budget speech figures about the consumption 
of country-made liquor. PerhapvS the Hon’ble Finance Ministers in these 
provinces are more familiar with spirituous liquor than opium or ganja^ 
but if they are equally familiar for taxation purposes with opium and 
ganja, they will agree that this is a budget of a predominantly Muslim 
lieague Ministry looking forward to the acceptance of a policy of prohibition. 

Sir, T come to consider receipts from non-judicial stamps. There my 
honourable friend has kept down the figures by six lakhs. The reason he 
gives is very peculiar: that la.st year due to famine conditions sales of 
immovable property were frequent. This year since famine conditions have 
all lifted, therefore there will be no more sale of immovable property. I 
hope my honourable friend here had a similar geographical chart as he had 
in the ca.se of spirituous or spirited liquor. The entertainment tax, the 
betting tax, the electricity tax, stand at a stutis figure during the years 
I have mentioned, but the Bengal Finance Act betrays a very interesting 
figure. Last year’s figure was 8 lakhs 59 thousand. This, Sir, you will 
recollect is in the nature of a poll tax, it is a capitation tax. This year 
the figure has gone up to 10 lakhs, and yet we are told by my honourable 
friend that inflation is in the air and all his measures are #f a counter- 
inflationary nature. 

Sir, the revised estimates and the budget estimates under the Bengal 
Finance (Sales Tax) Act are static. Motor Spirits Sales Tax betrays 
22 lakhs addition and Bengal Raw Jute Tax 50 lakhs, and there is a differ- 
ftnoe of 17 lakhs. Is this for the purpose of placating certain interests and 
oertain votes in the country and in the Legislature? 1 pause for a reply 
when the time for that reply will come from the Hon’ble the Finance 
Minister. 

Last of all. Sir, I come to the famous capital head 85A. When this new 
head was mirodot^ I said this ought to be christened “Blockhead” 
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Whether the head will be seen off the trunk is a question which my honour* 
able friend will be able to answer. My honourable friend in his budget 
speech has a special predilection for a particular part of the human anatomy. 
He refers to the legs and the legs alone and he says about capital head 
85A that one leg consists of procurement of crops and di.stribution of crops 
and the other leg oonsists of a “Grow More Food’^ campaign. My honour* 
able friend towards my left puls it to me that these two legs are on two 
different stools, and I do not understand what is meant either by procure* 
ment of foodgrains or by their distribution. 

Sir, my honourable friend is very proud of the fact that large-scale 
trading transactions have been undertaken by Government for the promo- 
tion of healthier marketing conditions. My honourable friend there might 
just as well remember the famous picture of “Innocence” of Michael 
Angelo. The trading transactions referred to consist of mainly four items: 
(1) foodgrains other than wheat; (2) wheat; (d) subvention in the shape 
of concessions to Government employees, Civic Guards and the A.R.P.; 
(4) standard cloth, sugar and salt. 

Last year, Sir, this capital blockhead appeared in the budget w'ithout 
any details whatsoever. 1 bad the privilege to criticise the Finance 
Department and the Finance Minister be<ause no details wdiatever w’ere 
forthc(»ming in the budget and the Legi.Hlature was called upon by the 
Executive to pas.s a blank cheque. My honourable friend the present 
Finance Minister is familiar with blank cheques. The result has been as 
expected. Total capital spent on outlay on thi.s scheme is 71 crores. The 
total .sale proceeds have come up to 41 crores My honourable friend says 
that the stock in hand at the close of the year is 29 crores 7o lakhs and he 
calculated at one st.ige that the lo.ss on a(*c.ount of <ielib(*ratt* depreciation 
is croies and 09 lakhs. I must sa\ heie that ni> honourable friend’s 
arithiiictic was ()ri;^nna]ly wiong. He ha.s b\ way of jio.stscrijit corrected 
himself because 1 find that the revi.sed estimates disclose not u loss of 
3 crores and 00 lakhs but a loss rd 0 crores and 20 lakhs, and for the present 
year my honourable friend has budgeted for a po.ssible loss of 0 crores and 
CO lakhs on the basi.s f)l a cajiital outlay of 81 crores wliicb is an absolute 
absurdity. It is a mythological ])iopositi(Mi. \V«* luised the jioink from 
the Oppuj.sition last year as to what became <d tin }>rofits which either the 
Government of Bengal as a collegiate institution or individuals composing 
the Government of Bengal or individuals favoured by the Government of 
Bengal made mi purchase from provinces other than Bengal, and wu* gave 
the estimate, an estimate which has never been denied in this province, 
that somebody, some person unknown, made a net profit of 75 lakhs of 
rupees. We wanted to know where the 75 lakhs of rupees went. The 
Hon’ble Minister in charge of Civil Supiilics stoutly denied the correctness 
of the allegation made. Later on when the Government of India appeared 
on the scene a reluctant admi.ssion had to he made. Where is that profit 
shown in this budget which my honourable friend has presented to the 
Legislature P Sir, I am familiar with the colour of the budget. Eed 
denotes battle; green indicates jealousy, but let white remain the emblem 
of purity. And, Six, in the interests of the integrity of the Ministry, in 
the interests of honesty which must yet adhere to a begging and borrowing 
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province, it is absolutely essential that details should be given in the budget 
especially when allegations of a hard character like this are made by the 
Opposition. 

Sir, the Department of Civil Supplies is in this budget seeking expan- 
sion, and the Hon’ble Finance Minister has made additional provision for 
Rs. 40 lakhs for the employment of the unemployed and he has made a 
further provision of Rs. 28 lakhs for the purpose of introducing ration 
scheme for Calcutta. Allegations of bribery, corruption, highhandedness 
(Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri : And nepotism. ) and nepotism as my 
friend reminds me which are attendant upon State control in a country 
ruled and dominated like ours are rampant and in the interests of all details 
should be forthcoming at any rate in the green book, but they have not 
come. 

Sir, my honourable friend says that betw'een June and October loans and 
advances from the Central Government came up to the extent of Rs. 12 
crores. Where are the figures between October and now}^^ Or are there 
no figures? Or ihe letter which my honourable friend had despatcheii in 
November last to the Government of India begging for more money yet 
remains unanswered notwithstanding the pious hopes and holy beliefs of 
my friend the Hon’blq Finance Minister. Sir, he has taken into account 
Rs. 82 crores worth of Treasury Hills between November, U)48. and June, 
1944. What about the rest of the year? Sliall we then be regaled by 
another supplementary budget like this even under section 81 of the (lovern- 
mout of India Act and shall we then have to witness the wonderful scene 
of the Chair being called upon either to rule that budget is out of order 
and bring u certain amount of chous or agree to the flouting of the Legis- 
lature and the Act which alone have the authority to grant expenditure 
for this province? Sir, my honourahle friend in one of his speeches — his 
speeches are high-strung — stated that he had obtained from the Imperial 
Rank Us. KJ crores for the purchase of (>5 lakhs of nuiiinds of au.v. I made 
enquiries then wdietlier the (If) lukh.s of inaunds represented paddy or rice. 
That enquiry was never answered, and the Hon hie Civil Supplies Minister 
who probably does not live on paddy or rice being a member of the English 
Bar himself never condescended to give a reply. Sir. I now' find from the 
speech of the HoiCble Finance Minister that that statement was an over- 
statement. Tonight he says that on account of cash credit account the 
amount actually drawn for the purchase of aus crop was Rs. 2,21,00,000 
and the account was repaid on the lUst December. 1043. at a time when 
Bengal w'bs in the grip of the biggest famine that has been witnessed in 
the course of a century aad a half. Why? My honourable friend brandishes 
before our eyes the prospect of a procurement scheme. Sir, 1 do not like 
this procurement of aman crop to the extent of Rs. 25 crores repayable by 
the 3lst December, 1944. Sir, does the Rs. 25 crores proposed expenditure 
bear the same proportion to this Rs. 16 crores expenditure on account of 
the proposed purchase of nm crop? If 65 lakh luauiids of paddy or rice 
were actually purchased by Government in September last when my honour- 
able friend the Finance Minister’s famous speech was delivered in the 
House, Bengal would not have witnessed the tragic, doleful and sorrowful 
spectacle in September, October, November and December, 1943. My 
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hoaourable friend^ the Finance Hiniater, is very pleased that His Excellency 
Lord Wavell in the course of his multifarious activities found time to come 
to Bengal and see the distresses of Bengal. I hope my honourable friend 
had the benefit and the privilege of shaking hands with His Excellency; 
hU hands are very strong. 

Sir, my honourable friend perhaps rightly gave a testimonial to the 
Army. I do not think that the Army is in need of testimonials. It has 
been placed here for the discharge of certain obligations. It has rights, 
but it has obligations also to the province where it has been stationed. 

Sir, may I make an enquiry of the Hon'ble Finance Minister regarding 
something about the grains purchase scheme 1 would upjwal to the 
members to read and re-read pages 4r)*2-4.‘)f> of the big book. The big book 
is printed partly for the purpose of meeting the printing charges of the 
Government and partly perhaps faintly for enlightening an unenlightened 
public. There the cost of piirehase in the budget for the coming year has 
been placed at Rs. t»d crores and dd laklis as against last year’s account of 
Rs. 41 crores. Why? The Advances lor the last year in the Revised 
Estipiate came up U» R.^. In the hudgiu the ailvaiu'e has been 

put down at Rs. 1,49,0(),()(K). Again wliyr* Is it hecaU'^e of dame rumour 
is dancing before the e>es of the HonT)le Finan<*e Minister K Sir, I should 
like to have an exjilanution fiom )iim if the llon’hle Minister condescends 
t/O reply alamt the iteiu.N “suspenses” and “personal dt*posit”. Tlie revised 
figures were Hs ^'o.oD.tHlOtK) as against tin* budget figures of 
Rs. 2, 20, 0(1, 001). Wilt tills gulf oi more than Hh. 2d crores y (At this 
stage the blue liglit was ht. but tin* member was allowed to speak for five 
minute.s more.) 

Sir, losses have b(*en nicurred on account of tbest* purcbasps. My 
honourable friend puts down the losses at om* stage at Rs. d,d0,iN),()00 
wdiile the Revised Estimate discloses the figun* Rs. o,2o,00,000 and the 
Budget Estimate at Rs. o crores and (it) lakhs. Hut losses on account of 
whom and on whaty Losses on account of subvention granted to (1 ) Police — 
they always get subventions and in ibis very bmlget the Police expenditure 
has been increased without justification, (2; to the A.R.P. othcialH and 
(3) to Government servants. 1 find that tht5 Budget figures of 1943-44 
have wide variation with the revised estimates ol the present year and my 
honourable friend has deliberately undei -estimated the requirements for the 
budget year 1944-4o. The revised e.stimates exceeded the budget figures 
on this account by more than Rs. oO lakhs and ]>oor Labour for whom 
crocodile tears always come from the Treasury Benches got the sum of 
Rs. 1,50,090. What an equitable distribution of <^>nces8ions and subven- 
tions by a popularly constituted (fovernment of Bengal! 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, one could have spoken for a pretty long time over 
budget estimates like these. My honourable friend talks about Orphanage. 
The first Orphanage has lieen established at Bcrhampore. A good place t 
It has a wide reputation and two c»f my honourable friends on this side of 
the House belong to Berhampore. Whether they are orphans of the storm 
or they are orphans of the famine, I do not know. They will disclose soon 
what their views are about this point. 
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My honourable friend hae not forgotten tbe Jute Mills. He has not 
forgotten the Sugar Mills as well. He has granted subvention to the Sugat 
Mills to the extent of four annas a maund ostensibly for the purpose of 
benefiting the cultivator but really for the purpose of seeing that more gin 
is produced for indirect purposes of war. I am very cautious in my 
statement. 

The only two items which rivet my attention are the proposed expenditure 
of Es. 12^ lakhs for the distribution of quinine and Bs. 14 lakhs for cholera 
and small-pox. As against these, the Jail expenditure has increased by 
Rs. 57 lakhs and the Police expenditure by Rs. 40 lakhs. Naturally my 
honourable friend requires this exhortation of a Trojan Leader to his 
harassed baud and he quotes Latin so that we cannot understand that 
language. 

The Hon*bte Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: 1 have translated it. 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERJEE. Translations are good, but 
sometimes some people are translated. In the language of Shakespeare 
Bottom was translated indeed ! Whether such translations are good, bad 
or indifferent, I leave to the judgment of the Hon’ble Finance Minister. 
I can only say this imitating him that his budget discloses not the address 
of the Trojan Leader, but the address of that soldier who stood on the ruins 
of Carthage and exclaimed : 

8o perished Troy with Priam, Lord of Priam’s folk translated many 
centuries later in England — ^ 

‘'Rome shall perish (write that word), 

In the blood that she has spilt, 

Perish hopeless and abh(»rred; 
l)ee]> in ruin us in guilt.” 

Mr. Ih'puty Sj>eak('r, 1 hojK* iny lionourable friend bus not forgotten the 
early yeuis of his Horace and has meekly followe<l the jK>licy laid down by 
lmj>eriul Rome — 

‘‘Paquis (jue imiionere morem 
Subject is et deballare superbos”. 

Mr. I. D. JALAN: Sir, in taking |vart in the general discussion of the 
Budget this afternoon I <’annot but refer to the grievous death of 
Mrs. Gandhi who represented the soul of Indian womanhood. We belonging 
to the Congress Party in the Legislature cannot but feel the poignancy of 
the grief which has overtaken the greatest man of India today. He is lying 
in fetters for the emancipation of tbe country. It is regrettable what while 
we ore <xmsidering tbe Budget today if we consider tbe broader aspects of 
this country we are far from achieving our goal for which we are striving 
at present. But I need not go into tbe political aspect of tbe question this 
afternoon, and I should like to confine my attention to tbe problem before 
us. There has Wn an increase in the expenditure in jails and in Police. 
When this Ministry came into power it was expected that they would take 
a more lil>eral jolicy towards the release of political prisoners but the result 
which we have seen is far away from the expectation that we had. Even 
now we feel that the rate of release of politiod prisoners is eo slow that we 
do not quite know how long it will take for this Qovemxnent to release them. 
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The Government could have relieved the congestion of the jails. They would 
lave relieved a portion of the expenses on jails luid they token the course 
rhich they ought to have taken. It was exj>ei‘te<l of a Go\ eminent which 
irofesses to he leased on the popuLu' franchi.se that they sliouhl rise and show 
'renter strength in dealing with this pr<ddem and should not imitate the 
lethods, priiiciple> and policies which the white hurcnunmiy followed when 
hey were in |K)vver. The Government is iollowing practically the sjune 
olicy which their predecessors followed. This aspect of the ijiiestion vv# 
annot ignore heiause it touches the rigliN ainl liberties of the ptniple tor 
rhich the jre<iple iought i<»r genenitious. You aie detaining people without 
rial tor an indefinite period and even in spite of the tact tliat the situation 
as consiileiohly ( liaiiged hei ause it suits the tHiluy oi Ills Ma,iest\’* 
rovernnieni in Britain. But this is not what is e.xpiH-ted of a (foveruiuent 
Inch belongs to the ]ieople and which (laims at least to lejnesent a section 
I the peo]»le of this province I'liat is the first reinuik that 1 shall make in 
iiis Budget speecli, vi/., that Governmeut shouhl l«dlow a more liberal 
olicy in releasing tin* politnal jirisiiiou's anil thus create an almosjihere in 
hicli the work may proceed smoothly and eltii ientl\ . 

The next iiuestion which is hetorc us is tin* food problem, \\lii<’h has been 
ngaging the attention of tliis country loi the last one \eai to a triMnendous 
xtent. The (tovernnient 's primarv dut\ aas to see that not a single soul 
ied ot starvation in tins provnoe, but ue find that in sjdte of tlie huge 
iicrease in tlie expenditure undei the head “ Kxt i aoi dinar.v Charges” millions 
f people of this provinie li.ive died an untimelx death So far as the policy 
f the (fovernmeiit is concerned, it has deej»l\ afleefed the judinary chunnelvf 
f economn type ami it has ver\ seiiousl\ interfered with the same. I do 
ot foi one moment den\ that in extraoidinai \ times like the present a 
ertain amount of inteilerence is desirable and neeessary \\ bat do we findy 
lo fur as the deaths nf the jM'ople are eonierned. they have otcurred in 
jillioiis. We are not y:oing into the causes as to wh\ these tonk place but 
his fai t is quite apparent that so far as the Government’s responsibility if' 
oucerned it has failed in spite of the liuge exjienditure which has been 
acurred in the Civil Supplies Department and in all other departments 
on needed with if. 

The Hou'ble Finauee Ministei has stated in his Budget s})eeeh that more 
hau half the revenue is devoted to famine, extraordinary charges and the 
ike, but still we find that there are grumblings. The Government has 
Qtroduced rationing in (’abutta, but v^e hud that the policy which the 
Government has euum iated is to deprive the local trade < hannels absolutely 
rom participating in it. There were thou-sands of ]»eisous \%bo were earning 
heir livelihood by grocery busines.s. But the> liave Wen ubHolutely 
leprived of their means of liveliiiood and new persons liave been brought in 
nd Government has taken upon itself the duties of distributing food articles 
0 the people and thu.s increasing the cost by i rores in this matter alone. 

Aubmit that Government -should not deal with this problem in the way in 
rhich it ha» dealt with it. So far as trade and (oinrnerce is ('oncerned, you 
lave got to depend on them and the present misery is attributable to the 
rrong policy of Govenuuent which the t Government has h<*en following for 
ome time pa«t. So far sa rationing is concerned we find complaints every- 
rhere that the ration which is supplied is not of gf»od quality. It has been

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brought out from the old storks of rice which are sometimes uneatable. 
When the ordinary trade of the country could supply atap and boiled fine 
as well m course rice according to the requirements of the consuming public . 
there is no reason why Government with all its elaborat/e equipments fails 
to supply the necessaiy requirements. So far as expenditure is concerned, 
Government should investigate into the actual exj)enditure in connection with 
the rationing scheme and also see how far those exjcenses can be reduced 
I find there is a good deal of extravagance in this department apart from 
nepotism, cornijction and jobbery and such other charges which have been 
levelled agaiii'^t it. So far as Governineiit is concerned it has got to l(»ok 
to the present condition of the* peojcle betore jcroceeding to levy fresli taxes. 
Now we find that the liovernmeiit has increased the Sales Tax to double cd 
wdiaf it was before and it ba.s now br<»ught iorward a Bill for taxing tiie 
agricultural income. Still there is a defic-it of more than Rs. 10 cn»res tor 
which no provision has been made. Sii, undc-r the pretext of combating 
inflation tax(‘s uttei taxes are being imposed and ]>enple are ]»eiiig over- 
burdened with tliPin while on the other liand no efforts are beinj^ made io 
minimise tlie costs of tin* new depuitments winch have been brought into 
existence. These enormous cawts ami the* present attitude ot tlie ( lovernimml 
arc liighly unjustifiable. Times without number em|uiiies liave been set on 
foot in order to find cnit as to bow lai expenses can be cm tailed in the 
ordinary or normal <b‘]»ai'1ments of Government, luit so far we have never 
beard as to what should be i1m‘ extent of retreiiclimein in the departments 
wdiicli have been newl\ created in order to im‘C‘t the* m‘\\ .situation So far 
as tlie Governmeiil is c'oncerned it owes its duty to tin* ]n*opb* to ^p^>ml as 
little as jmssibb* and to burden the people with as little taxation as possible. 
Idiat should be the jadiey fc»r the Go\erinm*nt to follow, 1ml I legiet to find 
that that policy is not mauitest in the Hud^et which the Government has 
jireseiited to this House iu this sessicqi. 

Maharaja 8RI8CHANDRA NANDY, of Cossimbazar : Sii. as 1 was 

listening to the learned statement ot m\ hom»ural>le friend, the Kiiiaiice 
Minister, I was reminded ot a famous chuimter iu one of Mcdieie's jelavs, 

who Was amazed to find that Ik* had been sfieakiiig prose all his .hie wutliout 

knowing It. The tragedy is that he is still Idisstully unaware of the deplor- 
able results ol inaction <»r mi.sapplied activities ot hi^ Government, as 

imjicxited b\ the illuminating figures ot the Budget He is still complacpiji 

and talks in a liglit-heai te<l manner about the use of taxation as an “engine 
<d MK ial and national ]>oli('v", ami mort*over he is also ple;ised to look 
forward to the building up ot a better world tor ourselves. Sir, this is a 
serious threat indeed! 

Let us examine s<»me of the figures in the fKmderous budget volumes and 
try to find out bow tar this (lovernmeiit has given a graxi acTcuint of itself 
as an engine of social and national policy. Nearly half of the enormou.s 
amounis scheduled for expenditure during the two years 194d-4o is accounted 
for by three beads which are rather significant and have intimate (ouiiectioiih 
With what they call “war ('onditi»»n.s’*. These hesuls are “Extraordinary 
charges in India**. “Famine” and “Agricultnre’* and account for au 
amount which ea.sily exieeds the abnormal figure of Ks. 80 rrores in round 
numbers. How has this amount l»een s{>ent or i.s proposed to W spent in the 
interest of vital smdal and national t>olieiesy 
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Sir, under tlie head “Exiraordinarv Uhar^fes in liidia” tlie oututunding 
items that come out are civil defence, the co*4t ot the C’ivil Supplies Depari- 
meht, aud the lo.she> incurred h\ tiie Government on what they call “trading 
operations”. I do not pwjv^e to dwell at length on these losses of the 
trading operation^ ol the (to\ eminent which Iui\e been put hy the llon’ble 
Minister at the mode.st fij^ures <it lEs. ;U crore.s and IN. a vrores toi 1!Od-44 
and 1944-4 ) re>pecti\ ol\ . Tiie Ilon'hle Mini>ter as a matter of fact finds a 
great source ot t*onM)lation and |H»rljaps strength in them, for he s;i>s that 
Government's lo>^ in tlii> regard “will he the measure of the success” of 
these vital operations. But his umN»s\ t oiistience speaks out when he s;*\a 
that the tax-pa\er might kK>k askance at this l<».ss of a crores if the (iovern- 
ment’s ojMuations did not ensure a health\ (heck on tln^ rise of tin* Umd 
prices. The a\erage la\-pa\ei will judge Goveininent p»dicv 1)\ results, and 
certainly not hy the profession oi (piotations from tin* scriptures. We Inne 
had more than a >eai oi this tood » li'.is amidst iis. ,iinl the |N)licy of price 
control has had it'' run tor much more than this peiiod Wln're do we stand 
now as leg.iids tin* pi ic(* <»t padds and in'c'-' Acccrdiiig to the statements 
issued l)\ tin* ( iov(‘rnnient the leilin^ juk e in lespec t oi nee is IN. I’) (lor 
wholesalers) and Bs. S-S foi p.idd\ ( agncultui ists ) . Assuming tliat this 
price is now eflectiw, we mn see that this luling pri((* is still mm h h(‘\ond

W hat tiie lax-pa\ei wants to he sure alxmt 
i.s, whether the exfienemes of the la^t year are going*- to he rejieated once 
again. Sir, this solicitude lor the masses 'houhl bet let he left over for the 
time heing*. In Bengal we have lunl a %ei\ nastv ex[)er leiici* Last year. 
When an entne nation was staining- ami [>eople were dving^ in thousainN tor 
want of t<K)d. the th»\ernmeiit wa' -till coiiiphn eiit I y rehirig on tin* jMilicy 
of dole.s thixnigh the iinx ker\ ot the so-called “esm trolled’* shopK, and at the 
same time allowing its purchiising agent.s to roam alxiut the homeH of the 
poor peasant- and manipulate the food prices with a view to build profit for 
thenii^elves. The Government silentiv stood l»\ and would not aa^uiue re^pon- 
isihility tor finding bK»d lor the suffering rnilhonK. Even today we find that 
our Government reipnred a directixe troiii the Uentntl (lovernnieiit to 
lntr<Mline rationing in (’ahtitto and the neig^hlxniring industrial areas. W« 
are still in doubts alnMit the prosftetts in the mofuMsil. Kvidentiv it would 
uot l>e prudent for us to wait for a further directi x*e from the ('(‘litre. The 
prime neces.sjty is to build uf) confidence in the mofu.sHil and will it be too 
iDiii'b t/t the ( tovernrtieii! to -how some iintiativi* on their 4iwfi a('<voiiiit 
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and pKJve tkit th^y are really werious about the welfare of the masses of 
Ben^ral, hy assuming? responsibility. As I said, Sir, we judge the Govern- 
ment l*y results. 1 do not (xire whether there is a theoretical food surplus 
in this provinre. I do not mre whether hoarders and profiteers have formed 
a (onspiracy to luillify the beiieficient intentions of the Government. Nor 
do 1 care whether the claims ot the Government al>out the effectiveness of 
the price-control measures is correct or not. What I do care is whether 
RkmI is made available to all at a price witliin their retuh. If there is a 
single soul t-oday in Bengal wdio is starving for want of food, that is 
sufficient 1> scandidoiis tor any civilised Government to function and frame 
its budget with high-s<ninding phrases. This is a scicred task, and there 
must not be any mameuvring of position, iM)litic4il tM'isting or the hackneyed 
theoretical claims and counter-cLunis. 

Sir, near<ilM)ut six cixires of rupees have been budgeted for relief operations 
under the various headings. This is essentially liumanitarian and a good 
dfuil of praise is due to the army and the civilian officiaks who have taken 
their duties fairly seriously. As we have been told, Rs. 3^ crores is 
chargeable to gratuitous relief and 1} crores to test works. A word of 
criticism is nec/essiiry in respect of the supply of cxM^ked food from the free 
kitchens. In this respect the Government should have the assistance of a 
nutrition Ixmrd consisting of experts in the line, so as to help in the selection 
of a well-lwlanced dietatic formula suitable for the jieople for whom these 
free kitchens were meant. In view of the restrictions imjK>sed by rationing 
in city and industrial areas, there should aNo ]»e a w(dl-directed propaganda 
alwut the nutritive V4ilue of the various artules of diet. We should realise 
that in such technical matters, a mere statement liom the IloiThle Ministers 
would not he sufficient: if the services of <lietatic experts are Tetjuisitumed 
for the piiriKise, that would certainly l>e more convincing. 

While on this subject of relief opeiatious, I think the Government should 
realise that it is the non-official relief organisations who did the pioneering 
work, and when the Government entered the field they found a good volume 
of humanitarian work alrwidy done by these I'elief organisations. The policy 
of the Government had been to help these relief organisations only to a very 
limited extent, and their assistance in most cases was limited to supplies of 
foodgrains at subsidised rates. From my own experience of relief work in 
Murshidalvad district, I cx)uld not help having the impression that the Govern- 
ment did not seem to favour very much any nou-otficial relief works. I do 
not know whether this attitude of the Government is «lue to an anxiety to 
cover up their deficiency in the line. 

Sir, I wekx)me very much the provision of a crore and a quarter of rupees 
on test relief works. As the Hon'ble Minister point.s out, these have been so 
designed as to imprf>ve communications, dminage and irrigation facilities. 
Evidently these have been so framed as to help in the Grow More Food 
Camptiign. 1 wish this provision has been considerably increased and visibly 
linked with the plan for Post-War Rehabilitation of agriculture and indus- 
tries in Bengal. 

Sir, all through the statement of the Hon ’hie Minister I have searched in 
vain for any comprehensive planning in respect of the problem of food, 
famine and agriculture, which undeniably constitute the crux of the defence 
.While measures are necessary for the immediate alleviation of 
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the present distress, these measures must inevitably form the part of e 
continuous projjramme, leadinj? us fwm short-term mecisures to lonjjr-term 
planning. You caniiot ask a nation to live on the l>egjrin|r bowl and 
neighbourly charities. Hence to convert the present distressing spectocde 
of gratuitous relief, the relief measures must lie so devised as to Wid the 
nation towards a definite rehabilitation i)f iu>r economic life on sure ami sound 
foundations. 1 know. Sir, timt a IVst-War lleionst ruction Committee has 
been constituted in Bengal, but 1 do mu see wh\ in Bengal we should depend 
on the initiative from tlie Government of Imlia ami waste valuable time in 
deliberati(»ns. 

This lack of comprehensive planning and the absence of any t*orrelation 
of the various me;isures to deal with tannne, food, and agriculture is really 
deplorable, and will more<n'er, I am afixii»l, lea«l u» luither wastage ot our 
energy and efforts. Take for example. Sir. the Gr<ov More Food Drive. 
This drive has been umlertaken iiere at the initiative oi the Government of 
India, and has far heen <‘onfined to ptxipaganda and publicity und dis- 
tribution of ini}>ro\ed seetls. The pix)xi''ion f<»r lJMd-4-4 is 1 <*i<u’e lakiis, 
and for 1944-4o. (>iil> IN. .’ui lakhs. Tlie prt>\ision has heen for sh4»rt-term 
improvement of agrii’ult ure, 4titd there i'* e\identl\ no scheme to ixmtinuo 
the projjrramme in a progressive manner. MtuxM>ver there is no pix)\ision for 
cifipital improvement of agriculture nor is there any scheme foi the same. 
Anv sehenie fiu* agiicultural improvement must provide for sufficient credit 
facilities to the atrriculturist". atid in this regard the significant omission 
of any scheme f^u the improvement 4d' co-<»perat ive soeuUies is really t-o lie 
deplored. (Toverntiient sh<»uld have hmui aware tliat tlianks to their 
enthusiast i( [xdicv ol delit redemption and < oncihation, and tlie ojieration of 
the Bengal Agricnltuial Dehtors A< t and Beiigti! M«>nev-lendcrs Act, a void 
has been < lealed in the rural areas, dr>ing up all sources ot credit. l')i till 
now mulling has been done improve the situation, and not even the wide 
devastations of the food < risis could have roused them to their setiHe of 
resjumsibilit V in this reg<ird. 

Sir, under Irrigation, the onlv hig increasi* in expenditure aris<‘s out of 
the provision ol Rs. KMt lakhs f<»r the repair of the Damodar emhankment 
breache<l by the last veiir*> fliMxl, Though this iuis been taken up on the 
initiative of the (iovernment of Imiui whidi jmve agreetl In make an intereHt- 
free advance in the interest oi maintaining vital aTienal line«^ ot communifxi- 
tkuj. many of u.s at this side of the House would (juestion the wusdom of 
pushing on an emluiiikment sclieme om e again. Proliahly a better courwe 
should have been to push the I)am<>dar-Hf>oghly'H<)wrxih Scheme w’ith its 
scheme of reservoirs in the upper (xitcliuient aieas in Bihar, purticiilarly 
when the Irrigation Deixirtmeni has a resnlv s« heme in this regard for the 
permanent solution of the pnddem. 

Sir, we are having a huge ex}>en<iiture at the seale of IN. -11 ( rores a year. 
Aii<l naturally the poor re.sources of this piovim e have not l»een able to cope 
with Hie .situation, ami we are liesiding f<»r <leficifH w‘hi<b by all tokens are 
rather alarming. The Finaiue Minister states that he hopes to rsiise during 
the current and the next financial years IN, 10 crore^ more revenue than wan 
raised in the two preceding years. Evidently he has wune more taxe.H in 
view including the recent enhanceiiient of the Htile.s Tax, and tfie proj)OHed 
Agricultural Income-tax. Apart from the wisdom of imposing fresh taxes 
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in this province, pavsin^ throusrh unprecedpiiteil famine (vornlition.s, 

there is tlie fart that a deficit accumulating*’ at the rate of Rs, 17 crores and 
odd ijj Tuo years (xui hardly he wiped out hy proceeds of new taxes. The 
rerned) certainly lie.** in other directions. We ajfree with the Hon’hle 
finance Minister when he says that the limits of the Xieineyer Award must 
he wiflened in the interf'st ot doinjr financial justice to Benjral. Then a^’^ain, 
Sir, there is the wnler ({ue>tion of the (Vntre he^irintr its legitimate share of

In that event, oui total unavoidable exjrenditure during 
these six years would have ireen 94 < rores <»7 lakhs; or /O rrnrex /e.«f< than our 
total recviptm. With that 10 c rores we should have been able to give some 
easement here and tliere in the nat lon-building dejiarl merits ; hut, hviit of all^ 
we should liave been able to set aside many erores f<»T posf-nar rcnmut rnciton. 
The gap between these two figures — a deficit of IS croies ti") lakhs instead of 
a sur|)lu.s of 10 erores — is the measure of the terrible bur<ien which has been 
placed on Bengal by calamity, born of the war, whnli Bengal wan helpleHn 
to prevent.

Hot W made to carry the burden of the figure's whicdi I have given: the 
burden. I mean, of Indiig 18 erores ♦».'> lakhs clown, instead of something like 
lO (Tores up, over the first six years of this war. Il is prefiosterous that the 
war and its conseijuenc e^ should l>e allowed to impoverish scone jirofiio^eft 
while they enricli others. Burdeu.s !>uch as the one now’ being carried by 
Bengal should W a charge upon the whole (if the body politic, just m they 
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would have been if the country had not been divided into several provinces 
witli Heparate responsibilities and separate powers of raising supplies and 
a}){>ropriating llieni. If you will cast your mind back, Sir, to the last war, 
you will find, if I remember aright, that in those days the whole of the 
revenues of India accrued to the (Vntre and appropriation, province by 
provin(;e, tvas sanctioned by the Centre on the basis of demands sent in by the 
Secretariats of each pr(»vince. This illustrates wdiat I mean, and suggests the 
tliought that the financial machinery of those days was more serviceable to 
an Jndia at war than is the financial machinery of today. Some comjiromise- 
between wljat 1 may call the financial communism of those days and the 
financial isolationism enco\iraged by the present constitution seems clearly 
to be culled for; and, 1 juopbesy that we shall see it hapi>en, in some shaj>e 
or other. Ibov the uneven burden of Bengal is (o be carried elsewhere is not 
for me to suggest : res[Kmsible men at the (huitre sluMild work that out, and 
should iacc an\ music that may be involved. But it leajjs to the eye that 
the alternatives are roughly three: it can either be taken by the Centre and 
j)aHsed (»n hy the Centre, through (Vntral taxes, to the whole lax-paying 
public of India, or it can be made a charge on a special pool got bv taking a 
levy f rom those provincial ex(be(|uers which have disj>ro})ortionate surpluses, 
or it cun be absorbed by a mixture of both methods.

when we have jiassed the two taxation measure'* which are down for disposal 
at this st^sion. 7'lns u crorrs inll hr tufual to per cent, of our whole 
tevrnur.s in AVe have also starved nation-building departments and 

diverted taxes from purposes for wbicli they were intended to he ear-marked. 
Mr, Goswami has hinted, rather cryptically, at further taxation still. The 
European Parfy will give a sympathetic hearing to any further taxation 
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proposals that may be shown to be justified. But before we make up our 
minds whether justification has been established, we shall want to know what 
the Government of India, on their jmrt, have done, or have undertaken to do, 
by way of giving this province a fair deal. 

As a matter of interest, I have tried to add up what the Outre haa 
already done by way of financial relief to us. under specific heads, since the 
war began, including the figures for this year and next given in these 
estimates. I make it llA crores in the form of tfrautx (10 crores under civil 
defence, 119 lakhs under extra police for (juusi-centrul purposes, 20 lakhs in 
full payment for rei)airing the Amirpur breach and 10 lakhs for “(irow Moro 
Food”); and 2 crores in the form of loona (I crore 9 thousand for the Damodar 
emhankment and SS lakhs tor “Grow More Fttotl”). AVe aeknow’ledge tht‘se 
aids with thanks, as also the wonderful work done hy the Army, for whieh 
Mr. Goswaini has paid so deserved a tribute to His Excellency, Lord Wavell ; 
hut we ask for very much more, and we should he hai)py to think tl»at His 
Excellency the Viceroy h already, or will soon he, in personal e(»ntar t with 
our financial file in Delhi. W ho knows P Perha])s there will he some go(oI 
new's for this j>rovince, if not for the man in tlie street, in Sir Jeremy 
Raisman's Budget s)>ee<h a few days hence 

Sir, it is late in the evening and 1 will now resume my seat. Before I do 
so, let me ^.^y again that the welfare (d Bengal foi very many years to <*ome 
is at stake ; that w’c have a nt^ft-tron rvi.ic; and that Mr. Gosw’umi and his 
colleagues have oiir best wishes in the fight whieh, with tlie assistaiU'e of our 
distinguished new Governor, they are doubtless going to put up, 
Mr (biswami concluded with a laitin (pmlatimi. So will 1. I say to him —

(5) The maximum range of pay of skilled workers in the plantations 

and the factory, viz., carpenters, blacksmiths and fitters and 
masons has been rai.sed from Rs. 40 to Rs. 50 per mensem as a 
war measure for the period of the war. 

(6) Men in the grinding house at the quinine factory have been allowed 

an extra pay of Re. 1 per month i)er head. 

(7) It has been decided that posts up to the rank of Head Gangmen 

in the plantations should be fille<l up by promotion only. 

(8) The number of holidays on full pay for Dur^a Pujah and Dewali 

in 1948 was increased from 6 days to 8 days.

Mr* C. GRIFFITHS: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, it i« the irony of fate 
that it should fall to the lot of the Hon’ble Mr. Tulni ( handra Ooswami 
who was once a Congressman to present the lfl44-4o budget ghow*ing the 
staggering deficit of 11 crores and 2b lakhs and to inform the House that 
Bengal is bent double with woe and agony. He should be complimented 
for the courageous stand he has taken and the manner in which he placed 
facts before the House detailing the afflictions of 1^43 and it is to the credit 
of the Opposition and Dr. Sanyal for patiently and attentively listening to 
him. J’or once the House seemed impressed, perhaps due to the seriousness 
of the situation brought about by majority rule by which means the 
OongressL demandod the withdrawal of British rule at the Centre and forced 
the Muslim League to fight for the Pakisthan scheme and in consequence 
to have a League Ministry in Bengal. 
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Sir, ibe Finance Minister gnre us estimates of 2 years* working ta skow 
tkat there is still hope of better days ahead if he could get the support and 
co-operation of the Legislature and the public. The figures given were as 
follows: revenue 21 crores 34 lakhs and expenditure 32 crores 54 lakhs and 
again revenue 21 crores 97 lakhs and expenditure 30 crores 43 lakhs, leav- 
ing a deficit of 11 crores 20 lakhs this year and 8 crores 46 lakhs next year. 
Later he informed us that the deficits would be reduced each year by 1 crore 
10 lakhs by receiving our quota of 20 per cent, from the income-tax pool 
at the Centre. 

Sir, it is useless at present to criticise the expenditure under the various 
heads; that can be done later when dealing with the grants. We are told 
that the bulk of our money was spent due to the war, on civil defence, 
famine and the “Grow More Food” campaign. Then the deficit becomes 
a liability of the Centre. If we feel that there was no justification, that 
the money was mis-spent, then the next question arrses who is responsible, 
the Legislature wdth its Ministers or the Governor with his I.C.S. officers? 

Sir, the ravages of war, floods, famine and pestilence can be got over 
but not the evils of communal strife and disunity for a house divided against 
itself must fall. Majority rule in India has been the cause of all our 
trouble. It is the worst form of aggressnm as it blots out the minorities. 
We have had practical lessons given us. How each party resorts to might 
and not right when placed in power, simply because the leader has to provide 
for his supporters. Today in Bengal, the Muslim licague with the Scheduled 
Castes are displacing the Caste Hindus, the non-liCague Muslims and the 
Christians. Therefore, instead of construction, we find obstruction and 
destruction everywhere and the country being brought to ruin. Has the 
Governor no power to intervene and save the country from going from bud 
to worse? 

Sir. Ibuigal is still very rich with Nature’s bounties ami. what is more, 
Bengal has the “teeming millions" who are satisfied to live on their 
meagre fare, oflering the businessman glorious cluinces to industrialise the 
Country and to increase (»ur agricultural products. All we want is a 
compromise, a settlement among the three nation>, the Hindus, the Muslima 
and the British to work with a view to bring prosperity to Bengal, India 
ami the British Commonwealth. And thi.s can onl.\ be done by u non- | 
communal leader, first selected by the House and then supported by the i 
Governor to form n (’abinet with representatives from all parties. The 1 
Opposition Leader also should form a (abinet on the same lines w'ith .salaries 
being known us the Governor’s Opposition Party. There is to he no 
communal group. The House is to w’ork as one nation. We must be clear 
on this plaint. There must be no misunderstanding that this is the Bengal 
liOgislative Assembly, and that everyone is a Bengali for the occaaion. We 
do not want any ambiguity in the matter. We all know that the letter 
“V” means Victory, but ns the Roman V it stands for 5th column and one 
never knows what is really meant by the symbol “V”. (Cheers.) 

Sir, the war has forced the country to expand certain industries and 
with what excellent results. Our trade in cement, coal, cotton piecegomU, 
engineering works, jute, leather goods, matches, paper, pig iron,., tobacco, 
augnr, sulphuric acid, steel ingots and tea have all shown a tremendous 
increase. Yet we find that the total war orders placed in India up to ike 
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end of 1941 amounted to only 3(K) crores of rupees against 11,000 crorea 
of rupees placed in Canada — over 36 times as much as ours and why P 
Because India imported everything from abroad from pins, screws and naila 
to eiigines, motor car^s and aeroplanes. What has made Iapan> Russia^ 
Germany and the U.S.A. such great nations P Nothing but industries* 
Today we unite to fight our enemies. After the war we must unite to 
industrialise India. A prosperous India will mean a stronger British 
Commonwealth. Our slogan should be "Industrialise India and build the 
British (Commonwealth”, (('ries of "hear” “hear .) Take our sugar 
industry — it is the largest in the world, it is 14 times as much as it waa 
in 1922-23, but due to the control muddle, we in Calcutta are allowed 
1 seer per head per month although this year s estinmte is more than Iasi 
year’s 1, 2(K). ()()() tons against 1,(I70.(KK) tons. This mutter needs immediate 
attention. 

Now, dealing with jute, it is a fact that our money cixip in 1940 wi« 
the largest sown, the area being 43A lakhs of acres and the outturn 1251 
lakhs of bales. But last year’s crop was disappointing— ^13^ lakhs of acre# 
only yielded 905 lakhs <d bales and as lakhs of bales were consumetT 
the year before, it will be seen how necessary it is not to reduce our jut# 
crop, the industry on which the prosperity ot Bengal depends. Further^ 
America is purchasing largi* (juantities of raw jute as a substitute ot manilA 
hemp to manufacture r(»])es and cordage. We cannot afford to lose thiA 
market. Therefore, in allotting only 27 lakhs of acres in Bengal — about 
3 luklis less than last year— we might get 81 lakhs of bales and adding 
10 lakhs from the udjcuning province we ma> jii.st get our requireuienti* 
The Minister in charge of Indii.stries should be congratulated f«)r assuring 
the (‘ult ivjit<»rs that if tlieir jute is unsold, the Ibivernmenl will take it ovce 
at Ms. 9 per niaund, thus protecting the trade and preventing the jirovino# 
from getting into further difficulties as everything depends on (»ur jut# 
crop, the golden fibre of Bengal. 

Cur food crop, rue, for 1943-44 was a bumper one. This is no reason 
why w'e should pay bumper prices in (’alcuttu. ( liaughter . ) The crop* 
was anything from l(K) to 110 lakhs of t(»ns, all credit to the (iniw Mort> 
Food” campaign. Yet prices in Calcutta stand as high as as. 6-6 i)er aeer 
or Rs. 16-4 ])er maund — over three times more than pre-war rates, th# 
highest ever paid, outside famine c»»nditions. Our p»>|mlati(»n can b# 
reckoned at 3 crores, the increase by evacuees and soldiers being discounted 
by those who died by the thousand of starvation last year. At 9 chhaiackA 

per head per day our requirements should not excei'd 84 lakhs of ton*. 

Rationing in the Calcutta area allows one only 2^ seers of rice per week^ 
the balance H seers being made up of wheat products; S4). this should make 
a further reduction and show a surplus. Therefore, every explanation ia 
necessary for the high prices ruling in f alcutta. ( ompare the prices in 
Madras, (ochin, Travancore and Mysore, provinces that used to get rice 
from Bengal. I understand that prices there do not exceed Rs. 9 per 
maund. - Surely, rationing was not intr<»duced to make provision for the 
baying agents. Government does not buy petrol or any other c^mimodity 
to ration it. Again why was not a minimum price fixwl for paddy, 

at 50 per cent, more than pre-war rateaf* The (iovemment set bruins A»d 

money on one side la^ainsi ignorance and poverty on the other and tbg 
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result has been scandalous. We in Calcutta have to pay Rs. 16-4 per 
xnaund for our rice while the cultivator unprotected with an average income 
of Rb. 5-8 per mensem to get the worst of the deal. The question arises 
who has made all the money. (Cries of “Hear, hear^*.) It becomes 
abundantly clear that rationing was not introduced in Calcutta to keep 
down prices, but to maintain prices as near as possible with last year’s 
level so that the famine hoarders could average their prices with this year\s 
early purchases at favourable rates and sell out at a profit. Otherwise it 
is clear that those hoarders would have been ruined. Therefore to protect 
them it was found necessary that the usual flow into the regular markets 
was stopped, new shops sprang up overnight, the order of things were 
changed and to add to confusion worse confounded a most expensive 
machinery was set up that makes for bribery and corruption with black 
markets everywhere, the middle class people being served with the worst 
quality of rice, having to resort to the black market if they wished to live 
as they were accustomed to. Then when Bengal is bent double with woe 
and agony through majority rule we are presented with two fresh taxation 
"fiills, the Agricultural Tax and 100 per cent, increase in the Sales Tax to 
wipe out our budget deficits. We have seen how the European merchant 
princes of Clive Street, owners of Tea Gardens in Darjeeling. Chittagong, 
the Terai and the Dooars with the zemindary laud at Nadia, Rajshahi, 
Malda, Murshidabad, Midnapore and Manbhum objected to be taxed when 
it affected their interest, and walked across to the Opposition to support 
the Indian zemindars. Therefore how much more should the middle class 
working people object to the doubling of the Sales Tax, when salaries in 
most cases are stationary and prices all round are inflated due to our staple 
crop being handed over to certain buying agents. Why not tax them Re. 1 
per maund (Cries of **Hear, hear” from the Opposition benches) ; they were 
given ample scope to get the better of the cultivator. The crop is about 
30 crores of maunds. Half of this sum will wipe out our budget deficit and 
•traighten up Bengal and cure her of this woe and agony. The question 
really arises who has made all the profit between producer and consumer. 
It is futile to close the stable door after the horse has bolted. (I^aughter.) 
It is time the Governor stepped in under section Dd and worked the province 
with his I.C.S. officials. The Cabinet Ministers could act as an Advisory 
Board and the Advisory Board should be a representative one of all parties. 
After all, who is responsible for the mal-atlministrution of Bengal, the 
Governor or the Legislature!^ Surely, the Governor. (Applause.) 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for 15 minutes.) 

(After adjournment.) 

Mr. J. R. WALKER: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, my friend, 
lir. Gladding, in his speei'h last night gave the general views of this party 
regarding the Budget. In the coimse of that speech he said that certain 
taxes had been diverted from their proper uses and it is on this particular 
point that 1 would like to say a few words. 

In the Bengal Raw Jute Taxation Act, 1941, it is stated in the Preamble 
that the tax is “for the purpose of carrying out measures for the stabilisation 
of jute prices and for furthering the interests of the growers of jute in the 
proTtBoe and for the jute industry generally.” In the Statement of Objects 
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and Reasons to the Bill it is stated “in order to finance the carrying out 
of measures for the stabilisation of jute prices, the improvement of market- 
ing and generally to further the interests of the jute growers of the province, 
and of the industry as a whole, considerable sums of nn>ney are required 
which cannot be found out of ordinary revenues. The object of this Bill 
is to provide funds for these purpose — and it is intended to earmark the 
proceeds of this tax for such expenditure”. 

In this Assembly, the then Government gave even more definite assur- 
ances about the tax. The Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy in his reference to the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons pointed out in this House that it had 
been clearly indicated that the proceeds of the tax would be definitely 
earmarked for expenditure in connection with various schemes that have 
been or nvay later be undertaken to implement the Governnieiii s declared 
policy in relation to jute. He went on to specify 4 general heads of policy, 
viz., (1) stabilisation of jute prices at reasonable economic levels, 
(2) improvement of the conditions under which and the methods by which 
jute is marketed, (3) improvement of the economic condition of the jute 
growers in general, and (4 > improvement of coinlitions within the industry 
for the general welfare of all sections thereof, trom the grower to the 
manufacturer. He went on to state that while it was not possible to foresee 
what measures may or may not be found necessary he co\ild say that the 
proceeds of this tax wpuld be specifically earmarked for the carrying out 
of measures falling within the four big categoricM I have given. In another 
place the Hon’hle Minister w'ent even further by assuring the House that 
the money will be set apart for the benefit of the jute growler, and if in any 
year there i.s any surplus it will not merge into the general revenues of tha 
province but it will be set aside as a sort of reserve fund in order to spend 
it for the benefit of the jute growers. At the time the tax was brought 
into force Government wu.s .spending Rs. 30 lakhs on j\ite regulation and 
the tax was primarily intended to pay for this. Government are not now 
spending more than Hs. 12 lakhs so far as 1 can ascertain on JuU* Regula- 
tion and there should, therefore, be a surplus to be paid into the reserve 
fund for jute schemes. In 1942-43 which is the only year for which we 
have actuals, receipts from the tax were Rs. 32 lakhs and the expenditure 
on Jute Regulation appears to have been in the region of Rs. 8 lakhs. 
There should have been, therefore, a surplus of approximately Us. 24 lakhs 
in that year which should have been placed into n reserve fund for jute 
schemes. I would like b) know from the Finance Minister if this reserve 
fund has been created, and if not, why not. We are oppose<l to earmarking 
of taxes in general but this was a special tax for a special purpose ami I 
feel that the House should be told freely and frankly the reasons why the 
objects of the Raw Jute Taxation Act, 1941. have been ignored in the way 
they appear to have been. 

Mr. DHIRENORA MATH 8EM:^ Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, it is not in 
any spirit of rank criticism that I rise to speak this afternoon on the Budget 
estimates as presented by niy Hon*ble friend the Finance Minister. The 
enormity of the deficit which his estimates have disclosed is but a reflection 
of the extraordinary period through which we have been imssing particularly 
aince last year. The revised estimates for the current year fwit the 
expenditure at more than Rs, 32 crores but despite the best efforts of the

Government it ba« not been possible to raise tbe revenue to more than 
Bs. 22 44 crores, if we take into account the additional Rs. 1*10 crores which 
the Finance Minister expects to get from the divisible pool of Central 
income-tax. As for the next year while expenditure has been placed at 
Rs. 30 44 crores, receipts are not expected to exceed Rs. 23 crores and we 
are now facing a deficit of Rs. 736 crores next year as against Rs. 10*90 
crores this year. The deficit for the next year is of course liable to further 
reduction because of the amount which the Finance Minister expects to get 
from the increased return of the Sales Tax and the Agricultural Income- 
tax. We have however not yet been given any idea as to the probable 
yield from the additional sources of taxation. In any case, it has to be 
admitted even by the worst critics of Bengal that despite the deplorable 
economic conditions through which we are now passing, we have so far 
stood loyally by the Government and enabled them to raise the total revenue 
from Rs. 15 crores to more than Rs. 23 crores in the course of four years. 
Or, in other words, we are now paying more than Rs. 8 crores in the shape 
of additional taxes and revenues. The Finance Mini.ster has warned us 
that he may yet be called upon to make further demands on the tax-payers 
before the year is out. But I would point out that with all the taxes that 
have so fur been imposed, there can hardly he any scope for further taxation. 

The great hulk of the people of the province has been made the poorer 
by the torrihle catastrophe of 1943 and even the conditions of traders and 
merchants of this province are not so enviable as they are in other 
provinces. 

I would, on the other hand, suggest that the Government of Bengal 
have got a very good case to approach the ('entral Government for assistance 
in our hours of trial. We have always been called upon by tlfe Central 
Government that we must qualify ourselves for assistance from the (entre 
by making every effort to meet our expenses but now that w’e have been 
raising more than 8 or 9 cr(»res revenue over our normal post-Autonomy 
budgets, I hope the (Vntre.will not look askance at our demands for 
financial assistance. Unfortunately, however, the efforts of the Ministers 
to get as much as jxis.sible from the Centre have not m» far been crowned 
with all the success that they deserved and we are still being asked to work 
out our own salvation. I am aware that even the Centre i.s not w'ithoiit 
its worries and if Press reports are to be believed there is likely to be huge 
defii'its in the Central budget this year, much more than what was estimated 
at this time last year. But I wtmld at the same time stress that Bengal 
being in the War Zone must also be the direct concern of the (fovernment 
of India and the measures taken by the Government to relieve tbe ec(»noniic 
distress of the people resulting from the famine may properly l>e regarded 
as part of the War efforts for which constitutionally the Central ftovern- 
meut is responsible. Besides, the famine was also the direct result of the 
War and there can be no justification for the Centre to repudiate its liability 
to meet the extraordinary exi*enses incurred by the Government of Bengal 
in undertaking relief measures. 1 have noted from a Press report that in 
anawer to a question in the Council of State the spokesman of the Govern- 
ment of India recently mentioned that the total expenditure charged finally 
to Indian revenue during the five years 1939-46 to 1943-44 on Defence and 
Supply eerricee has amounted to about Rs. 806 crores. Tbe amount of 
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esthkiated deficit in Bengal in the two j^ear« 194^^-45 which comes to a little 
over Rs. 18 crores is nothing compared to this huge amount already charged 
to the Central Government and I earnestly implore that the Government of 
Bengal will be able to impress upon the ( entrul Government the need for 
a more liberal approach to the problem. 1 also take liis opportunity of 
appealing to my friends of the European group to join in this demand for 
a larger subvention from the Centre. The European group holds a great 
influence both with the Centre as well as with His Majesty’s (Jovernment 
in England. So if they also join with us. in this demand it will he very 
difficult for the Centre to resist this united demand. Like the children of 
the soil they also w’ould not like to see the province collapse while the war 
in the East is being curried on from Bengal as the main base of operation. 

I hope my appeal to them w'ill not go in vain. 

There Is another aspect of the problem to which I would like to refer 
before I take my seat. I have already referretl that the increase in the 
Revenue expenditure during the last four years has been almost staggering, 
from Rs. L) crores to Ks. dt) crores or, on the other hand, a cent per cent, 
increase. I quite appreciate that the circumstances through w^hich we ore 
now passing call f<»r extraordinary expemliture hut a cent iK^r cent. increai»e 
in the expenditure over a period of four years i.s in itself a very serious 
matter calling for a very careful .scrutiny over every item of expenditure. 
It may he pertinent to enquire whether these dehcits could have been brought 
down to lower levels by a policy of judicious expenditure designed t4> 
produce the maximum effect. We have grave doubts as to whether all 
extraordinary expenditures of the Government have hi‘en incurred with an 
eye to such an object. Allegations are not lacking that of the total 
expenditure incurred for civil (h*fenc*e, famine reliet and Grow More lood 
campaign, the major portion is being swalloweil uj) in paying fat salaries 
and emoluments to Government otticers, with the consequence that the 
people of the Province are not having the maximum benefit out of these 
expenditures. I am not sure how far these allegations are tH)iTect but 1 
hope that the Finance Minister will give us an assurance that avoidable 
expenses are not being incurred. 

But even apart from the cases of extravagance I have to point out that 
the policy which the Government have been following in the matter of 
procurement and distribution of rice is bound to lead to unnecessary 
expenditure. It is unfortunate that they have persistently refused to 
utilise the normal channels of tra«le to the utmost and have also 
unceremoniously' rejecte*! the various suggestions, which, w*e, on behalf of 
the commercial communities often made to them. I am quite sure that 
if the Government had acted on our advice they could have avoided much 
of the expenses which they have incurred during the current year and 
expect to incur in the next year. 

Sir, I close with a very brief reference to the very noble sentiment 
expressed by my friend the Finance Minister towanls the end of his speech. 
He has very rightly laid an emphasis on the nation-building activities of 
the Government hut I regret very' much to note a disparity between his action 
and profession. The Budget speech he has presented is a cl<#se indication 
of the Gwmment to stay all the nation-building schemes, and ail the taxes 
he and his predecessor had imposed and all that he threatens to impose in 
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tlie near future lose all their justification for the betterment of the economic 
and social condition of the people. Now in the absence of any? scheme 
formulated by the Government I only wish that his admirable peroration 
formed the entire background of his entire budget in which case people 
would have some satisfaction that the sacrifices made by them in the form 
of increased taxation were really worth while. 

Mr. UPENDRA NATH BARMAN: Sir, the Budget for the year 194445 
has been laid on the table which the Hon’ble the Finance Minister has 
presented us with a speech. I shall only refer to some of the items and some 
of the figures that are included in the Budget and in the Budget speech of 
the Hon’ble the Finance Minister. 

The Hon’ble the Finance Minister says that about one-half of the 
expenditure is due to three items, namely, the Extraordinary charges in 
India, Famine and Agriculture. On page 2 of his speech there is a line, 
namely, “This provision”, that is, provision for extraordinary charges, “is 
not expected to cover the further losses with which w'e shall undoubtedly 
be faced one day — shortages, damaged stocks and unsaleable stocks”. If I 
am right in reading these lines, the losses on account of these three items 
have not been duly foreseen in the Budget. Then the conclusion is that 
the deficit that the Hon’ble the Finance Minister shows in the Budget 
estimate will be much more than that. In this connection 1 would like to 
draw the attention of the Hon'ble the Finance Minister and of the Govern- 
ment of the day to one circumstance. There is a rumour afloat that during 
the last aiu season Government purcha.sed huge stocks and they stacked 
these stocks of paddy on station platforms. As they did not make proper 
arrangements for carrying those stocks to proper places those huge stocks 
of paddy have been wasted by being allowed to rot on the station platforms. 
If that be the fact then (ertainly Government cannot have any excuse for 
further losses under the liead — damaged stocks and unsaleable stocks. I 
would request the Government to see that if such things occurred in the 
past they do not occur in future. 

Another fact is that, due to want of proper care and arrangement, 
large stocks of rice have been wasted last year. While people were dying 
out of hunger, being stricken with famine, Government withheld that rice 
and wasted it incurring further losses to the revenue of the province. 
These things are very unsatisfactory. 

Coming to the head “Famine” I have only one observation to make on 
it. It IS a grievance amongst the Scheduled Castes that the committees 
that have been formed b\ the Government for distribution of relief did not 
include representatives of the Scheduled Castes. As a result of that the 
Scheduled Castes got only third consideration in the matter of relief distri- 
bution. Many communities amongst the Scheduled Castes, specially the 
fishermen community have died in families of thousands and in seriously 
affected areas the 3 * have been wiped out from the face of the earth. I 
would request the Government of the day to see that in the matter of 
diatribution of relief the Hcheduletl Castes' cause be not neglected in this 
way. 

As regards budgeted expenditure on agriculture I have got one comment 
to make. We are all along complaining that the budgeted sum under this 
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head ia quite inadequate. Whatever sum ia budgeted is spent up by the 
department in salaries, in superintendence and maintenance and oihar 
things and very little is left with which to improve agriculture in general. 
Our point is that while 80 per cent, of the people of Bengal are agriculturists 
and they furnish the wealth of this province they should not be neglected 
in this way. The Hou’ble the Finance Minister is going to get passed by 
this House another legislation, namely. Agricultural lncoine>tax Bill. W© 
would have been quite glad to support this taxation measure had the money 
realised out of this taxation mea.sure been earmarked, or at least oO per 
cent, of it had been earmarked for the improvement of agriculture. If 
the existing budgeted figure could have been swelled up by the new revenue 
out of the Agricultural Income-tax, then the Agriculture Department would 
have got some scope to help the agriculturists in the matter of cultivation. 

Next I come to the Scheduled Castes Education Fund. From the very 
beginning the demand of the Scheduled Faste members in this House and 
outside had been that five lakhs of rupees should be provided as a recurring 
grant under the head of “Scheduled C'astes Education”. We are convinced 
that unless the Scheduled C’astes cun better their lot in the matter of 
education their amelioration cannot be efl:\*ctpd. This year we find that 
five lakhs have been provided for but when we go through th(‘ items that 
have been given in the lied Book we hud that this is not a recurring grant 
at all. In the past also we had got lump grant of five lakhs and our bitter 
experience is that this five lakhs was not spent in one year but it was going 
to be spent in many years The same stor> is going to be repeated also 
this year. Out of the five lakh^ provided in the budget the lied BiKik show* 
that about 3 lakhs thousand have been provided f(»r construction of 
hostels, schools, etc. I am definite that a.s there is difficulty ahout muteriala 
for the purpose of construction work this sum wdll not he spent in the 
coming jear. Last year we had another bitter experience and we deplore 
that the present Ministry, although they promised give* with this five 
lakhs all facilities to the Scheduled Caste.s in the mutter of education, went 
the other way. Formerly, deserving boys reading in class VII to class X 
were given stipends and a sum was provided for that purpose. Due to tn 
circular from the Education Departfflent this year only lo per cent, of the 
number of boys reading in from class VII to class X were awarded 
stipends, and I think from most of the divisions M) per cent, of the money 
had been refunded. These things are most unsatisfactory. 

Under the Capital head 8>A I shall mention only one item, namely, 
salt. Due to the negligence or rather mismanagement on the part of the 
Civil Supplies Department the present condition i** that in the rural area 
salt has almost vanished. In the black market salt is selling at a price 
ranging from Re. 1 to Rs. 2 or more, per se^r. It is only a favoured few 
who can purchase at such a high price and the ordinary jieople, the poorer 
section are going wnthout .salt for week?* together. Their vitality ia 
deteriorating and they are becoming so much disgU-sted that the;y are 
accusing not only the Bengal Government hut also the British Government. 
Their complaint is that salt is such a necessary of life

Mr. UPENDRA NATH BARMAN: Sir. 1 leitcrate what 1 stated 

yesterda\ that tin' sliortage of salt in the rural areas is eausing much 
anxiety. People in rural areas >usp«‘ct that Government are not .so much 
anxious for the benefit of the rural p<‘ople as they are for iirhun or city 
people. To my mind, Sir, Goveruim'ut would do well if they would ration 
salt just as they are rationing kero.-^ene and other coniimniities and do that 
with the help of uniun Ixwirds, fur union bounl members are able to create 
better confidence in the mind.s of the rural people than wbat Government 
officials can do. That being tbe position even if there be at any time 
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shortage in the supply of salt, union board members will be able to conviiiee 
the rural people more than Government officials that there is actual shortage 
of salt. In this connection 1 should inenticm anothej important fa<‘tor that 
this shortage in the suppl\ td salt is undermining the jmuale of the rural 
people, that is. of the Home Fr«mt, and that those \\!ii> are m‘gle(*ting the 
supply of this simple commodity in the matter of its pi-o])er tlisiribution are 
neglecting and jeopardising the cause ot var. -lust befon* I started for 
Calcutta 1 had be(*n to rural areas wluoi ]>eople ot all grades eame to me 
and complained about the shortage in the supply ot salt Out* village j»andit

I liope that llie Hon hie 
Finance Minister would do propel servi<*e to tin* pioxince hy tduiiiiing on 
the Centre to (ompeiisate the piovince nf Bengal toi e.xpenditure inclined 
on acrounl of the war. 

Next, Sir. the Hon’hic Finance Minister deals with inflation of currency. 
Jn tins connci’tion he has said that the inflated prices <d j*ommoditjeN might 
remain for some time till after the eml of tlie hostilities. In tliis connec- 
tion 1 should ask the Hon ’hie Finance Minister and the Miriislr\ of the 
day to consider one importaiii factor. There is a loud cry from all sides 
against agriculturist* and their agricultural product — rice. 1 do not c^onteiid 
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for a moment that the price of rice should be allowed to soar as high as 
possible — I do not say that. But I want to impress upon the Government 
this fact that most of the agriculturists have very little to sell but they 
have to purchase other commodities of life and necessities. Government has 
eslabJished a perfect machinery with the help of which they can force down 
the price of rice to any level. I ask them to consider that if the price of 
rice is forced down to such a level as would make it an uneconomic level, 
it would mean disaster to the agriculturists because they have to purchase 
other necessaries of life, (hi the other hand, I would ask Government to 
fix a minimum price for paddy and rice ami they should try their utmost to 
bring down the juices of other commodities side by sitle and as they succeed 
in otljiT fields, they may gradually diminish the minimum prices fixed. If 
that ])i()r!ess he adopted, there would be no (‘iiuse of grievance in any 
quarit*]'. 

has! of all, Sir, the Ilon'ble Finance Minister ha.s jminted out the 
necessity (jf ndiahilitation. That is the most iinjiortant necessity of the 
day. H(‘ lias not given ns suHicient (h'tails as to how he likes to jiroceial, 
W'e shall watch with inhu'esl as to how he di^ais with this jinjiortanl matter. 

MrSi NELLIE SEN GUPTA; Mr. l)ej)ut\ S]»eaktM. Sir, 1 wish to say 
a few' words about this budget. First ol all I ilo not agree wdth 
Mr. Gladding when he sa\s that tamiiie was ine\itahle. A famine of the 
magnitude w'liicli came ovm- Bengal could ceitainly ha\e been jirevented 
to some extent and 1 do feel that the famine was iliie to absolute lack of 
foresight and thoughtles.sn(‘s,s amounting to eall(>usrH‘ss. It did not come 
us a blight in a day or a W'eek or a month. It took many months to come 
and for how' many months w'e were begging of tin* Government to do some- 
thing to help these poor peojile who knew that in a few days or weeks they 
would he starving. 1 sometimes feel it these jiooi j)(‘oj>le had not rushed 
into ('alcutta as they did and were not a menace to tin* citizens and to the 
(Government and the Army who were in ( alcutta their jilight might not 
even have been noticed. 

Then again Pwant to speak about the numbei ol deaths which are 
published. One woinlers sometimes when one sees fin* list of the number 
of deaths. 1 know' for a fact that in Patya wlieii the district hoard officer 
was asked w'hy he Inul rejxirted so few deaths, just a few' of the number 
who died in the towui, he said “How cun 1 jiuhlish so manyy ” I say, w'hen 
j'ou are spending so much iuone> why don’t \ou liave reliahh* people to 
give these figures With a clerk’s pay as large as Rs. J.j and the 
chowkiilar’s jmy Rs. d a month how' do you exjiect to get true and proper 
figures from these jn'ople^ 

Then again I w'ant more co-operation of relief centres with Government. 
It is not possible tor the Government to see and to know these people 
individually as boys and people who work in relief centres do know them, 
and I w'ill give just one instance. When we were distributing we were 
very careful about (he receipts but even then sometimes mistakes might 
happen, and on two occasions we found a woman coming a second time for 
a saree. No one had noticed — 1 had not — but one of the workers said 
“Didn't you come the other day for a sttrre?'^ She said “I did, 1 wanted 
two“, and this must have happened many times. We have not enough 
materials to give two to one person and one has to be very careful. 
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Another thing I found. I fully under.<)tand that the tempers and nerres 
of the officials, specially the medical officers, must have been most strained, 
but I did find that they were inclined to blame these poor people for the 
conditions of their starving and their terrible plight. 

Then I come to the question of political prisoners. Even now I am daily 
getting letters from people who receive no allowances whatever and also 
from others who receive very small allowance.-^. I am told that a great 
deal of it depends upon the Magistrate of the district. I do not expect the 
Magistrate to know every prisoner or every internee in the district, but 
surely if he has not the time he should have an assistant who can deal with 
these things. 

Sir, 1 will give one instance. A ver\ ehh*rl\ fricml of mine in the dis- 
trict of (’hiftagong was interned. I urotr, ho wroto so that the internment 
order might be relaxed, but a.s usual nothing happemMl. Then one day the 
Magistiate wont and >aw tlH‘ intonioo. Tho intornod gont Ionian who was 
a memher of tho Distiict Hoard said to linn: “I want to rosign my office'* 
and tlie Magistrate asked: “WliyH You are a vmy useful mombor f)f the 
District Boanl.’’ Ho said: “What is the us(‘ of niy l)»*ing useful us 1 can- 
not attend meetings of the Distiiot Hoard J'’’ Tin* Magistrate a.sked him 
why. He said: “H(‘causo f have heim inteinod.” The Magistrate said: 
“Hut you are a very old man” and imiiiediatel\ his internment order was 
relaxed. 

Sir, I am sure there are mun\ .sindi victim'^ I do sas. Sir. rob‘ase these 
\oung iiioii alioiii \ou have kepi intoiiu^d \ear after year. You can keep 
a supervision over them; you cari si*o what they are rloing. 'Phere are 
liundreds of intorii(*(l Congress inen, \ouiig ami (dd in the district of Chitfu- 
g‘ong. who can h(*lji us in mir relief uork. Wh\ are \ on keeping them 
inteiiied y Heleasc ihejn and give them some chanet* to see wliat to do in 
then lives. I do ted. Sii. that the way \ ou art' kee])ing thesi* \oung men 
inteined \eai alter \eai is altogether wrong. No one listens to them; no 
one Ifsten.s to wliat we sa\ , but I beg of vani to allow lliesc wmngnien to 
come out and give them a chance to work for tlieir (*ouniry. Am I fiave said 
alrearly. the money you spend for their meagre allowanees and for their 
f<K)d in the jails is (juite insuflicient. Try to make them trustworthy pi*ople; 
keep a W'atch over them and set* that tlie\ <h) not do what \ou terd is wrong. 

With the.se words. Sir, I sa\ that this bmigel could have been used in 
a much more useful wa\ than th(‘ wa\ in wfiich it is being used now, 
(Applause from the Oppo.sition henihes.i

KlUIII Bahadur Mauivi 8. ABDUR RAUF: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir. 
in going to say a few wonU on the Budget estimates of tlie present 
unfortunate province of Bengal 1 must first of all congratulate the Hon’ hie 
Pinance Minister for his ability in presenting the Budget for the year 
iy44-4«') in a manner befitting his courage and ability. It presents a land- 
mark in the whole financial history of the pn>vince of Bengal, It not only 
exceeds all other previous Budgets in respect of its income but expenditure 
also. It is just suitable to th(‘ present problem lacing Bengal today. 

It is memorable in many of its different aspects which it has tried to 
solve in an admirable way. The task before the Ministry is very great 
and grave, but it has not failed in its duty. Though the horr^s of famine 
have minimised to a certain extent, yet its alter effect is not \et over. The 
Ministry has done whatever lies in its power to save the people from the 
jaws of famine. They are really to be eongralulaled for what they have 
done, and are doing for mitigating the ravages of famim*. The sysUun of 
gratuitous relief which they have arranged during the famine and after 
the famine has .saved inan\ from their untimely ileath and I admire their 
relief activities. Besi<les providing gratuitous relief for the poor, it has 
arranged special niedi(;al relief aixl housing of the destitutes and orphans. 
1 request the (Toverninent to establish at least one orphanage in eaidi 
district. In the Civil Ihdence Budget we find that a eonsiderahle amount 
has been allotted. But (‘oiisidering the problem before us and also eonsider- 
ing tlie fact that the whole of Bengal is no\^ under the danger of war the 
amount is quite insufficient and we should approach the Central (iovernnient 
for sufficient fund for this dejiartiuent. 

When we think of the military camps urnl aerodromes throughout Bengal 
we should think not onl\ of the safety of the hig cities but also of the small 
cities and villages. Sufficient urrungeiiienl should be made tfi save these 
people. 

When we come to the Department of Civil Supplies we cannot but congra- 
tulate (he Hon’ble Mr. H. S. .Suhrawardy. He has <levoled his w'liole 
energy and time to supply the people of Bengal with proper foodgrains 
at reasonable price.s. But for him the matter would have been otherwise. 
The steps which have been taken by G<»vernnient to control the prices is 
really praiseworthy. If the people work in co-operation with the Govcrij> 
ment and officials, then everx* one can enjoy the himefit am! reap the fniit** 
of the labour of the Hoii’ble Mr. H, S. Suhrawardy. 

As jegards the supply of for>dgrains the Government of Bengal should 
always press the Central Government, foi its proper supply dunag war 
emergency. 

In the Irrigation Department though we find that a big sum has been 
allotted, yet it is not sufficient to cope with the situation f>onsidering the 
vastness of the prob em. The Grow Food Campaign cannot be solved 
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unless irrigation works are taken up in right earnest. In Howrah no 
irrigation work has been taken up for the last 20 years, though the people 
of Howrah have been requesting the Government to take up the Kendua 
project, Kana-Damodar project and other minor irrigation projects. Sir, 
I beg to draw the attention of the Government to this direction. 

As regards the Hoad Development the Government has not paid its 
proper attention to the district of Howrah. The Government has taken the 
list of several roads but not a .single road has been constructed up till now. 
I request the Government to pay a little heed to this direction. 

In the matter of Agriculture the Government has done laudable work 
by distributing seeds and agricultural loans to cultivators. But these are 
not at all sufficient. The major population of Bengal is agriculturist and 
it is the duty of the Government to look to their interest by giving them 
loans, lands, seeds and by protecting their cattle by proper legislation. 

As regards the Industries Department it may be frankly admitted that 
Government has done much and has been doing a great deal by opening up 
various sections of industries. As industry is the only thing by which a 
nation can jfl’osper the Government should come forward to help the people 
in their effort to promote any industry. The Government should encourage 
the people with sufficient funds to improve cottage industries of Bengal. 

I find that a large sum has betui jwovided in the head Education. But 
considering the need and illiterac\ of the peoj)le the umourit is not at all 
sufficient. Large sums (»f money have been allotted for higher education 
but as regards primary edueation which ought to he free and compulsory 
the amount is very insufficient. 

I request the (L)vernment to make a propel arrangement for primar\ 
education either by proper allotment or b\ Education (M‘.ss. 

(hu* notalile item in this li(*a<l 1 find the grant of five laklis for the 
schedule caste education. This will .surelv open the e,\e> of the honouiahle 
members of the Opposition. Tlie liOague Miiiisliy is not a eommunal 
Ministry. It is a national Ministry. 

In this connection 1 beg to «lraw the attention of the Ministry to a long- 
felt Muslim <lemand of Ilefzul Koran classes in the senior and junior 
madrassus throughout Bengal and that a grant of B-s. 2 lakhs be provided 
in the Budget for this purpo.se. The object of this scheme is to create 
Hafizes wliose number is becoming .scarcer and scarcer day by day in 
Bengal. If this is not taken up by this Ministry they will be lacking in 
their «luty towards the Muslims of Bengal. 

Now in the end 1 congratulate the Ministry for their good work for the 
people of Bengal and hope they will continue to do the same and bring the 
Secondary Education Bill in this .session for its consideration and passing. 

Mist MIRA OATTA GUPTA: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, looking back 
on the last dismal year we see what great calamity can be wrought by alien 
Government operating through an unsympathetic Ministry'. Mr. Amery 
has recently stated that deaths due Jo the last famine in Bengal and its 
aftermath were of the order of a million. Non-official estimate put the 
mortality at a higher figure but even if it is one million it would appear by 
far to exceed the number of persons killed in this war over five years in the 
whole of the British Empire. Time and again we have stated that a 
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Government which does not enjoy the confidence of the people ivS a dangerous 
laft to lean on, particularly in the turbulent sea of war. But, even now 
the lesson has not been learnt and a Oovernment which is sincerely disliked 
and distrusted by vast masses of the people remains obstinately On saddle. 
We are asked to place our confidence in this Government. But, Sir, 
confidence wells up from the heart and cannot be enforced by decrees. 

Today the people of this pri>vince are living in fear of yet another 
famine. The price fixed for rationed rice in Calcutta is yet beyond the 
means of the majority of the citizens of Calcutta. And if this is so in 
February, when rice shnuhl normally be more abundant, what are our 
prospects for the months, frtun July to NcuemberP In Knghind which is 
a much richer country than cnirs, the prices of staph‘ fmxlstuffs have not 
gone up beyond ‘Jo per nnt. But the present i)revailing price of rice in 
Calcutta is 300 per eeHf. more than normal. 

It is clear that in times of war. control ot pri(‘es of fttixlstuff cannot be 
effected merely by decrech and ordinances. It is largely done bv direct 
subsidies to farmers, fishermen and all pro<lucers of foo<| from Government 
funds, as has been su('cessiull> done in Kngland and America, In fact, ill 
hmgland during one year alone a])pro\imatel\ So crorc'. of rupees were 
given as subsidy t(r farmers. In this way «»nl\ (lecte(‘-» regai’ding price 
control can be made effective In this wa^ only can tin* burtlen of hard- 
ship be evenly distributed among all sections of the pmtjile. titherwise the 
wliole unbearable burden falls heavil\ on the sluoilders of the poor. 

There is \ et no sign that larg(‘ dirca t sub.snlu's jiic y(*t bmng paid to 
farmers in order to keep <lowrj prices as nls<» to toH'ourage them to (Jrow 
More Food. Gn the contrary vast sums of money have act nail, \ found 
their way from (lovernmenl coffers into the pockets <if rich and unscrupulous 
traders. Tins is the net result of the loss suffered by tin* Government in 
it.s food purchases and distribution business. But this Government is tied 
to vested interests and shows no .sign of taking tlris vital and essfuitial step 
of .subsiilising the foo<l -growers. 

The condition of the children of the province is even more pitiable. The 
All-India VVomen’.s Conference is running destitute children’.s home but 
milk is scarce. Price of rnilk is still uncontrolled and is increasing from 
day to du\ . 

So far as we are aware, the Govcrnmeiit has not y« t made even an 
estimate of the milk requirements of the pn>vime which should be the basis 
for a planned drive for increa.sed milk produel ion. 

If the (joverniiient is really serious about saving children and nursing- 
mothers, it should add two mrire clauses to the rules the Government so 
easily frame.s under the Defence of India Acl but for totally different 
purposes. The first i.s a Rule prohibiting slaughter of cattle for the next 
two years, and the other prohibiting the use of milk for pmqioses such as 
manufacture of casein and sweetmeats. 

In England 8 crores of rupees were spent in a year for providing free 
milk to children. In England milk ha.s been rationed and practically 
reaerved for children and nursing-mothers practically from the beginning 
of the war. ^

Mr. 8HAM8UDDiN AHMED KHONDKAR: Sir, first of all I must 
oongrutulate the Hon’ble the Finuiice Minister for the beautiful language 
in which Ite has shrouded the defects of his bad budget and the bankruptcy 
of the Bengal (L)verniuent. 1 shall congratulate him over again for the 
increased revenue under “Excise”, and I shall congratulate my Muslim 
League friends on the other side of the House for their achievement in 
increasing revenues from intoxicating liquor and drugs. As true Muslims 
they |)erhai>8 feel proud of this achievement ! There was a cry for 
prohibition and the result is that we have got an increased revenue under 
the head “Excise”. “Toil on and preserve yourselves for happier circum- 
stances” is the last line in the budget statement of the Hon’ble the Finance 
Minister. Sufferings of the people will be there, difficulties of the people 
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will also be there, and tliis is the sermon addressed to the suffering people 
by the Hon’ble Minister “Go on suffering, go on enduring till you attain 
to that happier circumstance whether it comes here in this world or in the 
next world.’’ 

Sir, the finance Minister in his budget statement has shown the apathy 
of the Central Government for suitable contribution to this province at a 
time when this province is really in want. Instruction t(» the Hon’ble 
Finance Minister received from the Central Government is to work out the 
salvation witliin the limits of the financial settlement and allocation of 
revenues between the Centre and the provinces and he has been asked to 
find out the resources from within tin* houiols of the province of Bengal. 
Instead of making any protest, insteail of showing any resentment he tamely 
obeyed tlie instruetion and believing in the motto “Ht'aveii Indps those who 
help themselves” has brought before this House two pieces of taxation 
measures which will be very shortly pass(‘<l into law. He knows very well 
that in previous \ears visitation of natuie in the .shapt* of Hooil, failure of 
crop, and cyclone devastated this iintorl unate jirovmee and last year this 
province was in the grip of a terrible lamine and this Ministry was mostly 
responsible for its seviuity. Knowing it fiill\ wadi be came before the- 
Hoiis(‘ with these two taxation measures. Hi* has advocated that taxation 
is a necessarv evil and the tax-juiyer*' oi the rate-tJa> eis of the (‘ouiitry 
should cui’tail a little of their personal comfort ami saerifiee it for thidr 
iieighhours and the jieople all around, for bringing in bettei conditions 
with improved sanitation, incrcas4*d sei*uiit\. eiiliglitenmcnt and prosperity. 
These taxation measures, when passed into law' and when given efleri to, 
wdll deal tlie hist blow on the (amer.s bark and will extract the last drop 
of bliKx! from the rat(*-pay(‘r irom the nearest (piurter of bis heart. Sir, 
nothing lias been said a*, to why these taxation measures W'<*re introduced 
and wliat lor has not been mentioned in the Stiiternenl of Objects and 
Reasons of the Bills and we have not seeii in the Budget any hint ahout it. 
The supjiressed hint that the llon’ble Mini.ster has given is that the revenue 
will Ih* utilised for nation-building [mrpo.ses and for the amelioration of the 
condition of the suffering jieople. AVe liave gnm* into the allotments made 
under different heads iimler different grants of the Budget, 'riiose gruntti 
are not satisfuctorv . thev w ill never fmibl the mitioii, they w ill never 
ameliorate the condition of the suffering people of the province, nor will 
tho.se grants rehabilitate the condition of the peojile after tlii.s famine. 

Sir, there was a demand from a long time for tin* rehabilitation of the 
co-operative movements in Bengal and that is a demand most essential at 
a time when Bengal was pas.sing through such a crisis, hut it is curious 
that no attempt has been made b\ the Hon’blc the Finance Minister hi 
provide funds or make allotments for the rehabilitation of the co-operative 
movenient.s in Bengal. He .speak.s of better enlightenment and by <*nligliten- 
ment he means education in the initial stage in the form of primary 
education. The allotment or the grant made for free primary instilutiofu 
is too insuffiiienf. I would tell this House and draw’ the attention of the 
Hon’ble Finance Minister to the fact that the Schord Boards established 
under the Bengal Rural Primaiy Act of 1930 are going to he closed very 
ahortly. In my dietrict there is a heavy amear of cese and there is no* 
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chance of its realisation and poor teachers have not been paid for months 
tojfether and there is no knowing when they will be paid. These poor 
teachers without regular payment of their poor pay cannot impart education 
to the children who would be men in future. There is very little grant 
left for “educational instil utions” under the head “Education”. Sir, this 
Government is a one-party Government so to say, and there are many abuses 
of various kinds c<»inniitte<l by the present Government. I shall refer to 
some of the ahu.ses that resulted from the occasional and off and on 
intereference of the Government in the administration of this province. 
Officers are often transferred all on a sudden without any fault of their own. 
Mr. M. Mukharji, Suhdivisional Officer of Faridpur, w’as transferred there 
by the first part of ll)4‘l and he had to go away from that station by the 
latter pari of the same year. His fault was that he did not concede to the 
request of the Secretary of the District Muslim League in connection with 
a criminal case in which his sister’s husband was involved. And, Sir, in 
the case of Mr. K. P. Sen, Subdivisional Officer, Gopalganj, three transfer 
orders were passed within a period of three months. Two orders were can- 
celled at the intervention of the District Magistrate for his excellent relief 
work. It is curious to note that within d da>s of the cancellation of the 
second order, tlie third order was issued. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Ymir time is up 

Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: A minute more. Sir. 
Within d (lays of the cancellation of tlie second order which was 
•communhaited from the Writers’ Iluihlings hy wire we were surprised to 
see that the gentleman was again transferred, Th(‘ fault was due to the 
fact that he himself transferred another sister’s husband of the Secretary 
of the District Muslim League who was a clerk in the local Supply Office. 

Sir, another officer by name Mr. N. G. Mukherjee a prt)fessor of the 
Hengal Veterinary Tollege 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I hope you will not refer to Subdivisional 
Dtficers and other officers in your speeili hy name. 

Mr. SHAMSUDDiN AHMED KHONDKAR: 1 cun cite .severui 
instances 

Mauivi AHMED ALI MRIDHA: Many things can he said against these 
officers also. 

(Interruption. ) 

Mauivi SHAMSUDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Sir, this officer has 
been removed without assigning any reasons or showing any cause tor his 
removal. No proceedings were drawn up against him. He was simply 
removed. Why?* Ilecau.se he could not be in the good book of the 
Assistant StH'relury of the Agriculture Department wlio happens to be a 
nephew or nephew-in-law of the Hou’ble Minister in charge of the Agri- 
•culture Department. This was the man who was arreste<l in a hotel in 
Ctticntta for taking bribes. 

Another Assistant Registrar of Faridpur who hail only two months to 
retire was transferred from that station to Chittagong knowing fully well 
that after two months he would retire from service. The reaeon was that 
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the general election of the Central Co-operative Bank anti the re-oon»titu- 
tion of its managing committee were near at hnn<l and he was requested to 
take sides with the Muslim Tjcaguers, but he did not like to identify himself 
with any party. That was his offence. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

Mr. 8HAM8UODIN AHMED KHONOKAR: Just one sentence. Sir. 
There are many instances to wliich 1 would like to refer, hut I shall cite 
them at the time of cut motion^. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have allot ted not more than 111 minutes 
for each speaker and 1 hoju* Mr. Anandilal Poddar will try to tini.sh his 
speech in even les> time. 

Mr* ANANDILAL PODDAR: Mr l)epnt\ Speaker, Sir, the Budget 
estimates for 11144-4 ) pre^uited against a hackgnmnd of gloom and despair, 
made a dismal reading. Nevertheless, the tinaneiai statement of the year 
1944-45 breathes a candoui and humility, cdiai actiuistie of the Ilon’ble .the 
Finame Minister. I admire him for his ('aiidour and (darity of exprt^MHion. 
I admire him all the more tor his ahilit\ to pre.sent facts as tlo'y are. 

It is good toi Us to he hert‘. Let us attempt a close stmly of the budget 
provisions ot l!l44-4». The statement begins witli a reference to three 
imjiortant heads: — 

“lid — Kxtraordinarx (liarges in Imlia; 

54 — Famine ; 

40 — Agriculture,” 

The exiiernlitiire on civil defence under K\traordinar\ charges dtdiitahle 
to provincial revenues will !>♦» one crore and one crore 50 lakhs, respectively, 
for the >ears 1045-44 ami P144-45 ami the cost of Civil Supplies Department 
under this very head, which in 1042-45 was onl\ 4 lakhs mounts up t<f 
1 cr(»re and 1 crore 48 lakhs tor the years 1045-44 and 1044-45, respectivel> . 
These figures, the Finam e Minister .states, do not inrluile the losses on the 
department’s trading operations, which have been plactMl at 5J crores and 
5 crores, respectively. The total provisions oij arcount of famine relief 
in the years 1945-44 ami 10«14-45 are j^rores — 5 crores 05 lakhs for the 
current year and 2 crores 05 lakhs foj^ 1044-45. Cmler (he ht‘ad ‘‘40 — 
Agriculture” for (irow More Moo>l ('ampaigii alone. 1 cion* 55 lakhs has 
been provided in the current year.and 50 lakhs for 10J4-45. J'hese provisions 
which nearly take away half revenue of the province and eijual the total 
expenditure of the province dtiring 1040-41, are iikel\ to create an impression 
on the public mind that iiH the activities of the (h>vernment are directed 
towards the promotion ;,f |>e<iple’s welfare and that (he crushing burden 
of indebtedne.ss which being imp(».Hed upon (he province is only to meet 
the ever-growing demajul of an extraordinarily <liftieult situation created by 
conditions over whiedj, this (government had no control. We, on (his side, 
Sir,^are quite prepar|»tl to vote for any provisions made »»» (he interests of 
the people. But we mu.nt be convinced, first of all, that (be position that 
has been created is i^ot due to the mishandling of the entire situation b.v 
this Government du^ng the last 12 months, nor due to deliberate mis- 
manag^lnellt ilnd maj-administration of the affairs of the province which 
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landed the provinre into disaster and created famine conditions that result- 
ed in deaths of millions in Bengal. By this Government’s pursuit of wrong 
policies and programmes, it has bungled from stage to stage, by its insist- 
ence immediately after assumption of o£Bce on the sufficiency of foodstuffs 
in the face of categorical statements by leading officials and non-officials to 
the contrary; by its maladjustment and maldistribution of foodstuffs, it has 
created a chaos unparalleled in the history of any civilised country within 
a century. 

I am afraid, I am looking backward. In the language of the Finance 
Minister himself, we must look backward and forward, just to assess at its 
true value, the real situation. A G<iveniinenl, which competes with the 
Government of India in tlie mutter of reckles.s profiteering, in certain wheat 
transactions, should not come forward to impo.se additional burdens upon 
this province. liest I may be misunderstood. Sir I once again try to refresh 
the memory of the members of the Legislature by referring to a statement 
that “from May to August, (he profit to the Bengal (lovernment alone 
amounted to Rs. rh'f/.‘i4 lakhs, derived .solely, from sales ol wheat to Mills”. 
“In addition to wheat sales, the Bengal (iovernment earned a gross revenue 
of f) 52 lakhs from re-sale of wheat jiroducts”. 

I am referring only to a few salient points, just to reiniml the members 
of the House wliat shady transa(‘tions this (tovernment had carried on behind 
the scene, which have ultimately affected the entire province. Sir, it is 
neither thi‘ time nor the occasion to discuss the (*n(ire position threadbare, 
but the fact remains that this (iovernment has been responsible for a 
desperate situation in this province, and this (iovernment again comes 
forward with definite jiroposals for fresh taxation, fresh hurden<^ to bo 
imposed upon the province to meet the deficit to which they have them- 
selves greatly contributed. 

Sir, I will presently refer to the provisions made under the bead 
“Famine”. Sir, it appears from the budget that on account of salaries and 
establishment, a sum of Rs. I crore ami 11 lakhs has been provided for the 
year 1944-45, and 90 lakhs for the current year, us shown in the revised 
estimate. This is really illuminating. Thousands of appointments that 
have already been made and thousands that are going to be made in the 
course of the next few months, are not justified by the financial crisis with 
wliicb we are faced at the present monu’at. It would have been much 
better if this money were utilised in the sh?‘pe of gratuitous relief or loans 
to the poor hara.ssed province of Bengal. further pointed out that 

instead of 4 lakhs, spent in m2-4d for the (’i\il Supplies Department we 
require one crore and one crore and lakhs f.t>r 194‘L44 and 1944-45, 
respectively. Sir, we have discussed the question ^of the organisation of 
the (’ivil Supplies Department in the past, how pul^l^c money, instead of 
being properly utilised, has been directe<l in wrong rliannels* instead 
of utilising the trades having sufficient experience, integrity and efficiency, 
Gqyernment ration shops were opened. What gro.ss corruption, what 

iii|»otism has marked the administration of this depanfti'^^^t • How in dis- 
regard of the Government of India's decision, the Bengal 

have reduced the percentage of private dealers from to 22 per cent, only 
and placed those stores under the charge and oontrc^^ of inefficient and 
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inexperienced hands. Naturally, therefore, it has created further suspicion 
in the public mind. 

Let us now refer to the capital head, S5A, opened for larg’e s<‘ale tradiuft 
operations, undertaken by Government for (1 ) purchase^ of food^rains other 
than wheat, (2) purchase of wheat and wheat products, (d) supply of food- 
stuffs to Government emphnees iiicludinpr Civic Guards and A.H.P. 
personnel, (4) purchase of standard cloth, and .sugar and salt. 

The total capital involved in this scheme for the current year is 7U crore.s 
of which 41 crores are to be derived from sale proceeds. The loss, as the 
Finance Minister points out, due to the sale of foodstuffs to the public at 
less than cost price, has been placed at di crores of rupees and the book 
value of the stock that is likely to remain in liami towards the end of the 
year is estimated at crores. The total outla> for the year l!)44-4o is 
81 crores and loss, 5 crores. and a carry forward of 12 crores of fi)odgraiiis 
other than wheat and some oO lakhs of salt. The Hon’ble the Finance 
Minister has given us no details ns to the transac't ions rt*garding purchase 
of foodgrains and resale of the same at less than cost price. No accounts 
are furnislied as to the profit and loss accruing out of these transuotions. 
Besides, the book value of the stock estimated at 2Jt} (Tores repres(*ut8 only 
the hook value, not certainly the market value, and who knows what w'ill 
be the lo.ss on this account and what will be the further accumulation of the 
debit side. It is rather a misfortnne for the province as also f(U' the 
legislature that we have to .support proposals for provisions in the budget 
without knowing the details. Kvioi a zamindar cannot continue for any 
length ot time in this >tate (d things. He has to la* declared dis(|ualilie(l 
some day or other, and some c<nirt of wards must come to take charge of 
th(* estat(' s(t inismanagcd . ruder sfrtion HI \v(* cannot he called upon 
to vote ioi an> demands ^^(‘s*, tlo* details are pr(‘s(Tit(‘d before tlu* House 
by the Finance Minister in i»io]K*r form. How cun tin* F'inunee Minist(T 
come f(Tward toda\ willi jiropo.suls for the coming >ear of a total outlay 
of 81 (Tores and carry-forward of 12 crores of f(K)dgrains without a d(*tailed 
scheme as to how the money i.s to be invested in foodgrains other than 
wheat, how much in wheat and wheat products and what are the likely 
losse.s and profits to accrue out of these trariHactions, what will be the 
depreciation in the value of 12 crores of foodgrains carried forward. These 
things which the legi.slature must he satisfied about before the Finance 
Minister can ask the Legislature to support any demand or any provision 
in the budget on this account. I do not understand the meaning of 
deliberate depreciation. The Hon ’hie the Finance Minister has himself 
hinted in page 2 of hi.s statement that the estimated loss of 5 crores on 
these transactions does not cover the further loss “with “which we shall 
undoubtedly- be faced one day — shortage.s, damaged stocks and unsaleable 
stocks, etc.” But may I respectfully point out that this loss could be 
avoided if the Government only utilised suitable agencies for shortage and 
distribution as in Bombay and would not have neglected the basic principles 
of economics.

Mr. CHAIRMAN (Mr. Kiran Sankar Roy): Your time is up. 

Mr. RATI RAM ROY ; irtu fR i 

Mr. CHAIRMAN : I am sorry I cannot allow that. 

Mauivi AHMED ALl MRIDHA: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 1 have 
heard the speeches of the honourable members of the Opposition for the 
lust three days. They have spoken one word here and one word there 
against the budget. But our surmise is that there is not a word to be said 
against the budget and the members of the Opposition have not courage 
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i®ough to t^e their stand on true facts. Sir, I do not use the words just 
to congratulate the Hon’ble Finance Minister just for the virility of the 
language but, Sir, I would only like to tell the House that we on this side 
of the House are entirely satisfied with the provisions that have been made 
in the budget for the coming year. If anybody wants to say anything 
against the provisions, he will not be giving a correct picture of the situa- 
tion. That is why I say, Sir, that my friends opposite have not taken into 
conside^tion even a single item of the budget; they have not criticised a 
single item of the budget. They have only harped on the old theme of 
saying “People are suffering on account of famine and the Ministry' is not 
doing anything.” 

Sir, this reminds me of a situation that was created in my village by 
a young boy. He set tire to a house and when (he fire was ablase, the house 
was about to be burnt down and the confiagration was going to spread, 
he was dancing with joy and cried: “Who is there Just come forward 
and put out the fire. Sir, such an attitude is only befitting of a madcap 
and not of any other man with any grain of sense. 

Everybody knows that the last Government had to be thrown out on 
the 29th March and the present Government came into office on the 24th 
April (Dr. Nalinaksh.4 vSanyal: Or thrust into office). Everybody knows 
that in July 1942 crops in different parts of Bengal were destroyed. At 
least in my village 1 can tell the House there was complete destruction of 
aman and aus crops. By July 1942 wo bt^came landless. 1 myself appealed 
to the then Cabinet mem'b'ers. I approached Mr. Pramatha Nath Banerjee; 
unfortunately he is not here at the present moment. On many occasions 
I approached the Nawab Bahadur of Dacca us he was then the Food Supply 
Minister, but he pleaded inability to help us. That was the position, Sir. 
This tragic situation continued until the influx of natural calamities, and 
we had torrents of death. The prices of foodstuffs were soaring high and 
still nothing was being pixicured. There was no procurement scheme to 
get foodgrains from outside the province. No information Mas sent to the 
Central Government or to England about the fw)d shortage. The whole 
thing was kept as a secret. Then there was a tragic development and 
ultimately the old Ministry had to M'ulk out, and the new Ministry came 
into office. The House was thoroughly dissatisfied with the conduct of 
Government by the old Ministry and the province was also similarly dis- 
satisfied. They had to make room for lietter men. Now, Sir, the situation 
at that time was as if the house had been on fire, the fire was ablase and 
nobody was anxious to put out the fire. And then the present Ministry 
assumed office on the 24th April. Now, Sir, anybody who has got ability 
and imagination M^ill admit that it will take some time to tackle the food 
problem in all its immensity and in all its diinenKjons. Foodgrains have 
to be moved from the United Provinces, Ontral Provinces, the Punjab and 
even beyond the sea, from the neighbouring provinces of Assam and Bihar. ^ 
Nobody knows what difficulties were created by the Congress and by the 
Government in those places, so that foodgrains could not be brought and 
local sympathy could not be aroused, because there was nothing in black 
and white in the Secretariat to show that there was any well thought cut 
plan. 

to 
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The situation was there in Bengal. Therefore, Sir, the calamity was 
there and all of a sudden it could not be tackled overnight. It was due 
to failures of men belonging to the last Government. The great men of 
Bengal, the present Ministry, specially the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Goswami and the Hon’ble Sir Njizimuddin, tried to put things 
right not once but many times. Everyday they were busy, busy making 
all sorts of efforts to put themselves in possession of reliable materials for 
the presentation of a representation to the Government of India. What- 
ever could be humanly done was done. You know. Sir, Lord Wavell came 
to Calcutta when the information was there available after the food drive 
It was only as a result of the food drive that the Hon'ble Mr. Suhrawardy 
was able to place all the facts before the Government of India. Then alone 
Lord AVavell took interest in Bengal. He came to' Calcutta, saw the picture 
with his own eyes and was impressed with the terrible conditions then 
prevailing in the city. He also visited rural Bengal and then the military 
help could be had. Once it started coming, it came in sufficient measure. 
Now we are happy and there is not much misery. The machinery is definite 
and complete. We are getting everything and we feel that there is not 
much room to be anxious about but the members of the Opposition in their 
wisdom tell us half truths sometimes, untruths sometimes and also false- 
hoods on other occasions. If steps are taken to control prices, they ' say 
that stocks must be had first and if any measures are taken to check any 
fall in prices, they come and tell us that a minimum price has not been 
settled.^ These are the kinds of talks which wc hear from the opposition 
side. They have in their wisdom behaved in tfiis non-hel))ful way. It 
. is not worthy of them to behave in this wav. They would like to see the 
people continue to suffer. Their voice has no effect on the country. That 
is the situation. 

In the first page of his Budget i^peecli, the Hon hle Fiuauce Minister has 
referrtMl to the estimates under three heads, viz., “Ud —Extraordinary 
( hurges in India , “o4 Famine” and ”4(1 — Agriculture”. Tliese are the 
three subjects to which he has paid liis ]»e.st attention. Tlie provisions 
under E-xtraord inary Charges have been explained. Anybody who look.s 
through them will see what (government have done and are doing and the 
Members of the Opi>osition do not care to reatl. 

I have only a few minutes more at my disposal and 1 hope you will be 
kind to me for I have many things to say. The members of the Opposition 
do not know the situation in the countryside. They make only speeches 
here and we are the people wlio know where the shoe pinches. We know 
what hunger is. Just consider what was the situation in the countryside 
before! loday we find the ”Urow More Fooil” campaign is having its 
effect. The cattle are purchased for the poor. Today we are in a position 
to see that peace prevails in the countryside. Today we also see many 
^other thinge— sanitation, rural public health, etc., in the countryside. 
They are getting enough money for these purposes. When we see how 
Attempts are made to look into the grievances of j>eople and remedy them, 
we (miinot but have admiration for the present Ministry. We o^iunot but 
admire them unless of course we have our eyes shut. We must say ” Bravo, 
to the Treasury Bench. We do congratulate you. We have come here 
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to tfeU you that we are grateful for what the Govemmeiit have done. The 
poor people want more and that is the demand of the oouiitry. We are 
getting and the people are getting. Try and get us more”. 

Mr* DEPUTY SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

Mauivi AHMED ALI MRIDHA: One minute more, Sir. Tlie position 
is this. There are .some diffiniltie.'i which we all know. I would rei>eat 
“We know you are moving in the matter. You please keep on nuiving 
for the removal of all obstacli's that may he there. We know that you are 
busy and you are moving in the matter. But please be quick”. Sugar 
we may or may not have at present. But there are enough possibilitieiii of 
producing sugarcane in .siifiicient (juantities. For producing sugarcane* 
please take by any meau^ whatsoever all steps at your command for the 
help of the Treasury, the help of the Police ami any other agency. Sugar- 
cane is the best problem before the oimntry. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Your time is over. Please sit down. 
Mauivi AHMED ALI MRIDHA: 1 do not object to the dt^erters of the 
Muslim League and of tlie Congress. (Interruption.) They are now in 
difficultie.s and w’e do not cure for them. The country does not care for them. 
(Interruption.) I say t(» the ('ongres.s — otheiul Congress Party — come 
forward and come over to the Muslim I^eugue. ( Int<»rrupiion. ) They 
know the people. We do not care for religion. The country is in such a 
position that it (‘ould not have anybody else. These people want independence 

of defeatists. Defeatism i.s backward in any walk of life

Sir HARI BANKER PAUL: Mr. SjH^akor, Sir, it iti with an anxious 
mind that I rise to speak this afternoon. The Hon’ble Financa Minister 
has given us a dreadful picture of the present day Bengal. The effects of 
the dire calamity that passed over Bengal last year and disease and pestilence 
coming in its wake and now stalking the land in all their nakedness have 
been fully reflected in the Budget presented by Mr. Ooswaiiii. The present 
is horrifying, the future is perplexing, bleak and grim. Staggering defloit 
has been disclosed in the current Budget. The pro«iMH;tive deficit for the 
next Budget is equally staggering. The estimate.s for the current year 
place the revenue for the c'urrent at Rs. 131 croros d4 lac^s and that for the 
next year at Its. 21 crores 97 lacs. As againsl this, expenditure for the 
current year has been put at 112 crores (14 lakhs and that for the next year 
at Rs. 30 crores and 43 lakhs. The n*sult is that Bengal faces a deficit on 
revenue account of Rs. 11 crores 29 lakhs in the current year and of Rs. 8 
crores 40 lakhs in the next. The total deficit for tliese two years would 
thus amount to about 20 crores, a staggering sum. The time is uncertain 
and unforeseen demands on the Exchequer are almost sure to happen. The 
actual deficits are therefore likely to be more than what have been calculaUnl 
by the Finance Minister. I apprtM-iate the difliculties of the Ministry but 
what is more needed now than ever is the right and tactful handling of the 
situation with a true and correct perspective of things. The circumstances 
which have proved to be instrumental in contributing to such huge defleit, 
I agree, are beyond the control of the province to a great extent. 

The Finance Minister has stated that the trading operations of the 
Government Department of Civil Supplies on account of the procurement 
and distribution of food-grains would involve the Government in a loss of 
Rs. 3J crores and 5 crores in 1943-44 and 1944-45, respectively. In so far 
as the object of the Government to embark on these trading operations is 
the ultimate stabilisation of the prices of food-grains and other articles of 
daily consumption to more reasonable levels and within the purchasing 
capacity of the masses, it is a laudable one and every one would quite 
appreciate it as such. Whether the Government have succeeded in their 
objective is a different question altogether But as in the last year Govern- 
ment have only given us the figures in outline and in round number. They 
have not placed before the House any details of these trading operations. 
Allegations have been freely made against the activities of the Civil Supplies 
D^mrtment and great doubts have been expressed in many quarters regard- 
ing these transactions being carried on in the proper way. It would have

been in public intereei that the GoTemment should have given the fullest 
details of these trading operations. Such an action would have scotched 
any public misapprehension on this score and thus raised, the Government 
in the estimation of the public. I would, therefore, very strongly urge on 
the Government that they should take the House into their fullest confidence 
and place all facts before it in course of the discussions on the relevant 
demands for Grants. 

I do not, of course, minimise the gravity of circumstances prevailing 
in Bengal. Bengal is practically in the war zone and it is quite under- 
standable that expenditure for Civil Defence admits of no shirking. And 
it is quite possible that expenditure under this head would be pretty large. 
Further the devastating famine that has swept over Bengal last year causing 
the greatest havoc in the history of the province has also occasioned a huge 
expenditure to meet the situation and this has added to the size of the deficit 
in the current Bengal Budget. The Grow More Food ( ampaign too started 
on an All-India basis has been undoubtedly responsible for a big expenditure 
in this province and the continuance of the campaign would also entail 
a large amount of expenditure to make it a successful proposition. 

Now, Sir, this is the dismal picture of the financial and economic situa- 
tion in Bengal. It is no use blinking facts; and situation however dis- 
quieting and terrible has to be faced and the problem of finance has to be 
tackled in a statesmanlike way to make the best of a bad bargain. Reduction 
in the volume of expenditure through planned economy is the need of the 
hour. What is pertinent to observe is how' far the Government of Bengal 
has exercised effective check over the items of expenditure under the heads 
of famine relief, Grow More Food Campaign, gratuitous relief, cultivation 
of waste land that have offered a large scope for regrettable malpractices. 
Bus id enforcing strict economy in these and other matters without affecting 
the eScienoy of adtainistration relating thereto there are three recognised 
methodl> of meeting deficits: (1) larger subvention from the Centre, (2) 
borrowing from the Centre, and (3) increased taxation. 

On the revenue side, the most significant part of the Budget speech 
delivered by the Finance Minister is a clear hint for more and more taxation. 
With the art of an orator, the Hon^ble Minister has tried to present a nice 
oonoeptioE of the State aa an institution of service justifying the imposition 
of now taxes whenever necessary. In the midst of complete economic 
prostration that has laid the province low beyond an early recovery conse- 
quent upon the terrible ravages of flood, cyclone, famine and widespread 
peatilence, it is inconceivable that measures for fresh or enhanced taxation 
have any scope for imposition. The masses in Bengal have definitely been 
reduced to a starving nation of beggars helplessly striving to anyhow^ keep 
their body and soul together. The cup of Bengal’s misery is full to the 
brim much helped in this respect by the burdens of taxations imposed by 
the Provincial as well as the Central Governments. And any new measures 
of taxation at this stage meet the Bengal’s deficit Budget will precipitate 
her complete collapse beyond all redemption. Only recently, it should not 
be forgotten, the Chancellor of Bengal’s Exchequer has presented us with 
two taxation meaaures of very serious consequence to all sections of the 
community — I mean the increase in the rate of Sales Tax and the 
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Reagal Agricultural Income*tax Bill on the point of definite enaetmeat. 
We must not lose sight of the fact that from 15 crores the figures of ihm 
normal budget Bengal’s revenue has been forced up to 22 crores or there* 
about in a ruthless manner. And there is definitely no scope for any increase 
in it through fresh taxations. Then again borrowing from the Centre has 
been pursued relentlessly. I cannot entertain this idea any more as this 
tantamounts to nothing short of mortgaging the future of the province 
which we can ill-afford to do with the future well-being of the province at 
heart. The only course left to us is to .secure subvention from the Centre 
to meet the huge deficits. Famine has b€»en recognised by Lord Wnvell 
to be an all-India problem and naturally the financial obligations should 
therefore be an all-India one and fuiuL to meet the expenditure in this 
respect should be in all propriety secured from the Centre. The Grow More 
Food Campaign has certainly the same merits to deserve heiiig financially 
helped by the Centre. In fact, a substantial subvention from the Centre is 
not only the one course left to us to fall back upon but it is the most 
reasonable and effective way through which the province cun wriggle out 
of its staggering difficulties and be saved from the impending disaster and 
complete ruination. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA 8ENs Sir, the budget discloses a deficit of 
Rs. It) crores and (io lakhs of which the Hon’hle Finance Minister is not 
afraid or ashamed. The deficit is sought to be explained mainly by three 
items, viz., KxtrarodinarA Charges, Famine Relief and Agriculture. The 
two big accounts under K\truordinar\ Charges arc Civil Defence and (Hvil 
Supplies, the former consuming 1 crore and the latter 4J crores. 

Of 1 crore under (’ivil Deboice more than one-third goes to the construc- 
tion of air-raid shelters. From the manner atnl the muterials with which 
these shelters are generally constructed, one has reasons to suspect that a 
considerable portion of this amount goes to anything but making the pits 
usable and the structures strong and dependable. Quite u lot goes to provide 
the “Burra Sahib’s”, “the ( hhota Sahib’s” “my pound of flesh”. I 
believe that considerable economy may be practised in this direction if 
proper scrutiny of tenders is insisted upon an<l proper sufiervisioti maintained 
with a little honesty at the Centre. 

Of 4i crores under (’ivil Supplies the cost of the Department is 1 crore, 
the balance being accounted for by the losses on the Department’s trading 
operations. The Hon’ble Finance Minister assures us that there will be 
further losses on final adjustment of the account. 

It seems that the newly created Civil Supplies Department ia vying 
with the much pampered Police IXjpartment in consuming the tax-payer’s 
money. This year it is one-third and the next year it will be one-half of 
the police account. It is absurd. I woiuler if the Government mean to 
make the Department look respectable by making it costlier from day to 
day. Thinking of the manner the Oovenniient have appointed the extra- 
vagantly highly paid staff and the numerous hands to handle ciiil supplies 
and also thinking of the Hon’ble MinisUT for Civil Supplies with a princely 
salary and with what else I don’t know at the hem! and of the milliofia 
of people dying for want of a morsel of food, I am reminde<l of the following 
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two lines from a Chinese poet who describes a similar catastrophe in his own 
unhappy land — 

**Meats and wines are rotting in j^he mansions, 

And human bones are rotting outside their doors. 

The procurement operations of the Civil Supplies Department which 
cause the Government enormous losses should be subjected to the scrutiny 
of a competent body of experts. In the absence of such an examination we 
cannot be satisfied that the procuring agents are not making capital out of 
people’s starvation in more ways than one in collusion with others who are 
in a position to help them. 

On Agriculture which claims 1 crore and 35 lakhs of rupees I shall rest 
content with the observation that all money spent on mere propaganda is a 
futile waste. The kind of ‘'Grow More Food” propaganda that the Govern- 
ment do, vk., by posters in the city walls and by slides in the city cinemas 
and notices in gentlemen’s newspapers, would be something if it were 
intended to grow **aus** and “awin” paddy in the streets of Calcutta, Dacca 
and other district towns. 

Among other items that go to account for the deficit is the Jail account 
which marks an increase of 150 per cent, over the last year. The Hon’hle 
Finance Minister explains that this is due to the increase in the value of 
foodgrains. May be to a great extent ; but does he know that there is 
another bottomless pit in jails which has to be fed perpetually, viz., the 
cupidity of the jail officials? I have known it personally as a prisoner in 
the Dacca Central Jail years back and have had it confirmed recently a 
non-official visitor of the same jail. It is high time the Government took 
some steps to close this pit. 

Another big item outside Extraordinary Charges is the provision of 
Rs. 109 lakhs for the repair of the Damodar Embankment. In this connec- 
tion I may only mention that the Damodar embankment is esesntial for 
all-India communications especially the East Indian Railway which is a 
Government of India concern. So the Government of India should be 
asked to bear a substantial portion of the costs. 

So much for the justifiability of the deficit. The deficit might have been 
a little more if the Government cared to spend a little on items that really 
deserve consideration. I may only mention tw'o. The educational black 
out in secondary schools and primary schools has been allowed to remain. 
Secondly, the case of the security prisoners has gone by default. Small 
allowances have indeed been granted to the members of the families of 
some security prisoners; others have been left practically to starvation. 
Security prisoners lying seriously ill and hovering between life and death 
cannot have medicines and diet according to medical prescriptions, because, 
as the Government say, there is no provision. I do not know whether this 
is economy or

The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. 8UHRAWARDY: No, Sir. There has been 
delay in sending the quota, and as the quotas that have been allotted to 
the province of Bengal were not of suitable sizes, we have had the quotas 
revised and it is hoped that suitable quotas will be sent to Bengal in future. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state if he is aware that large production of surplus standard cloth has 
been lying with mills in Bombay and Ahmedabad for a ])retty long time 
undelivered to respective provinces?

Observations of Mr. Deputy 8peaker on the points of order raised by 
Dr. Natinaksha 8anyal and Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri on 24th 
February, 1944. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: On the 'J4th February last Dr. Nalinaksha 
Sunyul on a point of order raised the question whether it is permissible under 
section 81 of the Government of India Act, to include in a supple- 

mentary statement sliowing the estimated amount of t‘X]>enditure over and 
above tlie expenditure theretofoie authorised for any financial }eur any amount 
of expenditure which ha.s alreadx been incurred during the yeai in excess 
of tlie grant.s voted by the As.sembly. His contention is that under section 
81 ot the Government of India Act, Government must come to the House 
immediately they discover that a larger ex|>enditure — more than what wae 
pnivided in tlie original estimate by this House — is going to be incurred. 

Rai Harendra Natli ('’haudhuri in another point of order contended that 
section 81 of the (iovernment of India Act provides for supplementary 
estimates and it does not provide for placing for the approval of the legisla- 
ture expenses already incurred and accordingly both the statement and the 
speech of the Hon'ble the Finance Minister were out of order. 

The point of view of Government as represented by the Hon'ble Khwaja 
Sir Nasimuddin and the Hon*ble the Finanoe Minister is that it is the 
practice and it has been the practice of eveiy Government in every province 
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to submit estimates under this section of the Act after the expenditure hat 
been incurred and everything is an estimate until the last day of the hnancial 
year, that is, until actuals are known. 

I have given my careful consideration to the question raised by l>r, Sanj’Ul 
and also to the provisions of section 81 of the (iovernmeut of India Act and 
the preceding sections laying down procedure in financial matters and I 
must frankly state at the ver\ ouf>et that the matter has already passed out 
of my hands and it will prejudice the issue and tighten the haiuls of 
Mr. Speaker if I give my ruling one way or the other at this stage.

It is also mv eonsi.Iereil view that the passing of the iiiiiiual budget would 
lose all it.s siguificanee if (iovernment are allowed to siamd money in the 
wav thev have been doing now will.mil any cheek in excess of the annual 
grant suhsequentlv regularising the excess expenditure by way of supple- 

mentarv estimates; and no dem.K’ratic ins.tl.Uion should trdcrate it. In 

this connection 1 ida.e Iwfore you a resolution passed so far hack as .fOth 
March 184!) hv the House of Coinmons on the question of excess expendi- 
ture The resolution run., thus: “When a certain amount of exia-iiditure 
for a particular service has been determined upon by Parliament, it is tka 
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bomiden duty of the Department which has that service under its charge and 
control, to take care that the expenditure does not exceed the amount placed 
at its disposal for that purpose.” (May’s Parliamentary Practice, page 
601 .) 

Now let me pass on to the term “Supplementary Estimates”. May in 
his Parliamentary Practice thus observes : 

“A supplementary estimate may be presented either for a further grant 
to a service already sanctioned by. Parliament in addition to the sum already 
demanded for the current financial year, or for a grant caused by a fresh 
occasion for expenditure that has arisen since the presentation of the 
sessional estimates such as expenditure imposed upon the executive Govern- 
ment by statute, or to meet the cost created by an unexpected emergency, 
auch as an immediate addition to an existing service, or the purchase of land, 
or of a work of art." (May’s Parliamentary Practice, page 500.) 

Now it is for Mr. Speaker to decide whether by any stretch of imagina- 
tion expenditure in excess of the sum already demanded for the current 
financial year cun be construed as estimates specially when the amount of 
such an expenditure is mixed up with supplementary estimates. In ray 
view this interpretation cannot be possible in any other country than in 
India where it has become possible under the garb of “usual practice". I 
have already quoted the observation of the President of tlie ('entrul T^egisla- 
tive Assembly in this respect and it was in connection with an explanation 
of Sir George Rainy when he said that the greater part of tlie su])plementary 
demand asked for had already been incurred and it had been the “usual 
practice”. (Legislative As.seinbl\ Debates. Itith March. llCift. i)ages PKSM-ftO. ) 
I refrain from making an> comment on the explanation given b\ the Hon'ble 
the Finance Minister in our House given to the term “Supplementary 
Estimates”. 

It has been said by the Hon'ble the Chief Minister that no democratic 
institution can function effectively and properly if it is expected that Govern- 
ment must wait for obtaining the approval of the legislature before incurring 
any expenditure in exces> of the allotted sum provided for in the budget for 
any financial year. This i.s how a trained Parliamentarian and a responsible 
Minister under a responsible Government views the responsibility of this 
Hoirsa and interprets the codified law on the subject — laws not c^>dified by 
this House, nor by the (entral Assembly but by Parliaments of Great 
Britain where the terms “annual estimates”, “supplementary estimates” 
and “excess grants” have all derived their proper and real significance from 
the gradual growth of Parliamentary institutions and re-sponsible 
Government. 

1 shall not proceed any further in the matter, nor shall I make any 
comment on the unusual situation in the country as a result of which the 
supplementary estimates of this year have been placed before this House at 
tbe fag end of the financial year and also on the circumstances leading to 
the passing of the annual estimates for the current year at the last September 
•ession of the Assembly l>eyond this that to meet special circumstances 
apeeial wuy» and means have been provided for. It is for the House and 
Mr. Speaker to decide whether the right Parliamentary procedure has been 
lollowed in this respect by tbe Government and especially the Hon'ble 
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Ministers responsible to this House. I shall only say this much that there 
was ample opportunity on the part of the Government to take the House 
into their confidence beforehand for such unusual expenditure for which no 
estimates, according to the Hon’ble the Finance Miui^ter, could have been 
possible to be arrived at earlier. 

I shall not also make any observation as to the implication of sivtion 81 
of the Government of India Act although I have my view.s about it and I 
have given indication of the same before. I leave it to Mr. Speaker and it 
is for him to decide whether he will allow further stages of the Supplementary 
Estimates to be gone through in this House.

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Yes, Sir Tin* Diret ioi-tieneral has said 
that he is not convinced that the food .supplied is had and he has also said 
that the (iovernment of Henj/al has informed the (tovernment r»f India that 
the food supplied io the people is not unfit for liuman eonsmpfion. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Will you re-ume xour -eat ff>r a minute? 
The allotment td a day is not er^firejy in irx hand Gf course 1 realise (he 
gravity of the situation. 1 al-o realise at the same time that a «lay sliould he 
selected for this purpo-e, hut I xvil] liave to consult the (fovernment Whip 
whether any date can he fixed for discussi^.n of this important subject. If 
you all agree with me. if w*ill he better if you ask for the permissimi of the 
Sjieaker who is expected (o come tomorrow, I quite realise that a day or 
at least some hours should I»e allotted for discussion of this subject, hut if 
will be better if you wait till Mr. Speaker comes Viack tomorrow. 
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Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Will it not be better if a date is fixed and 
as regards details we wait till Mr. Speaker comes? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The Hon’ble Chief Minister is not here, nor 
have I any time now to discu.s.s with the Chief Whip of Government. I will 
first discus.s the matter with the Chief Whip of Government and then I will 
infonn the House.

I have got a very long li.st and all responsible leaders will speak today and 
I have allowed Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi to .speak first. 

8UHRAWARDY: Sir, are we to un<ierstand that 
a day will be given to discuss the question which has been raised by the 
Honourable the Leader of the Opposition? 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: 1 cannot .say that now. I shall decide it 
later on. Yes, Mr. Sen. 

General disoueeion of the Budget. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA 8EN: Mr. Deputy Speaker. Sir. our honourable 
friend Mr. Ahmed Ali Mridha of the Muslim League party speaking on 
Saturday pleaded for an alliance between the Muslim League part\ and the 
Official Congress party for the formation of a Coalition Ministry in Bengal. 
(Cries of “not exactly, no, no” from the Coalition benches.) We shall 
certainly welcome the da.\ when the Muslim League party would dt*.serv'e 
to ])ersuade the Ofiicial Congress party to join with tliein to make such a 
Coalition Ministry possible in Bengal. So fur uh m\ party is concerned we 
have .s^ stematically refused the repeated overtures from the Muslim League 
party to join with them in a (\mlition Ministry so long as the Muslim 
League claims to he the sole representative of the Muslim community in 
India, a claim which the Indian National Congress has refused to concede 
to them. Sir, 1 was listening with amused interest to Mr. Mridha ’s 
indignant references to the deserters from their re.spective parties and also, 
I was watching with no less amusement the rebuke administered to him 
after his speech by one of the few Hindu deserters from my party who by 
their dasertion made the Muslim Ix»ague (iovernment possible in Bengal 
(Nawabzada K. N.\SAi{rLn.vn : Question.) Incidentally Mr. Mridha may look 
round among the Muslim League High Command in the provincial as well 
as in the All-India League where he will find foremost positions occupie<l 
by people who are really de.serter.s from the ('ongres.s. So far as we are 
concerned in spite of our existing organisational aloofness from the Ofiicial 
Congress our allegiance and attachment to the great and supreme national 
organisation remain uu.shaken and unabated. (Applause.) 

Now, Sir, noerting to the subject matter of the budget I would conclude 
by saying that in order to meet this colossal deficit. Government should look 
to the centre for necessary subventions to which Bengal is more than 
entitled in the abnormal situation of today. 

Sir, with these words I finish. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IOOIQI: Mr. Deputy Speaker. Sir, before I 
apeak to the main subiet't of the Financial Statement of the Hon’ble 
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Minister for Finanoe, the last speaker requires a bit of clarifieation in hia 
cerebral extremity, for the simple reason that according to the old Persian 
saying

“How daring the tliief that he carries the lamp in the palm of his hand.” 
He has attacked Muslims knowing full well that he was speaking without 
his book. Deserters, renegades or whatever term we use can be applies! to

1944, there 
are human beings who still talk in these terms when I know that all the 
gentlemen sitting opposite are in the pockets of the orkiug President 
of the Hindu Mahasabha.

Let them come in auv garh. Itut to u*' the\' art* all Mahasjibhaites. They

(’oming to the suhiect under diseiission of ttalay, Mr. l)epul> Speaker, 
It retjuiro*' ^it*at courage and confidence a*' the Hon hb* ibe hinuuce 
Minister has ^lioa ii to coiio* out v\it}i a tlepres^ing and a negative budget. 
But at the same time. I thank him t»n bt*hall ot m\ Chamht*t and of the 
mercantile eommuniiy ot ('aicntta for the eandid ami open manner in 
w’hich ht‘ ha" plaetMl tlie w hob* financial picture of Bengal befoi'e U». 
That give^ u> at Ica^t a < hance to undei-tand tlie staggering nature ot the 
task he ha> undertaken and the c*»urage and deti*rriiinat ion with which he 
proposes to deal with it. I can a'^sure him. Sir. that, acru-itoincfl as we 
are to profit*' and and to the ups arxl ilowii*' of tra<le, he need not be 

afraid of the difbcultie^ ot the present situation. Things will improve. 
The> must imjuove. I'odav they look bhok. but. who knows, tomorrow 
the\ may not look so t*lack and dismal! Let him carr> on with courage and 
eonfidence. T.et him have faith in the remedies he has [ilaeed liefore the 
country. 11 apjrlied with courage and deterrninat ion . I am satisfied that 
he will leach tiie goal of -aicee-'s. IL* should n«»t allow himscdf to bo 
deviated trorn the patli be has ehulked out b\ rritiejsin of an intert*sted 
nature, bv critic]’'rn which is neither honest nor fair, by criticism wdiich 
tries to make p(*!iticul rajutal out of the agony of bO million peojde. 
Criticism wbieb i' helptul, criticism of a friendly <liaracter, eiitieism that 
woujd induce all <d n-' unit«*dl\ to overeome mir difficulties of the day would 
Ih* of servne to the country but those wb»> wallow in the mml of opposition 
for the sake of opp(»sitiou have n<» tight to talk of the people of Bengal. 
They should let their betters, their superiors in honesty and in the spifit 
of service to the country, to go along unimpeded and without ob.structioil. 
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When the day of sunshine comes orer the country, they can criticise as 
they will for we shall have the laugh over them. It was the Cliief Minister 
of the previous Government that went and made a political blunder of the 
highest magnitude in Delhi. He said that he did not want any assistance. 
He wanted to be left alone. The result was what you and I, Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, saw last year. If the energies of an old veteran like the ex-Chief 
Minister had been directed towards the service of his Hindu and Muslim 
brothers and not towards the removal of Chairmen of District Boards and 
Municipalities, I am certain he could have averted even in a small w'ay the 
disaster that fell upon us.

But for the ctunplacency and 
carelessness with which the Government id India looked at the war 
situation, I am again satisfied, in my own way. that the disaster could 
hare been averted. He should give no respite to the men at the Centre. 
We know the type that is to be found in Delhi and London. Let the 
present Ministry go ahead. Let it give the Government of India no 
respite, and I am sure that Us. J(i crores of deficit which the Hon’ble the 
Finance Minister visualises, and even more may (‘orne to him. Why should 
it be done and how it cun be done has been ex]>lained b\ the lionourable 
member wlio spoke on behalf «)f tlie Kuropean (iroup witlj wisdom 

(Interrui)tion. )

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: That is no point of order. It is frivolous. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Whenever truth is uttered those 
who practise snt ij<uirnlni seem to run awa\ from it. The\ do not listen to 
it. lict them at lea>t keep ijuiet so that the\ may scone da> knoM- and 
understand what is reality ami what is fietion. 

Sir, as 1 Mas stating, the Kuropean (iroup lias rerommended only one 
source and that is tliat Delhi source should he ta[)ped. I want the Hon’ble 
Minister for Finance not t<i stop at Delhi, because what Delhi will give us 
wull come out ot tile poeket^ of Imliaiis alone. The disa^^ter in Bengal is 
not an Indian respiuisihiht\ and neither is it purely an Fmglish respon- 
sibility. The war is a total M*ar ami all the nation'' who are called ‘‘united” 
have taken the responsibility tor making go<»d b^^s and devastation caused 
by the war. It is essential that the tiovernment of Bengal must demand 
that every pie that has Wen spent on this disaster and im its alleviation 
must come out of the common p<Kd of the United Nations. If this is not 
granted then the lofty ideals preached to us from every corner of the earth 
oil rehabilitation and reconstruction will all be in the nature of humbug. 
The colossal devastations of and due to the war in Bengal have to be 
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repaired and the responsibility for that must fall on those who call this 
war as their own. I am anxious that this point shall receive the attention 
of the Hon ble the Finance Minister. He has showed us many directions 
in which he is going' to eliminate disaster and misery. The commercial 
community is prepared to support him through thick and thin. He can 
do whatever i.s necessary for the removal of the distress but I am rather 
surprised that the Hon’ble the Finance Minister did not mention the 
que.stion of transportation ami when he did refer to it, it was only by way 
of an “aside 1 hope he will u>e all the influence ami power he and his 
colleagues can crunmaml, to induc'e His Excellency the (fovernor-Heneral 
and the Hon ’hie Member for ar Transport to cmne to their resiMie and to 
think with them that the (juestion ot trauNportation and carriage of food- 
grains in Bengal is of the highest importance. 

If any district or any subdivision or any union suflers due to lack of 
trans])ortat ion the fault will not be ^>u^^. 1 should like to save the Secre- 
tary of State for India and His Excellency the (»overnor-(ieneral. his agent 
in this {-ounti^. shouting later on that the responsihilit \ lay with the 
popularly ele<'te(l Bengal (iovernment ami that it did not In* at their d(»or. 
They must wake up ami the\ must hring t(> Us the imnins of communication 
and the means of tran-pmtation that are at the moment lacking. The* 
mons(»on will be upon u**' soon and I am an\iou^ that every warehouse and 
godown in evcl^ nook and comer of Bengal is tilled to the hrim out of W’hat 
(ioil Almighty has given us through tin* hiimpei nnnin iTop, The stiwks, 
I feel certain, will go on increasing during tin* cniiisc of ihe \eur with tho 
niis and hant ciop*« as tliey < onn* m -- -lAt thi^ ^1agt* the nu‘ml>er leuehed 
the tniie-liniit hnt was allowed five minutes more.i. 

Sir. a <lefi<i( of alnmst dl) ciorcs is beloi’e us It is staggering. If ihi^ 
(rovemnitfiit id India, if Ills Ma)est\'s (io\crnmcnl iti London and if the 
wisein rcs of the I nite<i Nations de<'linc to accejit or (‘ntertain our demaiuL 
1 am ot the ojiinion that the Hon’ble the Finance Minister should take 
courage info both his hamls. (’r)p]»led as we are. it slniiibl be p«»ssible for 
Us on a long^-range jdan to see that Bengal is able to <arry its heavy 
burden. We are rea(l\ ti» bear our normal ordinurx e.\p»*nses ami we are 
prejraied to bear our quota of war expenses. But tin* e\ti aordiuurv 
churgt*s due to famine and war must < oine iiom outside. 

1 wonder. Sir, if the Hon ble the Finance Minister will agree with me 
that horrowing will perhaps he a better polic> than taxing. We shall have 
to Ixirrow m<»re and more. There is no mention of lecfui^tnirtion excejit* 
again as an a^^ide. Ber-oiistrm'tion will need mom*,\ unless the (ioverri- 
ineiit has decided to bury it unmourmMl and unsung. We must borrow' 
t lores u]n»n (T<»res. The abolition »»f the Permanent Settlement will also 
need borrowing. Let us therefore borrow. The-e .'{11 < rores will not remain 
3U. They may go up to Kf or even i<» 'rtf during the war which has not yet 
biiished and it niav not finish for twi» \ears even more. We slioubl 
consult pxjiert.s on how, when ami where to horrf»w rather tlian ta\nfioti 
experts. 

Sir. may 1 point out to him one or two ways in which he ran save soma' 
mone>. The first is that the demand under Law' and Order has increased. 
Law and Order should he brought under order and control. Getting hold 
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of citizens and putting them without trial into jail® and spending money 
on feeding them and making allowances to their families is a game that 
has been played too often. A popularly elected Government should protect 
the liberty of person and freedom from arrest in this year of 1944. People 
should not be caught at random and put in jails without trial. 

Another source which might give some money to the Hon’ble the 
P'inance Minister is to tighten up the screws of the gigantic machinery 
of the Civil Snpjdies Department of Bengal. The public and the commer- 
cial community feel that there is terrible wastage and also corruption. 
We have run down hoarders; we have run down members of the trade; and 
the Hon’ble the Minister for Civil Supplies has also tried to preach to us 
a change of psychology. Could I appeal to the Finance Minister and his 
colleagues to switch this screw on to the other side and make the servants 
of the State also change their psychology. From top to bottom corruption 
is rampant, and we are spending a hundred where perhaps we could 
spend fifty. 

Sir, another |K)int which I should like to make, if I may. is with regard 
to the promulgation of Regulation III of 1818. People and even members 
of this House liave been put into jail without trial. Let us remove the 
old traditions of government in India. Gurs is not the pre-aut<»nomy 
Oovernment, neither is this House an irresponsible House. It our popularly 
elected Ministers also persist in the enforcement of this aute-diluvian and 
out of date law, life will bectune unbearable. If there he trouble they have 
got ordinance.s and hius that give tloMii the pouer to take aetion (|Uickly. 
But Regulation 111 of 1818 i> a disgrace and an impossibility. ]>et them 
wake up. Let them even take courage ami cliangc the old traditions of 
Government. Let the Indian breathe freel\ in hi^ own home. For the 
success (d tile plans contained in the Financial Statement of tlie Hon’lde 
the Finance Minister and for the re-estahlishment of an ordered economy 
among the people, it is essential and imperative to bring home to them 
that the Government td the day is an agenc\ ot protection and helpful 
service rather than an engine of destructi<Mi of all that they have held <Iear 
politically for years. As I have said, the traditions of the past must go 
lock stock and barrel: they must give place to nuMlern notions of Govern- 
ment. Kven the Governor-Gtoicral has been forced to the conclusion that 
the Indian (^ivil Service has bn>keu down umler the stress <d the war. Let 
us build a new worhl. 1 know we are passing through bad days but again 
1 >^ould appeal to the Hon’ble the Finam-e Minister not to g’ive up hope 
eithei heeause ot criticism or because of diHiculties. Let him go ahead and 
his faith, his conviction and his sincerity will be rewarded with success 
by Almighty Allah. 

Or. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, the Hon ble 
Mr. Tulsi Chandra (ioswami’s Budget tor ltG4-4o reveals a dismal picture 
of extra vugam e, inetficienev, rerkle>.>»ness and Imnkruptcy — bankruptc y not 
only of finance but also of policy, and 1 do not know how to charac terise 
«kUch an astounding iuulget as he has presented to the House this time. 
It casts a gloom over this province not onl\ for the present generation and 
the Coining year hut also for many generations ami many years to come. 
It is, as 1 would like to say. a devastating budget. 
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The Hon'ble Mr. Gaswami is an expert in violation. Our modest 
Minister in chargee of Publie Finance has exercised that expert knowledjfe 
in violating* almost all canons of public finance. He has l)een candid 
enough to admit the same in his own statement six months ago but I 
presume that he will now* cry halt in his depredations and violations, for 
one does not know what will be his next object for violation. 

The budget ha« claimed to unfold the tale of Bengal’s famine in 1913 
and the measures taken to (‘ontrol and combat it. to deal with its afiermath 

and to prevent its recurrence. It is stated that three heads — Kxtra- 

ordinarv Charges in India, Famine ami Agriculture — account for nearly 
half the total expenditure and this amounts to muirly the whole exjiendi- 
ture of this provin^'e in the year 1949-41 ami also 1941‘4‘2. It recklessne.ss 

can be recngnise<l a.s a criterion for success, it must be mlmitted that 

Hon’ble Mr. Goswami's budget statement is a great sucess. If provision of 
expenses under various heads, newly created us well as cdd, gives solace to 
ths* people and meets their grievances one has tii admit that Mr. Gosw’^anii 8 
government has wij»ed ott all the eviL in thi‘ jirovince. But, Sir, we have 
to judge things h> their results. The claim ot the Government to have 
tided the famine is to<» well exposed. The steps that Governmeiit have 
taken so tar have invariably been ill-coiiceivcd, slow, inadequate and never 
timely. AVliatever little action wa.s attempted there was a complete trustra- 
tion ot all ‘^udi arteiiipts due to the ]»revaleiice of coiruptioii, abject, abuse 
t)f jHiwer coupled with utter iiietticiemy in quarters, high and low. At the 
root ol all this tailiirc lies the unwillingness nr inability of the Govern- 
ment to stH-ure jmldic coufideiu'c and to enli.st adequat<‘ public support 
tlinoigh projicrU const itutcd non-«»tticial Food and (’ivil Defence 
C(»niinittccs

slighte.st ojqsiJsilion from any .set'tion of the House how the (trow More 
Food ” campaign has been ahsjdulely paralytic Hut, Sir. these are not the 
,two legs on which (Toveriimeiit me standing. The.se aic merely their front 
legs They really stand tui their two hind legs ami these are the distribu- 
tion ot .tffites and party patronage and the favours of their Kur«»pemi 
masieift — official as well as non-official — pun hasetl at the cost ot self- 
respect. A samjile (»t such favour was evidenced only the other da\ when 
the Presiilent of the Bengal ChaiiilKT of (ounmerce in course of a speech 
before the Bengal (’)iaml>er la.st Friday made certain most inesponsihla 
and miscliievous utterances. Mr. Border said that whoever critici-jos the 
food ]dan of Bengal is a Fifth Tolumnist. One iis nc»t a Fifth Folunmiat 
if under the garb of helping the (iovernmeiit in their proc urement plan hi>; 
protegees 8eek to earn crores of ruj»ee8 fnim out of the famished fieople of 
Beagal ! One i« not a Fifth Coluniniat if under the cloak of trying to get 
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more wheat emshed for making flour available to the province of Bengal 
enormous profit per maund is exacted by one or two European firms alone 
to the exclusion of Indian ! Even though an enquiry committee is sought 
to be tried by no less a person than Mr. Justice Braund such honourable 
gentlejnen pass on as very kind and sympathetic people only devoting 
themselves to the service of the people here. One is not a Fifth Columnist 
if in the name of maintaining law and order he tries to trample upon the 
feelings and the rights of the people in every way and estrange the people 
of the province completely from the alien Government as well as from 
Britishers generally ! One is not a Fifth Columnist if he tries to take undue 
advantage of the present situation to create more and more financial burden 
on the province of Bengal through the patronage extended to European 
banks and commercial houses, and yet, Sir, curiously enough it is such 
people that are wise in the counsels of the Government. I could not think 
of a HKfie mysterious speech than the one delivered over the last week-end. 
mysterious because I believe that something is going to happen immediately 
after this H]>eech. I hope to be able to lay before the House tomorrow or the 
day after some information in this connection. 

The Government of Bengal has brought the province to a position of 
utter bankruptcy and helplessness md merely for one or two generations 
but piobahlv for all time to come. 1 have caretullv examined tlie finan(‘ial 
position ot the ]>rovince from lM*t7-’hS to 1944-40 as it will be if the present 
butlget is accejitcd. Fiom a total of Rs. J.'t crores and odd the revenue 
receipts liave gone U]» to nearl\ R^*. crores, while reveime ex]>enses have 
gone up tif)m Rs, 11 cr(»res and SM lakhs to IN. 1 -l.4‘t. 09,1)01). 1’hereby on 
revenue aeeount ahme while we started in 10.47-08 with a surplus of more 
than Rs. 1 , 1 7,0tl.000 we shall eml with a deficit of uearl\ Rs. SA eroies at 
the close <0 the chiming >car. The deficit for flie two ,\ears 1044-44 and 
1044-4o will ((Uiie up to the singgerjiig amount ot nearly vO rrores of 
rupees. The total debts ot this proviina- in iht* year ]}t47-‘i8 weie nil. At 
the end of 1040-41 also tiiere was no permaiient debt or a floating d(d)t to 
be taken notice <0. In 104l-4‘J however <bd»ts amounted to Rs. 1.44,000100 
at the eiul of the Near; in 104*0-44 to Rs. ■{.ft.’), 00. (MM). The Revised 
Estimates of l?M4-44 show that on the 41st Maia h, 1044, the ju'ovim e will 
have a total ibdit at the end ot this \ear amounting t<» Rs. 4-) crores, and 
it is hoped tliat with I’ertain readjustments in the course of the next year 
the debt jmsiliou at the end ot 1044-44 will stand at Rs. 01 , (>0.00,000. 
The total net uncovered indehtediiess will towards the end ot this year 
remain at IN. 10.78,00.000 and in the end ot 1044-44 will reatdi the 
enormous figNire of Hs. 1!),71 .(Ml.tMMt. If debt receipts and capital receipts 
are als>> accounted for, the jmsition regarding the total surplus or deficit 
from 1047-48 to 1044-44 reveals that while in the year 1047-48 the net 
suiqilus was about Rs. 40,00,000 we shall end 1044-44 with a net defi(‘it of 
more than Rs. 14 crores in spite of large in>lebtedness and what i.s most 
astounding is that Nvhile in the year 1047-48 we had a closing balance of 
Rs. 1 . 40,00, tM)0 we shall end 1044-44 with a deficit in the closing balance 
of Rs. 10,(i5JH).0(X), 

While this is the position so far as the finance of the Province is concerned, 
there is hardly any evidence of an attempt at economy or retrenchment in 
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♦ny department of Government. Certain astounding revelations are made if 
a comparison is made of certain selected heads of expenses froni 1937-38 to 
1944-45. General Administration accounted for roughly Its. 1.30,(H),000 in 
1937-38; it has gone up to Rs. 1.7t» lakhs in 1944-45. duils and Convicts 
Settlements had only Rs. 41 lakhs provided in 1937-38; in the (‘oming year 
it will reach the figure of Rs. l,ll,(H),000. Police expenditure amounted 
to Rs. 2,24,00.00(1 in 1937-38 and this will amount to Rs. 3, 02, (Ml, 000 in 
1944-45. While .smh is the position in regard to the so-called administra- 
tive departments, beneficent nation-building departments fare as follows: — 
Under Education — (ieneral the expenditure incurred in 1937-38 amounted 
to Rs. 1 (Tore 2(i lakhs, and in 1944-45 it will be Rs. 1 ,90,tM),0(X). Medical 
had only Rs. 53 lakhs provided in 1937-38; it will rise to Rs. 03 lakhs in 
the coming year and Public Health which liad only Rs. 30 lakhs provided 
in 1937-38 will reach the figure of Rs. (»1 lakhs in 1944-45 including certain 
additional pmvisions for epidemics uiid s[>e(‘ial medical arrangements. 
Agriculture had only a i>altry sum of Rs. lU lakhs provided in 1937-38; 
there has been some in<‘n‘ase(l provision and in the coiiiing year a provision 
of Rs. 1,30,(M),(H)0 has been provided under Agri(‘ulture out of which 
Rs. 59 lakhs is meant to g(» tor “Grow More P'raxl" c*ampuigu. Civil 
Works had Rs. 1 ,21*, 09, (UK) provnleil in 1937-38; it will go down to only Rs. 87 
lakhs in P144-45 (H the three major heioN whieh have been mentioned 
by the Hon ble Mini-'tei aeeounting tor the largest expenditure in the 
Province in the coming \ear. Famine aeeounts for Hs. 5,(I5,(M),(M)0 during 
the current >eur and IN 2,<il .OO.tMM) in the coming year while Extra- 
ordinary ('harges in India account tor Rs. 7^ lakhs in the (‘urrent year 
and in(*re tlian IN S\ « r(»ies in the next I will examine the implieutious 
of each of tliCNe expense*' ‘.pecifically later on when wi* will deal with the 
hea<N in due coui'-e. 

In regard to interest payments in 19-37-38 the Provim*e had a credit 
balance of payment because ot c'ertaiu adjustments mu«le and there wa» 
R.S. 7,44,<K)0 received on that account while the budget for 1944-45 provides* 
for a payment of Rs. 58 lakhs and more on interests alone. But the mcit 
important and interesting revelation i.s when we come to the item ol Ministers 
and Parliamentar\ Secretarie.s. Ministers and Parliamentary Secretaries 
accounted for Rs. 4,19,(K)U only in the >eur 1937-38 including a short period 
of Executive Councillors, in 194(»-41 the amount reijuired was Hs, 4,82,900, 
in 1941-42 it was Rs. 4.71,009. It dropped down to IN. 3,97,0(K) only in 
1942-43, but. Sir, ever since the present Ministr\ came into office it has 
jumped up to K.s. 0,78,(K)0 in 1943-44 which is the current year and it is 
propo.sed to go still higher up to IN. 7,29,000 in the coming year, 

“District Administration — General Establishment” accounted for Rs. 77 
lakhs only in 1937-38 and it has gone up U» nearly Rs. 96 lakh.s in 1944-45. 

(At thi.s stage the blue light was lit.) 

• Sir. I shall require at least half an hour. You gave that much time to 
Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi and if I am not given the same amount of time 
1 shall not continue. 1 am the only speaker to speak from these benches, 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Siddiqi continued only for 22 or 23 
minutes. However, you go on and let us see. 
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Dr. NALINAKiHA SANYAL: Sir, while this has been the position 
with rejfanl to expenses on “Ministers and Parliamentary Secretaries”, grants 
for medical purposes remain inactically stationary from Rs. 2 lakhs 58 
thousand in 19*‘J7-dH to Rs. 2.8-1 thousand in 1944-45, and Medical College 
and Schools from Rs. 19,20 thoii.saiid in J987-‘l8 to Rs. 10,46 thousand in 
1944-45. We have heard so much about the necessity of medical relief and 
for the training of inedical men in the province. Here is some evidence of 
the manner in which these problems are being tackled. Grants for Public 
Health have gone up fiom Rs. 18,05 thousands in 1937-88 to Rs. 22,24 
thousand.H in 1944-45. That has been the story of practically all nation- 
building dei»artmeuts. While nation-building departments have been thus 
treated the Minister in charge in a most unashamed manner suggests that 
the Government would be prepared to undertake a loss on trading operations 
alone of more than 8^ crores in the current year and of Rs. o crores in the 
coming year. Government has failed even then to devise proper rehabilita- 
tion .mliemes and this remains as yet another great item for emergent 
expenses in the coming >ear. The Hon hie Minister has very cleverly 
mentioned the same and it is not unlikely tliat towaids the end of next year 
we sbull again be faced with a lug j)rogramme of expenses and a supjde- 
nientary budget covering crores of rupees in the name of rehabilitation will 
be presented. Yet, Sir, we do not know whether Government have aj){)hed 
their mind at all to many beneficent .‘-cbemes for rehabilitation that have 
been under examinatiim f{)r some time past and wlictber they have upjdied 
their mind to expeit suggestions from committees like the Nutrition (hnn- 
inittee of Bengal and other similar <ommittee^ in regard tb(*ret<t. 

There is at least one item in connection with the rehaldlitation work 
which I would invite the attention of Government to, viz., the possibilitv of 
production of synthetic vitamin in this provinc'e from water-hyacinth. A 
renowned seientist of thi.s province has, I underst.ind. invented proper 
machinery for extracting vitamin from water-hyacinth and has demonstrated 
in the laboratory great posf.i]>ilitit*.s for the same. I understand that the 
Govenimeiit of Bengal and the Governnienl of India were both approuelied 
in that connection but no help lia.-s been f<u’thcomiiig to Uvssisi in ibe manu- 
facture of vitamins for the lelief of the people. We do not kimw what we 
shall tlo with a nation of beggars and destitutes and debilitated pe(»ple ! If 
rehabilitation scliemes are not properly jmr.sued nobody knows what will 
happen in the coming year. 

AVe .sympatlii.se witli the Minister in charge of Finance in his agonies to 
balance the budget and we a]»preoiate his frank admis.sion of defeat in an 
unabashed exhibition of a negative closing balance of Rs. 19.65 lakhs. This 
i8 bankruptcy unpia.sked. But it may prove the ultimate lever to have the 
financial relations betw'eeii the (entre and the province revi.sed. The loss to 
the province tbr»)ugh the .sui>erse».siou (»f the Niemeyei arrangement and 
the delinking of the railways from the scheme of participaTon of Bengal in 
the surplus receipts from income-tax and railways combined, at a time when 
additional and unprecedented burdens were thrown on this province due 
mainly to conditions created by war. has been colossal and with a modest 
onlculationA^is is estimated by roe at more than 10 crores in the two years 
1943-44 1944-45. By creating an impossible situation and a possible 
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deadlock after 1944*45 the atteution must perforce be directed to the revisioa 
of the present arrangement. 

Sir, our disappointment with the present Ministry is nut merely with 
regard to the figures revealed in the budget estimate but also in regard to 
the general policy pursued by them. When this (tovernmeut came into offioe 
in the latter part of April 194d certain assurances were held out on behalf of 
the Government not only b\ the t hief Whip of the iJoveniment but also 
by the Hon’ble Chief Minister. These assurances gave some idea to the 
province of what they proposed to do in respect to what they then thought 
there would be an opjiosition in the Legislature. I have with me a draft 
which was passed on to us at the time purporting to lay down some of the 
major policies that Government were prepared to follow. I will not go 
through the whole of it, but 1 can tell you definitely that of the various 
proposals then made promises were held out for dealing with the food 
situation very effectively, for meeting the question of civil liberties liberally* 
for establishing communal harmony, and for making various investigations 
into allegations of otficial atrocities at Midnapore, Ihicca and in regard to 
the iiii]K»sitioii and realisation of (ollective fines. 1 submit tliui so far aa 
this part\ is concerned, our approach to the que.stions has alwa\s been on 
their merit.s. Witli regard to this Ministry we have tried to keep ourselvea 
absolutely on the same level as we did with regard to the previous Ministry 
or the Ministries in the past. We were not mo\ed b> persons or per* 
sonalities and \\hile we deprecated in io» uncertain terms the manner in 
which the (iovcrnor of this Province tried to convert a majority into a 
minoiit.N and liad put his i)up]»ets int(» po^^er we made it clear at that time 
that we aie not concerned with any jmrtieular office or any person hobling 
that office. Vet, Sir, our disap|M>intment in regard to those promises han 
bet'n in(»st cidossal. I woubl request the H(»n’ble ( bief Minister, if he was 
here, to see tliut at least promises wbieli were supposed to gd from him Mere 
kept as ]>ronii''e^ fnmi gentlemen. So far a.s the rcqmtation of Sir Nuxim- 
ud<lin Is concerned let it not be said that even he lias been in the haliit of 
holding out false promises. 

There is one other thing to Mhich 1 would like to refer in this eonneetion 
and that is with regard to the resentinent , the deep sense of resentment* 
that this Province feels over the appointment of an Australian public man 
as the Governor of this Province. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order. 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYAt: We have given notice of u special 
motion 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order. You are not entitled to refer 
to that. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Under Mhich rule? 

•Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: That is m> view. I cannot allow any 
discussion on that. 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, 1 submit to your ruling that I 
ahall not be allowed here to criticise the peisoiial qualifications o| Mr. Casey, 
the present Governor of Bengal* but Sir* at the same time 1 submit that we 
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ure entiUed in thiia Honae to voice the opinion of the Province as a whole 
about the utter callousness shown to public opinion in the appointment of 
an Australian 

Mr« DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order. The House stands adjourned 
for 15 minutes for prayer. 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for 16 minutes.) 

(After adjournment.) 

Mr. SANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I must 
begin my observations by expressing my deep commiseration for the 
Hon’ble Mr. Tulsi Chandra Goswami that he should have been the instru- 
uxeut — 1 hope, an unwilling instrument — for presenting before his people 
the blackest budget in the historj' of this unhappy Province. Deficits have 
not been unknown in the past : in fact, the iniquitous Meston Award had 
made it imjwssible for suc^-essive Finance Members under the Montagu 
Constitution to balance their budgets year after year in the years of 
depression which came in the wake of the last war. I remember only too 
w’ell how a Government verging on bankrujdcy was in the habit of adminis- 
tering rebukes to the Corporation of Calcutta for their nation-building 
■activities in the domain of education and medical relief without, however, 
contributing a farthing to its coffers. Put even in the worst days of 
depression it had never been the lot of this l^roviiue to be brought tace to 
face with such an ajipulling financial situation. It has remained to the 
credit of the present Finance Minister to disclose through his dark and 
dismal budget an abysmal deficit for which there has been no parallel in 
the history of this l*rovince. 

Analysing this deficit in his speech, the Finance Minister has admitted 
ihat the prmmrement operations of the Civil Supplies Department 
will entail a loss of 5 crores of the tax-payers’ monev . Besides this terrific 
loss there is the unknown and incalculable lo.ss in the shape oi shortages, 
damaged stock.s and unsaleable stocks, the magnitude of which, we are told, 
will !be disclosed at a future date. The present calculated loss of 5 crorea 
will be the inevitable result of purchasing at higher prices and selling at 
lower, which the Hon’ble the Finance Minister characterises as deliberate 
depreciation. While saddling the Province with this terrible burden, he 
seeks to soothe his (xmscience with the hope that by virtue of thi.s outlay 
savings will l)e made possible in countless homes if — and it is a very big 
“if” — ^Government operations ensure that the price of rice does not rise above 
the price now prevailing. 

Deliberate depreciation of stocks, shortages, damaged stocks and unsale* 
able sto<‘ks resulting in a huge and immeasurable loss — these are admittedly 
the inevitable consequences of the procurement operations of this Govern- 
ment. Could a severer condemnation be uttered by the Government them- 
aelves of the pivotal plan of their own food policy? Government have staked 
their all on this procurement plan : they have declared in unequivocal terms 
that they will stand or fall on its success or failure. Surely they did not 
imply by such a declaration that the Province must give them a blank 
cheque for their dealings in food|rrains. Has the Hon’hle the Finance 
Minister cared to explain why Government could not devise the necessary 
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xaeABS and methods which would enable them to purchase at low prices in 
favourable markets, particularly when Nature has lieen si* bountiful this 
year in her gifts to this province ^ Have we not bwn told in the brilliant 
Press Notes of the Government of Bengal that were issued from time to time 
to lead or mislead the people of Bengal, that purchase-* will be made by 
Government at very low prices F The Finance Minister >\ants the tax-payer 
not to look askance at a loss of o crores if the price of rice does not rise 
higher than wliat it is now. But even if that hope is ultimately realise<l, 
it will afford no execuse for the failure of (bivernment to avoid this enor- 
mous loss in its procurement operutitms in addition to the unascertained 
future loss in the shui»e of loss and damage to the accumulated stocks. 
What a fine commentary on their much-vaunte<l procurement and 
distribution plan I 

Sir, the Finance Minister invites the tax-payer to excuse this c<»lossal 
loss in the expectation that the price t)f rice will not rise alane the price 
now prevailing Is that the ideal which Government have set before 
themselves? Is it the aim of their foml plan to stahlise tin* juici* of riec at its 
present level? What is that level? The puhlislied figures of the Govern- 
ment HI the ( (ilruito (ro^ftte indicate that net* is selling at R*- 1(5 to Rs. IS 
per maund in most of the districts in Bengal and in some places riee can 
scarcely be had in open market at the contndled price? I liavi* tjmUcd the 
very words useil l>v the Director of Agriculture N tlmt the )<ricc level 
that Government seeks to maintain bs ineuriiny the fiuaiieial loss which 
the tax-payer has been asked to sw*allow in plaei* ol rice? Government must 
rememher that riee selling at Rs. 1,S per muund is more than three times 

the prif'e which the peojde of this provim-e cun affoi’d to pa> . 

Then, again, Sir, are the Government quite so sure that the jiriee is not 
mounting up in various places and that those dark and ominous symptomA 
have not again made their appearance even in this month of February 
which only a few month^ ago blackened the atmostihere of this Province 
with starvation, pestilence and death? I am rm ularmiKt, no pessiiiiisi, 
certainly not u defeatist, with atiologies to the Food Seerefary of the ('eniral 
Government. He is assuring un from his place in New Delhi that the 
bitterness of our experience in this J*rovin<’e at the pr«*sent moment is nothing 

but mi.sconceived swee^ne^s ami that our growing fears ioi the future liuned 

on the firesent trend of prices are hut tlie vague outlines of an empty dream. 
T^et us only hope that he may firove a true pnipliet het us only pray that 
the political window-dressing of this Ministry may not (uiei* again c^oncefil 
behind it the dry and dead bones of human skeletons. 

Sir, coming now to the question of distribution, the Finance Minister 
lias done well in paying a well-deserved tribute to J/ord Wavell and to the 
Army. The Hon’ble Minister hae declared that the Viceroy’s decision was 
at once reali.stic and statesmanlike, and, what is more, it marked the turning 
point in our troubles. May I ask the lloii’Jde Minister in all humility 
why this turning i>oint <’ould not be reached earlier when fieople were dying 
in their thousands? There was the Oovernineiit of India and there was e 
Viceroy even before the arrival of Ix>rd Wavell on the scene to take realiitin 
and statesmanlike decisions and there was also an etinally efficient Amy 
to give effect to such decisions. Did the Bengal Ministry Wfore the anrm^ 
of Lord Wavell approach the Government of India to lend them an 
12 
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hand in their distribution plan? If bo, wbat was the reply? Did the 
Ooverninent of India refuse to respond or was it that the Bengal Ministr}^ 
failed in their duty in placing their requirements before the Central GoTem- 
nient? It would ;be interesting to learn what efforts were made in that 
direction l)y the Bengal Ministry before the arrival of the present Viceroy 
when the death-roll from starvation was mounting u]) from day to day all 
over the Province. The Ministry has stood condemned at the bar of world 
opinion for their appalling inability and inefficiency in i>reventing mass 
starvation and death. Tliey haVe dragged down the fair name of the people 
of this provirue by sujjplying to reactionary opponents of India's political 
emancipation formidable material for their unholy propaganda. l.et the 
Bengal Ministry furnish before the world unanswerable proof that in spite 
of their best efforts no serious steps could have been taken by them before 
the assumption of his high office by the present Viceroy. Let them show 
that the responsibility lay on other shoulders which refused to respond to 
their cry for help on behalf of this distressed Province. In any such efforts 
to vindicate provincial autonomy in Bengal, they may be assured of our 
wholehearted support from the point of view of the larger Indian autonomy. 
In the absence of any such evidence, the 8ucce8.s of the Viceroy and the 
Army cannot to any extent absolve the Ministry from the consequences of 
their tragic and culpable failure. 

Sir, some provision has been made for additional medical relief to nght 
pestilence coming as the aftermath of famine and starvation. The number 
of beds which are said to have been provided cannot, however, in any sense 
be considered to be ade(iuute to the requirements of the situation quite apart 
from the fact that this provision has been made far too late in the day. 

Sir, coming to the ]>rovision for increased product i(»n of food, we are 
told that the main aim of the campaign will be to increase the output of 
lands already cultivated while every attempt will be made to bring under 
cultivation more cultivable waste lands. In this connection it is disappoint- 
ing to find that iu» i)r(»vi.sion appears to have been made for increased irri- 
gation besides the provision of Ks. tio.tMM) for Persian Wheels for the entire 
Province. I do not know’ if this sum is considered adequate to serve the 
purpose of irrigation in a province-wide “Grow More Food” cam{)aign. I 
hIiuII be hajipy to discover that my apprehensions arc unlounded and that 
more ]>rovision ha.s been made for ]>roductive irrigation in the real sense 
of the expression, namely, irrigation productive of food in this famine- 
stricken Province. 

Sir, I do not propose to make any elalwrate refeience to the demand 
under ‘^General Administration’', but two outstanding questions still remain 
unanswered. When may I ask, will the members of this Legi.slature includ- 
ing my revered I>eader, Mr. Sarat Chandra Bose, be released from deten- 
tion? Times have changed, disturbances have subsided and there cannot 
remain the remotest ex^use for their further continued detention. 

In the matter of family allowance to the detenus, there may have been 
some increase in some cases, but paltry, insignificant and insulting family 
allowances amounting in some cases to Rs. 10 or Rs, 15 per month are still 
Hot unknown to the Bengal Ministry. Such humiliating scales of family 
idlowances are neither honourable to the Gk>vemment nor useful to the 
"^lamillss ooneemed. May I, Sir, put in a word — a strong and vigorous word 
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90 far as it lies ia my power — lor the release of the large number of detenus 
who are still clapped behind the prison bars. It has never been established 
in any court of law that they were in any way responsible for any of the 
happenings to which Government have taken exception and even whatever 
arguments miglit he put forward in support of such detention in tinu^ past, 
well, no such arguments cun possibly hold good today. 

Sir. mav I in this couneetion also draw the attention of the Vinanca 
.Minister to another appalling state of aifuirs in that stricken distric't of 
Midnapore. We are told that as much us Rs. 17 lakhs by way of agricul- 
tural loans is sought to be realised by the present Government from those 
people who have been stricken down by famine, by pestilence, by flood and 
by starvation. In their search for more money to placate the Government 
of India, they have at last pounced upon these helpless and utterly miserable 
people of Midnapore. May I, Sir, in all humility ask my honourable friend 
what steps he is going to take in order that no oppression or hardship i*an 
be caused to these people? 

Sir, I refuse to take any notice of the vituperations of Mr. Siddiij?. 
My honourable friend Mr. Atul Chandra Sen has in a few well-fdioscn words 
placed the view-point of our party apparently with Udling effect, and we 
can afford to ignore the stale fulminations (»f Mr. Siddicp regarding our 
party. 

Sir, I do not de.sire to prolong my observations on this occasion. The 
present Ministry has now functioned for about a yeai . The halance-shuet 
they have presented before this Uou.se is a balance-shetd nf famine, starva- 
tion, death, pestilence and bankruptcy of the worst order tliat will remain 
to the eternal shame of this Ministry. 

Wf* 8YED BAORUODOdA* Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I have gone 
through the Financial Statement for ll)44-4o presented by the Ilon’hie 
Finance Minister very carefully not omc, not twice, but over 
and over again. It makes a very interesting reading. Sir, he lias clothed 
dry details — arithmetical details — with flesh and blood and made them 
instinct with life. Possibly thi^ statement might befit a poet conjuring up 
the dream of an indefinite future or a philosopher jxindcring over the shift- 
ing pha.ses of the world’s existence, hut not a Finance Minister certainly 
who has got to hushan<I the resources of the Province in the diflieult timea 
through which we are passing. Restrained Parliamentary language, 
dignified exprcs.sions. interspersed liere and there with gems culled from 
treasures of antiquity might lend this statement a fas' inaf ion and charm all 
its own. hut it hardly convinces the public that fliis huge defi^dt with which 
Bengal is faced at the present moment is due simply because of certain 
conditions created by the war. My esteemed frieiol Mr. Abdur Rahman 
Siddiqi in his characteristic fashion while trying to defend this Govern- 
ment for all the misdeeds of the past few months, for all itn sins of omission 
and commission, has come forward with the oft-rcj>eated plea that the old 
Government, I mean tlie firevions Foalition Government of Mr. Fazlul Iluq, 
was* responsible for creating a desperate fmal crisis which led to the recent 
disaster in Bengal. This statement. Sir, has l>een categorically denied, 
refuted and contradicted in no uncertain terms by various sj^ealiers in this 
House and outside. Sir, even the Government of India had to agree to the 
conteation of the then Government of Bengal, that there was a shortaga oi 
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foodstufts. Mr. Fazlul Huq made a statement on the floor of this House 
in March 1943 tl^at there was a shortage of foodstuffs in Bengal and even 
Major-General Wood declared hy quoting facts that there was a shortage 
of food in Bengal. Yet, Sir, in a spirit of complacency the present Ministry 
immediately after assumption of office had the temerity, had the cheek, had 
the lack of any sense of responsihily to declare that there was no deficit in 
Bengal and the Hon’ble Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy was the first to make that 
declaration. It was folio we<l up by the statement of Sir Azizul Haque who 
ocjcupied the honouretl position of Food Member of the Government of 
India. On the Flth ol May he made a statement that there was no shortage 
of foodstuffs in Bengal and that “psychological factors were amongst the 
main causes for shortage of essential foodstuffs and rise in prices”. Sir 
Azizul made a statement again on the 15th May that there was nothing to 
doubt the accuracy of the figures that had been published by the Govern- 
ment and that there was no shortage of foodstuffs, there was no scarcity, 
there was no deficit in Bengal. Naturally the neighbouring provinces, 
which were hitherto giving some supplies to the Government of Bengal in 
view of the acutest crisis through which Bengal was ])assing, grew^ sus- 
picious, nervous and hesitant about the policy of this Government, apart 
from the shady transactions and ugly rumours about corruption and bribery 
which had marked the administration of this j)rovince for the lust 11 or 12 
months specially in tlie matter of ]>rocurement and distribution of foodgrains 
and in the matter of ' appointment of monopolists. The ver\ misleading, 
baseless and inc(»rrect statements made by lesponsible officers and pers<ins 
in jmsition and authority had (*reated the impression in the ])ubli( mind that 
the old Government was responsible. But the\ have miv(iuotcd tlie state- 
ment of Mr. Fazlul Huq. Mr. Fazlul Huq said in December, 11)42, that 
Bengal could go on in view of the prosj)ects ol a good crop in the coming 
year and needed some wheat only provided ol course all exports from 
Bengal were stopped. But immediately after that export was not stopjied. 
Reckless military jmnhases, reckless purchases by Port Trusts, industrial 
concerns, Government ami private agent'< brought about the desperate 
condition, which caused the death of millions of* our countrymen. Sir, 
Mr. Amery in the House of Commons declares that only one million deaths 
have oc< urred. If there were even half a dozen deaths in Kngland due to siai- 
vation, or devitalization the British people would have pro\oked a first class 
crisis and demanded the head of Mr. Amery on a charger and razed the 
‘British Government to the dust. But this barbarous thing is possible in 
this barbarous system of administration that prevails in tJiis land! Our 
mothers and sisters have appeared naketl in tattered clothes, <'lolheH not 
auflicient to cover or hide their shame. For lack of mediiines, for lack of 
proper nourishment, for lack of foodstuff’s the children ol the soil have diwl 
not in hundre<ls, not in thousands, not in lakhs but in millions, and yet 
one not quite conversant with the affairs of the }»rovince, either ill-informed 
or misinformed or not properly informed vStates in the House of Commons 
that not more than one million death.s have occurred. My friends of the 
Mnslim l.ieague persuasion ret'ently came to office to save Muslim Bengal 
by establishing Pakisthan in the Eastern Region. But instead of Pakisthan 
our province is being converted into a veritable goronthan. (Cries of “Hear, 
hear** from the Opposition benches). I would not have referred to these 
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things^ my iriend Mr. Abdnr Babman Siddiql in bis cbaraeteristic 
fashion has declared that we Muslims are in the |XH*ket8 of Dr. Syamapraaad 
Hookerjee. (Balm Narendha Narayan Chakraharty : Quite right.) Sir, 
I submit to the members on the other side that we are not in his pookets but 
by their ill digesteil policy and programme and the thoughtless measures 
that they have taken they have put millions of Mu.slimv already on the 
verge of starvation in the hands of Dr. Shyamaprasad Mookerjee for help 
and succour. (Cries of “Hear, hear” from Opposition Wnches.i It is not 
we who are in the hands of Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee but by ytmr own 
IK)licy you have driven Muslims to a state of desp(*ratiou, by raising the 
false cry of “Lslain in danger” you have roused Muslim tnissions to an 
uncontrolle<l frenzy of desjtair. (hie fine morning by an ugly conspiracy 
behind the scene you pit<hf(»rked yourselves into a position of trust which 
you are unworthy to hohl and you have alreuily landeil the country into 
disaster. Similar i amines occurred in The same reckless policy, the 

same indiscriminate purchase.^, the .same mishandling, the same bungling, 
the same dishonest collusitin with vestiMl interests. In spite however of 
definite warnings from responsible (piurters, in sjiite of signs on the walls, the 
then (rovernment disregarded the sound advice given by responsible people 
with the result that one million m»u1s died for want ot any projier shelter, 
for lack of ade(inntc and n^giilar supply oi fooilstuffs. hut the subMUjuent 
Governimuit of I87'i and 1S74 und<*r the wise guidaiM'e ol IdiMitenant 
G(»V(*rnor Sir (i(*oTge (\mipbell adopted measures in time, arranged for 
ade(piat(* and regulai ‘'Uppls ot tood'^tufls an<] pro\’iiled transpoit ta('ilitiefi 
for bringing in supplies fiom vanou*- (piarters ami thus saviul tin* sitiiatjou. 
In spite ol the fact (hat t\'o ct<»res of ]M*o]de were in t!u* grip ot taiuine, 
because of proper arrangement- ior adeipiate and regular supply id food- 
stuffs under the wise guidance ot that partieiilar bieutenant-Governor who 
was placed in charge oi this hapless province, Bengal was saved (Khun 
Bahadur Moiummkd Am: As this Government has done.) In spite of 
the fact that two <Tores people w’ere affected by the famine, only u few 

persons perished. 

Sir, if it weie <lue to the visitations of nature, if it were due to mituml 
calamities, if it were due to tinoils, typhoons and ey( loncs that overUiok 
24-Parganas and Midnapore wc wouhl have submitted to it as a providen* 
tial dispensation. But hriheiy, <orruption, bungling, misliandling, dirt, 
filth, abomination, nepotism and favouritism of a i(*prehensi\e cbaxacder 
marked the present adiuinistiation of Bengal. (I |)roar.) 

Sir, I want to go without interruptions. If you ask me to stop, I will 
stop. After all, it is a fpjestion loo serious f<»r such inferruptions. Ibit 
I may assert tfiat I am not going to be daunted, .lominated or eowed down 
by the interruptions of irresponsible people < A voice from the ( oalition 
benches: A nice speecdi index'd!) I am glad that it has giuic home. 

(Khan Bahadur Moi!v.mmki) Am: (Question.) As I have submitted already, 
it was for this deliberate bungling and shady transactions of this Govern- 
ment during the la.st IJ months that they have Wn in office— ii*it through 
a fair deal, not through constitutional means, but through shady . question^ 
able tacticH condemned by all canons of de<'ency that the situation a»f*utned 
iucli grave proportions. 
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Before I enter into, a detailed discussion of the budgetary provisions I 
would first of all refer to the capital head *‘85 — As the Finance 
Minister puts it, this head was opened during the current year for the exhi- 
bition of large scale trading transactions undertaken by Government to 
promote healthier marketing conditions in respect of certain commodities, 
principally foodgraiiis. This scheme contemplates purchase of foodgrains 
other than wheat, purchase of wheat and wheat products, supply of food- 
stuffs to Goveriiiiieiit employees at concession rates and purchase of standard 
cloth, sugar and salt. The total capital outlay involved in these 
transactions is placed at 76 crores of which 41 crores is derived from sale 
proceeds and represents the “turnover of stocks”. As the Finance Minister 
puts it, the loss has been placed at 31 crores. The book value of the stock 
likely to remain in hand towards the end of the year is estimated at 29J 
crores. The total capital outlay for the year 1944-45 is 81 crores, and a loss 
of 6 crores and a carry forward of 12 crores of foodgrains other than wheat 
and some 56 lakhs of salt. 

First of all, I would refer to the transactions already carried on by 
Government during the current year. In a scheme of this nature involving 
colossal sums of money it is necessai*}' for the Finance Minister to furnish 
this House with details of the scheme in which such a huge amount has been 
invested for the purchase of foodgrains, for purchase of wheat and wheat 
products. Government should have indicated the a(‘tual loss and gain out 
of the entire transactions undertaken by Government including the profit 
that might have resulted out of the trun.sa(;tions in wheat and wheat pro- 
ducts. Besides, nobody knows the actual cost price. This is a point to 
which I will draw the attention of the honourable members opposite 
specially. Nobody knows the actual cost price at which the purchasing 
agents of Government purchased the stocks nor even the specified quantities 
in each of the areas both inside and outside the Province. Naturally, there- 
fore, the Legislature as also the public are at a loss to determine what would 
be the actual value of the stocks estimated at Rs. 29j crores. Does this 
re[>resent the market value or the purchase value of the stocks? I would 
appeal to the House to consider the implications of this question very care- 
fully. Supposing the book value of the stock in hand towards the close of 
the year repre.sents the actual market value which has fallen in recent 
months, there is Ixiuud to l»e depreciation in the value. If we are to take 
the book value as representing the purchase price of the stock then there 
has already been a considerable depreciation. This has not been shown in 
the budget figures by the Finance Minister. It might result in an addition 
of a few crores more to the huge deficit for the year 1944-45. It is rather 
amaxing that in a sc'heiue of this character the I.iegislature as also the public 
outside should be kept absolutely in the dark about the details of the 
transactions. Naturally therefore, without knowing the details we are not 
prepared to risk another unknown and indefinite venture involving an 
expenditure of a huge amount of public money. 

The Hon’ble Finance Minister refers to this in page 2 of his statement, 
and says that it will not be possible to calculate the final result of these 
operations until the last stocks are disposed of and the accounts closed, 
**This provision,*' according to the Finance Minister, *'is not expected to 
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C 0 T 6 T the further losses with which we shall foe suddenlj^ faced' one day — 
shortages, damaged stock’* like those damages that occurred in the Botanical 
Gardens, and railway stations in Jessore owing to lack of storage facilities 
which were offered by many storing agents but which the Government of 
Bengal in order to pamper a coterie which keeps them in office had neither 
the courtesy nor the decency to accept. We are very much apprehensive 
about the results of the operations. Naturally, therefore, we should l>e all 
the more nervous, all the more hesitant to vote for the provisions in the 
budget without a real idea of the aciual details. 

I will now refer to “(vl — Extraordinary diargeh”, Extraordinary eharges, 
needed perhaps for extraordinary remedies in the extraordinary situation 
created in this land. Rs. ‘JG lakhs has been provided in the revised estimate 
for 194»l-44 on account of establishment charges regartling the seheme for 
rationing and Rs. 42 lakhs on account of furtlier expansion and reorganisa- 
tion of the Department of Civil Supplies. The cost of the (’ivil Supplies 
Department during 1942-4*{, only amounted to Rs. 4 lakhs though the 
organisation of Civil Supplies was laid on a solid basis. Rut it has jumi>ed 
up to Rs. 1 crore and Rs. 1 crore 4H lakhs in 194-i-44 and l!>44-4r> resjiec- 
tively. These figures do not of (‘ourse include the losses ou the trading 
transactions of the dejiartment which have been fixed at Rs, 'iA and h crores 
respectively. About the Civil Supplies Department there are rumours of 
a very reprehensible and ugly character regarding prevalence of bribery 
and corruption. Instead of the Department being culled “the Civil 
Supplies Department”, it had better he named a** “the Appointment- 
Supplies l)e|x\rtment”. Its justification lies in the creati«»n of apiK>intiuent« 
and absorption of a thousand ami one hangers-on on Ministers and 
Parliamentary Secretaries. Effic'ient members of the Indian Civil Service 
and members of the Provincial Civil Service have been drafted to this 
department much to the detrimeuit of the efficiency of administration in the 
districts of Bengal. Are thousands of appointments justified by the finan- 
cial crisis through which we are passing^ These appointmetiis are not for 
the needs and recpiirements of the people hut certainly for the continuance 
in office of the present Ministry at any cost. 

I shall now refer to those instances which have come to my notice. T 
have known it from a very reliable authority that hags of sugar were 
eupplied to one Mr. Abdul lahhar Wahedi, a prot(*g<' and hireling of 
Mr. Suhrawardy, Secretary of the Calcutta Muslim League Fo(»d Committee 
for distribution among hotels and restaurants in Calcutta. But 13 bftg* 
were supplied by Mr. A. Wahedi to Mr. A. K. Majitd, proj)rieior of Gaya 
Tailoring House, JG, Zakaria Street, who, in hi.s turn, sold the 13 bag§ of 
sugar to Kohin(K>r Biscuit Company and one A.R.P. Warden arrested (he 
buffalo cart No. 841 Z at the gate of Kohinoor Biscuit Factory, 35, Ohata- 
walla Gully on 24th November, 1943, with the help of conatablea No. H2 
named Raghunandan Pandey of Bow Buzfir Police station where 13 bags 
of sugar were deposited. A complaint was lodged at the Bowbazar pfiliee- 
station. But it i.s unfortunate that a high police official under the protect- 
ing wings of the present Government one fine morning hushed up the whole 
iking and released the 13 bags of sugar without any enquiry. 

I would in this connection refer to some appointments made in ike 
Civil Supplies Bepnrimeni. 



m GENERAL DISCUSSION ON BUDGET. [28th Rb®., 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I would appeal to you to finish your speech 
quickly. My difficulty is this. There are other leaders who want to speak 
and in their case also I may have to relax the time limit. It is impossible 
for me to do so bet^ause in that case we will have to sit for a long time. I 
am sorry I cannot give yon more than one minute. 

Mr. 8YED BAORUDDOdA: I want 5 minutes more. Sir. One unfor- 
tunate candidate from Birhhum had the folly to come to me for a recom- 
mendation for an appointment in the Civil Supplies Department. At the 
interview he was »elecie«l and a.s soon as the recommendation letter which 
I had given was discoveied he had to go though he was a graduate and an 
accomplishe<l young man. lie was no friend of mine, no constituent, no 
brother, no relation and yet when it was discovered that he look a letter of 
recommendation from me he was at once sent away. Naturally therefore 
we are not in u position to look witli any favour at the huge provisions made 
for the reiirganisation of the Civil Sujiplies Department. We do not kndw 
why li huge sum of 42 lakhs has been provided for turther expansion and 
reorganisation of the Department of (’ivil Supplies and I{^. ‘JG lakhs for 
estahlislin>ent charges on arrount of the sclieme lor raticming. The (lovern* 
merit of Bengal have already reduced the [>crccnlage of dealers from 55 to 
22 in disregard of the ( Joverniiient ot India's decisi(m and placed the 
running <»f Government Hh<^ps in idiarge of those inellicient and iuexperienccal 
hands whose only claim is that tliev are somehow direitlv or indirectly 
connected with the Minister 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Your time is up. I have already given you 
the time you wanted 

Mr. 8YED BADRUDDOJA: Sir, 1 wall) aiKitlier five niimites. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have alread y given you time hut it you 
go on asking for more and more time it would be imjioshilde tor me to carry 
on the debate. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir. he is the onl\ sj)eaker from my jiarty. 
Peojile in this House have often talked on irrelevant matters, hut my Iriend 
is making .serious allegations giving tietailed facts and figure> which .supply 
materials tor a thorough puldic en<iiiir\ . 1 hope you will not stitle his 

speech by tlenylug him time. Let liim liave live minutes more. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER. I have already given him ample time and 
I will give liim two minutes more ami I hope lie will conclude his speech 
by that time. 

Mr. 8YED BADRUDDOJA: Thank yon. Sir 

Sir. 1 will not refer to any more figures. My esteemed irieml, the 
Hon'hle the Finance Minister, has asked us to look hack. Sir, we look 
backwards. “We look liefore and after and pine for what is not; our 
sincerest laughter w ith some pain is fraught : Giir .sweetest songs are those 
that tell (»f smldest thoughts". 1 refer to the tragic events that took place 
a few months hack. Sir, it is said Heaven helps those who help themselves. 
We want to help ourstdves provided Heaven’s purjmse is not frustrated by 
human inuchinations. Sir, the present Ministrj’^ since it e4ime into power 
has lieen trying to help itself but it does not care whether Heaven^s purpose 
ia frustrated by their xin usual greed, by the lure for •eif«-aggrandi*em«iit> 
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and by tbe unnatural desire for perannal domination at tlie cost of the 
Province which brought about the terrible catastrophe a few months ago. 
May I with folded hands apjieal through you, Sir, to honourable iiiemberii 
opposite to rise equal to the occasion, to rise to the gravity of the situation. 
Sir, we are not going to tolerate the autocracy of this Ministry any longer. 
Today, fortunately for ns, there is reaction everywhere, m>t only in 
Noakhali, not only in Calcutta but through<nit India, against tlie dtunina- 
tion of the autocrat. The domination <»f the .self-deluded C»ar of Mualint 
India is going to be razed to the ground in no time. Sir. empires hav^ 
broken to pieces, empires have very often crumbled to the dust by virtue 
of one man's autocracy or personal domination. It in time that the 
Mussalmans of India did asert them’^elvcs in the name of the Prophet and 
in the name of Almighty Cod and not allowed themselves to be duped by 
the political jugglery so ram])ant in the country ft»r mere ])ersoiuil aggran- 
disement of a hainl of self-seekers — ( L)ud cri«^ from the (^»alition l>eiu‘heft 
and counter cries from the Opposition). Sir. wc have hecn dubbed u» 
traitors, but I must tell you, Sir, we arc not traitors to tlic enuM* of Islam; 
we are not traitors to the nohlest ideals of Islam; w(‘ are not traitors to the 
Mussalmans of this land. wt‘ arc not traitors to (iod and His Prophet — 
(Loud noise from the Coalition benches in which the voice of (he 
memhei was drowned), (tn the othci hand. Sii, wc know who arc truitori* 
to the cause of Islam: wc know who are traitors t«> the country; and we also 
know liow' to tear off the v«»il of < oiiMpirac\ to pieces. Sir, the mills of God 
grind .slow j\ hnt they grind excf‘e<lingly Miiall sooner |K‘rhaps than our frienda 
opjK)sit«> can conceive of and the shady translations tjf the traitors of the 
land will come to light, and they will topple <lovvn never to rise again from 
the grave in wliich the\ will lie huried foi ever, (I/ond applause from tht- 
OpjKisition heinhes.) 

Mr. M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED; Mr. Deputy Speaker. Sir. 1 will not 
take much time of this House becau.se of the fact that tin* haiikru}dcy of 
administration i.s .so inanifeKt in the so-callc<l Budget statement of the 
Hon’hlp the Finance Minister that it does not require a di'tailed scrutiny-— 

(('lies of “Ha! Ha! ’ from the Coalition lamchcs) T must tcdl you that 

this “ha! ha!" will not do; the fact is th«*rc Not onl.\ finarHOn) bankruptcy 
is manifest in the Inidget, hut bankruptev <if }M»nest\ and bankruptcy of 
statesinansliip is fully inaiiifc.st. To begin with, I sliall (piotc* one line from 
the Finam e Minister's .statement which is itsedf a qiiotatifin, namely, that 
taxation is an engine of social economv. The Hon’lde the hinaiice Minister 
is laughing. Sir. Well, I w'fiuld ask him to go hack bis fiwn place 
and administer his ow’n estate instead of cMuiiing here and administering 
tbe province of Bengal’s finance,™ a person who is hankrupt in every respect 
is now there in charge fd the finance of this great pro%’ince. If is known 
to you, Sir. that beginning from the Chief Minister down to the last they 
are all wards uinler the (Hurt Wards s(» fur as the Sfimintlur Ministcra 
are concerned. Sir, the late (fov»*riior of B*uigal is dead and 1 will iu)t say 
anything against him. But I cannot lielfi mentioning that it W'us he who 
put those puppet Ministers there and the result of that was the calamity 
that befell us a few months ago. They will remain there so long an tha 
Chmrnor allows them to be there or until we drive them out. Tha tima 
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is fast approaching when Bengal will not tolerate all the nonsense on their 
part. Forty lakhs of our people have died of starvation and the present 
Ministry has tried to foist the whole blame on- the shoulders of the Faslul 
Huq Ministry in which I also had the honour of holding a seat. Sir^ this 
blaming each other will not do. The Government of the day must be held 
responsible for their failure to tackle the famine problem properly. 
Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi said a few months ago that those unfortunate 
people w'ho died of starvation in the regime of the benign Government of 
the Muslim League Ministry will go to heaven. If that is the idea of men 
like Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi and other supporters of the Government, 
I do not know what I should say about them. It is a shame that we in 
this House are treated like children and little boys in this fashion by 
prominent members of the Government party. You say that yours is a 
Muslim League Government looking after the interests of the Muslims, and 
you decry Mr. Fazlul Huq because with him is Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee 
who will come and devour you if they are in power. You have said that 
Mr. Fazlul Huq is in the pocket of that much-maligned gentleman, 
Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee. But you must not forget that if Dr. Syaraa- 
prasad Mookerjee had not organized the last famine relief I do not know 

how many more would have died of starvation in Bengal (Crie.si of “Hal 

Hal’* from the Coalition parties again) 1 know you will simply cry out, 

*‘hal ha!’’, but this cry of “ha! ha!’’ will one day teach you a good lesson. 

Sir, this budget stands self-condemned. Many of my friends on this 
aide of the House have criticised the budget. Dr. Sanyal has criticised it 
from top to bottom. We know what a great calamity befell us last year 
and we do not know what is going to happen this year, but we all earnestly 
pray that the great calamity that befell us last year is averted this year. 
A new Governor has come and I h(q)e he will make matters right and will 
not play into the hands of the present Ministry which has brought about 
our ruin. We have now a soldier Governor and tlie threatre of war has 
changed its place from the West to the eastern gates of India. Now at 
this time when the Japanese are knocking at the eastern gates of India 
it is only right and proper that the Governor will take courage in both 
hands and will so create an atmosphere which will not only accelerate war 
efforts but also save the people of Bengal from starvation and death as did 
happen last year during the regime of the present Government. I am of 
opinion that the sooner this Ministry goes out of office the better for all 
concerned. 

Mr. DAVID HENDRY: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, from these benches 
last week Mr. Gladding has already given our views with regard to the 
general financial position and I propose tonight to deal only with a few 
general questions of policy. Before doing so, however, I should like to 
reiterate very strongly, as strongly as 1 can, our view that Bengal has an 
indisputable right to outright financial assistance from the Central Govern* 
ment of India and that steps be taken immediately to press home that point 
of view. An early settlement is essential since the welfare of Bengal for 
many years to come is at stake and continued uncertainty must have the 
worst possible effect upon the economy of this province. That Bengal 
ahonld be asked to bear alone the diffi^ties and financial burdens impo a a d

upon her by the war as a frontier province while the sheltered provinces 
not only do not suffer but actually enjoy, to use (he words of a Provincial 
Chief Minister which I saw q^uoted today, “unparalleled prosperity is so 
obviously unjust that the picture should be put in its proper perspective as 
early as possible. 

Bengal is probably not popular with the Finance Ih'partuient of the 
Government of India and in my experience she is certainly not popular with 
other provinces. It might he uncharitable to suggest that this unpopularity 
is due to the fact that she needs, help hut this is probably so and every 
advantage is taken outwside this provinee to make the most of the internecine 
political warfare for which this Province so unfortunately well-known 
and to use this as an argument that Bengal has only herself to blame for 
her present troubles and is therefore no more entitled to help from outside 
than other provinces. This, Sir, we know to he an exaggeration of the 
facts but it should be an warning to us that loud exploitation of political 
differences in and out of the Ijcgislature reacts to the grave disadvantage 
of this Province and 1 would once again appeal for a truce to the political 
squabbling which has already done .so much harm Bengal. 

Sir, there are two outstamling questions which cieinand our immediate 
attention more than any other. Firstly, measures to prevent a recurrence 
of the calamity which visited the Province in l!t4d, and secondly, the 
proVilem of reconstruction and rehahilitatioii which follows in the wake 
of that calamity. Whether the famine of IJMd was preventihle or not will 
always be open to argument. Wisdom after the event may show that it 
was preventihle but taking all the circumstanc*es into consideration, physical 
and psychological, we have already given our view that it was n(»t preventihle 
and was due to a j)resHure f)f events whicdi no (ioveriiment <‘ould control. 
More foresight might and should have been exercised by the udministruiion, 
both in the previous Government and in this (iovtTnmeut, hut foresight 
alone could not have prevented famine conditions arisiug although it 
probably would have mitigated its worst effe< ts. Be that us it may, Sir, 
there can be no doubt that a recurrence of tlie calamity is preventihle and 
that it is the responsibility of this fioveriimeiit ami the administration to 
prevent such a recurrence. It i.s a heavy responsibility hut a responsibility 
W’hich this Government must accept. 

We start off 1944 with certain very tangible advantages; there ia a 
bumper rice crop; there is the undertaking of the (iovernment of India to 
supply foodgrains sufficient to feed Greater t’alcutta on a rationed basis; 
there is a rationing scheme now in op<»ration in Calcutta and working much 
more suc^cessfully than most people expectt*d ; and. finally, there is in 
existence a clear cut and definite food plan, the policy of which has been 
agreed between the Government of Ibrngal and the Government of India. 
That food plan follows generally the lines recommended by the Foodgrains 
Policy Committee (Uai Harknuha Nath CiiaU'ohuri : No.) and although 
then has been much criticism of the appointment of procurement Chief 
Agents, four in number, there is no doubt that it wag a necessary gtep 
and in keeping with the recommendations of the Foodgrains Policy Com- 
mittee itself. If Government is to ensure control over procurement opera- 
tione we do not see what oilier method could be adopted, for Govenunent 
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jnii«t have agents whom it can hold responsible for the success of procure- 
ment operations; and to leave procurement entirely in the hands of unco- 
ordinated trade interests would have been a serious dereliction of duty on 
the part of any Government. The Chief Agents however should and must 
work to the greatest possible extent through the normal trade channels 
and I hope every effort will be made to see that this is done. Furthermore, 
having made these appointments Government must see that the agents are 
carrying out their work efficiently. If any of them fail to do what is 
expected of them. ailjustmentH must be made and made quickly before it 
is too late to retrieve lost opportunities. (Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: Then 
give it to a Furo})ean member. ) If Dr. Sanyal makes such a suggestion Sir, 
it is not for me to deny it. 

What I should like to stress now. howe\'er. is tliat tlie stage for criticism 
or argument is over and that what is essential now is public co-operation 
with the Food Plan for the general good. l*ublic confidence has been badly 
shaken and it udll need the efforts of everyone to restore that confidence 
which is the first step in the return to normal conditions. There are 
persistent rejairts that ^ven now efforts are being made in some quarters 
to sabotage the Food Plan by inciting eultnaiors not to sell theii paddy 
below the ceiling prices fixed by (iovernment and t*ven not to sell pioldy at 
all to (i(»vernment agents If there are such ])oliticians who. in the words 
of the II oiThle Minister for Civil Supplie*'. valm* a j>olitical ])oint more 
than the lives ot tlu* people— and I for one hIiouIiI be sorr\ tr> believe that 
th<*re are siudi — then we cannot fiml wor<i> tj> condemn them loo strongly. 
We have all got a heav\ responsibility in tliese eritieal times — the Opposi- 
tion as well as the ( foveriiiiieiit. The Ojiposjtion must indeed ventilate 
public grievaiiceji and criti<ise where they helieve criticism is justitied but 
W'ith the welfare of the people of this Province at stake co-operation with 
the (roveniment Food Plan lias become a vital necessity and comes first if 
we are not again to find ourselves in the throes of uiiothtu' famine. 

Altliougli there are many favourable factors now which were not iu 
existence last year, over-contidence or eomplaeeiiey is certainly not justified 
but it is e.ssential above all to avoul deteatism, talking^ and agitating our- 
selves into a second famine. The advantag-es with ahich we enter 1944 
should be solid enough in themselves to ]»e a guarantee ugjiinst the recurreiico 
of famine but as the Viceroy has rightly emphasised, the problem is now 
mainly administrative, and 1 am by no means certain that the necessary 
administrative machinery is yet good enough to place beyond all possible 
doubt the success of the Government Foot! l*lun on wliich so much depends. 
(Dr. Namnaksi(\ Sa.xyal: Employ more officers, i Tlie Department of 
Civil Supplies has be«»n re-organised and expanded and a beginning has 
been made in setting up a district administration composed of Reg'ional 
Deputy Directors of Civil Supplies with an i ii h pec t orate. This however 
can only he a beginning. I do not myself .see how such a small district 
organisation can cope with the mauifohl duties of supervising the prt>cure- 
luent and distrihutiun openitious; of enforcing the Foodgrains Control Order; 
of enforcement of price control; of controlling the rice mills; of control 
of import and export permits, etc., etc. My first point therefore, is, as 
Pr. Sauysl has already suggested, that staff should be expanded (Laughter), 
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(Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: And the selection must be made by the P&flia* 
mentary Secretary.) (Nawabzada K. Nasarullah: Yes.) I am glad 
that Dr. Sanyal now finds himself in so much agreement on this important 
point. 

Then, Sir, we come to the qualify of the staff. The work of food 
administration calls for ver> special qualities, particularly the quality of 
integrity and the ability to accept responsibility. (Dr. Nalinaksha 
Sanyal: And absence of knowledge.^ Food officers should be paid in 
accordance with these qualities and responsibilitie.s for we cannot expect 
high standards of administration from lowly paid temporary officers who 
might be tempted to view their appointment as an opportunity of making 
hay while the sun shines. (Cries of “hear, hear’* from Opposition Benches.) 
We all condemn that. They must hqve security of tenure and they must 
be trained. The importance of training in food administration was stressed 
by the Foodgrains Policy Committee, hut so far as I can see nothing has 
been done here to set up adequate niachinery for training in food administra- 
tion. There should surely be a separate branch of the Civil Supplies 
Department in charge of training in very ninch the same way us the ('ivil 
Defence Department provides for training of its A.H.P. officers. 

In the third place 1 should like to stress very strongly that in making 
emergency appointments, whether in the Civil Supplies Department, the 
Department of Agriculture or Medical and Ibiblie Health l)»‘partment, 
effieiene\ must he the j)rimar\ consideration. It would for exan)}>le Ix' 
fatal if through a strict observance of tlie communal ratio we allow important 
technical appointments in the.se departments to be held up because candidates 
from a particular community were not available. The communal ratio, 
Sir, I know cannot be abrogated entirely, but I do urge that in the case of 
technical emergency apj)ointmenth, and I have in mind particularly the 
departments I have mentioned above, the communal ratio should not he 
«t^ictl^ apjdied. and appointments should not he delayed because candidates 
from a particular community are not available. In stressing the nwtessity 
for administrative efficiency I recall that the Hon’ hie Minister for Civil 
Supplies admitted recently that tliere had been temporary breakdown in 
transport arrangements to the deficit areas This. Sir, in 1944, with the 
accumulated experience of behind ns is a imtst serious admiMsioi), 

and I hope that he will be able to tell us how this breakdown occurred and 
what steps have been taken to see tliat it will not happen again. 

Before leaving the food problem, Sir, there i.s one unsatisfactory feature 
to which 1 should like to refer, and that i** the inferior quality of wmie 
of the rice imported into this Province, government, we believe, have 
made arrangements for inspection and sampling on arrival and, while this 
ia obviously e.sgential, it will not in itself provide a solution of the problem, 
for it is not practicable to send ba<’k to other provinces supplies which are 
of bad quality. It ap()ears fr) us ♦•ssential that ins|»ection slomld take pJac.e 
at. the main despatching centres in the exporting provinces. In the face 
of opposition from those provinces, Bengal cannot appoint its own inspectors, 
but, in our opinion, the Government of India has such authority and should 
be pressed to make itself responsible for the quality of the foodgrains sent 
into Bengal in accordance with its undertaking. 
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Coming now to the question of reconstruction and rehabilitation, we 
can read, as the Hon’ble the Finance Minister has pointed out, the tale of 
famine, misery and suffering in Bengal in the estimates of expenditure. 
We can see also in these estimates possibilities of reconstruction and the 
possibilities of building a better Bengal through increased activity in the 
nation-building departments. Take first the Department of Agriculture. 
Expenditure on that long-neglected department has risen from Rs. 68 lakhs 
in 1942-43 tr> nearly Rs. 2 crores in the revised estimates for the current 
year. This is a welcome development, and our keen and energetic Minister 
of Agriculture is to be congratulated on his work so far; but I would like 
to stress that we need a more permanent expansion of our Agricultural 
Service than is evidently visualised. I feel some doubts as to whether this 
is to be attempted by creating a sort of parallel organisation under an 
Agricultural Development Commissioner, and I would like to be assured 
that this is only a temporary organisation which will in due course be 
absorbed into the permanent Agricultural Service. An efficient Agricultural 
Service cannot be created without considerable facilities for training, and 
training facilities as we all know in this Province are still woefully 
inadequate. The number of trained agricultural officers which can be 
turned out by the Dacca Agricultural Institute is pitifully small, and I 
hope the Hon’ble Minister will be able to tell us what steps he has in hand 
for expanding training facilities for more comprehensive schemes. 

Then, taking the Medical and Public Health Services, recent epidemics 
and their aftermath following upon the famine have clearly shown the 
incapacity of (»ur existing Public Health and Medical Services to cope with 
anything in the nature of an emergency or even with actual needs in normal 
times. It has shown us that the present system of Medical and Public 
Health Services functioning under the orders of numerous district hoards 
and municipalities with varying standards of efficiency, or no standards at 
all, is woefully (Hit of date and hampering the growth of a i)roper medical 
and health organisation. tDr. N alinaksua Sanyal : Supersede district 
boards!) (Jiuughter. ) The situation was only saved by Military help, 
and, as the Hondde the Finance Minister has rightly pointed out many 
people learnt for the first time what real medi<al attention meant when 
they went to Military lio.spitals. We cannot rely on Military help always, 
and we must kni^w what Government intend to do to put the Medical and 
Public Services on an efficient basis. The outbreak of disease has provided 
us with an opportunity for drastic reorganisation and, in our view, Sir, the 
first step shoxild he to provincialise the Public Health and Medical Services, 
and I hope that Government will not allow political considerations to interfere 
with the obvious advantages of tbia step. (Dr. Nai.inaksha Saxtaj. : 
Appoint exj>ert8!) Sir, my honourable friend here thinks that I am 
suggesting appointment of imported experts; I am not. Sometime ago, I 
passed on to the Hoirble Sbababuddin the outline of a scheme for the 
development of medical service in this countr>’ by using students not only 
to increase their own field of knowledge to qualify them better for the degrree 
wbieh they aspired to but also to bring more medical help to the villages. 
That did not mean imiwrtatioii of any expert from abroad but only the 
loller utilisation of the qualities and knowledge of young people erho are 
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ilready in this country, (Dr. Naiinaksha Sanyal: The position remains 
ihe same for the last seren years.) That has got to be rectified. 

Sir, there are many other nation-building activities I should like to deal 
ivith, but in view of the time at my disposal these will have to be taken 
ap under the appropriate demands for grants. And lastly, Sir, I shoxild 
like to say a few words about inflation and the necessity of this Government 
taking more active steps to bring down existing high prices. We believe 
that the best contribution which the Provincial (lovernment can make to 
the problem of counteracting intlation is by reducing the price level of 
essential commodities. It is we know (iovernment’s declared policy to do 
this, but they have not provided themselves with (be m*cessary enforcement 
machinery to make their policy effective. Price control is still generally 
ignored throughout the Province with impunity, and we see no provision 
in the estimates for a proper price control enforcement organisation. Price 
control is now a fundamental factor of the all-India food policy, but without 
enforcement it becomes meaningless. There should be. in our opinion, a 
separate enforcement branch of the Ih'partment <if ('ivil Supplies with an 
adequate staff. Tlu‘ position is similar with reganl to the anti-hoarding 
and prevention of profiteering ordinance, and, although the issue of thia 
ordinance has undoubtedly had some good effect, there is no enforcement 
organisation to hack it up, and I hope the Minister for Givil Supplies will 
be able to tell us that he is taking active Rtei)s to create such an organisation. 

Linked witli jirice control is the necessity for an increased supply of 
consumers’ goods and particularly those requireil by the cultivator, This 
has been admitted othcialiy by both the (government of India and the 
Government of Bengal, but, although many promises have been made of 
increased supplies, these have so far failed to materialise, ('otidiiions of 
acute shortage and e.xorbitaiit prices therefore continue to prevail every- 
where in the Province, and 1 hope the Minister will tell us what he in doing 
to improve the situation. 1 would .stress. h<»wever, that in any campaign 
to oonnteract inflation, the increased suppl\ of c(uisumers’ gocals is a very 
essential element indeed. 

My third point with regard to inflation is the obvirms necessity for the 
*tnore vigorous recovery of agricultural loans. This, I know, is a v^ty 
unpopular thing to do but must be faced. During the current year Govern- 
ment have advanced Rs. 2 crores lo lakhs to cultivators, and I see they 
expect to recover only Rs. 1 crore in spite of Uovernmnet’s assurance that 
there would be an intensive drive to recover these Irians. The total loans 
and advances to cultivators and others estimated as outstanding on 1st 
April, 1944, amount to Rs. 4 crores % lakhs, whicli is a very large sum, 
and I note that this has not been taken into account in the statement <»f 
debts and assets annexed to the Hcm’ble the Finance Minister’s statement. 
What are the Government's intentions with regard to the recovery^ of these 
loans? I hope the Hon'ble Minister will give us a full and satisfactory 
answer. 

Sir, it must be admitted that no Ministry in Bengal has ever had to 
take office at a more critical time, nor to face more difficult problems and 
heavier responsibilities than the present Ministry. All the probletxis have 
not been solved, nor are we yet out of the wood— in fact frankly speaking 
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Tnost of the difiScult probleme are still with us, but I do feel that the 
ifinisters individually and collectively have not shirked their responsibilities. 
“They have tackled their very difficult problems with energy and determina- 
tion and have worked well together as a team. They need much co-opera- 
tion and assistance before the Province can be restored to happier circum- 
stances, but their actions have hitherto, in our opinion, entitled them to the 
full support and encouragement of this House', and I hope that that will be 
iorthcoming. 

Dfi 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE* Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, after 
one year of office the present Ministry has presented a budget which may be 
•described as the crowning achievement of bankruptcy. It is not my inten- 
tion to take the House through detailed facts and figures in relation to various 
departments of Government. I propose to confine my remarks mainly to 
the administration of the Province with regard to tlie food problem because 
ihat, I believe, is the burning problem not only before the House but before 
^he entire Province. My friend, the Leader of the European Group, has 
spoken just now in a patronizing way about the political squabbles in this 
Province. It is certainly right and proper that food should not be made 
the plaything of party politics, but I ask the European Party to remember 
who made food the plaything of politics this time in 194‘L (Hai Hareni)r\ 
Nath C'nAi;i)nt’in ; That is forgotten.) The European Party suj>porting 
the Ministry then in office found or had to find a pretext in the food situa- 
:tion as it then existed for witlolrawing its suport from the Ministry. It was 
greatly alarmed at the food situation as it stood in Febniarv-March, 1943. 
And in February, H144, the Lea«ler of theiEuropean Gnmp closed his speech 
by saying that although llengal had pas.sed thnuigh a terrible catastrophe 
involving the loss of two millions or 3 millions of Bengal’s sons and daughters 
— not one Britisher — but all sons and daughters of Hindus and Muslims of 
this unfortunate province — it had nothing to say against the Ministry and 
individually and collectively the Ministry had done all that it could have 
done. He gets up and says that his party cannot even discover as to 
whether this Ministry, or for the matter cd’ that, any Ministry could have 
prevented this catastrophe in 194J1. Party squabbles, certainly. But who 
introduced party squabbles in Bengal’s politics in Fehruary-March, 1943 
(Rai Hakkndra Nath CHAUDiirRi: The arch politicians. ) It was Clive 
Street which moved from that aide to this and those who were then occupy- 
ing the Opposition Benches were encouraged to give party politics a new 
role to play in the administration of the Province. There was another 
unfortunate gentleman presiding over the de.stinies of the Province who 
also played an ignoble part in those critical months through which the 
Province had passed. Thus the new Ministry came into office. It came 
into office as a result of intrigue, as a result of party squabbles, as a result 
of the support mainly coming from men of the Clive Street. That was how 
it started its career. (Cries of “Oh, oh” from the Coalition Benches.) 
These “Oh, Ohs!” remind me of the zoological gardens and not of the 
Chamber of the Bengal Legislature. Now what happened in j;he months 
After April, 1943!* I have got here a summary, which I do not wish to 
Tend, of the speeches made by Minister after Minister, individually and 
^oUeotively saying that everything was all right in Bengal, that there was 
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no scarcity, that there was no trouble and that there would not be any 
famine. In that meeting held in the maidan w'here, knowing the Finance 
Minister as I do, he could not have felt very comfortable in that oompany» 
but he had to say what he did, and he said, within 15 days prices of food* 
grains would come down in Bengal. You analyse the speeches. They are 
not the products of the brains of political conspirators. Those were the 
responsible statements made by responsible Ministers telling the Province 
that there was no trouble ahead and that everything would be all right. 
We on this side of the Opposition protested. The last Ministry, whatever 
might be said against it, declared from this very House one year ago that 
there was going to be a serious shortage of foodgrains in Bengal in 11143. 
If that attitude had been maintained by the new Minisiry and if, instead 
of allowing itself to be soaked in party politics, it had the courage to speak 
out the truth,, if it had appealed to the Ooveniment (»f India to do what 
was its obvious duty, there would not have been that colossal catastrophe 
which faced Bengal in 1943. You talk of responsibility! Mr. Ainery in 
the House of Commons talked about provincial autonomy being responsible 
for the failure of the food situation in Bengal. 1 know, Sir, that provincial 
autonomy was not responsible. I know' what w'ere (be faults of the post 
Ministry and I know what are the weaknesses of the present Ministry. 
But in spite of the weaknesses of the present Ministry, I shall state without 
any fear of contradiction that the ultimate responsibility was of the Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India who was the Food Member of' the Govern- 
ment of India in those days. After the resignation of Mr. Nalini Ranjan 
Sarker and before Sir Muhammad A*izul Huque t(H)k over charge as Food 
Member it was Lord Linlithgow, the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India, who appointed himself to be the Food Member of India and before 
the bar of world opinion will not that estimable gentleman who presided 
over the destinies of India as Viceroy and Governor-General of India be 
answerable for his sins of omission and commission P How' did be shape 
the Food policy of India in those stirring times which if properly planned 
and executed would never have landed Bengal in this disaster P You talk 
of Lord Wavell coming forw'urd and doing something for this province. 
You talk about the army coming forward to help the Province of Bengal. 
Was there not a Viceroy and Governor-General of India before Lord Wavell? 
What was the Ministry itself doing? What was the Viceroy doing? What 
was the Government of India doing? My <'harge against the Bengal 
Ministry is that not only it connived at the creation of a situation which 
led to such enormous loss of lives, but it itself miserably failed to do its 
duty and when it found that the Govern men t of India was not prepared to 
come to its rescue it had not the courage to throw the oitice at the face of 
the Government of India and take its place with the common people of the 
Province. For the sake of slicking to office it went on sacrificing every 
interest of the people concerned barring the interest of some party men and 
the interests of the Clive Street. Now, Sir, what Clive Street have <lone 
is fiiey have retained the Ministry in office and they are keeping them in 
office much to the disgrace of Clive Street and of Bengal. Now, Sir, this 
deficit has come : of course, there must be a deficit. When the province is 
faced with such a crisis, it cannot be expected .that the province ottjfe; of its 
own revenues will be able to meet a situation like this. At the same time 
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there are two fundamental points on which a practical unanimity has been 
expressed by many sides in this House to which I would like to refer. In 
the first place, whatever deficit there is must be met by the Government 
of India: there can be no compromise on this point. In fact, this is 
another char^^e which I would bring against the present Ministry that it 
allowed itself to be forced into this position that unless the poor people of 
Bengal are further taxed, help will not come from the Government of India. 
Why should that be so.^ The situation today is unparalleled in the history 
of British rule in India. It is not a disgrace on the Provincial Autonomy : 
it is a disgrace on British rule itself; it is a disgrace on human civilisation. 
If that be wj, why should not the Government of India be made to pay a 
few more croresJ' What does it matter even if it be 10, 15 or 20 crores 
of rupees, for it will come from that huge printing machinery at its disposal 
and from papers at its unlimited command? Why, can't you send some 
more notes to balance the budget of this poor Province of Bengal? On the 
other hand, you are going on increasing taxation. What does this taxation 
mean? It means that practically you are tapping all the available resources 
which may be at your command and which you may require after the war 
for the purpose of developing the Province on a proper and suitable founcki- 
tion. Where will you get your money from for that purpose if you go on 
increasing your taxation now in this way? On the other hand, by the 
united demand of this House, including the sui)port <»f the European grouj) 
even now you can compel the Government of India to come to your lielp. 
That is one part. 

Sir, the second part is that W'hen there is no control over expenditure, 
it becomes a matter of great anxiety for the public, because Ijere Govern- 
luent with almost unlimited funds at its disposal, not caring how funds 
will be supplied, goes on adding not lakhs as we used to see in previous 
years but adding crores for the so-called relief of the Province. If the 
Government of the day is a Government which does not enjo> the confidence 
of the majority of the people of the Province, if the Goverument is a Govern- 
ment w'hich is apt to utiii.se its resources for its own party purpose, for 
political purposes and not actuated by the best of motives, if it is a Govern- 
ment w’hich does not know how* to manage its own affairs, then if becomes 
a matter of great anxiety for the public; and that is exactly what has 
happened at the present moment. 

Now', Sir, I do not wish to discuss the detailed provisions barring to 
take you only through some departments in order to show how vast sums 
of money are being spent for establishment, for administration and that 
they do not go to the real solution of the problems that have to be solved 
if Bengal is to be saved. 

Now, take. Sir, one figure: 54 — Famine. Under this bead the revised 
estimate gives us d,50 lakh.s of rupees as gratuity, this 3,50 lakhs of rupees* 
W'ere paid as graUiities for the alleviation of suffering of the people — ^ond 
90 lakhs of rupees were spent on establishment. If 3,50 lakhs went for 
relief, nearly a crore w’ent on establishment^ — appwintments and jobs, for the 
purpose of keeping this machinery going. What about this year — I mean, 
the next year? — 1,00 lakhs is your estimate for gratuitous relief ! Gratuiti^us 
reliel has been brought down from 3,50 lakhs to 1,00 lakhs, but your 
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eetablishment is 1,11 lakhs of rupees. So far as the diairibuiiaii of jobs 
is concerned, naturally that must be kept intact, but go far as the starving 
millions are concerned, the quota must be reduced from their share. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Order, order. I think, Dr. Mookerjee, it 
would be better if you finish your speech after prayer. The Htmse stands 
adjourned for 15 minutes. 

(The Hou.se was uccordinjrly adjourned for 15 minutes.) 

( A fter adjournment. ) 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERdEE; Sir, 1 was referring to the 

figures in some of the departments to show how a major portion of the 
expenditure goes towards maintaining establishment charges, thus reducing 
the expenditure for actual relief. I gave figurt^s under the head “Famine” 
— the revised estimates showing an expenditure of 3,50 lakhs on gratuitous 
relief and about a crore on estublishineiit. For 1944-45, the estimate is 
1 crore on gratuitous relief and 1 crore and 11 lakhs on establishment. 

Now, take. Sir, (lie figure under the Department of Agriculture. For 
“Grow More Food” lampaign which has been aptly described by a leading 
citizen of Bengal as a “grow more officers” I'umpaign, ilio revised eHiiiuates 
show a total of 1,93 lakhs, and the House will W amazed to know that out 
of this, 1,37 lakhs of rupees have been speni on posters, propaganda 
literature, exliibitions ami meetings, etc. The budget foi the next year 
shows a provision for 1,30 lakhs of which 50 lakhs of rupees are earmarked 
for posters and propaganda, etc-. 

Then take the budget tor the Medical Department. Here is an emergency 
provision of 53 lakhs, hut if >ou take the ordinary hmlget of 03 lakhs you 
will find that only 11 lakhs ami 30 thonsaiid rupees are spent for medical 
and surgical goods, diet, treatment, etc., and the rest, nearly 50 lakhs of 
rupees, on establishment. 

There is one figure which doe.s require some explanation— a special 
provision of G lakhs for manure, expenditun* on establishiiiefit being 3 
thousand last year, but it is 70 thousami this year. Whether it is to Im 
spent on experts or manure itself or on MiiiiMters, that is not clear from 
the budget e.stimates. 

Now, if you turn to another item — a small item no doubt but it requires 
some explanation — you find a .special provision ot Hs, 0 lakhs for im»eting 
heavier leave progranime outside Imliu— for meeting expenses for allowing 
officers to go on leave to England. Is it a “Quit India” programme of the 
Bengal officials (Laughter) or what is it exactly? Wliy of all yearn in 
1944 when this Province is passing through a terrible crisis should the 
Bengal Government make a special provision of Hs. 5 lakhs for paying 
these tried officers coming from the British Isles to go on leave? This in 
a small amount but still that does retjuire .some explanation. If for u 
moment as a comparison you turn to “Education”, you will find here that 
practically there has been no increase — an increase of a few lakhn of rupees. 
I know^ my friends on the other side and on thin nidcf and many others are 
anxious for the Secondary Education Bill. (Maulvi Mvhammao Iskail: 
Certainly. ) What is the object of the Sc*condary Education Bill— in it the 
aaving of the schools or in it the ending of the eohoolsP The achooU are 
now passing through a terrible crisis. AU educational instiiuUoiti tfw and 
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the entire teching profession is threatened with extinction. Where is the 
programme of the Ministry as disclosed ill the Education budget barring 
that magnificent sum of Bs. 2,50,000 aa grant on secondary schools ? Where 
is the provision for a scheme for expansion — if not for expansion, at least 
for saving the schools from immediate extinction ? That represents the real 
outlook of the party now in power with regard to educational expansion in 
this Province. 

Now, Sir, there is just one other item and then I shall pass on to other 
matters. The budget shows Rs. 15 crores as advances for the purchase of 
foodgrains in the current year, have not here a copy of the speeches made 
by Mr. Suhrawardy who has made himself famous by disappearance from 
the Legislature during the last few days and Mr. Siddiqi who also has dis- 
appeared and Mr. Ispahani who also has disappeared, who protested against 
the allegation of advances made to Ispahanis. Not a single rupee has been 
given as advance to Ispahanis, said all these honourable gentlemen. To 
whom have these 15 crores been advanced for purchase of foodgrains? 

Now, Sir, there is a short note in the budget stating that the losses 
which are attributable to shortage, damage and unsaleable stocks have not 
yet been accounted for. Bengal has a right to know from the Finance 
Minister and the Civil Supplies Minister as to how many crores of rupees 
will be thrown out as wastage out of this 15 crores and what machinery 
has been set up by the Bengal Government in order to find out the exact 
amount due to shortage, damage and unsaleable stocks (Dr. Nalinaksua 
Sakyal: To find out the responsibility for the same.) and, as Dr. Sanyal 
puts it, who is responsible for the loss of this public money. We are all 
saying that we shall go up to the Govennnent of India and ask for financial 
assistance. Will the Government of India come to the rescue of the 
Province of Bengal if there is financial maladministration in addition to food 
maladministration. If for the purpose of putting money into the pocket 
of partisans and for the pur})OHe of making them sole agents or chief agents, 
you had devised a .scheme of affairs which did not entail any supervision 
at all, to whom will you be respon.sible for this loss of public funds? 

Now, Sir, there is one department here to which I might just make a 
reference. It appears that the expenditure in the Jail Department has 
increased considerably and if you calculate the figure, you find tliat the jail 
population has increased by nearly 40 per cent. — not political prisoners — 
but that just gives one an indication of the true economic condition of the 
Province. People, the common people, have resorted to crimes. You have 
to make room for them inside jails and they find it safer for their very 
existence to remain inside the jail rather than outside it. That speaks a 
volume of the present administration — an increase of 40 per cent, of the 
jail population in the Province. 

Now, Sir, as 1 started by saying, 1 would like to si>eak mainly on the 
food situation. The famine in 1943 has been a blot not only on the 
provincial administnition but on the British administration as well. Who 
has been responsible for this famine is a matter which 1 shall not discuss 
in detail today, but 1 do want that there should be a clear investigation into 
the oauaes of this Bengal famine. People have died — died in thousands, 
not in thousands but in lakhs and millions — and the tragic part of it is that 
the Proviftoe has gone on as merrily as before. Is it any exaggeration to 
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gay that if sucli a shocking nialadmiDistration had taken place in any other 
part of the civilised worlds that territory would have biased into an open 
rebellion? What would have happened in the country from whioh my 
friends to the left come if there had been not 10 lakhs or 15 lakhs or 20 lakha 
but even 100 men, women and children dying of starvation or lying naked 
and half-naked or having their food from the open dustbinH out of the 
mouths of dogs and animals? Could the British Government have gone on 
for a single moment in their own country? But hen' everything has gone 
on merrily. It is a shame not only on the administration but it is a shame 
on the imbecility of the people themselves that tl»ey have quietly succumbed. 
I say it from the bottom of my heart. I say it because I feel that yon 
have gone on in a manner without any regard whatsoever to the rattl wel- 
fare of the people and when you come here and talk in February, 1944, 
that you do not know how it happened or why it happimed, that you cannot 
apportion blame between this and that, what a poor consolation it is to the 
people who have gone for ever or to (he families which are still facing starva- 
tion and miseries. 

Sir, it is not merely starvation, it is not merely want of food, but what 
has been still worse is that Bengars people have lost their individual and 
national self-respect. Bengal does not want to depend on charities and 
doles coming from other Provinces. 

(At this stage the blue light was lit.) 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: I.et mi' Imvc Motni' liiim more. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I am .sorry Dr. Mookerjee, you have already 
taken much time. 1 can allow you five minutcH more. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AO MOOKERJEE: In that cas(> I do not wish to 
speak. You have allowed other members to speak for lialf an hour. Why 
should you not give rm‘ some more tiim*? If you say that I cannot get 
metre time, then with great respt*c,t to the Chair 1 shall sit down. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER; All right. Dr. Mooki'rji*!', yim (f" 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: .Sir, I shall pass on to the 
present situation. What is the present Mtuation now^? And here 1 ask 
the members of the Legislature irrespective of jiarty affiliation to apply 
their minds to the .situation a.s it stands in Bengal today. Believe me, Sir, 
I am not speaking here as a partisan, I am not speaking as om* l>elonging 
to Opposition who wants merely to attack Government because it is a 
Government which is c(>ntrolle<l by persons who are our political opponents. 
Do you feel satisfied with the pre.sent state of affairs in your own mind? 
That is the straight question which I would like to ask the members of this 
House. Everyone of us w’ill say that we want that Bengal may not have to 
face another famine, but believe me, Sir, that the way in which things are 
going on, indicates that a crisis will come and that wull be a crisis which 
can be averted today if there is a real w'ill on the part of the Government 
and^the people to save the Province. That is the tragic part of it. This 
time last year or a little later perhaps the situation went out of of)nlrol, 
but now the situation has not yet gone out of control and you can save it, 
but the governmental machinery is moving on in a manner which will not 
enable Bengal to be saved and what is it that you are doing now? There 
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is a complete black-out ao far as publication of news and yiews with regard 
to the food policy of Government is concerned (Cries of **hear, bear” from 
the Opposition benches). The Food Minister is not here, the Chief Minister 
is not here. We are discussing problems vitally affecting the welfare of 
millions of people and this is the consideration which is shown by two of 
the most important Ministers who are responsible for the food policy of 
this Province. The Finance Minister is merely carrying somebody else^s 
baby. It will be no use for him to get up and justify or explain the food 
policy of the Government of Bengal. There is a complete black-out today, 
I say, of the publication of news and views so far as the food policy is 
concerned. Orders have been issued by the Government of Bengal that 
nothing will be allowed to be published (Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri : 
Shame, shame) which may go to suggest that there is ineffitdency or muddle 
on the part of Government. There is no guarantee lhat the Government 
will not be guilty of muddle or inefficiency. There is a party Government 
which has been placed in office and which is carrying on its activities in a 
manner which we conscientiously feel is against the welfare of the Province 
as a whole. There is no possibility of our giving expression to our views 
outside the Chamber of the Ijegislature. The newspapers cannot publish 
anything. Whatever is sought to be sent out is gagged. Everything is 
to bo censored and a general direction has been issued to the press in Bengal 
that you must not say anything w'hich suggests that the Government of 
Bengal has been guilty of muddle or inethcieiu y with regard to the food 
policy. T ask. Sir, is that co-operation V (Mr. Kir an S.ank.ah Roy: Is 
that anti-Fascism P) I ask what is the difference between this state of 
rule and that state of rule which you say you are out to destrov as a result 
of this war, this devastating war, from one part of the globe to the other. 
What is Hitler guilty ofP What is Tojo guilty ofP You issue your 
publications, you issue your leaflets and pamphlets that they want to 
suppress everything by force. What is it that you are doing P You "are 
doing exactly the same thing. If they want to «lo something which quickens 
the death of human beings, you are here only by a slow process of misery 
and starvation strangulating the entire nation. 

Now, Sir, what is the po.sition exactly with regard to food P There is, 
in the first place, the question of rehabilitation. What is there in this 
huge budget to disclose Government’s policy and programme for rehabilita- 
tion P (Rai Hahkndra Nath Chaudiiuri : Rs, d,000 for a committee.) 
There is the hig task of rehabilitation affecting three classes of people in 
every part of the Province. Wherever we receive information from, it goes 
to suggest that there are a large number of people who liuve lost everything 
including thir capacity to earn their livelihixid. They have somehow to 
live and live on (dher people’s charity. Private eharitie'* have dried up and 
they are now currying on tlieir existence which merely postpones the date 
of their final disappearance from this earth. There is a second class of 
people w’ho have the capacity to earn but who have lost everything that 
they had and that means a big sclieine for economic rehabilitation of these 
people. We do not want them to depeiid on doles. Work has to be 
provided for them and in exchange of work they will be paid either in cash 
or in kind or in both. There is another class of people who earn some- 
thing, but that earning is hardly sufficient to meet their daily requirements. 
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and somehow cheap supply of grains, clothes, medicine and other essentials 
have to be provided for this class of people. Where is your scheme for 
saving the people of Bengal? No doubt a curse has come, — a curse which 
took away millions of people from the Province, but you can convert this 
curse to God’s blessing and save this Province and make her stronger and 
more beautiful, a place worth living in. This is one part of the problem. 

* What is the other part of the problem? That is to ensure that food- 
grains will be supplied to all classes of people at a reasonably low rate. 
For that what have you done? This blessed scheme of procurement of 
yours which cannot be criticised today, because you have gagged public 
opinion, this scheme of procurement was accepted by you behind closed 
doors without any consultation with the leaders of public opinion and now 
you expect that every person of this Province must say that yours is a 
scheme which is the only scheme imaginable and which must be supported. 
Whatever your scheme of procurement may be, the fact remains that today 
prices of rice are rising in many parts of the Province. What is the minimum 
price you want should be fixed for rice? Have you made any decision in 
regard to that? How long will yon take to come to that decision? Sir, 
I have got returns, which I am not going to read out except a summary 
of them. I have got returns from Barisal, from Burdwan, from Dacca, 
from Faridpur, from Jossore, from Kliulna, from Mabla, ft'om Midnapore, 
from Mymensingh, Nadia, Pahna, Hangpur, Tippera, 24-Parganas and last 
but not the least from the poor district of (-hittngong, and you will find 
from the tabular replies which w’e have got from different ]da<'.eH that there 
is a steady rise in prices of rice in all these phures, that black-markct is 
prevailing before the very nose oi the Dnstnct Officers. You say you will 
not allow these things to be published in ntuv.spapers. Well, by mere 
banning of these iieus and view.s whii'h certainly suggest that evil days are 
coming, will you save the I*rovin(*e of Bi*ngal? Will that save the gallant 
13 Ministers .suppoit(‘d by 17 Parliamentary Seerelaries? Will that save 
even thi.s gallant band of their |sirt\-men? 

Now, Sir, what ih happening? What i.s happening in a nutshell is this: 
Your transport facilities, having broken down, are not litd]>ing you as much 
as they should mainly on account of the war. The war conditions are 
there. Tran.sport faeilitie.s have broken d<»wn. You have also choked the 
normal trade channels. You have done it because you say that the trade 
does not play its part. Very well, if you have done so, where is the alter- 
native inurhinery set up for serving ever\ nook and corner of this blessed 
province with foodgrains? A refereiHc was made to tlie utilisation (»f the 
trade channels in the Gregory ('ominittee Keport. You read it and that is 
the point which they have made (dear in an abundant measure that if you 
want to do away with the n»)riiiai trad** channels, you must simultaneously 
set up an alternative machinery, widespread, etficient, so os to cover every 
part of the province. That is not possible. It is no use sending 2(),0tMl 
maundg of rice to Dacca and making it known through the radio. Every 
village in the district of Dacca w'ant.s rice and that rice the vil!ag<*rs are not 
getting today. That is exactly what is happening. t)n the other hand, 
you have choked the trade channels. It is no use my going into details, 
because most members come from the rural areas. May be that Dacca is 
a deficit district, may be that Faridpur is a deficit district, but from time 
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immemorial some parts of Dacca were linked up with some parts of Faridpur. 
You will not allow any rice to be brought in through the local trade as they 
used to do from before. You have stopped this. Very well, if that is yotir 
declared policy, do so. But what is your alternative machinery for send- 
ing foodgrains to those villages, and to those areas? Sir, I am often 
accused of merely offering destructive criticism but six months ago I made 
the suggestion: Bengal is to be saved, divide Bengal as was done in 

1872 into as many small groups as possible. You have got 6,000 union 
boards. Make these 5,000 Union Board areas special centres to remain 
under the control of Government and create a store for every such group 
of villages.” People have lost their confidence in the Government. Did 
not Government say last year “Ilice and everything else will come in time”? 
They never came and lakhs of people died and a similar repetition is going 
to be made in 1944. There is the same complacency. Mr. Hutchings 
comes by air from Delhi, moves about in the air, and then goes back to 
Delhi and says, ‘‘Everything is O.K. Do not have any false sense of 
defeatism.” I would like to sound a note of warning on the floor of this 
House that unless you can compel Government to change its policy and 
programme, there is absolutely no hope for the Province; the people of 
Bengal will not be satisfied with mere statements or even with the operation 
of the Defence of India Rules. They want to see before their very eyes 
a visible demonstration, a manifestation, of foodgrains and other essential 
supplies which will be distributed to them at as cheap a rate as possible. 
That is the only solution. The machinery has completely broken dowm. 
It will be for the Hon’ble Minister to get up here and giv(‘ us details as to 
what the Government policy and programme are. Lastly, Sir, the Calcutta 
Rationing Scheme, my friend has .said, has been more .successful than what 
was expected — mark his words, very cunningly put with all re^iiect to the 
Hon'ble Leader (»f the European (jroup — better than what was expected. 
Perhaps, he expected a comjilete catastrophe and now’ it is a little better 
than that and therefore it is better than what was expected. What 
Mr. Hendry’s expectation was is concealed in his b(»som and 1 do not know 
what that blessed thing w’as. In any ca.se, what is Imppening in Calcutta 
is not certainly a credit to this Governmetnt (Rai IJarendka Nath 
Chaudhuhi: To any Government) or to any Government. 

There again you have deliberately ignored the recommendations of the 
Foodgrains Committee. About 78 per cent, of the total consumers’ cards 
have been allotted to Government sfhops and only about 22 per cent, of the 
consumers’ cards have gone to private shops. The directive give by the 
Government of India for 55 per cent, private shops and 45 per cent. Govern- 
ment shops has thus been openly violated. Why this anxiety to have 
Government shops? Obviously politics, or in the language of Mr. Hendiy, 
Leader of the European Party — Party squabbles! Why is thi.s anxiety to 
have Government shops at all? Why should Government not accept the 
recommendations of the Foodgrains Committee. Was it not because it 
meant patronage, it meant favouritism and partisanship. 

Now what about the quality of the rice. As regards the quality of the 
rice which has been supplied, I have had it examined by medical experts, 
one of whom happens to he connected with the All-India Institute of Hygiene 
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and Public Health and he is not moved by considerations of party politics. 
Here are extracts from the reports: The samples are in such a state of 
decomposition that chemical analysis would be of no value because the 
stocks in question are obviously inedible. There are chaufifes of ^reen» 
suggestive of copper contamination. Samples are not suitable for human 
consumption. A number of insect-eggs were present.” They may be 
specially presented to the Hou’ble Minister for Civil Supplies. Regarding 
samples from another stock which was sent to the Indian Institute of medical 
research, the report says that they would not only suffer nutrition but are 
likely to cause diseases and even cause poisoning. I do not say that every 
grain which is being distributed is of this quality, but I ask why on earth 
should this sort of stuff be distributed from the ration shops in Calcutta 
at all? Who was responsible for bringing foodgrains from outside. 
Mr. Suhrawardy says ”The Government of India”. Sir Jwala Prasad 
Srivastava says “I do not understand what Mr. Suhrawardy says”. There 
is one expression which Mr. Suhrawardy always indulges in and it is 
“nonsense”. Obviously his reply is related to that particular category by 
Sir Jwala Prasad Srivastava. Now the Leader of the European Party has 
said arrangements have now been made for an examination of the stuff, 
but that is not the point. The question whieb we have repeatedly asked 
and which the Press has asked, but which the Press has been gagged not 
to ask, is why has there been no checking till now and where are the food- 
grains kept. What steps have heeu taken hv Government U) ensure that 
they do not get mixed up with the huge storks which were brought by 
Mr. Lspaliani and others most of which is inedible; what guarantee has 
been taken so that the new .stock which is coming in does not get mixed 
up with the stocks which were in possession of provincial stockists of the 
Government of Bengal? There w'as that huge slock lying in the Botanical 
Gardens, I myself visited that place. Many other people, responsiblt^ 
persons, have also visited that phu'e. Lakhs of iiiaunds of foodgrains are 
lying on the ground and .some portion was covered by a canvas, and some 
not. In some places, the .simdl was so horrible that one could not pass in 
front of those stocks. I was told that they would not be sent to Calcutta 
but that they would be sent to Jalpaiguri for the Tea Iv^tates, If it was 
sent to Calcutta, there might be people corning inside the Legislature and 
shouting. So far as Jalpaiguri Tea Estates are concerned, it w^iuld be far 
away from Calcutta and whether another few^ lakhs of people lived or died, 
what does it matter to the Bengal Ministry. Now, Sir, these stfKjks have 
been lying there. About 4 week-s ago a letter wuis sent to the I’ress by a 
responsible gentleman in Calcutta whose name I dc» not want to disclose. 

I have got a copy of the letter with me here. It was sruit to a new'spaper. 
It was just a bare statement of fact drawing the attention of Government 
to the disgraceful slate of affairs and he wa.M informed that under orders 
given from Writers’ Buildings this letter couhl not be published. That 
is how public opinion is respected. That is how people are preverite<l from 
expressing their opinion on matters which vimlly concern their health and 
welfare. 


Now, Sir, the conditions imposed on the private retailers also need a 
reference. Rs. 6,000 is demanded as deposit in the bank for each private 
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«iiop. They are given Bn. 4,000 worth of foodgrains. They are not allow- 
ed to weigh and they are not allowed to examine the qualities of the food- 
grains. There is no compensation if there is any loss. There is no petrol 
coupon given, no facility given for transport, so that they might quickly 
take the goods to their own shops. And when consumers come and refuse 
to take delivery of bad stocks, obviously the loss is of the private shops. 

So far as the stocks purchased by the Provincial Government are con- 
cerned, we have referred to the huge stocks lying in the railway stations 
near Jessore. Now only two days ago, the Hon^ble Minister or somebody 
in Delhi said that they had all been disposed of. How they have been 
disposed of was not disclosed bvit you read today’s Amrita Bazar Patrika 
where a statement is given as to how the paddy was first of all sold to local 
traders who were prepared to take it but suddenly it wa.s given to some 
contractors. Permission w'as refused to local traders to take advantage of 
the stock. People are suffering from starv'ation in the neighbouring areas 
and the stocks of foodgrains were allowed to be removed to another place 
through a favourite contractor of the Government. How' these things are 
going on and what are happening behind the scene we cannot say. 

To conclude, Sir, w'hut is the remedy if the situation persists in the 
present j^ear alsnP 1 say that there is not the least doubt that if t]»e present 
maladministration continues for some more months, there will be another 
terrible catastrophe in Bengal. Last year people had some reserve, both 
physical and also reserve of stocks. The.se reserves have vanished. People 
are just now living from hand to mouth, they are keeping themselves unfed 
and half-starved; they may not now be dying in hundreds, but I ask will 
you wait in 1944 for that fateful day when people of Bengal will die again 
of starvation P Will you sit idle here and allow this moc kery to continue? 
Keeping in view the consideration of the welfare of the millions of Bengal’s 
population I do say that at this time it is impossible for this Province 
to be ruled by any group or party, leaving all other |Kjlitical parties aside. 
If you want to save Bengal, if that he your motto, it is essential that there 
must be a real political truce in the Province, not the sort of political truce 
that we witness now. (Mr. FAZt.rR Kahm.an: We are prepared to accept 
it.) You read Azad of a few days ago in which there appeared an appeal 
by the Hon’ble Miiiister.s to the electors of Noakhali in connection with 
the election to the District Board. There the Muslim League slogan of 
Pakistan has been accepted as the goal, and Sir Nuzimuddin i.s writing and 
signing and appealing us Lhief Minister to the people of Noakhali to stand 
by the Muslim League und vote for Pakisthan. You talk of politics and 
squabbles! A shamele.ss thing is going on openly. When there is honest 
opposition to the Government you cry that the accusers are guilty of 
partisanship. But the fact remains, this Government is a party Government 
and it is being run as su<*U. I am prepared to admit that there are members 
in the Ministry representing the Muslim point of view with large following 
though there are large sections of Muslims with the Opposition also. The 
Muslim community is divided, but so far as the Hindu community is con- 
cerned, let me say this without any fear of contradiction that the present 
Government does not enjoy the confidence of a single self-respecting Hindu 
of this Province. I would ask any of those Hindu gentlemen sitting over 
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there to resign their seats and seek re-eleotion from any oonstitue&oy in 
Bengal. (Loud noise from the Coalition Benches.) You ask your Finance 
Minister to resign and seek re-election, and then you will see whether you 
have got a single Hindu to support you. 

Lastly, I would ask the members of the European Group (Dr. Abbux. 
Motaxeb Malik : Europeans 1 because it 

is the most important party in this House which brought the present 
Ministry into office — I would ask the members of the European group to put 
their hands on their hearts and ask themselves how far they are justified at 
this crisis in keeping in power a Government wliich is corrupt, iueflioient 
and dishonest, and which has failed to serve the best interests of the Province 
at a critical period, denounce<l by the entire section of the Hindus and a 
large section of the Mussalmans. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, in my present 
state of health I would not have taken up the time of the House by making 
any speech after what has been said regarding the Budget by previous 
speakers, especially by Dr. Syamaprosad Mookerjee. But, for the certificate 
given to the Hon’ble Minister for his budget hy iny esteemed friend 
Mr. David Hendry who does not know facts nr knowing facts willingly 
conceals them, 1 cannot hut speak to the House my mind regarding the 
very background against whicli the present Ministry have been carrying on 
their activities today. Sir, my physical strength is almost exhausted, but 
I wish to si)eak a few sentences. 1 have never done it in my life to write 
out my speech, hut today 1 have had to do that, and if you jwrmit my friend 
Mr. Badruddoja to read for me, I shall be grateful. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I am sorry, that has ii(*vc*r l)cH»n the practice 
here. 

Mr. 8YED BADRUDDOJA: Sir, can he not. read sitting P 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Yes, that he can do. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: 1 hope. Sir, there will not he any interrup- 
tion. But if my 8j>eec h is otfen.sive, my friends have got the right to give 
a reply at proper place and time, but to interrupt a person who is sick is 
most unwelcome and it may afffect my health. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: There will he no interruption while you 
speak and also wdiile the Hon ’hie Finance Minister will speak. 

Mr. A. K, PAZLUL HUQ: If there are interruptions, that will create 
my mental excitement against wJiicdi my doctors have advised me, and 
therefore 1 would reque.st my friends not to interrupt me. 

Now, Sir, during my long, varied and uninterrupted experienc-e of annual 
Budgets, both Provincial and Central, extending for over 30 years in the 
Bengal Legislature and 2 >ears in the Central liegislature I canno^t recall 
any instance in whicdi any exhibition c»f financial bankruptcy of a Govern- 
ment had produced so profr»und an impression on the public mind as the 
Bengal Budget presented to this Hous^* by Bengal’s Finance Minister a few 
days ago. My <'Oiinecticm with the Bengal r>egislative Council, tho 
predecessor of the present Bengal Legislatures, began in 1912 with the 
introduction of the Minto-Morley Reforms, and since then I have been 
connected with the Bengal I.s*gislature without a break, except for 2 years 
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wten I was a member of the Central Legislative Assembly. I bare seen 
instances of very huge deficits at the Centre, but even those appalling 
deficits were not disproportionate to the resources of the Central Government. 
But the case of the present Bengal bankruptcy is unprecedented in history. 
It is worse than even mere bankruptcy. The ordinary' bankrupt at least 
entertains a lingering hope that possibly, at some distant date, he may be 
able to bo on his feet again. But the bankruptcy of the Bengal Govern- 
ment is so appalling and staggering that there is no room for hope. The 
more we contemplate it, the more we are driven to the darkness of blank 
despair. I The Finance Minister has hinted that the deficit by April 15th 
may be in the proximity of 20 crores of rupees, but I feel convinced that the 
real deficit will he somewhere in the neighbourhood of 50 crores. The 
situation is so terribly alarming that there would have been a revolution in 
the country had it not been for the fact that Bengal is absolutely dead, 
politically, economically and even morally. I have come to this House 
today, practically against medical advice, because I feel that I should not 
allow the present situation to go unnoticed, without the actual facts being 
placed before an unsuspecting people who are being "burned to their doom 
by an irresponsible Ministry. There are people who think that the ghastly 
deficit, which the Budget has disclosed, has been due to unforeseen 
calamities, and causes over which the Ministry have had no control. I will 
presently show that these deficits are the inevitable results of the reckless 
extravagance on the part of Ministers in dealing with public funds, of a 
heedless pursuit of policies of self-aggrandisement and an irrepressible 
desire on the part of men dealing with public funds to become rich in the 
shortest possible time. Only the other day, the Hon’ble Kliwaja Shahab- 
uddin was boasting of the achievements of the present Ministry. I confess 
that the House was not surprised to hear of such boastings of achievements. 
A Ministry which has bc'en especially commissioned by the Aliniglity Allah to 
liberate the Muslims from Hindu and British yoke and to establish Pakistan 
Empire on the earth, must have many achievements to their credit. For 
instance, they have fixed the maximum price of jute so as to e»i^ure fat 
dividends to jute mills; they have doubled the rate of Sales Tax at a time 
when the people have been actually dying of starvation ; they are going to 
put the halter of half u dosseu unforeseen taxes round the necks of the 
hapless i>eoplo of Bengal. But tliere are two achievements of the present 
Ministry which will remain chiselled in history. The first is the devastating 
famine, unparallelled in the annals of any country in recent times, which 
began after their assumption of office and still shows no signs of abatement; 
the second is the creation of a yawning deficit in the public finances which 
has produced u Budget, whose figures in cold print, creep through the 
marrow of our bones till we stand aghast at the national calamity with 
which we are faced. It will take at least fifty generations to make up the 
gap in 'the population caused by the famine; but it will take at least a 
hundred generations to put Bengal finances again in order. The famine has 
coma to be known as having been a man-made one ; the present Budget with 
its appalling deficit can likewise be easily traced to human origin. And that 
origin is the present Ministry. How is it, we naturally ask, that the 
Ministers have been able to put so many achievements to their credit in so 
short a time? To me the answer is clear. In the first place, I hold the 
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tliat for all practical purposea, tiiere has been anarchy preiraiiing in 
Bengal instead of settled Government, since the present Ministers came into 
offices. Secondly, the semblance of a Government that now prevails in 
Bengal is the very reverse of democracy, because it is really autocracy in 
which the persons in authority exercise an amount of irresponsible power 
which even the Czar in his wildest dreams might have envied. Provincial 
autonomy under the Act of 19 t 35 stands completely strangled and conditions 
are now mucii worse than they were when the bureaucrats of old used to 
exercise autocratic power. Ministers have taken advantage of the 
prevailing anarchy to squander public money recklessly, without the slightest 
regard to the rules of common decency, and therebj’ created deficits for 
which taxations during these abnormal times is said to have become a 
necessity. In the I^t^gislativc Assembly, votes are seldom cast on the 
merits of a question raised, but in many cases the votes are only a 
quid pro quo for considerations in connection with whidh the Bengal 
Legislature has earned an unenviable notoriety throughout India. The 
Ministers have managed to take advantage of the situation and have achieved 
for them.selves an invulnerable position by winning over supporters by 
questionable methwls and by various other means not sanctioned by honesty 
or uprightness. They are now in the position of irremoveable executives, 
exercising unlimited autocratic powers which has in ;nany respects converted 
public administration in Bengal into a public scandal. 

Mr. 8YED BADRUDDUJA: As his strength is failing may I read out 
the remainder of his speech ? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I find there is no rule to adopt such a 
procedure and I also do not find any rule barring it. I do not like to create 
any convention here in the absence of Mr. Speaker, but considering the 
condition of the health of the Hon’ble Leader of the Opposition any 
member of this House may read his 8j>eech and I liope the House will allow 
this concession. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, 1 have every sympathy for the state of 
health of the Leader of the Opposition but our difficulty is that a convention 
like this would introduce a dangerous practice because it is a question which 
does not affect only the Leader of the Opposition but it affects the whole 
House. This is not the only occasion when a member or even the Leader 
of the Opposition has fallen ill. There have been perhaps in the past 
occasions like this but on no occasion this practice was allowed. 

Point of Order. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL:On a point of order. I find that in the 
rules there is a provision for Parliamentary Secretaries functioning as 
Ministers and I have often found printed speeches of Ministers being read 
out by respective Parliamentary Secretaries with or without any authority, 
written or otherwise, handed over to the Speaker. Sir, in the patricular 
caoe here without meaning any disrejq^ect to the feelings of Government 
party members I submit to you that in case ray friend Mr. Badruddoja gets 
up and says “As directed by my leader I am reading out a statement as 
follows “ and with that prelude he reads out, where is the rule to preveni 
him from doing itf 
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Mr* DEPUTY SPEAKER: There ie no rule barring it but there is one 
particular case, as I said already, in which while in the Chair I relaxed the 
rule and allowed the speech which was not^read in the House to be a part 
of the proceedings of the Assembly. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: I am surprised to see that a question like 
this has been raised by Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal. He himself objected to a 
Parliamentarj^ Secretary replying to a question or reading a printed answer 
and that was done under the rules, and w^hen the rules were pointed out to 
Dr. Sanyal he was compelled to accept it. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Mr. Deputy Speaker, 1 will go on. The 
members have a right to speak in the House but there is nothing in the rule 
to say that a member is bound to make himself heard. I will read. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER. It is certain that there is no rule for 
members to be heard but our Keporters must hear it ; otherwise it cannot be 
a part of the proceedings. 

Mr, SANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Mr. Fazlur 
Hahman, the great interpretor of rules in this House, has raised a point. 
Now you have pointed out that there is no rule either way. If there is no 
rule either way there is the reserve authority in the Chair to deal with a 
situation of that character. You have stated already that you are making 
an exception in the present case in favour of the T.K»ader of the Opposition, 
who is ill and is ])€r8onally present, and who has read a part of his speech 
and is asking somebody else on Lis behalf to present before the House the 
rest of his speech. It is a peculiar situation which has not been provided 
lor by the rules. It is exactly for such a situation that rt^serve authority 
in the Chair has been vested in him. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: Mr. David Hendry, I want to hear your 
opinion on this matter. 

Mr. DAVID HENDRY: This, us Mr. Santosh Kumar Basu has said, 
is a very peculiar situation, but I recall a short time ago hearing Mr. FaHul 
Huq himself say that the only speaker from his party was Mr Badruddoja 
and on that score an extension of time was requested on behalf of 
Mr. Badruddoja. Evidently Mr. Fazlul Huq had big speech prepared and 
written out beforehand. If he attached particular importance to his speech 
being made, then 1 consider that it should have been made then and not 
kept until this late hour when the sitting had already exceeded its normal 
time. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: He is speaking as the Leader of the 
Opposition and not as a member of his party. 

i Mr. DAVID HENDRY: In this particular case I do not think that 
permisaion ought to be given for bis speech to be read either by him or by 
any one else. 

Mr. 8MANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, before . 
you invite further opinion on this question may 1 make a submission to youP 
I do not stand on technicality. I am not very much conversant with rules, 
but there are certain things which are higher than rules and, I believe that 
here you will use your own judgment, you are not an automaton, you are 
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not a machine. If you cannot find any precedent^ you can certainly create 
conventions on occasions like this. Apart from that, Mr. Paalul Huq is 
not only the Leader of the Opposition, he is also one of the senior parlia- 
mentarians of the province of Bengal, and havinf? re^yard to the fact that 
admittedly in tliis particular case he has taken pains to come with certain 
information and wants to offer certain comments, 1 submit, Sir, that you 
should not stand in net^d of any advice from any quarter. It is for you to 
consider whether you will allow him or n(»t. I appeal to you, do not look 
for advice from this side or that side. You decide yourself and allow some- 
body else to read out his speech. 

Mr, DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. (joswami, what is your opinion? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TULSI CHANDRA G08WAMI: Mr. D<*puty Speaker, 
it is a very delicate and embarras.sin^ situation in which you are placing me; 
because 1 have cver.v sympathy and besides great r<*spect — for the Invader 
of the Opposition iii view of the fact that he is not well. (Uproar.) 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER. Order, order. I have n'queHled the Hon^ble 
Finance Minister to give bis personal opinion. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TULSI CHANDRA GOSWAMI: Sir, we should have 
very much liked to hear Mr. Fazlul llmj, but I am not quite certain that 
it would Ihj technicalh right to take his sja^ech as read and 1 think it is still 
more doubtful if aii\ other member can read bis speech. It is contrary to 
all rules. (Tproar. ) I think this is a matter whic h you should decide 
yourself. The* trouble is that it is not a speech which is prinUnl and W'hich 
is before thi* honourable meml)t*r.s. I am rcall.\ at a loss to advise you for 
the simple reason that it is ver> difiicult for me to avoid b(*ing misunderstood. 
At the same time, 1 do not think that it wnuld he correct tc» adopt a proce- 
dure which would create a convention of a doubtful churac-U^r. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir. if the Leader of tlie Opposition today is 
allowed to have his speech read out h\ another meuihcr of this Assembly, 
that will lead to the demand b> other momber.s also in similar circumstances 
that their siK»eches .should be permitted to be read by other members of this 
House. Just imagine what a situation it will create in this House if the 
speech of the J^eader of the Opj)osilinn is permitted to he read by another 
member. Sir, up till now those members who are ill <lo not deliver their 
speeches, becau.se they know that they will not be allowed to have their 
speeches read by other members. But onc‘e you allow this to be done, no 
matter in who.se case it may be, either in the case of the Leader of the 
Opposition or somebody every sick member of every party will come 

forward in future to claim this right and say that if you could make an 
exemption in the case of the Leader of the Opposition in a particular 
circumstance, whv should it not be done in the case of other memberH? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: 1 will again your assistance as to 
whether 1 can exercise my individual judgment under rule 116 of the 
Assembly Procedure Rules which runs thus: 

‘*116(1) The Speaker may, by orders not inconsistent with these rules, 

' provide for matters for which no provision is made, and may giw 
such directions as may be necessary for giving effect to theiM^ ruUwi 
and such orders* \ 

1 seek your assistance once more. I hope Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhttri 
will tell me whether I can give ])ermission under these rules. 
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Rai KAREN DR A NATH CHAUOHURfS Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 1 
was one of the members of the committee which framed these rules and 1 
can say from personal experience that that rule was framed for the purpose 
of providing for such and other contingencies which could not be foreseen. 
As an old member of this House I can say that on many occasions in the 
past answers printed in the name of one Minister have been read out by 
another Minister. Those instances are known to all the members of this 
House and if printed answers to questions set down in the name of one 
Minister can be read out by another Minister, I cannot understand why a 
speech prepared by one member cannot be read out by another member, and 
in view of that fact I cannot understand why Mr. Faslul Huq should not be 
allowed to have his speech read out by another member of this House. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN. I am surprised that both Dr Sanyal and 
Bai Harendra Nath Chaudburi have referred to a certain practice of this 
House which they know is allowed under the rules. In order to remove that 
impression I may refer them to the definition of “Minister’ '. The definition 
runs thus: “Minister” means a member of the Council of Ministers, and 
includes any member to whom such Minister may delegate any function 
assigned to him under these rules”. If a Minister delegates his power of 
reading", for example, if the Finance Minister in the case of a financial state- 
ment wants that his statement should be read out by a Parliamentary 
Secretary or by any other member of this House, he can do so. It is a 
question of delegation. I will just tell you the other aspect of the question. 
These rules have conferred certain privileges and rights on the members, 
vis., that member can put questions or a member can participate in the 
debate, etc. 

Mr. lUREHDRA NATH SI8WAS: On a point of order. Sir. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: No, no. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: My point of order is this. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Y ou cannot rise. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Do you deny me my right to rise 
on a point of order 1* 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, the Speaker under Rule 116 may by 
orders not inconsistent with these rules provide for matters for which no 
provision is made, but for making statements in the House and for 
participating in the debates of this House rules have been provided. It 
cannot be said, therefore, that no provision has been made for that. 

(Interruption.) 

The rules provide fur positive things only; the rules do not provide for 
negative things. Rules for conducting debates in this House, and for 
participation by members in the debates have been provided for. There- 
fore rule 116 cannot apply here. 

The second point is that in the case of a Minister he can delegate his 
to any member of this House, but a member cannot delegate his 
to any other member It is not a matter of mere reading of a 
speech. It will be creating a precedent inconsistent with parliamentary 
practices. I appeal to you that this precedent should not be created which 
is illegal. 
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ilr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order. In spite of all those things 
my idea is this: The Chair has certain prerogatives here as elsewhere. 1 
eope you will have no objection if I read out that speech from the Chair. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: We have made our submission and now it 
IB for you to decide. 

Mr, DEPUTY SPEAKER: Then I take it that members will not 
object if 1 ask Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri to read the remaining portion 
of Mr. lluq’s speech. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: I would like to place on record our protest 
against this which is illegal and inconsistent with the rules, 

Oeneral discussion of the Budget. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: 8ir, 1 do not ask for any privilege, and 1 
hope that although I am in bad health I have got much more strength than 
young men in health. I shall go on with my speech. 

I have said that there is, constitutionally speaking, no Government in 
Bengal. Apparently, there is a Government functioning under the Act of 
1935, to which the Secretjiry of State for India, referred exultingly the other 
day as a Government by Ministers enjoying the confidence of the majority 
of the Legislature. But what actually are the facts y According to the 
Act of 1935, there should be complete democracy, wherever Provincial 
aulonoaiv is functioning, in which there would l>e a Government of the 
people, by the people and for the people. This is, however, not the case iu 
Bengal. Here the Ministers are not responsible to the liCgislature at all, 
but are responsible to Mr. Jiunuh as the head of the Muslim League. So 
louir a.s the Ministers have the approval of Mr. dimiah, they need not conceru 
themselves about the views oi iiidividiiul members, because they know that 
the memliers sup|K)rting them <lo not cure for the opinions t)f their 
constituencies but are anxious to secure the good (ijhnion of Mr. Jinnah. 
I his mav sound surprising, but it is nevertheless a fact. Muslims outside 
the Muslim League belong to two classes; firstly, tlinse who cannot join 
the League on account of the autocracy of Mr. Jinnah; seeomlly, those who 
are opposed to the very ideology of the I/eague am] c’Hnnot therefore 
conscientiously become members <if the League and accept tlic Icmicrship of 
Mr. Jinuab. It so happens, however, that although the Muslims outside 
ihe league are numerically suj>erior to those in the League, they are utterly 
disorganised and are no match for the political and diplomatic manoeuvres 
of Mr. Jinnah. Unforeseen circumstances have also helped the Muslim 
League. During the Congress regime of Provincial Autonomy in seven 
Provinces, the Congress volunteers and officials were often guilty of 
indiscreet excesses which were strongly resented by Muslims as encroach- 
ments on their legitimate rights, and which created a strong anti-Hindu 
feeling in the minds of the Muslims throughout India. The Muslim League 
was quick to seise its opportunity. By unceasing propaganda and clever 
distoriica of facts, (hey managed to- rouse the passions of the Muslim 
miBtitude against the Congress and, as a next step against the Hindu 
oonununity MusLims were thus naturally drawn towards the Muslim I.#eague 
ns the only organised political body among the Muslims and their only 
haven of refuge against Hindu oppression. British Imperialistic policy also 
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laTotirei' the growing political atrength of the Muslim League, because the 
Briti^b Government expected to be able to set off tbe Muslim League 
against the political ascendency of the Congress. The result is that the 
Mu»Km League has now got a foothold in the land which is not justified by 
the extent to which it can truly claim tf) be representative of Muslim 
interests. This strength of the Muslim League is being fully utilised by 
tihe Ministers. They liave managed to keep their supporters spellbound 
under the name of the Muslim I^eague and they are confident that no one 
will desert them so long as they have the blessings of Mr. Jinnah. And to 
such a length has this fear of Mr. Jinnah got into the marrow of the bones 
of M. L. A.s that even if Ministers undertake a policy which is suicidal to 
the best interests of the country and resented by the majority of the people 
of the Province, they can carr>’ on their own project so long as Mr. Jinnah 
approves of what the Ministers are doing. Take the case of the taxation 
pioposals. Bengal may cry hoarse and resent these taxation proposals and 
the meinbers of the As.sembly or at least a vast majority of them may be 
convinced that the peojde of Bengal resCnt these taxations, but if Mr. Jinnah 
does not object to the.se taxations, the Ministers will not care two brass 
buttons what the members or the people of the province think of the 
Ministerial ptdicy. In other words, the Ministers are working the machine 
( f prtivincial autonomy, not according to the wishes of the people or even 
the guiilance of the Governor, but according to the dictates of a Dictator 
utterly ignorant of the real feelings of the fK*o]>le. This is certainly not 
provincial autonomy, but autocracy of the worst iH)ssible kind carried on 
cnder the guise of provincial autonomy. 

Let me give the House another illustration : wt‘ all know that the liighest 
personages, the Viceroy, the Governors and even the S^Hretary of State 
together with ])ermanent officials in the Pentral (idverniuent and in the 
Provint-es together with the leaders of politi<al thoughts all over the country, 
have lHH*n most anxious that, during these abnormal times, there should be 
an All-Party Government in Bengal. But we all know* that in sjiite of 
these anxieties in the highest (juarters, no such Government could be set up 
in Bengal. And why!' Becaus<^ Mr. Jinnah has given his fiat that no 
Muslims should be repre.seiiled in the rnite<l (Cabinet unless they are 
members of the Muslim League. This little thrust by Mr. Jinnah has 
upset the W’hole programme and the highest and most influential in the 
land stand paralysed before the will of Mr. Jinnah. The Muslim League 
Ministers have refused to co-operate with Muslims w ho are not in the League 
and hence the idea of a National (government could not be carried out. In 
this case, again, the Ministers have not listened to the voice of the people 
or even of the Governor, V'iceroy and the Secretary of State for India, but 
that of Mr. Jinnah. It is not the Ministers functioning under the Govern- 
ment of India Act that are ruling Bengal, but it is the autocracy of 
Mr. Jinnah which guides the administration. And Mr. Jinnah is exercising 
all this authority without l>eing hampered by any responsibility to anybody. 
All this may be a very clever imitation of (Congress methods and very 
ffkttering to Congress-minded people, but it is not democracy. In the case 
of tbe Congress the mandates use^i to come from Wardba; in the case of the 
Mualim T^eague the mandates come from Malabar Hill. And wheiher it is 
a province governed under section 93 ot the Act or under the bastard 
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rovincial autonomy under Muslim League, the result is all the same. The 
ct of 193o has been cast to the winds by the Indians themselves as a grim 
earning to future makers of the (Constitution in India. 

While things in matters of administration have come to this lamentable 
ass, Bengal is also one of the poorest of the Indian provinces, not merely 
rom the economic point of view but also in the matter of dearth of public 
len to fight for the riglits of the people. I have always been proud of 
lengal, proud of its achievements in the fields of Science, Literature and 
irt, of Law and Medicines, of Philosophy and Politics and also in all those 
lements of culture which are the pride and glory of every civilised nation, 
will not talk of otlier matters, but I will only refer briefiy to the political 
aiikruptcy into which Bengal has fallen. This pitiable and much despised 
iengal of today is tlio Bengal which produced W. C. Bonnerjee, Surendra 
lath Banerjee, Narendra Natli Sen, Matilal Ghose, Bhupendru Nath Basu, 
.al Mohan (ihosh, Shamsul Huda, Abdul Rasul, Aswini Dutt, Ambika 
lajumdar and others too numerous to mention. 1 remember the days 
revious to the introduction of Minto-Morley Reforms when Bengal was 
upposed to be under tlie adniinistratioii of irres]>onsible bureaucrats and 
lien tlie political ]>rivileges now enjoyed by the peoi)le were utterly 
nknown. But in those (Ihns of autocracy if anything were to hap|)en 
:hich was likely to go against the interest of the j)eople in the slightest 
egree, the public platform and the press would ring with denunciiitions of 
rovernment conduct and (lovernment l>oli(‘y, and in the vast majority of 
ases public protests used to j)revail. But what is the case toilayP On 
heir own showing and according to their own admissions, the Ministers, by 
heir irresponsible policy and rei kless extravagance, have brought about one 
f the most devastating famines known in hisbjry. And when the cup of 
ais<*ry of the people was full, horrible atroedties were pen»ctrafed on the 
oor and the helpless destitutes of Calcutta on the plea of removing tftiem 
o suitable habitations elsewhere. I have seen dire scenes of horror which 
t is impdssible for -my ]>en to describe but not even the hundredth part of 
hese atroidties would have been possible even thirty years ago. But now 
verything is possible, because there is none to protest. Tliroughout 
leugal there is none who seems prepared to raise his little finger to save his 
eople from oppression, or from the policy of the Ministers which may bring 
bout ruin and devastation in the country. 

But the picture of BengaLs wc»es and miseries is not yet, cJimplete. In 
very* civilised country the Press ha.s bo<m the custodian of liberty of the 
leoplc, and in all times of difficulties people living under any civilised 
dministration have looked upon the sturdy independeme of ihe press for 
he protection of their lives and liberties. But even the Press in Bengal 
oday is utterly paralysed. While the taxation Bills are before the Legii- 
ative Assembly and the halters of taxation are being put round our necks 
uost of the stalwarts of Indian journalism i«*ein to be busy in writing 
rudite articles about Bolshevism in Russia, Roosevelt’s successor at the 
text election and various otlier matters which are as important to the people 
»f the province as the age of the man in the moon. The Ministers have 
lignalised their autocracy by gagging the Bengal Press absolutely and 
ompletely. The Press Censor has promulgated his mandate that everything 
ikely to reflect on the Ministry must be submitted to him for Cvcnsorship 
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before publication, and our newspapers have complaeently accepted this 
dogmatic dominaftion of the Press Censor. Even statements made in the 
Houses of Legislature come under the pruning knife of the Press Censor, 
and the Press are permitted to publish only what suits the fancy of the Press 
Censor. Bengal has accepted this position without demur, because real 
patriots are dead and gone, and their descendants have been mysteriously 
muzzled. The result has been that nothing adverse to the Ministry can 
appear in print, and anything that does appear relates to matters which are 
laudatory of the present Ministers and their policy. Things were different 
in days gone by. It is well known that the Amrito Bazar Patrika was 
originally only a vernacular w^eekly, but very bitter in its criticism of 
Governirient. It used to lash the executive authorities so mercilessly that 
Government became furious wdth this little vernacular paper. In order to 
gag the vernacular Amrita Bazar Patnka and one or two other vernacular 
journals, the Government passed the Vernacular Press Act aimed obviously 
at the extermination of the Arnrita Bazar Patrika. The result was that 
Matilal Ghose of revered memory accepted the challenge and the day when 
the Act was promulgated the Amrita Bazar Patrika appeared as an English 
daily with its avowed policy of merciless criticism of tihe Government. 
Alas! the days of Matilal Ghose, Surendra Nath Banerjee, Narendra Nath 
Sen are no more; they were lions in their own days and we have got the 
descendants of the lions of Indian journalism in our midst today. But the 
difference between the two classes of lions is very significant. Those were 
lions whose roars used to reverWrate from Bengal across the seven sea.s to 
the homes of the British nation, but in the case of the present lions they are 
as docile as lions in a circus show. The roar of the lions of old used to make 
thrones tremble, but most of the present lions onl> know how to crouch 
beneath the throne and wag their tails in approbation of Government policy. 

Such in brief outline has been the position in Bengal since the deporta- 
tion of Mr. Surut OhuiHlra Bose and the imprisonment of prominent leaders 
under the Defence of India Act. Bereft of piditical leadership and with a 
Press paralysed under the rigours of the Defenc<‘ of India Rules, Bengal lay 
prostrate at the feet of her rulers, black and white, gasping frantically for 
the breath of frwdom but kept down in bondage by the iron rule of merciless 
autocracy. There prevailed the silence of the grave all over the land and 
men in authority could trample upon popular rights in any way they liked. 

It was in tdiest^ favourable conditions that the present Ministry took 
office on the 24th April, 1943. I have already made a full statement in this 
House regarding the circumstances in which my Ministry came to an end, 
and the present Ministers came into power. 1 do not wish to take up the 
bitter memories of the past, especially as the Chief Actor in that Drama is 
now dead and gone and I do not wish to tarnish his memory any further. 
But I cannot avoid emphasizing the fart that the conspiracy which ultimately 
led to the termination of my Cabinet was not merely a sinister one, but 
aecretly conceived and worked out and to wiiich some of the persons now in 
power were a party. It is well known that in Al5ril, 1942, Sir John Herbert, 
the then Governor of Bengal, on the advice of some permanent officials and 
ptissibly some members of the then Opposition who are now in the Cabinet, 
decided to carry out his rice remdval policy. When we came to know what 
was being done, we vehemently protested against Sir John Herberts policy 
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of the entire Cabinet, bnt to no e«ect. Snbaeqnent event® bive 
tihown that the seeds of the appalling’ disaster which overtook Bengal in 
lB42j43 were really sown when this ill-fated policy was conceived and carried 
out in spite of the advice tendered to the Governor hy ourselves who were 
then the Ministers in office. It is impoasihle to go into the details as to how 
public money was recklessly squandered away in carrying out Sir John 
Herbert’s policy but I will give only one or two illustrations. 

Government Agents were chosen to have a monopoly of tbe right to 
purchase rice and paddy in the mofassil and were given the fullest discretion 
to purchase at whatever price they liked. As soon as these Government 
agents and their emissaries spread themselves over the land like locusts the 
pric.e of rice and paddy began to shoot up beyond control. But the mischief 
did not end with the uncontrolled manner in which the Government agents 
and their lieutenants purchased rice without iiny ix'gard for economic 
considerations; there was another sinister method by which the Government 
agents were enabled to s<‘ll their purchased stock to Government at the rate 
at least 80 per cent, above the rate at which they had purchased rice in the 
mofassil. The prore.ss empl(»yed by them wa.s somewhat c()m]>licated hut it 
was somewhat on the following lines: — 

Suh-agent of one ot the Government Agents imiN liave jiurchased rice 
at Rs. 20 a maund and sold the purchased stock to Suh-agent li at Rs. 22 
tH*r maund. This process of fictitious sales and puriduises Wtween the 
lieutenants and agents went on till the last lieutenant puntluised from another 
comrade at R.s. d8 i>er maund and he sold to the (Jovernment agent himself 
at Rs. 40 |H*r maund without apparently making any profit for himself, but 
really making a profit of Rs. 20 or so iM*r maund, or in otlier words a profit 
of cent, per cent. It is impossible to vouch for the accuracy of details of 
the allegations made against agents and sub-agents and their lieutenants in 
the matter of purohast\ hut jiuhlic opinion is inclined to the view that the 
rumours that have lieeii prevalent in fihe country in these matters ere 
substantially correct. W e have repeatedly ^sked the Government to take 
the public into confidence and to state the manner in which all these 
purchases have been made, giving full details of transactions supjiorted by 
vouchers; hut Government has persistently refused to comply with our 
request. The only concession which the Government have lK*en pleased to 
make was to give us facility to inspect the Account Hooks of the agents at 
headquarters. But we have refused to be silenced by such subterfuges. 
Even an idiot can understand that hooks at headquarters do not give any 
indication of any bculmashi perpetrated in the mofassil. This was substan- 
tially the state of things when the present Ministers were in Opposition and 
worked out tbeir scheme in secret and without disclosing themselves. But 
from April, 194^3, when the 3 ' came into power, they threw off the mask and 
went headlong into these transactions throwing the economic condition of 
the country into a hopeless morass. I maintain that the famine was 
principally due to this reckless method of purchase of foodstuffs in the 
mofussil througb monopolists as adopted bj" the present Ministry. This is 
borne out by the admission of the Ministers themselves. Twice, during the 
month of May, 1943, Mr. Suhrawardy declared that there w'as no shortage 
of foodstuffs and that the high price prevailing la the country- at the time, 
i.e., May, was due to causes other than economic aitff only attributable to 
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psyciiological factors, On the 15th May, 1043» Sir Aaiira] Baqne made a 
statement in reply to addresses presented to him at Krishnagar that there 
was at that time no deficit of foodstuffs in Bengal. On the 25th May Sir 
Narimuddin declared at a public meeting at Howrah that Bengal was not a 
deficit province. It is therefore evident that the deficit disclosed by the 
famine occurred at least a couple of months after these Ministers had taken 
office. It follows therefore that tthe present Ministers are responsible for the 
famine of 1943. The Ministers embarked upon a policy which was as 
extravagant as it was politically and economically unwise. It allowed 
monopolists to purchase foodgrains in the mofussil and it allowed public 
money to be recklessly spent in order to carry out this policy. The Ministers 
never took the public into confidence, not even prominent men of business, 
and the amount advanced to favourites and unaccounted for amounts, accord- 
ing to public estimates, come up to the appalling figure of 8i crores. It is 
no wonder that the famine followed this insensate folly of the Ministers as 
a njutter of course. I maintain therefore that I am riglht in saying that the 
famine of 1943 was not due to unforeseen causes but was only man-made 
famine for which the present Ministers are solely responsible. 

I would now say a few worrls us to the ac ts of the Ministry which have 
caused an unprecedented drainage up{>n public resources. 

The present Ministry is supposed to have created more than ’),000 new 
posts of various kinds in order to carry out their food pedicy. Much of these 
expenditures w'us utterly uncalled for and these posts have been only created 
for the purpose of patronising their friends and the supporters of the 
Cabinet. 

Unfortunately (he mood of the Ministers of indulging in extravagant 
expenditure does not yet seem to be over. Even now they are establishing 
Qoveriiment shops in ('alcutta for the purpose of finding careers for their 
friends and supporters. 

They have given shops to persons who are absolutely inexperienced in 
business or trade and the grounds of selection w'ere not the competence and 
ability to discharge duties entrusted to them but their pledge to support 
the Cabinet. 

There are now rumours of Judicial posts being created without anv justi- 
fication. It is said that some 800 Lawyer-Magistrates would he appointed 
throughout Bengal on salaries varying from Rs. 400 to Us. 800 a month. 
Many of these posts will be given to supporters of the Ministry, most of 
whom would be found to be briefless lawyers w ho would not be earning even 
Rs. 40 a month, ami the vast majority of whom never came under the assess- 
ment of Income-tax. There is not the slightest justification for these new 
posts because if Honorary Magistrates are selected with care, any extra 
judicial w'ork that may be necessary can be safely entrusted to them. 

I cannot conclude my observations without making an earnest appeal 
to my friends of the European Gnmp. When I was in England attending 
Round Table Conferences, I hud occasions to take part in the discussions 
relating to the representation of various groups in the I^egislature. I did 
not oppose the European demand of 25 seata in the Bengal Legislative 
Assembly because I^ou^ht that these 25 seats would always be cast sedely 
on the merits of q n ^ ^^^ s under discussion, unaffected b}* the politicdi 
wranglings that nit|pl|^|bing on in the House. 
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deputy SPEAKER: I will just iuterrupt you. How loos’ *rill 
.you take ? 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: May be 5 or 6 minutes. 

Msulvi MUHAMMAO I8RAILS Sir, how long will the House continue? 
May we know the exact time? 

Mr# At Ka FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, it is for you to decide. Here you have 
got the right even to extend for one hour if you think necessary. Here it 
is no question of rule, it is your discretion. 1 could have concluded briefly, 
but .since this question has been raised, 1 will ask you jU> go on till 1 have 
finished. 

Sir, I do not mean to say that the members of the European group have 
actively participated in communal or sectional wranglings, but the manner 
in which they have been casting their votes in the Legislature for some time 
past has been a great disappointment to me. They do not seem to have 
much time to devote to the study of the details of matters that come up 
before the House, and they cast their votes en bloc generally in support of 
the Ministry that may be in office at the time. Possibly, this is because they 
hold the view that the boon of self-Goveniment conferred by England on 
India should he given the utmost possible trial and that a Ministry should 
not be allowed to become the sport of party politics. Hut 1 would ask them 
to consider what they have been doing for the last one year, vi*., since 
February, 194-1. I was then in power as the t’hief Minister and 1 have 
every rea.son to believe that the members of the Eurojiean group knew that 
my relations with the Governor were anything but smooth. They also knew 
that in the matter of food control, it was the Governor who actively inter- 
fered and he wa.s guided by the advice of some permanent officials rather 
than the advice of the Ministry. If there was anything wrong, it waa 
because .some permanent officials led the Governor into the wrong path and 
because the Governor would not take the trouble of asking the Ministers to 
explain the position and then to decide in an impartial spirit. In spite of 
all these facts, the Eurojiean group began suddenly to change their age-loug 
policy and to go against me in the Legislature. On one or two occasions 
the> remained neutral but presently they began to vote openly with the 
Opposition. The excuse was that the price of rice was steadily rising and 
that people were in acute distress. On everv occasion when the question was 
raised in the House, I pointed out that ri.se in prices was due not on account 
of any policy pursued by the Ministers but on account of the action that had 
been taken by the Governor on the advice of the pennaiienl officials. When 
our Ministry came to an end by the end of March, the prii^e.of rice rose by 
50 per cent. and when the present Ministry actually 

adopted their own policy, Bengal came into the grip of 

a famine unparallelled in history. If was the duty of 
the European group to make sifting enquiries as to whether the Ministry 
bad been properly discharging their duties and whether the charges that 
wei¥ beng levelled against the Ministers were founded on facts and whether 
they deserved the support of the European group. They did nothing of the 
kind, but went on supporting the Ministry' on groimde which, I respectfully 
eubmit, appear obviously untenable. Let me teO mj friends of the EuropeMi 
group that my suspicion is that they went me and my Cabinet

becfiuse it was decided by high personages that our Ministry should come 
to an end, and that a Muslim League Ministry should be installed in Bengal. 
I openly formulate my charge that it was a part of British Imperial Policy 
to pamper the Muslim League and it was a part of that Policy which induced 
my friends in the European group to vote against my Ministry and with the 
Opposition. Even now they are supporting the Muslim League Ministry, 
not because the policy of the Ministers can be supported on the merits, but 
because the Muslim I^eague Ministry must be kept alive at any cost. People 
were said to have been in distress when rice was selling at Rs. 20 a maund, 
but my friends in the European group never said a word when during the 
present regime the price of rice was Rs. 100 a maund^! 

As regards the taxation proposals, my friends of the European group 
ahoud have considered the questions on their merits. They 
should have held that the Ministry have forfeited the right to support bv 
their extravagant expenditures of public money, and that therefore anv taxa- 
tion proposal should not be supported. Even now they will support the 
Agncultural Income Tax Bill m case their interests are not affected, although 
the poverty-stricken people of Bengal may perish by reason of accunnilated 
taxations. Can they deny that they will be failing in their dutv if they 
look only after their sectional interests and safeguard these alone to the 
detriment of the interests of the people of Bengal as a whole ^ This is not 
what I expect of my friends of the European group. 

I regrej I have had to inflict a long speech containing various matters 
not directly pertinent to the Budget under discus,Hi()n. 1 have avoided a 
detailed discussion of the Budget, because the di.sciission that has taken 
place during the last three days, and especially the speeches that have taken 
place today, have fully dealt with the Budget on its merits. I have preferred 
to discuss certain general aspects of the present financial conditions of the 
country, and I have therefore discussed the entire background against which 
the present Ministers carry on their activities. They managed to get a 
majority in the Assembly after assumption of office; they then proceeded to 
gag the Press completely ; so that nothing adverse to their activities may 
ap}>ear in |>apers; they then a^lvanoed public money to their favourites to 
carry on the rice purchasing policy; and these favourites were permitted to 
adopt all means, fair or foul, to purchase rice in order to be able to sell to 
Government at several times the purchased price. This is a doleful picture 
of maladministration which has tarnished the fair name of British rule in 
India. And thise things are bound to happen, if any political party, 
represented by a minority in the T^egislature, is forcibly put into power by 
the machinations of unscrupulous people, barked by high personages whose 
duty it is to keep the balance even between contending factions in the 
country. And worse things happen if the favoured section represents only 
the fraction of a community, because apart from other disastrous results, 
such action naturally divides the community among itself and the community 
as a whole from other communities in the country. It is true that no 
unfortunate events in Bengal have followed the action in forcing Sir 
Nasimuddin and his lieutenants into power. But it should be remembered 
that a Toloano is most dangerous when beneath a surface of apparent calm ; 
Mmre are the simmerini^ of a burning cauldron of explosives down below. 
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likely to burst at any moment into an unprecedented eruption. People have 
been silent so long because we are anxious to avoid hampering war efforts. 
But it should always be remembered that it is extremely dangerous and 
impolitic to make recklessly heavy drafts on the Bank of loyalty. It is a 
friendly warning and I hope our fiiends of the European group will take it 
as such. 

The whole country is now thick with rumours of the corruption, bribery* 
extravagant and thoughtless squandering of public money by their 
favourites. We demanded account to be submitted. We also demanded 
public enquiry into the causes of the great famine. All our prayers were 
rejected because the Ministers and their supporters knew that any emiuiry 
into the causes of the famine would have disclosed the manner in which 
public money had been spent and branded many of the Ministers as rank 
criminals deserving condign punishment. It has been said that public 
money thus spent but not accounted for amounts to about eight and a half 
crores of ruj)ee8. The situation is rendered still more dittic.ult by reason of 
the fact that much of the money which the Minister had allowed to h© 
extravagantly spent was nioiiev lent by the (U*ntrnl ( J(»vernment, who will 
have to be paid back the loan with reasonable interest. The Finance 
Minister has hinted that further iaxaiitm will be u necessity. He nwd hardly 
have reminded us of the fate that is in store for us. I am reminded of the 
story of the hangman in Burisal Jail who used to go about the condemned 
cells to tell the unfortunate occupants of the cells, of the fate that was 
awaiting them. The Finance Minister has very much iinitated this hang- 
man’s policy. We know very well that a Ministry which could hate been 
so shameless as to double the Sales Tax during the rigours of a devastating- 
famine. would not hesitate to put the halters of fresh taxations round our 
neckrf. The Ministry knew that there would be no protest because the Press 
has been gagged and public spirit is now absolutely a thing of the 
But I apjwal to the people of Bengal to realise the dangers ahead of us and 
I appeal to them to rise to the height of the occasion and bring the Ministry 
to account for their misdeeds and misdemeanour. I request my countrymen 
to remember the achievements of Bengal in the past and to cinulutc the 
examples of their ancestors in saving the country from comph‘lc (b»vastatioii. 
My last words today are “awake, arise or be for ever fallen (Loud 
Applause.)

inaudible epeeches, worthlese speecbee of the men who have just left. I 
think it ie fitting that I should be speaking in their absence here this 
evening. (Babu Narendna Narayan Chakrabarty: Hear, hear.) 

Of course it may be said that 1 was paid to be here to hear them when they 
spoke, but, Sir, there were others on. this side who being, gentlemen, 
showed every courtesy to the leaders of the different groups of the Opposi- 
lion. The walk-out show had been carefully engineered. 

Sir, I shall address those who are present here. And first of all let me 
say that 1 am most grateful to Mr. D. .Oladding, and I think the House was 
most grateful to him, for his clear and succinct summary of Bengal’s case 
for a subvention from the Centre. As he said — I am not quoting his exact 
words but I am only trying to quote as well as I can remember from memory 
— “despite bumper revenues and the new taxes which we are about to 
impose, war conditions and the famine brought about by those conditions 
have forced expenditure to such a pitch that our financial position is broken 
beyond the remedy of any action w'hich we can in fairness be asked to take. 
The remedy must come from outside.” 1 entirely agree with that and I 
agree too that the matter is not one that can bo left over to some indefinite 
future. I appreciate that pending the receipt of actuals of two years' 
working it will be difficult to suggest what will be an appropriate subven- 
tion. My ow'n instinct is to press for the settlement of the actuals on which 
the subvention shall be calculated rather than to ask for a particular sum. 

I think 1 may mention that since my budget speech I have received an 
intimation which indicates the way the mind of the Government of India is 
working in this matter. But in fairness to all concerned — thi.s House, the 
Oovemment of India and myself, — it would be better to wait for a period 
of less than 24 hours because wdthin that time the Finance Member of the 
Government of India w’ill have made his budget speech and it may be that 
we shall have a more direct indication of the policy of the Government of 
India in regard to a subvention to Bengal. 

It is heartening to me that I have the support of all sections of the House 
in our demand of assistance from the Government of India. Bui 1 think 
I will refer to one Opposition leader’s speech — 1 am afraid rather disparag- 
ingly — for my predecessor in office Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee w'antesl to 
provide me with an argument for Sir Jeremy Raisman which 1 refuse to use. 
He said, in substance, “He is printing notes; he has got a printing machine. 
Let him send a few notes to us.” Sir, I shall not be an ally to inflation. 
That is not the argument on w'hich we have based our claim for a subven- 
tion. I do not believe that a subvention means increasing inflation in the 
•corre.sponding manner. 

Sir, there is another matter which was raised by the honourable Deputy 
Ltmder of the European Group. It is about diversion of the yields from 
specific taxation measures. I may say that criticism was voiced by more 
than one honourable member that in the budget for the coming year 
Government diverted to General Administration purposes the yields from 
euoh taxation measures as the Sales Tax and the Jute Sales Tax in violation 
<of the promises given when the approval of the legislature was obtained to 
iliese taxation measures. 

It may be that the assurance given by my esteemed colleague, 
Jfr, Subrawardy who was then Finance Minister was suck as to give ike 
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impression that the proceeds of the &aw Jute Sales Tax woiUd bo loaded 
Enancing schemes calculated to further the interests of the jute mdustry. 
That is a matter upon wlftch I do not feel myself calle<l upon to pronounce 
any opinion because if Mr. Walker will kindly turn to page 345 of the Blue 
Book he will find that the cost of Jute Regulation has been pli^oed at Re. 50 
lakhs during the current year, the net cost being reduceil to Us. 33,34,000 
after deduction of contribution of Rs. IC.Ob.OtK) by the I ivil Supplies 
Department on account of services of Jute Regulation staff during the anti- 
hoarding drive, and at Rs. 58 lakhs next year. It will be seen, therefore, 
that the whole basis of Mr. Walker’s criticism is misconceived. But if that 
were not the case I confess that at the present time when the problem of the 
Finance Minister is to bridge a gulf of Rs. 10 cn)res lietween revenue and 
expenditure any talk of diversion of funds and the idea of funding receipts 
from any particular taxation measure are wholly divorced from the realities 
of the situation. 

I may now deal with another criticism equally unrealistic and that is 
there is no indication in the Budget estimates of how the proceeds of the 
new taxation proposals are to be utilised. In the first place 1 have not the 
habit of counting the chickens before they are hatched. The estimates now 
under consideration do not take into account the additional revenue I hope 
to get from the Agricultural income-tax and the enhanciMl sales tax. 
Secondly, I would not have thought that it was necessary for me to underline 
again for every additional rupee that I can raise will he required to essen 
the gap between tlie cost of tackling the aftermath of famine and our 
existing revenue. 

Sir. need I say anything more at this last hour except that it will lie my 
duty to press the claims of Bengal as best as 1 can before the Uovernment 
of India!' 1 am doing so.

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Sir, i have to rise to invite the attention 
of the House wdiile on tliis demand to certain irregularities of procedure 
w’lneli havi‘ been adopted in obtaining the jiresent demand for the House. 
This demand lias emanated as a re.sult of a report wdiich unfortunately has 
not fidlowed the regular proeeiiure that is ado]>led for committees appointed 
by this Hou.se In all eases of committees appointed liy this House, as 1 
sought to submit to \ou (*arlier, in all committees of this House the Assembly 
Department is tie* authority, the executive otfice, for conducting the 
procedure of meetings. In this particular lase, however, fidlow^ng some 
old anti-diluvian praetici- we w'ere suhjecteil to a process of meetings 
invited by tli(‘ Hon’hle Mini.ster in charge of Kiname and b> the Secretariat. 
While appreciating .some amount of as.sistance that has been rendered by 
the IX»piity Secretary of the Finance Department in the working of the 
committee I have to submit with all due respect that the coirAnitt<*e’s work 
was wholly irregular and ultra vires because it was m»f a eommittee which 
wa.s attended to by the Secretary of the Assembly Department or any of 
his learned Assistant Secretaries. It has also he<*ji irn^gulur because while 
encomiums of praise and appreciation of one or tw^o Secretaries of the 
Government who appeared before the committee have been placed on record, 
the others who were equally helpful in the deliberations of the committee were 
not appreciated in the body of the report portion. 

Mauivi MUHAMMAD ISRAIL: On a point of order. There was a time 
for discuasioD of the Public Accounts Committee. At that time Dr. Sanyal 
did not make any observation whatsoever. Now there is a definite motion 
before the House and he is practically discussing the report of the Public 
Accounts Committee, 
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Mr* SPEAKERS I do not think that debars him from making a state- 
ment here. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: I have already stated th.<t my observa- 
tions generally are already contained in the report and even if I do not 
make any statement today, ()»ey are there available for the members. So 
far as this particular demand on the excess on account of Ports and Pilotages 
is concerned, as a member of that Public Accounts Committee, I have 
approved of this demand being placed before this House. That was because 
the circumstances under which this excess was incurred was practically 
beyond our control. The Reports of the Public Accounts Committee are 
made available very late after the whole mischief is done and one has a 
Hobson’.s choice. In other democratic legislative institutions parallel with 
the Public Accounts Committee, there is always functioning a Finance 
Committee. In our unfortunate Province, however, there is no Finance 
Committee as such constituted, nor, Sir, is the Public Accounts Committee 
given the right and privilege to examine current accounts and go on from 
time to time with the recommendations regarding the same. Therefore 
when this demand came to us — a demand relating to an expenditure incurred 
in the year 1941-42, we had no other alternative than to accept the proposal 
for regularising the demand. 1 submit that it ought to have been better 
for the Gf^v<*rnment and I suppose the House would also appreciate if the 
Government either constitute a Finance Committee as there is in the Central 
Legislature or utilise the services of the Public Accounts C'ommittee which 
is a duly elected representative Iwdy of this legislature for the same purpose 
as the Finance Committee normally serves. 

It is extremely unfortunate, and this J had occasion to point out on 
occasions more than one, that supplementary demands are presented very 
late in the year and this matter also has been pointed out in the ('ommittee’s 
report. 1 submit. Sir, that the Government would be well advised to revise 
their present policy and procedure in this respect. With these words. Sir, 

I ask this House to carefully consider the position and the privilege of this 
House while they are examining the motion of the Hoirble Mini.ster in 
charge. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Sir, I wuh rather upset this evening 
by the speecii just delivered by the honourable member for the Municipalities 
of Murshidahad. (llr. N.^niN ^KsiiA S.\nyai. : No, no. Pre.sidency Division 
Muuicii)alities.) ( l/aughter.') 1 was hoping that after the excitement we 
saw a few minutes ago he wi>uld gi> into eestasie.s and opj)f»se item No. 2 
which is under discussion hut he lealises that opposition, to a matter of 
a technical ebarueter esj>ecially when it is submitted to the House in the 
lifeless manner in which he has done it, can Ik? characterised as nothing 
to reconsider certain methods of how matters should be brought forward 
before the House and ^what steps it should take to see that accounts of our 
revenue and expenditure are kept on a scientific basis. I would like to 
inform the gentlemen opposite, through vou, Sir, that this is a post-mortem 
item. If the dates are seen by the gentlemen who are gloating over a 
situation which has upset them so much they will realise that the item we 
are discussing is one for which they are responsible. (Dr. Nalieaksha 
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SanyaIj’ No, no.) You will recall. Sir, that there was a change of Govern- 
ment somewhere about November, 1941. The Hon’ble the l^eader of the 
Opposition was in charge of the maladministration of Bengal for 16 months. 
His colleague, his mentor, censor or master, whatever he chooses to call him, 
the honourable member for the University of Calcutta wa^ Finance Minister 
for about 12 months out of those sixteen. {lh\ Nai.inaksha Sanvai No; 
three months.) 

This item, Sir, for the sake of clarification, may be called an item of the 
year of grace 1942.

of the honourable member for the Municipalities of Murshidabad and ask 
the gentlemen sitting opposite, through you. Sir. to reconsider and revise 
their views not only on this item but about the tyf»e of opp»»Hition (bey slimihl 
place before the House. 1 feel that we ere going down and down (Hai 
Hare.ndra Na'IIi (TiAi imi Kl : To the ^abyss.) and unless Ihe OpjKlsition 
realises its duty by this liou.se we shall be in a muddle of a ty|»e over which 
all your efforts and all the efforts of thi.s side of the Hfoise which wants to 
bring dignity and honour to the Hou.se will fail I would therefore reipiest 
the House through j^ou to all(»w' this item — a jiost -mortem item — to pass 
without a division.

Df« NALINAK8HA SANYALs Mr. Speaker, Sir, on this demaud 1 have 
only a small submisison to make and I shall not take much time in my 
observations. On page 2 of the report, paragraph 9, we had invited the 
attention of the Legislature to the continued deterioration in the general 
financial position of the Province accentuated by emergent conditions arising 
out of the war and we had noticed that this continuity had been going on for 
some years past. It may be found in the body of the report that we hoped 
that Government would take some active measures to review the position 
properly and it was my humble suggestion that there should be an impartial 
expert enquiry into the whole circumstances to enable Government to move 
on right lines in meeting the situation that has arisen out of the war 
emergency. Sir, we were then summarily informe<l that the Government 
was doing every thing possible and that the Agricultural Income-tax Bill 
was one of the measures contemplated by Government for meeting the 
situation. These interest free advances were necessary at the close of the 
year for enabling members of the families of Government servants to remove 
themselves from emergency areas towards the end of the financial year. Such 
emergencies should not have been entirely unforeseen. As a matter of foot 
there had been this threat of Japanese bombardment and invasion for some 
time past before the period and in fact Calcutta was bombed in the month 
of December, 1942, and non-family area was declared by Government about 
two or three months earlier than thi.s lime. I do not want to contend that the 
Finance Department had time enough to put up a supplementary budget, 
but I feel that the manner in which expenditure for emergent purposes w'as 
being provided requires scrutiny. We have large advances given under the 
new capital head “So-A”, and many of us know that in the name of 
emergency nil sins of omission and commission are kept hack from the 
public. We are not sure if the amount so provided is properly utilised and 
I \vould implore Government to set up some machinery to see that there is 
no extravagance, no wastefulness and no unnecessary burden on the finances 
of this Province thrown because of panic and panicky measures adopted 
during the emergency.

Khan Bahldur MOHAMMED ALIS The bricks that are avaikiblo have 
been reiiuisitioned for essential work, that is, military work, but some supply 
of bricks wus obtained and a part of the work has been (xjinplele<l.

Mft HARIPADA CHATTOPADHYAYs Is the Hon’ble Minister aware 
that their advice to Superintendents that prisoners in the upper storey should 
be brought down to the ground floor when the siren goes, is never carried 
out in the Alipore Central JailP 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: I am not aware of it. 

Mr. HARIPADA CHATTOPADHYAY: Is the Hon’ble Minister aware 
that on two occasions, in the Alipore Central Jail the lights were not put out 
when the siren went and the prisoners complained to the Superintendent 
therefor but no action was taken? 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: I am not aware of that. 

Mr. HARIPADA CHATTOPADHYAY: Is the Hon’ble Minister aware 
that a number of security prisoners who were comfortably lodged in jails 
outside the emergency area of Calcutta have recently been brought down to 
Calcutta and placed in the Dum Hum Central Jail or in the Presidency Jail ? 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Yes, Sir. Some security prisoners, 
according to the ixdicy of centralisation, have been brouglit down.

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: It has been arranged that the 
prisoners will be concentroted in rooms which have been protected by baffle 
walls. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Sir, I am a bit disturbed in mind in 
connection with this question. When Government analysed the question 
with regard to protection, did they consider alnmt protection against what? 
Sir, it may be against disease; don't you think, therefore, that the whole 
discussion is redundant? 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is not a matter for discussion. 1 have aeen the 
question.

Mf. SPEAKERS Mr. Ko> . yon move yonr motion. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROYs 1 move that this AnAeiiihly do now 
adjourn to disrnss a definite matter of urp-ent public importance and of 
recent occurrence, namel.\ , the banning by the (iovernment of Ben^rul of the 
publication in tJie press of the joint statement issued by the lenders of the 
partie.-^ in the Opposition in the Beujral Legislative Assembly criticizing tho 
observation.s of the Food Secretary, Government of India, on the food 
situation in Bengal as published recently in the local newspapers. 

Th« Hofl'bla Khwija Sir NAZIMUDDIN: On a point of order I want 
to point out that Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee speaking on the general 
discussion of the Budget said that ''There is a complete black-nut today, I 
say, of the publication of news and views ho far as food policies are 
concerned. Orders have been issued by the Government of Bengal that 
nothing will be allowed to l)e publish^nl and tliis goes to suggest that there 
is inefficiency and muddle on the part of Government. There is no 
giiarantee that Government will not bo guilty of muddle,” and so on. 
And Mr. Kiran Sunkar Roy's comments further on while Dr. Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee was speaking show that he was also present, and as far as my 
information goes. Sir, this statement was given to tlie pres.s on Sunday and 
it was not published on Monday and the honourable members knew that 
Government had banned the thing. (Cries of '‘no, no” from the 
Opposition.) So the first opportunity of bringing this question was on 
Monday. I submit that in view of the clear statement made by 
Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee that there was a black-out 

Dr* NALfHAMflA SAMYALx There was no reference to this 
statement at all. 
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Mr* SPEAKERS Order, please. He is raiaiug a point of order. 

Dr, NALINAKSHA SAIIYAL: No, Sir. 

Mr* SPEAKER: He is making a statement on wkidi he would like to 
base his point of order. ^ 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Let him stand on facts. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Let us hear him. 

Tilt HOfl’bIt Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Therefore, 1 submit that as 
far as the black-out of the press is concerned with regard to the statement 
about food which is likely to undermine confidence it was known to the 
members of the Opposition, and therefore, Sir, this banning is only a 
corollary to what was already known. It is quite possible that the honour- 
able members may have got the information, but the general advice to the 
press — actually there was no order — being not to publish any statement 
which is lively to undermine confidence at the present time, and as thie 
statement must have come under that category, they were advised not to 
publish it. There is no definite order of Government — I am not taking 
shelter behind it — but the press were advised, and I do say that this policy 
of the Government was known to the members of the Opposition on Monday 
and that was the time when they could have raised it if they liked and not 
afterwards at a later date. My objection is on the ground that they did not 
avail of the first opiK)rtunity. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, the adjournment motion here is against 
the policy of the Government. The banning of a particular statement wag 
only an instance. They have brought out an instance against the policy, 
and that policy they want here today to condemn by an adjournment 
motion. Therefore, Sir, if that policy was known to them on Monday they 
had ample opportunity of agitating that matter l>efore this House. It is 
immaterial whether the statement in question was banned later on — three 
months hence or two months hence. The real thing which matters is the 
policy underlying the general advice given to the press that nothing should 
be published which is likely to deteriorate public confidence. Therefore, 
Sir, I say that this policy of banning was known to them and they ought to 
Lave come earlier before this House. 

Then they will have an opportunity during cut motions. They had an 
opportunity during the budget discussions. They did have an opportunity 
even yesterday when financial matters were being agitated here. Here in 
ibis House a ruling was given by the ex-Speaker that when a financial 
matter is brought before the House the House can ventilate its grievances, 
you, Sir, waived the urgency of the adjournment motion but that did not 
remove the necessity of agitating the matter in connection with financial 
matters which were brought by the Government. Therefore, they had an 
opportunity of agiUting that matter yesterday also. They did not avail of 
that opportunity during the discussion on financial matters. They will have 
an opportunity of discussing this matter during the budgel discussions and 
cut motions. Therefore, Sir, on several gro^ds I would sug^t thift thie 
fdjoumment motion is not in order. H this is allowed it will be a sheer 
waste of^time of the House. 
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br. NALINAKtHA SANYALt Sir, 1 want to «ubmk only a fow wordi 

in reply to the points raised by Sir Nasixnnddin and by tbe Chief Whip of 
the OoTemment. Eridently Sir Nariiniiddin is taking bis stand on rule 0S» 
anb-nile (3) of the Assembly Procedure Rules which provides that one of 
the restrictions on a motion of this charaoter would be that the motion muit 
not revive discussion on a matter which has been discussed in the same 
session. This, Sir, relates to motions and motions are only those which are 
defined under rule 3G, that is, a matter requiring the decision of the 
Assembly is brought forward by means of a question pujt by the Speaker on 
a motion proposed by the Speaker himself or by any other member. 

My first objection to the point of order is this, that during the general 
discussion of the budget there has been no opportunity of any motion as 
such being discussed or formally placed before the llouse for its votes. So 
the question of a decision of the House or discussitm on a motion does not 
arise, and therefore any observation generally made during the general 
discussions of the budget cannot Im* covered and cannot be intended to rule 
out an adjouriinieut motion even if it has been once discussed. That is my 
first point. 

Sir, my second point is even assuming that it d(>es, the subject*mi»tter 
that is prop(»sed to ])e discussed now' was never an<! could not have been 
brought to the notice of the Houjw* earlier because the event actually 
occurred after tl«e debate on Monday took place. So far as our information 
goes, the subject proposed io lie discusw'd is the banning of a particular 
statement— not the policy Udiind that banning or the general outlook of 
Government on these matters. It is not <»ur case, and T believe my Lender 
will make it clear, that Government have no authority or slnmld never 
exercise anv p(>wer of restricting certain publication.s if they go so far wTong 
as to affect the lives and privileges of the community at large. U is a 
particular statement issued by resp<msib]e leaders of the Opposition in 
reply to certain observation.s made by the Governmeiil of India hood 
Secretary, who again allowed that statement to Ik- published in the loca 
papers, that is the subject-matter which is proposed to l»e discussed. And 
with all due respect to the Leader of the Hous^* 1 submit, Sir, that 
Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee never brought in this subject and from excerpts 
read out one could never imagine that lie had that particular intention in 


Mv third objection is this that cut motions during the budget debate 
have to be disposed of in a manner which leaves little room for 
discussion of a subject-matter which arises out of an /"'"f 
cut motions have Wu and have to be given notice of 10 days before and 
here. Sir. we are in the midst of a session which is a long 
plea that there is a possibility of cut motions during the budget debate 
Lnnot be raised to abut out important privileges of this House to discuss 
an emergent matter of public importance of this character. 

With these observations, Sir, I submit that you may not be pleased to 

aooe6t the objection of Sir Narimuddin. 

Mr. SAtAMKA SEKHAR tAMYALs Sir, m connection with this 

matter referred to by Dr. Mookerjee, I do not like to mU in what has 
«ad by Dr. Sanyal. But there is one point, Sir, about which I would Uka 
io aay aomething. An adjournment motion is intended either to censnr# or 
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at least to condemn the Government. Censuring or condemnation is a 
question of vote and during general discussion no matter can be put to vote. 
Therefore, Sir, our right to have this matter put to the test by vote is a 
matter which could not be concluded by what took place during the general 
discussion. 

Then, Sir, with regard to the other question as to our getting an 
opportunity during cut motions, I submit, Sir, that you as Speaker who at 
one time was an ordiriarj^ member — you know very well that during the cut 
motions you have got to pack through limited time the crowded grievances 
of one year if not more. We do not know whether we shall get one or two 
days but to raise the contention that this will be available during the cut 
motions is to say that one day will be applied to this particular matter. 
That is to say, the numerous grievances of the province will be practically 
guillotined, and that is certainly not a desirable state of things. And, Sir, 
the nature of the matter proposed to be raised during this discussion is of 
such importance that it ought not to be allowed to wait even for a day. 
After all, food is tbe primary concern of the province and in comparison with 
the importance of this topic every other topic is of secondary importance. 
And, Sir, the statement which has been banned is a statement not of 
X Y Z but a statement which is even more important than the statement of 
a Minister of State. The banning of sucli a statement is a matter which 
should Ik* discussed at tlie earliest po.ssible opportunity. In any view, Sir, 
it is only right and proper that we should discuss the matter. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Does any other member want to speak? 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Sir, ma\ 1 make an observation on a 
question of fact only? Sir, 1 want to ixiint out with due respect to tht 
Leader of the House that really he is confusing tbe policy with an incident, 
That is the point which 1 %vant you to remember, Sir, when you give youi 
ruling. 

The next thing is also on a question of fact. 1 came to know that ihis 
•tatement was banned by Government on Tue>day. Therefore, Sir, I took 
the first opportunity of bringing it up before this House. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Sir, a ruling by the previoui 
Speaker in the matter of the admission of the motion under discussior 
should have been our guide in this matter. It is not a question of banning 
a statement. Tbe facts mentioned by the gentlemen opposite are incorrect 
Spt*aking as one w’ho is connected with the Dress, I submit. Sir, that thej 
have been caught napping. A misleading .statement has been made as tc 
when information about the “advice” was sent to the Press, The advio« 
was given on Sunday and, therefore, the honourable mover was in posses- 
sion of tbe information on that day. Today, it is Thursday. Three valuabU 
days have been lost. That is a fact, and on the texit of the section govern- 
ing adjournment motions I think this motion should have been declared ai 
not in onler. 

Khan Bahniul' MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, I draw your attention tc 
rule 98(v) which says: “the motion must not deal with a matter on which 
a resolution could not be moved”. Here, Sir, the general policy oi 
Government is that such matters should not be allowed to be publish^ 
which will undermine public morale, so that the confidence of the public 
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may not be shaken. Here probably the Leader of the Congreaa party ha« 
tabled a motion because he thinks that since a statement issued by centaiii 
parties of the Opposition was not allowed to be published therefore it waa 
an encroachment on the privilege of a member. But* Sir, there was no 
instance of banning any particular statement ; the statement wa« 
automatically banne<l l>ecause of a policy which had been previously adopted 
by Government. Therefore, Sir, when it affected a question of principle, 
this adjournment motion should l>e held to lie out of order. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASUt Sir, may I just point out one thing 
with reference to the observation of my honourable friend Mr. Abdur 
Rahman SiddiqiJ^ 1 understood him to say that a statement which is 
misleading and which does not contain facts has been made by some of the 
speakers on this side inasmuch as it has been stated that the mover of this 
motion did not know on Monday evening or even on Tuesday that Govern- 
ment had banned the publication of the Ktatement in question. Mr. Abdur 
Rahman Siddiqi said that as a newspaf>er editor he came to know on Sunday 
that such a ban had been impostnl. Did I understand him to say that as 
soon as he obtained that information from the Government on Sunday ha 
forthwith transmittefi it to the meml>er8 of the Opposition and therefore the 
members were in a position to know even on Sunday or on Monday that such 
a ban had been imposed ^ In the nhsence of any sm h statement by him I 
do not see the substance or the meaning of his complaint. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think 1 have heard every IkhIn wln» wanted to say 
anything on this point. In my <qnninn, th<*re i.s nothing in the rules or in 
any convention of whicli 1 am aware which makes the present motion out 
of order. 1 hold this to W in onler, and I will now read out to the House 
the short statement an<l tiien ask wliether the member has got the leave of 
the House. The short statement runs tints:

The leaders of 
different parties in the (b*po,sitjon in tlie Bengal Legislative 
Assembly thereafter is.Nued a joint statement to the Press in 
Calcutta criticising the approach made by Mr. Hutchings in dealing 
with the i»resent fotel situation and warning the Government 
against complucencx in high quarter.** and the expression of pious 
wi.Hhe.s which have Wu at the root of tin? deterioration in the foml 
situation in this province last year. 

On Friday the 25th February, Mr. J. H. Burder, President, Bengal 
Chamla*r of Commerce, made a significant ob*H*rvation in cours<* of 
his presidential address at the annual meeting of the Bengal 
Chamb€>r of Commerce that anorng other things ‘injudicious 
articles in the Press’ on the present food situation amounted to 
‘5th column activity’. Shortly after this it was learnt yesterday 
that the Goverumeiit of Bengal had banned the publication of the 
joint stateinent issued by the Party leaders. Hence this motion.

Mr. SPEAKERS Those who are in farour of the motion will please rise 
in their seats.

Clearing of Preie and visitors’ galleries. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I want to make a sugges- 
tion, Sir. When the discussion takes place I submit that the Press and the 
galleries be cleared. 

Mr. a. C. GUPTAS We are discussing that very matter. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: This is a very important matter, 
Sir. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL; Let us understand his justification for 
the Nazi method he is proposing.

Mr. 8PEAKER: I think it will be convenient if we begin after Asar 
prayer. That means 5-15 and I fix that time. 

Tht Hon’bla Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: I would like to know why 
the honourable members are objecting to a secret session. 

Mr. a. C. GUPTA: A secret session can only be held by the consent of 
the House and a secret session to discuss the banning of the news will 
defeat its own purpose. We are complaining against the banning of the 
news and the Hon'ble the Leader of the House is tyj'ing to get you to agree 
to ban the news in advance and, 1 may say, give the judgment in advance.

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: The Government are at liberty to 
carry on all ruthless activities according to their pleasure, but so far as you 
are concerned, Sir, you are not only the chosen custodian of this House but 
also of the whole province ; that is to say, the . interests of the entire 
yrovinoe are in your hands and 1 do not think you will agree to atultily the 
debate by acceding to the unreasonable demand of Government. 
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Mf« A« F. STARK S At this point, Sir, I aubmit that the PreM should 
be ordered to withdraw when we are about to discuss a statement which has 
been banned from the Press by Government on the ground that it is harm- 
ful to the food situation. If we discuss the statement in the presence of 
the Press I submit that that would be putting the Press in an impossible 
situation because even if they do not publbh the statement they will be 
obliged to publish a substance when publishing the proceedings of this 
House. I submit that we should take no risk of publishing facts which may 
be damaging to> the food situation. 

Mr« ATUL CHANDRA SEN: A Daniel has come to judgment! 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: I submit, Sir, that if you order the 
Press to go out you will be simply justifying the action taken by Govern- 
ment. I think that sort of an order cannot be passed without first hearing 
the leaders of the different groups because it would be prejudging the issue. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN filODIQI: (As soon as Mr. Siddiqi rose to 
speak there was a loud noise from the Opposition). Sir, I seek protection 
of the Chair from this sort of disturbance. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. I hope the member should be allowed 
to speak undisturbed. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Sir, it will not only place the Press 
into difficulty but it might also place the Chair in a rather awkward position 
for this reason that in a discussion of this nature argumeuts are not likely 
to be restricted to the action taken on which we are trying to labour but 
they are likely to run into the actual policy and therefore, Sir,— (Inter- 
ruption from Mr. Sasanka Sekhar Saiiyal and noise from the Opposition 
benches) Sir, will you stop him, when I rise on my right to speak H 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Sanyal, will you kindly not interrupt? 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURi: Mr. Speaker. Sir, (Loud 

noise from the Coalition benches). 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. Please do not shout. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I am referring to 
rule 125 of the Assembly Procedure Buies, and I am raising a point of order 
in that connection. Rule 125 runs thus: “The Speaker, whenever he 
thinks fit, may order the galleries to be cleared*’. You will notice. Sir, 
that the matter is entirely left to your discretion and you have got to act 
here on your own motion, not at the suggestion of any person however high 
his position may be or even at the suggestion of the Leader of the House. 
It rests entirely in your discretion and it is on your own motion and not at 
the suggestion of anybody that the galleries can l>e cleared. 

Khtfl Blliadtir MOHAMMED ALI: But anybody can make some 
anggestion to you, Sir. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: That would be compro- 
mising the position of the Speaker. Sir, no harm will ensue if the 
proce^inga be published in the Press for, after all, we are not discussing 
^ food situation or the food position in the country. What we am. 
discussing is the banning of a particular statemeut issued by the leaders 
that will bring under discussion ibe policy behind the banning order and n# ^ 
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the food policy of the Gorernnient. Therefore, no such harm can ensue as 
the Government consider it necessary to prevent by the banning of the 
publication of anything regarding the food position in the province. That 
order stands and the Press will abide by that order but so far as the motion 
before the House is concerned it does not at all bring under di.scussion the 
food position in the country. It only proposes to discuss the policy of 
banning the publication of all discussion regarding the food position in the 
country and we intend to discuss only the policy behind the banning order. 
Therefore, I submit, no harm can ensue. 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALIS Rai Harendra Xath Chaudhuri has 
quoted rule 125 and has said that it is the Speaker’s option to clear the 
galleries and that no member can make a recjuest to that effect to the 
Speaker. Sir, 1 beg to differ from that view and 1 am of opinion that 
everybody in the House has got the right to suggest to you on any particular 
occasion that the galleries should he cleared. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You need not reply to that, Khan Bahadur; that is 
common sense. 

Khtn BfthMhir MOHAMMED ALI* Sir, it is a jKirliumentary convention 
that any member can suggest that the galleries be cleare<l only for the 
purpose of drawing Mr. S])eaker’s attention to it but it lies entirely in his 
discretion whether he should do .ho or not. 1 hope >ou will folh^u that 
convention and if you think fit you will clear the galleries on thi> occasion. 
Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: I do submit. Sir. that you will 
not exercise your prerogative under rule 125 and do something for wliich 
there is really no precedent. There is gagging (»t the Press uml there should 
not W a gagging of the Legislature, (tn the other hand \ou have a 
precedent so far as the ('entral Legislature is concerned. During the last 
few months there have been cases where adj(»urnment motions similar to 
the one about to be moved by Mr Kiran Sankur Hoy were moved in New 
Delhi and there was no order given 1»\ the I'lesident nor was a request 
made by Sir Reginald Maxwell. But Sir NazamuUlin wants* to out-Maxwell 
Maxwell himself for the purpose of clearing the Press galleries. M> second 
point is that if anything is discussed on the floor of the House winch should 
not in the interest of the fo(ul situation he allowed to be publi'^hed. that is a 
matter which may separately be considered by the ll(»iue Minister as such 
mutters hud been considered in the past. You know’ that certain matters 
discuvssed on the Hoor c)f the Legislature were not published in the Press 
and when we came and cnmpluined before \ou and the lK‘puty Speaker botk 
of you sai<l that you were helpless. So there should be no attempt on the 
part of the Government tc» gag the legitimate publication of discus.nions on 
a vital question like this. 

Mr. A. K. PAZLUL HUQ: I was not surprised to hear the Chief Minister 
putting forward the plea that the Press and the galleries ought to be cleared, 
otherwise the <d>ject of the Government in banning the statement would 
be defeated. But I was certainly suq^nsed to bear my friend Mr. Starl^, 
a Britisher, born and bred, rising up from his seat and supporting a policy 
which is worse than the most barbarous system of suppression of the Press. 
Now, Sir, I would like to remind iny friends of the European Group 
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(InteiTUptions from the Coalition BenoheeL I am only reminding them of 
what they themselTes did in this House— 

KilSfl Bnhsduf MOHAMMED ALIS On a point of order. Sir. On what 
is he speaking? He must be relevant. 

Mr, A, K, FAZLUL HUQ: 1 am only asking my friends of the European 
Group through you

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: On a point of order. Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Fazlul Huq, w’lll yon please resume your seat? 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: If you do uot wuut iiio to xpoak, 1 won’t. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is far from me to interrupt yo\i in the least. That 
is not mv desire sjieriallv in view of the tact that \ou are not verv W’ell. 
What I mean is this that while speaking on a suhpTt like this, it is desirable^ 
to confine strictl\ to the j>oint and not to pass remarks 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Even ‘o meet a point raised by another 
member ? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: 1 must frankly confess that 1 buve not lieen able t(V 
follow him all along. 

Mr. 8YED BADRUDDOilA: Sir. there wan n<»ihing irrelevant in hia 
speech 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I have iievrr siiid tliut tliorc wus irrolovunt. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, if you are here g<»ing to show me any 
concession because of mv ill health, I woald ratlier die than lake suc'h a 
favour in your hands. Sir, you talk of relevancy 

Mr. SPEAKER: Xo. ut>. I am not talking of relevaiics I have never 
said about relevancv. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I have been at the bar for the last 44 veurR 
and I know what are the rules of relevancv. [ do not want tf> be taught 
about lelevaio y I v anvl)od\ including Mr Speaker himself, f was only 
going to remiiul my friends oi the Eurojiean (iron]) of their attitude towards 

the food question this time la^t year in **uppoitiTig a motion (fries of 

“Shame ’ ‘‘Shame” from the (l]>position and interruptions from the foalitiori 

benches i .

Mr. SPEAKER: I know I have got power to order clearing of th« 
galieriee, 1 ako know that there may be aearet sessions of this House and^ 
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m fact, I remember there have been occasiane in this very House when 
the galleries have been cleared by order of the Speaker. But the proc^ure 
prescribed is an extraordinary one and is intended to apply to extraordinary 
situations. I do not think the present is an extraordinary situation that 
requires such a procedure to be adopted. The Government's standing order 
is there. There have been occasions in the past when the publication of 
the proceedings of this House has been banned. If after the discussion is 
over, Government think that additional steps are necessary, it will be quite 
open to them to take additional steps. So, I cannot accept the suggestion 
of the Leader of the House. 

Atfjourfimtfit motion. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY. Sir, I beg to move that this Assembly 
do now adjourn to discuss a definite matter of urgent public importance 
and of recent occurrence, namely, the banning by the Government of 
Bengal of the publication in the press of the joint statement issued by the 
Leaders of the parties in the Opposition in the Bengal Legislative Assembly 
criticising the observations of the Food Secretary, Government of India, 
on the food situation in Bengal, as published recently in the local news- 
papers. 

Mr. Speaker, the facts on which I rely for niy adjouruuieiit motion are 
crystal clear and the totalitarian mentality which I seek to condemn is also 
very obvious, but the time allotted for a motion of this nature is so short 
that I am afraid it will not be possible for me to express completely the 
views we hold on this policy of shutting out of views. 

Let me, Sir, briefly put the facts before the House. Mr. R. H. Hutchings, 
Food Secretary to the Government of India, made certain observations on 
the food situation in Bengal on the 22nd of February, On the 2>th, this 
was reported in the local newspapers. Sir, 1 do not wish to quarrel very 
much with Mmt statement. It is the usual sort of statement to which we 
are used. There is an air of superior wisdom, there is a good deal of 
patronising and there is also a great deal of callousness to human suffering. 
I do not propose lo read that statement of Mr. Hutchings though I have it 
here. Mr. Hutchings patronizingly pats the back of the Bengal Govern- 
ment and I have no doubt that the Bengal Government, so imperious to us, 
the poor members of the Opposition, will sit upon its hind legs in ecstacy. 
He is also patronizing to us. He admits that some of the criticisms which 
we had made are fair and he assures us that all those criticisms, all the 
problems and all the points that we have raised on the floor of the House 
and outside are engaging his attention. The sum total of Mr. Hutchings^ 
speech is this: that Mr. Hutchings is in the Delhi Secretariat, the Hon’ble 
Mr. H. S. Suhrawnrdy is in the Bengal Secretariat, there is a very generous 
Yiceroy ruling over us, the British Anny is in India, and we. the imor 
Indians, need not worry. This, Sir, is the statement of Mr. Hutchings. 

Sir. I am not very sure of the antecedents of Mr. R. H. Hutchings. c.i.E., 
but I have a faint recollection that in 1932 Mr. Hutchings then an Additional 
Polhical Secretary or Deputy Secretary' honoured us with a visit when we 
were prisoners in the Dum Dum Central Jail. Two hundred to 300 political 
prisoners including some of the most brilhant sons of Bengal were in the 
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Dum Dum Jail packed like sardines itt one room with corrugated iron roof, 
with solid walls on all sides, but without a single window to let in fresh 
air, to let in any light. That, Sir, was the condition in the month of June. 
On our representation Mr. Hutchings was kind enough to visit us and when 
we told him the inconvenience, the insanitary condition in which we were 
living at the time, Mr. Hutchings smiled pleasantly being a nice jierson and 
pointed to the sky-light 23 feet high over our head and thought that, that 
was sufficient for the purpose (laughter). It is evident. Sir, that 
Mr. Hutchings with growing age and increasing responsibility has not 
become more responsive to human sufi’erings, and if 1 am not mistaken, it 
is this Mr. Hutchings who was lent by the Government of India to the 
Government of Burma, and if 1 remember aright, he was in charge of 
evacuation. We have heard ugly stories about racial discrimination during 
that evacuation. Well, what more could we expect from Mr. Hutchings. 
Sir, on Mr. Hutchings* statement the leaders of the Opposition thought it 
necessary to issue a statement warning the Government that the condition 
prevailing in Bengal is such that there shouM he no self-complacency on 
the part of Government. They also cautioned the people to he careful, 
and. Sir, I propose to read that statement. The statement runs thus: — 
“Our attention has been drawn to a statement reccMitly issued by 
Mr. Hutchings, the India Government Food Secretary, from Delhi 
regarding the food situation in Bengal.” Sir, 1 shall rea<l it very slowly, 
so that everyone may understand what a ilungerous document it is. “It 
appears that Mr. Hutchings was in Bengal a few days ago hut we wen* not 
even aware of any attempt nunle by him to contact public opinion in the 
province. We were not even nwun* that Ik* was in our midst. It is, 
therefore, reasonable to jiresume that he lookt^d into the food problem in 
Bengal through the eyes of the Ministry and the offi<’iuls, and the over- 
optirnism which he has shown is, therefore, easily explained. It is not 
our intention to raise any scare nor, so far as we are aware, any attempts 
are being made by the public for ‘taking Bengal into a second famine,’ as 
ha.s been insinuated by the Food Secretary, hut we feel that we shall he 
failing in our duty to the piihlic if we do n(»t point out that tlie complacency 
in official circles is fraught with great danger. Mr. Hutchings has 
deprecated all attempts at Hakiug Bengal into a second tamine’. We 
wonder whether he realises that a similar complacency on the part of tha 
Government, last year since the advent of the Ministry was to a great 
extent responsible for what he evidently calls the ‘First I amine’ towards 
the end of last y'ear. Let not that tragic hlunder he repeated in 1044.'* 
We are told that there has been a bumper crop in Bengal this year hut a 
mere bumper crop without a sound scheme of procurement and distribution 
cannot save Bengal from another famine. Already reports of rising prices 
and scarcity of rice and paddy are <laily pouring in from different parts of 
Bengal especially from (oniilla, f'hittagonir and Dacca. Whether it is 
due to Government purchase of amnn crop, size of which has been admit te<l 
to be considerable is fnr the Government to say. Government have also 
•o far done little to make a visible demonstration of success by moving food- 
grains to deficit areas. Symptoms are, therefore, disquieting. IVhat 
people suffer from is not “defeatism" but want of confidence in the present 
Ministry's capacity and integrity to tackle the situation in a manner 
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c(m§i»tent witk the welfare of all classes of people. Complacency in high 
quarters and pious wishes would not achieve anything; nor will confidence 
he restored by prevention of legitimate criticism of official policy and action 
relating to food.’^ 

This, Sir, is the dangerous document which disturbed the mind of Sir 
Naziniuddin, the leader of the Trojan heroes, and Trojan heroes became 
nervous. Now, Sir, this df)cument was signed by six persons, one of whom 
had been the Chief Minister of this province, three of whom were recently 
Ministers of the Crown, Mr. Hem Chandra Nasker, the distinguished 
Scheduled Caste leader and an ex-Ma\or (Mr. A. M. Abdul Hamid: 
Question). Do you question that he w'as an ex-Mayor? Then you question 
your own sanity. (Uproar.) I say, these gentlemen by their long service 
can claim to he heard by the people and also claim to be heard by a Govern- 
ment which calls itself a popular Government. But, this statement was not 
allowed to be published. Orders were given that thi.s must be stopped and 
of course it was stopped. Sir, I do not w’ant to take too much time of the 
House. 

The issue before the Hoxise raised by this motion is simple, straight and 
clear, Have w'e the right to differ from the present Ministry ^ Tliat, Sir, 
is the issue. You may like that statement or you may not like that state- 
ment, That is not the point. The point is whether one has a right to 
differ from this Ministry, and in differing whether one has a right to give 
expression to that difference. Or are we living, as m> friend Dr. Sauyal 
said under Nazism which means one leader, oru' part>. one programme and 
one voice and the negation ()f all opj>osition. That. Sir, is the issue betore 
the House and I hope the issue is so clear that there could not be any 
difference of opinion on this matter. 

Mr. Speaker, 1 have finished, hut before 1 sit down, 1 would like to ask 
every Indian in this House, as I ask myself, why do we keep on this sham 
show If we cannot .save our people from dying, it we eunnot save our 
mothers and sisters from going about naked <)r in rags and from dying, it we 
cannot ])revent our chiblren from eating garbage from the dustbins, what 
the use of our being here, making speeche.s and prerorating in Latin. Sir. I 
too would also like to conclude with a quotation, 1 am ashamed to .say, from 
a Bengali poet in this Assembly of learned men. Not knowing Latin or 
(ireek, liartlly English well enough ti» express my feelings, I have to fall 
back on Bengali (Bai Harendru Nath ('haiidhuri : With apobigy ). I have 
already apologised. I shall quote from a humble poet from my own district. 
This is what he says reminding us of the realities of the situation: —

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, 1 ri«t‘ to act’or<l my wholehearted 
support to the motion which Im.s hcen placed hidore this House with such 
ability, elo(|ueiice afol ile}»th ol feeling? 1»\ m\ esteemeil and honourable 
frieikd, Mi. Kiran Sankar i{o\ 

Sir, the issue that has been raised b\ this motion and has been clinched 
by Mr. Kiran Sankur lto\ r*. whether on a 'ital matter of this kind, namely, 
the food situation in the provime and the food policy (d the (lovernment 
ot Benjfal, it is open to tliojne who represent vast sections of the people of 
this province to utter a word <»! caution to the (iovernment with re^funl to 
the policy that they have been following. Uemember, Sir, in tbeir iudivi> 
dual capacities these leaders of parties in Opposition may not c(»unt for any- 
thing but according to the constitutional practice, for goml or for evil, they 
have been called upon to represent vast constituencies in this province, 
probably more than 90 per cent, of the Hindus of this province and about 
half of its Muslim population. In these circumstances, is it not* their 
boundeij duty to voice the opinion of their constituencies when u charge has 
been levelled by the Food Secretary' to the Government of India that there 
is an attempt to bring about a second famine in Bengal by a criticism of 
the food policy of the Government. That is the issue before us. When 
the Legislature is not meeting it is necessary that a mischievous statement 
made by the Food Secretary is nailed to the counter immediately it sees the 
light of day. That is the position which the leaders of the Opposition in 
this House have taken in this matter. Now if the Government desire that 
they will carry on their food policy in this province through the gagged 
silence of the people let them take that responsibility. You renu»mher Sir, 
that during the last famine which devastatckl this province when statements 
were made from the Opposition calling attention to the most serious situaiioa 
towards which the province was heatling, on© of the Secretaries to th© 
Government of India stood up in his place in the Central Assembly and said 
that there had been overdramatisation of the famine situation in Bengal. 
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It was a most shameless statement which a responsible officer could make 
on the floor of the House in the Central Assembly, you will find, Sir, that 
the mischief that ii^s done by such a statement had to be undone by protests 
from myriad throats in Bengal and the rest of India. It was impossible for 
people to give even the faintest idea of the actualities of the situation in this 
unhappy province. Even my esteemed friend, Mr. David Hendry, the 
Leader of the European (iroup, strongly condemned such an attitude on the 
part of the Home Secretary to the Governr-.ent of India. Mr. Hendry said 
that it was a misstatement of facts to say that there was overdramatisation 
of the food situation in Bengal. That is exactly the position which the 
Government of Bengal is now taking and which the Food Secretary, taking 
the cue from the Government of Bengal, has also taken in making the 
statement which is the subject-matter of discussion today. Now, Sir, the 
whole world was shocked to find what had happened in Bengal. After the 
death roll had mounted to enormous figures, after the facts in their lurid 
light hud been disclosed, the world was shocked to find that the very founda- 
tion of civilization had been shaken. Now, can we in these circumstances 
allow the Government to carry on in the midst of gagged silence as they 
propose to do? Can we, as responsible representatives of the people of the 
province, sit quietly and allow Government to carrj- on in their own way 
without even uttering a word of protest or caution which we might consider 
necessary? In the districts, prices are mounting up and rice is not available 
in various places. Are we to sit quiet with our eyes blind-folded, with our 
hands behind our back, simply holding our breath in patience waiting for 
something to turn up, because (Government are hatching and executing their 
plan for procurement and di-stribution in tjie secrecy of (Government depart- 
ments? Now, Sir, ask the iiewspajH*rs. T^et the Home Minister whose 
portfolio includes the Press ask the newspapers, fully to disclose the tale 
which is pouring in upon them every day from every corner of the province. 
It will go to show that rice is disappearing, that prices are mounting, and 
that starvation and vagrancy are again appearing in different places. The 
newspapers are not in a position to mention one word out of these messages 
which are pouring in uj)on them <lay after day. The\ used to publish these 
messages drawing the attention of (Government to the sufferings of the 
Xieopl^ in the mufassal districts. They have been gagged, they have been 
silenced, not an echo of these complaints, of these cries of distress, finds 
any place in the newspapers of today. That is the position. That is the 
way in wdiich the present Oovei-nment seeks to work. I/et them take into 
their confidence the leaders and other members of the Opposition and frame 
or revise their plan so that any such complaints niav no longer be possible. 

It was a great decision that the Speaker had made this evening that the 
gallery should not be bleared and that the Press should not be asked to stop 
publication of today’s proceedings. It was a landmark in the history of 
Parliamentary Government in this province. I hope and trust that the 
Horae Minister will not issue his writ to stop publication of these proceed- 
ings. If he does that, his name will go down in history as the upholder of 
Nazi methods, an expression which my esteemed friend Dr. Sanyal has used 
this evening. I hope he will allow the report of the proceedings to he 
published in the papers tomorrow in order that people may know throughout 
this province that thfir cries and their woes do not go unheeded on the floor 
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of the Legislature, that there are people who are free to ventilate them and 
that these are people who are trying to bring them to the notice of the 
Government. 

I do not think I need take up the time of the House any more. I desire 
to conclude by uttering a note of warning. If Government want to carry 
on this game of **hush, hush”, this game of silence, in a matter ofNuoh 
supreme importance, theirs will be a tren endous responsibility in* which 
they will be answerable to the people of this province. 

Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: Sir. my esteemed friend Mr. Kiran 
Sankar Roy has already put before the Hou^e our view-point. The statement 
that was issued by the leaders of different parties wusVlear. I cannot under- 
stand why the present tiovernment is ver\ nervous about .any talk with 
regard to the food situation. Mr. Hutchings came from Delhi and went 
about the w’hole of Bengal, as he says, hut whom he meant by Bengal we do 
not know. He came to Bengal but did not think it nece.Hsary (hat any one of 
the leaders in the Opiiosition of this House should he consulted or even talked 
to. He returned to Delhi and from that place, from that high pedestal, he 
issued a ^tatement and that statement has been ])ublished in the Press. He 
has said that attempts are being made to taking Bengal to a stH‘ond famine. 
IVe know wbat was done last year about this time. This very Government 
which was called to office h\ the late Sir -lohn Herbert, told us, “Well, you 
don’t w’orry, everylliing is all right". When Mr. Faxlul Hu(]’s second 
Ministry was in otfice, Mr. Suhrawardy cried louirse from the Opposition 
benches here, “Don’t talk of shortage, there is plenty of fooil in the country”; 
and the very satne statement was made hj Mr, Suhruwurdy when he assumed 
charge ot the (!ivil Suj)plies Department. Well, if tliere was no shortage, if 
ever> thing was all right, how will xou account lor the death of 40 lakhs of 
people in tins haple**-* jirovince? These Minister.** who are adorning the 
Treasur> Benches n(»w were in office at that time. Why could not they eheck 
the deaths from starvation of so many personsf^ Why is this “hush, hush” 
policy today? We warn the (iovernment — whether Mr. Ilutchings issued the 
statement from Delhi nr these Ministers took it into their heads to follow 
methods by which they want to stifle public discu.^sion, by w’hich the} want 
to stifle even the j>uhlicntion of our ‘•tafement in the press — that tliese method* 
will not stop the people fnun starving to death when they 4 I 0 not get food. 
Already we have re«eived reports from different parts of the tiroviuce that 
the inoineut the hoiumrahle agents of the (nivernment went into <lifferent 
districts to purchase aman crop, from that moment the prices have risen, l^et 
them declare what are the reasons for which j>ri( es have risen today in the 
mofussil areas. If everything goes all right why have prices risen? The 
other day my honourable frieml Dr. Syumaprasud Moi»kerjee laid before the 
House the reports that came from different districts of this province. Sir, we 
have heard of war methods abcmt which the British (iovernment cry luulTse 
and about which this (iovernment also cry hoarw* : “Well, war purposes are 
there, war methods are there: war efforts are to be seen to sutcess.” May I 
ask, is this the way in which Bengal can he saved from being starve<l t(j death? 
I »ay that in order to save the people of Bengal from ntarvation not only the 
leaders of different parties but Bengal as a whole should he taken into 
conffdence. If the people lose confidence in the Ministry, there is no escape. 
You cannot by stifling discussion save people from starvation. 
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Sir, I wouJd not take much time of the House. I am warning this Govern- 
ment if they have allowed Mr. Hutchings’ statement to be published in the 
Press, what was there for the Government to stop this innocent statement 
issued by different party leaders to be published in the Press? Then, Sir, 
Sir Nazirauddin went further as the chief, as the head of the administration. 
He wanted a secret session. If they so like, let them have a secret session 
of the Cftuncil of Ministers. That is all good. But don’t talk of the fuss 
of a parliamentary method to be followed here by holding a secret session. 
There is no use for the Bengal A.ssembly to sit in secret. Let everybody go 
home and let Sir Nazimuddin retire from office and go home and hold secret 
meetings there: I can understand that position. But if the Ministry 
function and if they follow methods which are questionable, this House has 
-^very right to discuss that. I w-ill condemn in strongest terms the method 
that ha.s been followed to stifle the Press by not allow'ing the statement that 
was <w*nt to the Press to be published. I hope sense will dawm on them but 
I doubt very much whether that will. Even now there is time because the 
crisis, the zero hour is approaching, and if the Ministry does not take the 
time by forelock, I do not know whether the ('atastrophc that w*as staged on 
the Bengal soil last year will not be staged again on the soil of Bengal this 
time also. We scent danger, and therefore, I warn this (jovernment not 
to adopt inetliods which are questionable. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Mr. Deputy Speakei, Sir (Loud 

noise from the Opposition benches.) 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I liope tliere wull he no interruption and no 
•disturbum'e, and f also hope that yon will kindl\ listen to him. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, we also hope there wull he no 
provoeution from tlie other side. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Sir, 1 have been taken a bit by 
surprise at being called upon to speak so early. J was waiting for the 
crescendo to go up. Speakers opposite have i laimed the right to ventilate 
the grievances of the people: the leader of the Congress party has pithily 
put the whole of his ease in a sentence. He asks: is the present Govern- 
meui of Bengal prepared to tiderate any difference of opinion? The very 
suggestion is preposterous for the very exi.^tence of the Opposition disproves 
it. Ihe (jroveriimeut is anxious f») receive advice and even criticism wdth 
a view to render every possible assistance to the people for their existence. 
1 would like to suluuit the view that chums to speak in the name of the 
people of Bengal should be assessed arithmetically. This side of the House 
can sj)eak for a larger majority of the people of Bengal than gentlemen 
opposite. Their argument and any st4itements they make either here or 
outside, are in proportion to their numbers in this House. Their deci.sioii 
today on whether to hold a secret session or to allow public discussion, is not 
based on any policy of protest against gagging. That as a general proposi- 
tion, with regard to the position of the Indian Press, is known to all of us. 
Here the situation wrhich has arisen is not gagging, not even advising, but 
it is crushing mischief before it is afoot. Why I hold this view is because, 
as the honourable member for the University of Calcutta will bear me ouf, 
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ibis j^blem of our famine, this problem of the misierj* of Bengal, baa 
affected, as you will understand , Sir, the Muslims of the province more than 
the non-Muslim elements of the population. With folded hands I stood befow 
the honourable meml>er for the Tniversity and begged of him in the name 
of the Muslims of Bengal to stoj> making political advantage out of the 
misery of the people. I offered to act as his S^ecreU^ry and jointly with him 
to do the best we could for them. I appealed him to become a leader of 
the Muslims in these days of agony and earn their gratitude. 

Sir, the (jovernmeut of Bengal would not have done its duty if it had 
allowed repetition and reiteration of statements which could not l>e held as 
correct according to any standard of judgmeiit for the reason that in relation 
to the famine they went about making wild statements. Instead of helping 
the people, instead of joining together and making common cause in a 
matter <»f mercy and charity, there was no argument in which and there 
was n(» place in the whole of the (ttuntry where the famine of Bengal was 
not utilised to remove the Ministry which alone was trying to eliminate 
distress. It is surprising to me — and 1 have Inn) some experience of politics 
in this country— to find people getting up in this House and condemning 
this Miiiistr>. Before (iod and man. Sir, 1 honestly believe that the 
famine could have been averted if gentlemen opposite had done their duty 
during the 1(» months when the\ were being le<l from union hoard to utijon 
board, district hoard to district Iward and municijiahty to municipality for 
additional < hairnianships The honourable and learned l.eader of the 
Opposition had tfie hardiloHal to g(» and say in Delhi “Heave us alone. We 
are all right ’ What he did there and what did not make Bengal all right 
was what we have -.eeii After the cobra of famine had been crushtMl through 
the great and untiring eftoit*. made by m\ friend the HonTde the Minister 
lor Oivil Su]»I)lie^. these same gentlemen started their mischievous activities 
by dragging malaria, dy^enicix and cholera intr> their service. Now heeaiiHe 
this effort too ha> l*eeij Imtllcd, the^e worthies are going about, (daiming to 
talk ill the name of service to the pe<»ple, telling them that a sectuid famine is 
before us ami that the.\ are gtdng to die e\a<tly as the\ did in I!Md. This 
i.s t(» create faUe alarm ami panic If the\ did it honestly, if they did it 

truthfully ami it they meain what they said, I would have no nuarrel with 
them. But the whole thing turns on how to get this Ministry out of oftiee. 
Had they been (apable, had they done their duty In Bengal and hud they 
established their hrnm fult 't, 1 would have been the last man to differ from 
them. It is astounding to suggest that this Ministry, y^diicdi has rendered 
sueh valuable and meritoriiius service to the people of Bengal, should go out 
and the (ioveniuient .should, obviously, go into their liamN, into the hands 
of people who, iii more liberal and free countries, would have lieen impeached 
and penalized in a manner which they have not yet realised. 

Sir, } do not in any way desire that Government should interfere with 
the freeilom of the Pre.ss, but if the Press indulges in license, as was the 
case with a leading daily which, again in the garb of service of the people, 
waa preaching revolution on the Buaaian baaii, a Government could not ba 
a Government if it did not take action. A Govcrninent would at the aama 
time be unworthy of being called a Government if it did not atop p^ple 
from getting their afvceches full of poieon and ineorrect etatemenU pimteii

in long columns to secure the applause of an intelligentsia which does not 
think for itself. 

Sir arguments have been used tonight which can be broken to pieces one 
after another but, even at this late stage, will they realise that the poor 
and the suffering people of Bengal have to l>e encouraged into a better 
psychology, into a better state of mind. We have got the full machinery to 
procure and remove food from surplus areas to deficit areas and there are 
thousands of officers in charge of that work. Food is being supplied, 
medicines are being sopjilied and clothing is being supplied. Having been 
left nothing, gentlemen opposite who must oppose for the mere pleasure of 
opposition, are trying to create issues which do not fit in with the situation 
as it exists today. 

Sir, what 1 am trying to suggest to you is that upon the statement of a 
Secretary to the Oovernment of India, they want to have one more 
mischievous statement published in the newspapers. They want to gad 
about saying “we are the advocates of the people of Bengal”. 1 do not 
allow them that position. If there are any advocates who wish to serve 
Bengal and its majority ])opulation too, it is this side of the House and the 
rights of the majority have to be acknowledged hy a minority how^soever 
vociferous it be. (Mr. Shamsuddin Ahmed: What is the total proportion of 
deaths, do you kuow'O I am being asked a funny iiuestion by a Muslim 
brother of mine. I would most humbly and respectfully request him to go 
with me and face a Inidy of Muslim brothers of mine in any village, any 

city or any centre of this province 

Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: ( ’ome, I will go with you. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI; People who have been declared by 
their brothers to be iinwortliy of their confidence, people who have in fact 
betrayed the confidence of the Muslims, the majority population of this 
province, people who are capitalists and bankers and yet claim to talk in the 
name of the peasants and workers of Bengal in the approved style of prole- 
tariat phraseology, are not the natural leader** of tiie people of Bengal. I 
ask them to go with me to my bn>thers in Bengal and then they will see 
where they stand. 

So far as the remarks of my non-Muslim brothers are eoncerued, I have 
to bow down to them for the simple reastm that I d(* not want them tt> feel 
that I am not looking after them. As a Muslim it is my duty to serve the 
cause of all. As a Muslim 1 have the duty to protec t the interests of the 
Zinunies-noU'Musliiiis. Their interests are ^afer in my hands (Uproar.) 

Mr. 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Sir, as my revered leader is not in that 
condition of health to contribute to the discussion this afterumm I have been 
asked by him to discuss this question in my humble way. I am myself ailing 
since yesterday. So 1 am afraid I shall not be able to discuss the situation 
ns 1 should. 

Sir, Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi (Mr. Santosh Kumar Basu : Hailing 
inom Sind.) — from whatever country he may be hailing — has discussed this 
question every time that this food debate has taken place in this House. He 
hna tried to fasten the responsibility upon the Government. of Mr. Faalul 
fiuq and has stressed that Mr. Faslul fiuq by his irresponsible statement 
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(according to him) in Delhi was responsible for the serious food situation 
in this province. Sir, that was contradicted several times and I need not 
refer to that again. 

Sir, in this connection, I would refer to a portion of the speech that was 
delivered on lOth March, 194d, by Mr. Ispahan!. He said: ‘*1{ my words 
carry no fear to those Ministers” referring to the Ministers under Mr. Faslul 
Huq’s Government “of ours, do not the looting of huig, grain carts, shops 
and dacoities make tliem realise the chances of food riots on a wider scale? 
These mav he suppressed b\ the force of the G<»verumeut and bullets, but it 
will be admitted that a hungry man will do anything to feed himself and 
his family, and it will not W wrong when I say that in the forcible suppres- 
sion of these riots the morals of the cause will be in favour (»f the rioter and 
not a Government which has neglecte<l him cnmiimlly.” Sir, I repeat what 
he said with reference to the present Govemment. The resiMHisibility rests 
with this Government wdiich has systematically ptirsiied a poli<’y which has 
resulted in the loss of so many millions of lives in Bengal. 1 fasten the 
responsibility on this Government. When well intormed criticisms directed 
towards the well-being of the people are made from time to time by respon- 
sible leaders of public opinion, like Messrs, hazliil Hii(|, Santosh K.umar 
Basu, Eiran Sankar Roy and Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee, who represent 
millions of people in this province, this Government i nmes forward to gag 
their statement, to gag the Press in order to create another terrible situation 
in the country. In a spirit of complacency, Mr. Hutchings might have 
uttered something just us his predecessor in oHi<‘e did earlier. His master, 
Mr. Amerv al^o ro.se and made repealed statements in the Hom^e of ( ommons 
during tin* first half of V.m that there was no s.-arcity in Bengal. He was 
not alive to the danger till Octidier, 194d. when people were dying in 
millions, and wh(*n the situati(»n actually headed towards a crash and 
desperate conditions created led to the unjirec edented famine ot PMd, with 
w’hi<-li the people were failed. 

The statement ot Mr. Hutchings has been eontradicted by responsible 
leaders. That statement cannot hut he objected to, in view' ot the fact that 
it has not had any criticism in the I’ress. 

AVhatever tlie ptditical colour Mr. A. R. Siddiiji and hi-* <’ompecrs might 
assume, w'hat€*ver might he their slogans to hoodwink Muslim Bengal, the 
fact remains that not till Hindu and Marwari friends and other non-official 
organisations in the (MUintrv came forward to help the people in their 
distress, the present Government’s eyes were not opened to the realities of 
the situation and they were not even roused from their sliimher. Govern- 
ment had not the goodnes.s, the honesty, the candour, the sense of appre- 
ciation of the danger ahead, to pn)vide medical help in time for the unfor- 
tunate victims of cholera, malaria and other preventihle diseases. These 
disea^s were raging in the countryside, 'exacting a heavy toll in hundreds 
and thousands. 

Sir. I 'made a statement in the first week of November last wherein I 
stated that from my tours in the mufassal areas I came to the conclusion 
that unless not merely fw»d supplies were rushed at once to the a#er*ted areas 
in the mufassal, hut medical relief guaranteed through proper agencies 
there was no hope for the people iticluding the Muslims of Bengal. You 
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will find that in Noakhali, in Chittagong, in Nilphamari, in Murshidahad, 
•pecially in Kandi subdivision, in Chandpur, in Dacca, specially in Munshi- 
ganj, in Madaripur and Rajbari, people have died in hundreds and thousands 
not merely for lack of sufficient supplies but even due to lack of medicines 
especially quinine. Till the military authorities came to the rescue of the 
people, this government could not think of providing medical relief for 
these unfortunate people who were dying in hundreds and thousands. 

Sir. my friend, Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi waxes eloquent as the leader 
of MuHlims. It has always struck me most that this gentleman without any 
actual idea of the Mjfierings and miseries of the people in the countryside, 
without any contact with the ditficulties and hardships of the masses, with- 
out knowing actually the economic condition that the people have been 
facing by reason of the most ill digested, ill conceived and mischievous 
policy of this Government, this gentleman comes forw'ard to plead for 
MusliiiiH of Bengal, who in the Muslim majority districts have been reduced 
to a position which bus no parallel in any civilised country in the world. 
There i^ apprehension in the Muslim mind ; there is apprehension in the 
Hindu mind; there is apprehension among people of all classes and condi- 
tions as regards the policy ot the ])resent Government w’hich has hitherto 
been unsatisfactory, cruelly indifferent to the sufferings and miseries of the 
people. Sir. this Government h\ its unwise p(dic\ (d distribution and 
procurement of foodgrains has brought about a situation which has been 
detrimental to the great majority of peoph* including Muslims and 
Scheduled Castes. This (iovernment cannot any longer he entrusted with 
the responsibility of administration of this province. The statement w^hich 
has been issiKul by an irresponsible man in resjionsihle iiosition cannot 
therefore go uii<hallengt*d. As tlie statement oi Mr. Amer\ could not he 
allowM'd to go un<luillengt‘d. us the statement of Sir John Herbert wdio was 
’Governor of this province was not allowed to go unchallenged, similarly the 
statement, tlie irresponsible statement, of any person in authority could not 
he allowed to go uiichallengeil. Therefore, the leaders of parties voicing the 
feelings, sentiments and grievances of the people at large have naturally 
taken upon themselves the dut> in the fitness of things to issue a statement 
contradicting that statement of Mr. Hutchings which i?> ii(»t merely 
misleading, not merely baseless, not merely incorrect, hut actually 
miw’hievous and detrimental to the interests of the whole province. It haa 
been said tliut there will he no famine. The very same thing was uttered 
on the last occasion. After the assumption of office by the Ministry, on the 
7th, Idth, and loth May, not only these Ministers themselves even the Fo<*d 
Member of the Viceroy’s Council, Sir Muhammad Axisiul Haipie, uttered 
the same thing, vi*., that there would be no famine, that there was no 
Hcareity of foodstuffs or any deficit. The solutitm of the problem was there 
and yet there was the famine. There has been provision made on the 
aaeumption in the Budget for 11144-40. certainly not of sutfieiency of 
foodstuffs under the head “Famint^” — a provision that has jumped up to 
Rs. 1,10 lakhs for the maintenance of establishment and staff. If there is no 
ikooeasity or apprehension of famine, why this unnecessary jnovisionP If 
this Government had no reason to anticipate difficulties ahead, why should 
they come forward and add to the deficit in the province by this provision in 
the budget for meeting Ihe food situation which might or mighi not arise K 
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Why uliould the Leffislature he asked to Tote for this hugre provision? If 
leaders representing various groups and classes in the country meet and 
formulate a policy, it would have the co-operation and confidence of all 
sections of the people in the province. Simply by uttering a word here and 
there, issuing a inundate, a fiat or ukase this Government cannot improve the 
situation. It will go from had to worse. I can assure you and through yon 
all the members of this House that unless any wise policy is ado])ted h\ the 
Government, the whole country will again he faced with a difiicull situation. 
I sound a note of warning. 1 assure you that we will he ]>repared to 
support and co-operate with the (iovernment in any well conceived pi)licy 
of procurement and distribution provided the transactions behind the si'enes 
are not as dishonest, as ,sha<ly, as (*<»rrupt, as ahominahle as have marked 
the administratimi of the provima* during recent months. 

With these few words, I fully assoeiate myself with the views that have 
been put forward by the mover (d' this adjonrniiHUit nndion. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERilEE: Sir, 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: Dr Mookerjee, you know the time-limit, 
and 1 h(>j)e \ou will he aide to finish your speech within that. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: I would like to know where the 
Ministers have gone. On a matter like this, it h desirahlc that the Home 
Minister ami the Food Minister sitonid he pr<‘scnt. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: There is also the H(>arcit> of Mini.sters. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: 'I'he (’hief Mmi.sler has gone out with my 
consent and he will he coming pr«*sently. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: I would submit that wliere on an 
adjournment motion sucli impoitant (|ueshons have been raistMl at huist 
courte‘<\ demands that the Hnn’hle Home Minister sh(»uld he present if not 
the Food Minister also. 


Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER. The (’hief Mini.ster came to me and he has 
gone out with my {lermission tor personal reasons. He will come hack 
pretienlly. 

Mr. P. BANERJI: Mr. Deputy Speaker. Sir. I rise {(* support the 
motion HO ably moved by my leader, Mr. Kirun Sankar Hoy. The gagging 
of the press is there. The leaders of different groups in the (fpposition have 
i»HUed a statement, and the statement has been read here. We find that the 
atateiiieiit is ijuite innocent, alter the loingling and mismanagement of thiJ4 
Government in regard to the food situation. Mr. Hutchings has isHUe<l a 
statement, and there is no knowing when there will he a second famine. 
Alri’ady signs are there. Prices in the country-side aftei tlie rt*cent harvest 
are rising very liigh and it is diffi» ull to sa\. if I In- j»olic\ in pursued, wliat 
will 1 h* the jirice af food-tuHs next \eai. It is nnl\ reasonable on the part 
of the lea<fers who have the intere-^ls of the coui1tr\ at heart lo see tliat the 
Government mu.st not liead for another <*risis. This sort of irn'sponsihle 
Btatenients should not be made by a so-ealled responsible officer, tiie F<n)d 
to the (iovernment of India, in such an irrespfmsihle way, My 
leader, Mr. Roy, has already explained the antecedents of Mr, Hutchiiiga 
and how' he wa.H compelled to leave Bengal. Leaving Bengal be went to the 
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Government of India and from there he was sent to Burma. On the 23rd 
December he went in a motor car and brought the fleeing Indians back to 
Rangoon and on the 25th Deceitaber Rangoon was bombed by the Japanese 
and these people succumbed to injuries received as a result of bombing. 
That was what he did. No man would ever believe that the statement that 
he had made w'as correct, and yet that had to be criticised. We all kuow 
how the situation was bungled by this Govennnent and how about 50 lakhs 
of people died, if such a situation had taken place in an independent 
country what would have happened?' People would have come forward and 
toYn the Ministry responsible to pieces. Sir, some years ago there was a 
demonstrut ion in front of the House of Commons in England. P^ven the 
ladies with babies in arms came to Parliament and asked the members of 
Parliament to clear out. They shouted: “Baby suckers, you are all unfit 
to carry on the administration of this country of ours. Resign, resign’’. 
Our Ministers, shameless as they are, have had the temerity to come forward 
and ban a statement issued by our distinguished leaders to cover their 
misdeeds. This Government should not be allowed to do such a thing for 
the simiile reason that they claim to repre.sent the people of the province. 
Mr. Siddiqi talked about Bengal and Muslims, and he was ably replied to by 
our Mayor. Yesterday’s vote showed that this Government could carry on 
only with the help of white people who have no interest other than their own, 
in this country. Therefore, 1 should say, that the sooner this Government 
is removed the better it will be for all concerned. 

Dr, SYAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, there 
is no one in this House or outside who will dispute the proi>osition that the 
confidence of the people must be restored if the food situation is to be 
properly tackled in this province. But, Sir. confidence (‘annot and will not 
be restored -by the pursuit of the gangster method.s to which Government 
boa already taken recourse. The statemeut which has been banned has been 
rend out to the House by Mr. Kiran Sankar Roy. 

Now, Sir, I wish some one on behalf of Government w^ould have got up 
and pointed out which exactly was the passage or was the sentiment which 
was objected to by Government. Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi, usually bo 
powerful and vigorous, spoke like a tame lamb today. As a publicist and 
editor he knows, and none knows better than he. that what has been done is 
^monstrous and without justification. Of coui'se, a lucky man such as 
Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi is, his speeches are not only rejmrted in news- 
pai>ers but also printed ami circulated at the cost of the poor tax-payers of 
BengiU and sent throughout India for the benefit of the firm of Ispahanis by 
Government itself. However, that is neither here nor there. 

Now, Sir, what are the particular points which have been emphasised 
in the statements In the first place it has been stated that Mr. Hutchings 
who came here did not take the trouble of making any contact with non- 
official public opinion. He came, he just visited some centres and went back 
to Delhi and said that everything was all right. Is that something which 
h prohibited under the Defence of India Rules? Is that something whiohi 
if criticixedi must be banned by a rigorous order passed by the Homo 
Department of .the Government? What was the second statement? The 
•eeond statement is that last year undue complacency pracHcallj covered the 
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Bengml hori«on m far as the official actions were concerned and the blunder 
must not be repeated this year also’. It is stated that there was only this 
sentence that there has been a bumper crop this year but already reports of 
rise in prices and scarcity of rice and paddy are daily pouring in from 
different parts of Bengal, especially from Oomilla, Dacca and rhitiagoug. 
Now, is that the statement to which objection is taken by Government P Is 
that a statement which, according to Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi. is not 
only not correct but wild and false P If it was so, then I could have under** 
stood Government allowing the publication of this statement but simultane- 
ously issuing a communique that the facts were otherwise; that actually 
there has not been any rise in the price of rice or other foodgrains in those 
particular areas. 

Now, Sir, very briefly, 1 can remind tlie House ofc the position as it 
stands today in this proviiu’e. Mr. Suhrawardy speaking on l?7tb January, 
1944. aiinoiiiH’ed tt> a Press eonfereiice his main polic\ regarding procure- 
ment and distribution. There he stated tliese words - “We con.sider that the 
prevailing price of foodgrains is .still very high, much higher than the 
majority of the people can afford: the price of foodgrains has outpussed the 
rise in price of other coininodities. It will, therefore, he our endeavour to 
bring down the price ot foodgrains to the same level which would be not 
unfair t(» the producer and whieh wouhl he not unfair t(» the consumer as 
w^ell. We have, therefore, to eoritrol prices effe<‘tivel\ , ia take jinti-hoarding 
measures, to secure e(iuitahle distribution and to k(‘ep the markets constantly 
supplied with foodgrains. ” Tliat wa.s the policy of the Government 
announced on the !27th January. 19-14. 7'he tlovernment of India had some 
difference with the (iovernment ot Bengal with regard to tlie procurennoit 
policy but ultimately the (iovernment of India accepted the scheme 
propounded by the (iovernment of Bengal and — mark tlie words which were 
uttt*red h\ the Food Member in New Delhi — he said that on the urgent 
representation of the tiovernment of Bengal the (iovernment of India 
decided not to override the decision of the Provincial Government on this 
point for which opinion the Bengal (iovernment must ac«ept full respon- 
sibility We liuve heard a lot about political propaganda : we have heard 
a lot that whatever we say is actuated by political motives: IMiillip SoIhjf 
became Phillip Drunk and then was lransforme(l into Phillip the Traitor 
and he spoke yesterday in the garb of the Finance Minister that there is a 
constant attempt on the part of the OpfKjsition leaders to state falsely that 
there would he a famine again. We have never said that there is bound 
to be a famine, but we have said that conditions are so serious that unless 
you take proper ste}>.s immediately there may be a disaster and it will then 
be the entire responsibility of the Government of Bengal. 

Now, Sir, leave aside statistics collected by private agents. On the 27th 
January, a .statement was made by Mr. Suhrawardy that the price of rice 
iras Ter>^ Jiigh and that he was making an attempt every day to bring down 
the price level. Sir, I have got here analysed the statistics published in the 
Calcutta Gazette, not an official organ of the Opposition, from the 27th. 
January till last Thursday, If you analyse the ^gures for 87 districts and 
subdivisions, you will find here that in 46 districts and subdivisions the price 
iiae remained etemdy. The price, already high in the opinion of 
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Mr. Suhrawardy himself, has not made any change whatsoever in 46 districts 
and subdivisions in Bengal during the last two weeks and in 23 districts and 
subdivisions it definitely shows a tendency towards rise. That is a fact — a 
fact disclosed by official bulletins. 

Now, only tw'o days ag<» an appeal was issued by the Ramkrishna 
Mission, not a political organisation, asking for funds for carrying on relief 
operations. Kxactly what we have said in our statement has been stated in 
the statement issued by the Ramkrishna Mission w'hich has been allowed to 
be published in Bengal, namely, that prices are rising and destitutes are 
pouring into towns, and everything indicates that unless things are 
properly tarkled there may be another caluinity. Only a week ago we 
received a frantic appeal for help from (.^hiltagong where we are carrying on 
relief ojierations: Tliere the price of rice came df)wn to Rs. 18 in December 
but during the last six weeks the jn-ice lias risen a great deal and the 
present rate is Rs. 2(i. We have no stock of rice in our jHissession in 
(’hittagong. We itsked the IMstrict Magistrate of ('hitlagoiig to give us a 
loan of 3,(M)6 mauiids of rice so that the relief centre'^ might be served by 
us. But, Sir, this is the reply that we have got from the District Magistrate 
of C^liittagong wdio is not in the emi>loy of the* OpiKisitioii liere : “Your 
letter No. so and so, dated the 4th February, asking for a loan oi 3, ()()(> 
xmiunds of rice for relief. Wc an* trying to ronserve stocks for the next 
bud period. No loan can be allowed b\ un at jireseiit.” And here we are 
tobi w’hatevei we are saying is actuated b\ political motives. Here sit in 
office honourable gentlcmeu who supjKirted b\ the Kur()|a*an bloe raised 
the cry last year against the Ministry ot 1943 that the j>nce oi rice was 
Rs. 13 or Hs. 14 f)(*r maund and the suffering of the people was iiulh^arable ; 
and wh<*n we are pointing out facts which iiidi(*ate in HM4 that the current 
price of rice is causing dee[> anxiety, we are told* that we are trying to make 
a [Hditicul capital of the jireseut situation. 

The lust |M)int referred to in the statement is that there are large sei tions 
of peofvle in the province who have no confidence in the ])reseiit Ministry. 
That is a fact. What is the use of your trying to gag public ojuuioii when 
public opinion wants to assert itself and say that there are sections of people 
who have no rnnfidence in the jiresent Ministry? You have a jiarty Ministry 
in office. That fiarty Ministry is currving on its activities in a manner 
which has no conc*ern with the welfare of the people, and if we point out 
these three salient facts in the statement, namely, that Mr. Hutc'hings 
came and expressed an opinion without (consulting, without coming into 
touch witli noii-offieial public opinion, that there is a definite indi(‘ation 
of riNC of price in foodgruins in different part-^ of the province, and lastly 
that a Ministry which curries on its ai*tivitieH ac'tuated by party eonsidera- 
lion can never be able to restore confidence in the minds of the people, 
W’bat is there that you want to bun in the manner in which you have 
done? Sir, I would ask Government to remember this, that if Govern* 
iiient wants to shut out legitimate criticism of its food jxdicy it will never 
be able to control the situation at all. If the Government’s opinion is 
that what we have said Infringes the provisions of the Defence of India 
Rules it is open to the Government to prosecute the writers of • the state- 
ment or those wbo may publish those statements, but to use these methods 
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wlii^k are similar to the methods which are advertised to be the Japanese 
methods in the newspapers day in and day out is not certainly the way 
10 restore public confidence. 

Sir, I would warn the (tovernment that it is following a course ^of 
action whhh will defeat the object which (jovermnent has in view. If 
you want that public* coiitideiice should be restored, the easiest and tho 
best thin^r for you is to see that prices do come down in different parts of 
the province as quickly as possible. It is no use your tryinj? to stifle 
public oppo.sition. It is no use your trviiijj to shut out public* criticism 
by policies and uc‘ts which wc honestly feel will not Ih* conducive to 
popular interest. If >011 do so >ou will drive the movement underjyround. 
and what will he the result ? Mr. Iladruddoja read out some prophetic 
word which were uttered h\ Mr. Ispahani sitting here in the opposition last 
year I'hat was wiien nec* was selling at Hs. Id 1.) pc‘r maund, and after 
thi> terrible experience in Henjral in 15)4d wln‘n tacts indicate that 
(iovcMinocnl is hun^din^. tiiat there is MOiictliiiijf rotten in the adminis- 
tration ^^hich n akes it ir.i]>o'^sibh* for the (tovtoaiincnt to lousc* tin* confidence 
of the people, u)u want to cxerc'i^c vour iiiajoritN vote and say that every- 
thin;,'- is a’’ li^rht and \oti will not allow puhlic ot>iiiinn tc» expic*SH itself in 
aii\ wa\ V hatsoc'ver, I a]»pe.-d. Sir. <»nce ap^ain to ( io\ eminent to chanpo 
its meihi.tl ainl t<» chan^Tc it** jwilic \ . 

There was no attenijn on tin* ])art «»t tin* Home Minister to c*onie into 

touch with tlicHe wlio wrote the stateinenl. I could ha\c* understood I he 

hoftd fiiic'i ol the Honn* Mini'*ter it In* ln-‘ld a consultation with the leaders 

ot the ditlcrcnt parties who arc si^rnatoiic's to that statement, if he said 

“voii arc issuinjx a st<iteiin*nt ; ln*ie arc our tacts and the fu(*ts are c*iitirel.\ 
contiar> to wliat ,\ou arc* statin;,' and >ou should not allow* tin* statement 
to he puhlishc'd. or it \ou do sc» we shall issue a <-ont radic*tioii as well”, 
hut if you do want to foIlc»w the much advertised Nazi methiMls and the 
methods of which you say the Japanese are ;ruilty, then say so oiK*nly and 
put an end to hyjMicrisy. The sooner we know that the jMi.sition now is that 
])flhlic opiniem has to 1 m* ;?ii;r; 7 ed even tlnni^rh millions inav suffer nr die of 
starvatiem and misery, the better If \ou think that you can escape in 
this manner >cni will he living in that jniradise which is known to 
the Fc»ols’ l^aradise. 

Mr. DAVID HENDRY: Mr. Deputy Spcakc*r. Sir, 1 had no intentiem 
of takin^r an.\ part in this debate but surprise lias been exiires.sed at tbe 
attitude wbicli we have taken up in supporting the sim^-estion that thi*^ 
mutter should not he* discussed before the House and that if it were, the 
press shcculd be asked to withdraw. It has been saicl that it is very 
surprisin;? indeed that such a su;r;re-*tioii should come from this party which 
holds the freedom of the j>ress tti very hijfh estimation. Indeed we do, .Sir, 
but in (Ireat Hritain where the treedinn of the press is held in estimatimi 
as hi;fh as in any <»ther part of the world the policy at the present time 
for food news w'hich is re^^arded as hot news to be kept firmly under c*ontrol 
and there is no country in the w’<»rld where the fcwul c‘c»utrcd |iolicy has beon 
more suc’cessful and more effeetive in ever\ * braiwh of its administration 
iban in Great Britain. There in no country in the world where fo<id newa 
is more strictly controlled for official food news control is an essentia! pari 
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of official food control. (Dr. Syamaprasab MooK£&ns£: And equally 
bungled aft here?) That bungling here for which Dr. Mookerjee continues 
to express a great deal of affection would be definitely assisted by the mis- 
interpretation which is put upon many of the situations which arise in this 
country. Sir, the only point I wish to make is this, that the freedom of 
the press is by no means frustrated by the control of the food news which 
is published in this country. (Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri; Suppres- 
sion of food news?) Not suppression of food news, but strict control of 
food news. 

There ift one other point which has been made, and which I should like 
to answer now. We have been from time to time accused of turning the 
last Ministry out because it was unable to bring the price of rice or food- 
grains in general down. We made our opposition perfectly clear last year, 
Sir, and 1 fthould like to re-affirm it now that when we assisted to turn the 
last Ministry out, we voted against them -because we maintained, and 
rightly so I think, that they had not applied their minds to the crisis which 
was then approaching and they had done nothing whatsoever to take steps 
to prevent the famine which ultimately descended upon us. That was the 
sole reason why we voted against them. Up to that time we supported 
them and supported them fully but when we saw no intention whatsoever 
of their applying their minds and applying their abilities to controlling 
the situation we went against them. This Ministry per contra has applied 
its mind to the problems and crisis w'ith great diligence and has improved 
the situation. That is the only point 1 wish to make in that connection and 
while the present Ministry continues to do its best conscientiously it will 
continue to receive our support. 

Mauivi ABDUL LATIF BI8WA8:' Mr. Chairman, the adjournment 
motion has been moved by the Leader of the Congress Party^ Mr. Kiran 
Sankar R(»y, im the ground that the Government has tried to stifie public 
opinion by banning the j)ublication of the statement made by the different 
leaders of the Opposition, and he has tried to stand on the ground that by 
banning the statement the Government has denied the right of expression 
of opinion and the Government has tried to show that they cannot tolerate 
any difference with the Government. Nobody will deny the fact, Sir, that 
everylmdy has the right to express his opinion, but at the same time it has 
to 'be seen whether the o]nnion which is going to be expressed is hoim fide 
or not, whether the right which is going to be exercised is really the right 
or is going to be an abuse of the right. 

Sir, the Government has tried to do this thing on the ground that the 
publication (»f the statement will create a panicky situation in the country. 
The publication of the statement is nothing but an attempt on the part of 
the Opiwsition leaders to create panic in the minds of the people and in 
this way to make a political capital. 

Sir, Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee who is all along reputed to carry on 
propaganda to incite the feelings against the present Government, he is all 
•long publishiug the statement that the only solution for this is an all- 
parties Gkivernment. It is an attempt on his part to come into the Cabinet 
which he had been compelled to leaye. 
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Now, Sir, I have already said that everybody has got a right to expresa 
bis opioiop and, at the same time, whether it is really freedom of expression 
or it is a licence has to be seen first of all. By publishing that statement, 
an attempt was made to (‘reate a situation which would help to bring about 
a crisis in the country. Sir, it is a well known fact that Government is 
doing its best to solve the food situation, and the last famine on w’hioh 
stress has l>eeu laid b\ the Opposition is really the creation of the (lovern- 
ment which went out of power. Sir, 1 did not like to mention that fact. 
It was really the commencement from the time when you, Sir (addressing 
Mr. Fazlui Hui] who was in the (’hair), as the Premier of this provinca 
made that significant statement at the Delhi (Conference about BengaPa 
food situation. After that. Sir, yon }iavexpla\ed i]\iestionable games when 
your Government took jiart in distributing favours by way of distributing 
controlled shops. It is your Government. Sir, which was responsible for 
really bungling the affair. It is your (tovernment, Sir, which was respon- 
sible for encouraging people like Kali Babu. In (his way, Sir, llo' situation 
created and tor that bungling of the affair the last Government had to walk 
out and the present (foveriiment came into oftiie. The present Govern- 
ment is doing its level best to cope with the situation, but unfortunately 
for the country gentlemen like Dr. S\amapruHud Mookerji and his other 
friends were ulaa>s tr>ing to create a situation whiih could not be 
managed. It was iheii political gano' and they played the political game 
with a view to regain power hut reulK it was an attempt with the lives of 
milli<ms ot the jieojile. The l^eader <d the Krishak l*roja party 
Mr. Shum^lld(^in has said that 4<l lakhs of people have lost their lives. 
Forty lakhs dt p(‘o])le died ef starvation. It is a very regrettable thing, 
but who is resjamsihle t(»r this. I again maintaiti, Sir, that it is the 
bungling ot the situation by tin* past (ioverument which is rejiily respon- 
sible for thi.s. It is their misdoings and misdeeds which ar»‘ really respon- 
sible for creating a situation like thi.H. 

1 again say that the irresponsibility of (he Opposition has been seen in 
many things. I hope the House will remember that when this (loveru- 
ment tried to bring (he .situation, .so far as the destitutes and h(*ggarH are 
concerned, under control and provided them with shelters, the cry waft 
raised by the Leaders of tin* Opp. •sitioii including you. Sir, that Govern- 
ment was mi.shandling the matter. It wu.s a piditieal game. It was a 
game which was played by you and other members of the Opposition. (At 
this stage the member reached the time-limit.) 

(At thi.s .stage the Hou.se was adjourned for lo minutes.)

Tkie Hon*bie Kliwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, 1 have iiatened very 
carefully to the .sjieeches that have been delivered today and the impresiiion 
that ift'ereated in' my mind i» one of .surprise and this again has l>een 
caused on account of two things. First the general impression or ignoranca 
about the effect of the statement that had been made and proposed to be 
mode with regard to the food situation, and secondly, about the policy of 
Qovemment with regard to the right of freedom of speech and freedom of 
action. 1 would, Sir, deal with these two points later on. At the outset 
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2 want to make it quite clear that Government have passed no orders, but 
at a Press conference we gave an indication of our policy to the Press and 
I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Press for the co-operation 
we have received from them in this matter. As far as this particular 
subject-matter of the udj<MiriinieTit motion is concerned, here again the 
Press asked for our advice and we advised them not to do it. There was 
no definite order on tins matter. Therefore as we have given no definite 
order, if any statement is published by the Press in a quite /jorta fide 
manner, I do not think (>(»vernment ean be accused for allowing a state- 
ment of that kind to be published, as has been stated by Dr. Syainaprasad 
Mookerjee with regard to the appeal of Hamkrishna Mission. I may say 
this that we have made it clear to the Press that as far as attack on 
Governtnent and its policy is concerned, lhe> have tull liberty to criticise 
the Minis^r^ as such and they liave got full liberty to say what they like 
about the Ministry. 1’he only exception is made with regard to one item 
and that is tin* foo<l ]»oli( y of the present (fovernment (Pries of “oh, oh” 
from the ( l])fiosition benches). The uhole field rd (iov(*rnment administra- 
tion is open to your criticism and your attack and the Ihess have taken 
advantage of it and have attacketl us menilessly (A voi(‘e: And deseivedly) 
and undeservedly and never have we taken any action against them. Hut as 
regards (he quest i(»n (d food it is abs(dutel\ on a dillereni plane. Here it 
is not the Ministry that is going to be iniure»l h\ (hi*., hut it is the teeming 
millions (jf Heiigal (('ties id “(di, <dr' from the ( ttijm^it ion benches), whose 
lives are going to he saerifieed indirt‘etl\ in making this Ministn the base 
of your attack. 

Dr. SY AM APR ASAD MOOKERJEE: As >011 served them last year. 

Th# Hon’bid KhwHja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: As tar as that is concerned, 
both Mr. H(*ndr\ and Mr. Abdur Huliman Sijldiqi havt>, I think, very 
pertinently pidnted out who is res])(uisible and what happened last year. 

Sir, as I said before, the surprise is that (d all jieisons Dr. Syainaprasad 
Mookerjee should be the one man who should accuse this (Tovernment of 
gagging and of adopting gangster methods. He forgets that my policy 
has always bi^en to give him the greatest latitude in attacking and abusing 
tlie Oovernmeiit throughout Htuigal and outside, and in spite id the fact 
of my being advised that I shimbl take action against liini. 1 have alwaws 
refrained from using the Defence ot India Act against one who is my 
political opponent and who is tr\ing to attack me as far as my action in the 
Ministry is coni‘erned. I maintain and I have always maintained that this 
Minis! i\ shall not abu.se the Defence of India Act and Pules us has been 
abused by the previous Ministry. I appeal to tlie memWrs to give me a 
patient hearing beiuiuse this is a vital <|Ui*stioii affecting the people of this 
province. It is quite possible that the leaders of the Opposition and the 
gentlemen who have spoken and those who have been signatories to the 
atutemeut honestly and coiukdentiously may have thought that their state- 
ments and their speeches are absolutely innocent, that they are merely 
pointing out what they apprehend as likely to happen and that they are 
merely trying to draw the attention of Government to a serious situation 
that may arise. \\,e are prepared to concede that that is what they perhaps 
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hourly believe but what thene gentlemen forget and what I cnnnot under- 
stand is unless it be that they are all the time in Calcutta and do not know 
what happens in the mufassil and how the cultivators and the agricul- 
turists are affected by their statements from time to time. Sir. I have 
xecjently been touring in the mufassil and I have been in contact with not 
only the Muslim supporters of this Government but non-Muslims of all 
shades of opinion. 1 may vsay here what my exjierience bus been — and it 
is also the experience of in\ colleague, the HoiCble Mr. Suhniwurdy, who 
has been doing extensive touring recently — that wherever we have gone 
in Bengal we have found the utmost co-operation and support from all 
sections of the people of this province and it has stnick me most forcibly 
that in spite of the agitation and propaganda from ('alcutta by a certain 
section of politically-minded people, the general musses belonging to all 
communities, Hindus, Si'heduled Castes, and Muslims, are most anxious 
to give their co-operation and supjmrt to the present Ministry. And they 
desire us to help them in solving thi.^ ver\ diHietilt probltoii. 1 may say that 
on all our food committees we have representatives i>f all political organisa- 
tions and of all communities. Addresses have been presented to us not only 
by the Muslim I^eague Party but h> Hindus and Mussalmuus in almost all 
the places we have visited. [Mr. SKN-nJ-sii Krxuit H.\sv : Then why are 
you afraid of that statement !"i Let me come hack t«) this. I may tidl you 
how the reaction has been on the minds of tbc cultivators b\ the spread of 
8fateiiH*nts of a likc]iho(»d of another famine next yea? and of the rise in 
prices. In Magura the price ol rice was prevailing between Id or 14 
and then when the lumoui began to spi‘ea<i that a large numWr of gunny 
bags had arrived and that (iovernineiit uei'e going to purchase, imme- 
<liat(dy the price of rice went up to Its. 10 and Its. IS. t Dr. Audi I. Motai.kB 
Malik; Who spread that rumour)' i I ha\e l>een told on ii reliable authority 
that the reinirts publisheil by the “News (’hronicle’* of I^ondon hud the inoat 
disastrous effect* in Bengal as tar as prices are concerned. iDr. Stama- 
1 ‘RASAi) M(K>KEHJrEJ: : Gn the cultivators?) Yes, because that was broad- 
cast. Immediately the dealers and agriculturists stop])ed bringing the rice 
and pad(l> into the markets and hntit. I do not like ti» impress upon the 
memliers ot the H<»use that we are going through a very serious situation 
— not merel> with regard the food pnddem but there aei* hundred and 

one problems that we have lieen faced with on amount tif the situation 

that is not abs(dutely the work of Goveininent — anil that we are almost in 
the war jsoiie. Sir, a.s things are. I want the memhei's nt the Opposition to 
realise that not merely the (jiiestion of fooil but tlie pidito al future of India 
rests on how we, Indians, ran tackle a situation like the present one 
auccessfully , anil 1 must state here that the situation with which we are 
faced, the difficulties with which we are faced at the firesent time will 
prove a difficult problem to any Government ol am country if they were 
placed in a similar situation facing a similui problem. I think that this 
is not the time when members of the Opjyisition should make statenieiit« 
a.s has been made by one gentleman today — rice has disappeared, pri<!ea 
are mounting, etc. They look very innocent. (Rai Harkndra Nath 

CHAUDHrHi: They are all facts.) The general effect on our cultivators in 

that he thinks that if he can only withhold the «to<*k from the market he 
will get a better price. Sir, these gentlemen of the Opposition do not 
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realise that the Government of India in their food policy for the whole of 
India have laid down one essential condition, namely, procurement of food 
by Government and the gentlemen opposite are absolutely against that 
p(»li(-y. They are doing propaganda amongst the cultivators and asking 
them not to sell their rice to Government. This is the position they have 
taken up, whereas the whole scheme is based on prmmrement and successful 
procurement by Government, The members of the Opposition claim the 
right to go and tell the cultivator “No, you must not sell to the Govern- 
ment (Hai HAHKNiiiiA Nath Chavdhvhi : “No, no’’). I am surprised that 
the members here say “no*’. (Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri; It is a 
malicious Htaiement.) In view of what has been said by the members of 
the Opposition ye.sterday about the voting we would like to have the 
decision of the House on this adjournment motion. 

The motion of Mr. Kiran Sankar Roy that this Assembly do now 
adjourn to discuss a definite matter of urgent public importance and of 
recent occurrence, namely, the banning by the Government of Bengal of 
the publication in the Press of the joint statement issued by the Leaders 
of the parties in the Opposition in the Bengal Legislative Assembly 
criticising the observations of the Food Secretary, Government of India, 
on the food situation in Bengal, as published recently in the local

Mr. 8UREN0RA NATH BISWAS: Will the Hon’ble Miniater be 

pleased to state whether thi.s paddy was sold to the traders or to the 
consumers? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY t S(» fur as I am aware, this 

paddy was sold to the consumers. 

Mr, ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Will tho Hon’lde Minister be pleased 
to state at what price this paddy wa# sold and whether the rate was uniform 
all throughout the four monthfP 

Tha Hon'bla Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: This paddy was sold at the 
price at which paddy was ordered to be sold through the controlled shops. 
The price must have changed with the time of sale. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Sir, I want to know the definite rate 
at which it was sold. 

Tha Hon’bla Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: Thai 1 cannot give you. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Will the Hon ble Minister be pleased 
to state from whom this paddy was requisitioned ? 

The Hon’bla Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: This is the denial paddy. 
Mr. DHIRENORA NATH DATTA: Will the Hon ble Minister be 
pleased to state from which district the paddy was requisitioned? 

The Hefl*ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: That is not possible for me 
to say. A stock of the denial paddy was plac€»d in the subdivision of 
Goalundo, but it will be impossible for me to trace its source. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Sir, my question has not been replied. 
The Hon’ble Minister says that it is denial paddy, but the denial area 
cannot be an abstract thing 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order, you need not discuss it. In the last 
answer he has explained the whole thing very clearly. 
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Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state which denial area it was and who was the particular gentleman 
Irom whom this paddy was requisitioned. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That question does not arise. 

Tho Hoil*b1o Mr. H. S. SUHR AWARD Y: Denial paddy was not 
requisitioned paddy. The question does not arise. 

Mr, ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE. Sir, I would draw your attention to 
the form in which the question has been put and to the form in which it 
has been replied. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Have you got any supplementary question to put? 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: My question is from whom it was 
requisitioned.

Mr. SPEAKER. Order, order, he has already given his replies.

Enquiry ragtrtfing adjournment motion. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL. Sir, I gave notice of an adjournment 
motion regarding black-marketing of certain cotton piecegoods by Rulli 
Brothers with the stamp of the Provincial Textile Controller. I have not 
received your consent. I would like to know w'hether 1 can repeat that. 
It may be that you have not given your consent, Iwcause today is a nou- 
eihcial day and in that case I crave your indulgence for waiving the urgency. 

The Hon’blo Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY; On a point of order and on 
a point of privilege. I would request you, Sir, not to allow this sort of 
backdoor methwls in oi^der to obtain permission. A statement has been 
made by the honourable member here which he could not have made oi» the 
Soar of the House, because you have refused your consent. Nevertheless 
the honourable member by putting a certain question has tried to put it on 
record. I would request you, Sir, that you will have that statement made 
by the honourable member, which is against all propriety and against the 
privileges of this House, expunged. 

Dfa NALINAKSHA SANYAL: That is an astounding proposal. We 
heard of many, attempts of the present Government to suppress news 
and views, but this is the most astounding proposal of aU. 

Tba Hon’bla Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: If the honourable member 
baa got any charge to make against any drm, I shall be very glad to 
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inv««t5gate it and there is no firm against which I would not take senoue 
steps if the charge were definitely established, but I do object to the 
honourable member’s bandying words like this and casting aspersionf 
against persona. (Dr. Naltnaksha Sanyal : Your European friends.) 
Europeans or Indians do not matter. I would have done exactly the aanae 
thing had the honourable member cast such an aspersion against an Indian 
firm of repute. It is not fair to any firm that aspersions like this should be 
made without proper investigation. The honourable member should not 
have made this remark. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: I have investigated and I have got 
materials to satisfy you. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Will you please resume your seat, Dr. Sanyal P There 
have actually two spcindies — one by you and the other by the Hon ble 

Minister in a matter ioT which I refused consent. However, let US now 
proceed with the business. 

NON-OPFICIAL MEMSERS’ BILLS. 

The Bengal Supervision of Orphanage and Widows* Home Billi 1S40. 

The Hon'ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir. I beg to present the 
repfirt of tlie Selei t roninnttee on the llengal Supervl.sion of Orphanage and 
Willows’ Home Hill, 1!M0 

[Mr. Sfieaker called the Bengal Rent Reduction (Temporary Provisions) 
Bill, 1940.] 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: What about consideration and 

pas.sing of the Bill? 

Mr. SPEAKER. That will come later on. 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: On a point of order, Sir. Before 
other stages actually come, I think, as soon as a Bill is presented before 
the House by one of the Ministers that should be open to discussion by all. 

Mr. SPEAKER: After presentation some stage comes, namely, a motioa 
comes either for consideration or for some other purpose. 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Sir, presentation itself is a 
motion. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I understand that that is not the practice. 

Sir. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Any way I -hope you will allow 
us to make general observations. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You will make general observations when item 
No. IX will be taken up. You will have an opportunity of discussing the 
whole provisions of the Bill at that stage. 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Why not earlier? 

Mr. SPEAKER: It will be open to you for discussion at that stage. 
Of course I have not looked into the rules very carefully, but I understand 
that that is the practice. 

The Hon’blt Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: On a point of order, Sir. 
This Bill ought to be the first in the list of business today, because it is xa 
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jtf Bioft advanced etage having come from the Select Committee whereae 
tU the other Bills on the agenda have not yet gone through the Select Com- 
mittee stage. Therefore it should have the first precedence over all othw 
Bills. 

Mr* SPEAKER: Certainly it has been placed as the first item. So far. 
as other Bills are concerned, namely, from item No. Ill to item No. VII, 
they are only presentation of the ad interim report of the Select Committee. 

Or. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: May I submit, Sir, in support of 
Mr. SanyaVs contention and Sir Nazimuddin’s arguments that it would be 
convenient for all aides of the House to take up the consideration of the 
Bill now, because items Nos. Ill to VII raise certain controversial points 
which, I submit, have to be first disposed of, and we do not want to 
embarrass you at this stage. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Well, that is another matter. 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: On a point of order, Sir. We would 
like this Bill to be finished before any other Select Committee report may 
be sought to l)e presented for reasons that I would state later on on a 
subsequent occasion. 

Mr. AEDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: Sir, I would like to draw your 
attention to rule 58 under which the Hon^ble Minister in charge of the Bill 
will present before the House the report of the Select Committee and then 
the member in charge of the Bill will also move a motion for taking the Bill 
into consideration. Therefore, in and between these two stages, no ques- 
tion arises as to the discussion on the merits of the Bill. 

(Mr. Saeanka Sekhar Sanyal rose on a point of order.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Are you speaking on that point of order? 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Tes, Sir. I am afraid my whole 
contention has been misunderstood. As soon as the Bill is presented before 
the House, the House is accosted 'with the Bill and the whole question is 
whether we are prepared to meet it or not. Since we are prepared to meet 
it I do not know whei^ is the provision of the Bill which prevents a member 
from having an opportunity to make observations, as soon as it is presented. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Apart from all these questions I am not quite 
prepared for these things. I do not think there will be any harm whatso- 
ever if we take up this Bill, viz., the Bengal Supervision of Orphanage and 
Widows* Home Bill, 1940, and there is nothing in the rules which deba^ me 
from postponing the other items. So, I think that it would be better if 
we take the Bengal Supervision of Orphanage and Widows* Home Bill, and 
finish it. Is there any objection to it on this side of the House? 

(No objection.) 

Itflim FARHUT BAND KHAN AM: Sir, I beg to move that the 
Bengal Supervision of Orphanage and Widows' Home Bill, 1940, as reported 
by the Select Committee l>e taken into consideration. 

When I introduced this Bill and when the Bill was referred to a Select 
Committee I explained the need for legislation to control the working of 
orphanages and widows homes and other similar institutions. The need for 
this legislation hdls become all the more necessary and urgent in view of the 
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poftt4aiuine conditions prevailing in the province. For some time past 
there has been some public agitation reganling traffic in destitute women 
and girls as a result of the famine. An expert survey which was conducted 
recently has discloseii that as a result of distress and destitution there had 
been more deaths among adult mak\s than adult females. This means that 
a' large number of women have lost their husbands, parents or guardians. 
It is therefore natural to apprehend that these women will fall an easy prey 
lo social vices and may therefore ultimately fall into the hauda of designing 
persons who may trade in these helpless women. As I mentioned in my 
previous speech, there are in exi.stence a good number of institutions who 
carry on clandestine traffic in women and girls. They manage to evade 
detection as their nefarious activities are conducted under cover of institu- 
tions so camouflaged UvS to give an appearance of .social and philanthropic 
establishments. In the circumstances it is essential that all institutions 
which board or keep women or girls or children should be effectively 
controlled and supervised. At the time when my Bill was introduced in 
this Assembly I received the support of all sections of the House. But 
strangely enough at the instance of some intere.stetl parties a newspaper 
agitation against my Bill was curried on for some time with the object of 
torpeiloing it altogether. But 1 want to make it clear that there is nothing 
in the provisions of the Bill which will in any way restrict or hamper the 
activitie.s of genuine and hona fide institutions. On the other hand, all 
such institutions should wtdcome rather than object to suj>ervision and 
control as provide<l for in the Bill, for there are in existence, apart from 
institutions of a questionable character, hoiiie.s and orphanages run purely 
for the purpose of making profit. Such institutions thrive upon public 
charity at the cost of genuine and philanthropic organisations because they 
divert to them.^elves charities and donations which otherwise would go to 
bona fide institutions. This should be one strong reason why all gtumine 
iu.stitutions should welcome the enactment of legij»lation proposed by me. 
In my original Bill then" was a provision which made it compulsory for 
institutions to have sufficient reserve fund to run the establishment for a 
certain minimum period. In response to suggestions and requests received 
from several quarters I have agreeii to the deletion of this provision so that 
this may not operate harshly against poor but genuine institutions. The 
other change.s made by the Select Committee are drafting ones but otherwise 
all provisions embodied in my Bill have been retained. I hope that the Bill 
will be passed in its entirety. 

With these words I commend my motion to the acceptance of the House. 
Mr. SA8ANKA 8EKHAR SANYALs Mr. Speaker, Sir, if I take this 
opportunity of talking upon the Bill us proposed to l>e taken into considera- 
tion by the revered lady, my good friend over there, it is not liecause I do 
not appreciate the altruistic motives which have inspired the honourable 
member there, but because I feel that in her anxiety to do good to a section 
of the people she has probably disregarded or overlooked the dangerous 
consequences with which her motion is fraught. I understand that the 
honourable member "who is the authoress of this Bill has got a good deal of 
influence in the party which is behind Government and that her voice counts 
a lot in the treasury benches also. But in her speech which she has just 
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d«liT«red on the door of the House she has given no indication as to how 
far Government was consulted on those questions and how far she has been 
able to persuade the Government to deal with the evils referred to by her 
in a practical ^ay. It would be better if instead of brin^ring this Bill her- 
self she had persuaded the Government to bring a Bill on similar lines, 
because if the Government brought this Bill they could not merely ask for 
the provisions of licence and control. They would have at the same time 
to be charged with the responsibility and liabilitj^ of substantially helping 
these institutions. If the Government bad brought a Bill of this descrip- 
tion we could have put a straight question to the Trea.sury Benches as to 
what the Government proposed to do in the matter of giving nutrition to 
these organisations while seeking to extend control and patronage over them. 
Sir, 1 do not differ from the respected lad> member when she says that there 
are certain evils which have overtaken and invaded the sacred organisations 
as such, but I would ask that honourable member, the mover, to consider 
as to what these evils are due to. In the first place there is no human 
institution from which evils can be eradicated altogether. Even the temples 
of religion and learning are not free from some evil or other, but in order 
to make out a good case for Government control and restriction ujKm 
preeminently benevolent social institutions the House has got to be satisfied 
that the evils are of such a nature that some such coritnd w'ould be indis- 
pensable, and that without Government intervention such social institutions 
could not function. If my good friend, the mr)ver, caref\illy analysed some 
of the institutions which are the subject matter of her Bill she would readily 
find that most of the evils that have crept into these organisations are evils 
due to lack of interest talfen by Government whatever the description may 
be. The Government or, for the matter of that, members behind the 
Government expect these institutions to l>e free from evils, free from 
oomiption and to be of real service to the community. It is uj) to the 
Government to see, it is up to the members Whiiid the Government to see 
that the Government also stand b\ tbe.se (»rganisations. It is exactly on 
this vital matter that the Bill is .silent and therefore it is difficult for us, in 
apite of our regard for the mover of the motion, to accept the Bill in its 
present shape and dimen.sion. If the Bill provided for compulsory subsidy 
from the Government, if the Bill provided for assistance compulsorily to be 
rendere<I by the Government, then, of course, it would have been fit and 
proper for the mover of the Bill to have asked the House to accord its 
support to it. The Bill does not propose to deal with the problems of the 
institutions themselves, hut on the other hand the Bill seeks to extend the 
reins of the (iovernmeiit to areas and jurisdictions beyond their ordinary 
forum. These orjihannges, widows’ homes and marriage bureaus which are 
referred to in this Bill are a<finittedly very welcome social institutions and, 
but for them, many a stranded orphan, many a stranded woman would 
probably have perished for want of legitimate assistance from society, and 
persons who have set up .such organisations have done so in the best interests 
of the society and if they have flourished and survived up to the present 
day, they have done so in spite of Government apathy, and they have done 
so primarily due to the sustenance that has been given to them from non- 
ufiloial private charity and private generosity. Government admittedly haa 
]iot yet taken pains to help these institutions in any way, but to jump into 
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tlie proposition that GoTornmrnt ahonld have control and domination over 
these institutions is, to say the least of it. unjust and fraught with daugeroua 
contequenoes. After all, since tlie Government do not propose to take up 
any responsibility what will be the effect of this Bill if it is passed 
law. The effect will be that private organisiitions, charitable orga n i sat ions » 
brffanisations meant for public benefit which have stood and grovrn and 
developed throuprh private resources will be brought under Governmenk 
domination, I w’oiild ask the luoxer of the Bill as to whether this is just 
and fair. I hope she will not misunderstand me, I hope the members of th^ 
Government party will not misunderstand me when 1 say that when a 

Government which is a party (lovernment. whatever may be the restrictions 

to be imposed, is mo < harge<l witli the responsibility of paying anything to 
the «>rganisations. it is given the liberty of controlling and dominating such 
social institutions. And it is very likely more likely than not — ^that 
Goveiunient will get these organisations as so many new gmuuds for 

getting their fiwn sphere extended where probnhl\ in the ordinary course 

they could not have dtme so. 1 would tlieief(»re like this Bill to be further 
examined by the wliole House. There are eleven clau.se8 in this Bill and 
some of them are onl\ preliminary ami some con.sequential. The aubatantiv* 
provision made in (be Bill is the prohibition to open and carry on an 
orphanage or widows’ home or a marriage bureau without i>ermi88ion of 
Government. Sir, 1 do not find either in ethics or anywliere else any good 
ground to support this measure. On the other hand I suhmit that a Bill of 
this ccuitroversiul nature might prejudif ially affect many useful iuntitutlona, 
might without really doing an> good to the organisations themselves have 
tile umlesiralile effect of extending Government influence of a party Govern- 
ment over an extensive field (j 1 social activities. It is a highly (‘ontentioua 
and ( oiitroveisial Bill ami .so 1 hope that the honourable mover will be 
pleased to consider the matter afr<*sh and will probably persuade herself to 
withdraw the Bill: if not, 1 am sorry to sa.> that we will have to withdraw 
our support from it. 

Or. 8YAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the author of 
the Bill deserves the tlianks of all .s<Ttions of the House for bringing liefora 
the A.ssembly a matter which vitally c<mcerns the welfare of ono scition of 
the unfortunate j>eople of this province, e.specially at this junc ture when th^ 
question of protection of orphans ancl widows has assumed considerable 
importance. While therefore there is complete sympathy with the motive 
which hag prompted the forinulation of this Bill, there are (*ertaiu important 
questions which recjuire further consideration, ami 1 am asking the mover 
to agree, if that is possible, that this Bill may be taken up cm the next Non- 
official Bill day and there may be some agreed amendments which may seek 
to improve tlie Bill in several important directions. 

Now, Sir, one important omission which I find has got to be rec-tified 
is this: jhere is a provision here for granting licence to these Homes. Now, 
supposing the persons who are responsible for tlie management of the llomea 
have be«i acting in a manner j)reju<Iicial to the interests of the Homes, the 
licence has to V>e withdrawn. Well and good. But what happens to the 
flames themselves? There is no provision at all that it will be the 
responsibility of either the Government or somebody else to take th# 
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ndtminifttratioii of the Home and not to throw the inmates into the streets. 
Tliat is an important provision which has got to be provided for. Again, 
Sir, there is no provision for granting any financial assistance to these 
Orphanages. Now, those of us who are co>nnected with these organisations 
know how difficult it is to ’maintain these Homes at a reasonable state of 
efficiency without adequate funds. Now, I believe, if both the Opposition* 
and the Government party agree, Government may be persuaded to make 
•ome provision for financial assistance to these Homes, at any rate to those 
which are run in accordance with the satisfaction of the Government. 

Then, again, Sir, there are provisions here that detailed rules can be 
framed by Government. Now, the general principles on which the rules 
can be framed .Mbould be outlined, there should be some indication given as 
to bow far Ibose rules will entitle the Government to interfere with the 
detailed management of these institutions for the running of which Govern- 
ment does not (daim to have any responsibility whatsoever. There is a 
provi.sion here that not only the Commissioner of Police and the District 
Magistrate hut anybody authorised by them — anybody authorised by the 
Commissioner of Police or the District Magistrate — may at any time, during 
day or night, enter into the premises for such enquiry as such a person may 
wish to make, 1 know there may be occasions which may necessitate 
midden inspection hut the character of the Homes being what it is, there 
should be some provision that the persons who come to inspect the Homes 
where women reside at any time during day or night should be of such 
status and responsibility as would not create further difficulty in the 
situation. I do not wish to go into further details but I would say once 
again that all sections of the House have every sympathy with the object 
of this Bill. 1 know it may he said in retort that the Bill was intro(lu(‘ed four 
years ago and already four valuable years have passed. That is unfortunate. 

I do not w'ish to enijuire us to who have been responsible for this, but once 
having lost these four years’ time and having gained tremendous experience 
during the last few mouths with regard to the management of such Homes 
k is necessary that this Bill, before it passes into law from this Chamber, 
should he .such as would he acceptable to all sections of the people, both 
inside the Assembly and out.side. 

For these reasons, Sir, I would suggest to the honourable the mover that 
there is flus definite understanding that we shall not allow this matter to 
go beyond this session; we ahull bring it up in course of this session. Do 
not take it tip today. We need not refer it hack formally to the Select 
■Committee hut we could sit round the table, have some amendments which 
will be mutually acceptable to both sides and then carry this measure 
unanimously from this House. 

Mr« ABDUR RAHMAN BIDOlQll Mr. Speaker, I wish we could 
discnae problems in this House in the spirit in which we are discussing the 
one before us tmlay. One gentleman opposite suggested withdrawal; the 
honoitrahle member for the Vniversity suggests postponement ; I am terrified. 
You know the fate of the S€K^onda^y Education Bill. Commit tecNi, 
OOaferenoes. discussions, negotiations, were carried on interminably and 
llien the Bill was brought forward, as the honourable member from the 
University of CaliiuHa has said, in IWO. The honourable mover has waited 
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for four years. Things since then heve changed. The famine has increased 
the number of widows and orphans. I do not say that the draft is a perfect 
Bill bnt so far as it goes it is the best that was possible. A doubt has been 
raised, for no rhyme or reason, as to why the Government did not sponsor 
the Bill. The reason, Sir, will be interesting for the House to know. It 
Was not either this Government or its predecessor in office or even the one 
before that which is responsible for it. The All-India Women s Conference 
wrote to the honourable the mover to put through a piece of legislation of 
this form in the Bengol Assembly. She took it up and it will again come 
as a surprise to the critics that the Bill, as originally presented, was an 
exact copy of the Bill which was passed in the Assembly of the United 
Provinces and 8poiisore<l by Mrs. Uma Nehru. That Iveing so I do not see 
why honourable members opposite should not u('(*ept the Bill with the many 
amendments that have l^een added to it (Dr. Syumaprasad Mookerjee: 
And some more.) Conditions today are had. liOt us go ahead and if the 
defects that were mentioned by the honourable member for the University 
do face us in the future we shall have power to amend, alter and change the 
law as we like. ^ 

Another point which was made by both the speakers who spoke before 
me referred to the Cioverninent taking up financial responsibility in the 
matter of these Homes and OrphanQg«‘s. It was not the intention of the 
sponsors of the Bill, or now the Act as it is in the rnite<l Provinces, nor of 
the honourable mover toniglit in this House to go Ix'yond the stage of 
supervision, I could give iustan<cs that have come to my knowledge but 
it would not suit the atrao.sphero of the House at the moment. But 1 am 
satisfied and convin(‘<»<l that if we have Widows’ Homes and Orphanages or 
other institution.M winch are started with good intentions and which mean 
to help widows and orphans, let us not w’ait. That such houses are being 
utilised for nefarious purposes, that childr^m have to become articles of 
traffic that none of us want. I do not say we shall remove all the filth and 
dirt but the first effort on the part of the honourable mover tonight deserves 
encouragement and support, and I feel that the House will not be well 

advised if it does not go through the Bill tonight and put it on the Statute 

Book at as early a date as possible.

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUOHURI: Sir, we all welcome this 
Bill. At tlie same time we cannot pretend that we are not alive to the 
delects of this Bill. One serious defect, Sir, from which this Bill suffers 
is that it does not lay down at all the conditions under which licences will 

be granted or withheld. It will he efter all on those wnditions that the 

organisation and proper running of the Widows" Homes and Orphanage# 
vrill depend. Sir, how are people expected to know in organising 
Orphanages and Widows' Homes under which conditions they are to wotkf 
li is, Sir, for the very success of this measure which is indeed a welcome 
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itkeasure that it ib necesBary that the conditions should be laid down m the 
Bill and should not be left to be specified in the rules — rules framed by the 
Gorernment behind the back of the Legislature. Sir, if it is intended that 
this measure should succeed, that the Orphanages and Widows’ Homes 
should continue and be run on proper and unexceptionable lines, then, Sir, 
the conditions ought to be specified in the Bill so that every one who will 
undertake the management of a Widows’ Home will be quite alive to the 
responsibilities of the management as indicated in the conditions enumerated 
in the Bill. I therefore agree with Dr. Mookerjee when he suggests for a 
short postponement (»f the consideration of the Bill so that amendments 
which may be suggested by us may be duly considered by the mover and 
the Government and if agreed to, the Bill may emerge from this House with 
improved features. 

MRuIvi MUHAMMAD ISRAILs Mr. Speaker, Sir, so far as the 
Bugge.stion thrown out by my honourable friend.s Dr. Mookerjee and Rai 
Harendra Nath Chaudhuri is concerned, I submit, Sir, that the Bill has been 
before the House for the last four years; the Bill was introduced in the 
year 1940, and it was referred to a Select Committee which included 
representatives from all sides of the Houst* — members representing the 
Government party as well as the Gppositifui. I think, Sir, that all the 
parties in the House who are raising objections now were represented there 
and I think that tliey could have raised these object icm.-n at the Select (’om- 
mittee stage, and the> could also have made suitable amendments which 
they are now proposing in the Hou.se today. Sir, so far as private members’ 
Bills are coiK'crned, everybody is aware of th(‘ djtticultie> with which the 
mover of a Bill is faced 


Mr 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Ou a po.nt of onler, Sir. U it 
correct to say tliat all the parties were repreheuted in the Select Coinraitlee** 

M.«lvi MUHAMMAD I8RAIL: Sir, ,t i.- the practice of thia Honae 
and a coinentton of the lejrislaiure everywhere that whenever a Bill is 
referred to a Select Committee members from all sections of the Hou.se are 
represented therein. If there was any omission, any party in the Lefrislative 
Assembly could have raised objection that that particular party has not 
been represented. 


So far ns this Bill is concerned, I think that the Opposition did not take 
any notice of this Bill, it heiiifr a private menitier’s Bill. I am told. Sir, 
that even the leader of the otHeiul Congress party was in the Select Com- 
mittee. 1 think that he did not care to attend meetinjrs of the Select 
Committee or he did not think that it will be of any use to bring it before 
the House after four years for rcmsiderntion and passing. The difficulty is, 
supposing that we agree to the suggestion thrown out by Dr. Mookerjee 
there will he no opportunity available, to the mover because this is the 
budget session. So. it is very difficult to have another day to take up this 
Bill. So far as non-official days are ooni'erned, they are divided between 
resolutions and Bills. Now, Sir, we have got one Bill here today. There 
^ other Bills also no less important than this one, which are on the agenda. 
Every member is ever anxious to have those Bills also to be agitated in the 
Bonse and passed into law, and so I do not think that at this stage 
Dr. Mookerjee can rise and say that the Bill be poetponed. If he was at 
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all serious or if any party in the House was at all serious or any member 
was at all serious, he couhl have raise<l it in the Select Committee stage. 
Not only that ; notice was given that this Bill will be taken into considera- 
tion and sufficient time was available to every member to put in suitable 
amendments to the provisions of the Bill. If they sent in amendmenta, 
those could have been taken up today. If it was not possible to finish all 
the amendments in one day. they could have been taken up on the next day. 
They did not care to send in any amendments. tSir, generally we find that 
the Opposition always semi in amendments whether the Bills are official or 
non-official, hut here it is singularly absent in this aase. There is no 
amendment from the Opposition side to this Bill. We also find that the one 
or two amendments that have been proposed to he moved are amendments 
put in by members of the (iovernment party. So, it appears that it is only 
the (Tovernnient party who wants that a measure like this ought to he put 
on the statute hook. Now it the i)ppositi(»n ch«»ose to rise from their 
slumber so late, I think it is not possible to accommodate them now. 

There is another point as Dr. Mookerjee has suggested, tliere is no provi- 
sion in the Bill so far as State assistance is concermMl. That raises financial 
considerations also. Suppose the Bill i.s postponed, Government ha\*e to be 
approached and a collection of data has to he made, e.g., what is the amount 
spent. thc‘ iiunil>er of Humes, lice number of orphans and widows, what is 

the ainnuiit of State a.N.«*istunce that will he nec'ded and whether it should be 

spread (tver, whetli<*r it sliould he recurring, etc But it is not possible to 
collcM t all thcvse data wit Inn so '.hort u time, so that the same may be placed 
heiore tlM‘ H<*use and the Hcmse can give its verdic t on it. If the Opposition 
at all seriou'" on tin* poiiiN raided on the Hoccr of the House, let the Bill 
go in a** it i" uith the umendmeiit^ that have been put in at this stage if 
the House think.-, that it sliould accept the amendments tliut apjiear in the 
order pajcer If the Gj)po.**ition is anxious to have the amendments that 
iiia\ he propo.sed by Dr. Mteikerjee llie same can be moved in the ('uuneil 
at the jiroper .stage and il the Gouncil thinks that the aniendments proposed 
by Dr. Mookerjee and other mem hers of the House arc* appropriate and they 
are unite necessary they may be* accejited b> the (\nincil. And I do not 

think that the Asf*emhlv will have any objection to ac*c‘ej>ting the amend- 

ments that have been accepted by the ( onnril. 

With these observation.s. I recommend the consideration of the Bill and 
its passing.

Dr. HALINAK8HA SANYAL: Sir, I would have ‘liked that I and my 
Party, the Party that I have the honour to represent, would not he called 
upon to express an opinion at this stage, hut. Sir, ninny of our frienils have 
already expressed themselves from this side of the House on this legislation 
in a manner which has raised certain issues on which it is necessary that we 
should make the position clear. So far as the principles underlying this 
legislation go, our Party extend their whole-hearted support to those 
principles. In fact, 1 have liud various representations from certain 
institutions and fwrsons responsible for running certain institutions who had 
in the past suggested certain improvements on the old Bill and I am glad 
to note that some of these suggestions have been incorporated in the Select 
Committee stage. Chir esteemed friend. Dr. S>'umaprasad Mookerjee, points 
out some other defects in certain detail. We w’ould very much like to know 
the Government's viewpoint with regard to those defects that have been 
pointed out by Dr. Mookerjee and while submitting to the Government the 
neoessity of clarifying some of these points we also feel that this Bill should 
not be delayed much beyond this present session of the legislature at the 
latest. If it is possible to take up this measure bj' the consent of all 
sections of the House on the next non-official business daj* as the first item 
and if that t>eriod that is thus made available is applied to examine some of 
the suggestions mmle by friends who genuinely want to improve the condi- 
tions of this legislation, we for our part would welcome that opportunity. 
In any case we feel that this measure, the like of which was sponsored by 
the Congress Ministry in the Tinted Provinces and passe<i and a measure 
which also has been suggested by, the All-India Women’s Conference, should 
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have our whole-hearted sympathy and we would not stand in the way o! thia 
legialation being enacted hut we would most respectfully request the 
Hon’We Chief Minister who is also the Home Minister to clarify their posi- 
tion with regard to the difficulties drawn attention to. In fact, Sir, as our 
bonafides with regard to our intention to get this legislation passed this 
‘session we have demonstrated that in spite of the fact that there were certailk 
technical difficulties in the way of this Bill being taken up today we did 
not like to raise those difficulties and we wanted the Begum Saheba to hava 
the credit for this legislation for social reform. 

The HOfl’bla Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHANt Sir, 1 am rt^ally surprised 
that there appears to be so much opposition to this seemingly (Dr. Staiia- 
pRASAi) Mookerjee; Seemingly or really!) innocent Bill. If hon'ble 
members turn to the report of the Selec*t Committee, it will be seen that theiw 
was not a single dissentient note. (Mr. Kih\n S.\nkar Roy: I was not 
present.) Mr. Vpendra Natih Kdbiir is a signator> ; Mr. J. N. Gupta is a 
signatory; Mr.s. Murshed, Khan Bahadur Mohammed Ali, Mr. Abdulla-al 
Mahmood, Mr. Ha'^hem Ali Khan, Mrs, Nellie Sen Gupta and Miss P. Bell- 
flart are all signatories to the report. There is not a single dissentient 
note. From that it apinnirs to me that this is a most non-eontroversial 
measure and that it could be passed in the eourse of a very short space of 
time. II<iwe\er, let us assume that the object ions that have been raised ore 
well inteiitioued. The intenti(»n is said to be to make certain improvemeiiU 
in the Bill. It has already U^en stated by Mr. Siddiqi that a similar Bill 
was passed in the Tinted Proviuees legislature a long time ago. AVe do 
not know of an> dittieulties liaving arisen in the working of that measure. 
1 think in the first instance no legi.slative meu.sure cun ]>e without any defect 
whatsoever. Then' iuu> 1 k‘ certain defet'tA. Some of them may be rprti£ed 
in the olilier place, and again if in the course of w'orking of (he measure it 
18 fouml that certain other amendments are necessary such amendments can 
be made later. In every new mea.sure, that is the usual jinnedure. If 
we postpone the Bill today, I think there is hardly any chut^ce of the Bill 
being pa.ssed into law in this sessiem because it has to go through both the 
Houses. Dr. Mookerjee has raised several points : one is regarding financial 
assistance: His objection is that tliere is nothing in the measure about 

financial assistance by (iovernment to Orphanages and AV'idows' Homes. I 
think it is not iie<‘essary to provide that in a Bill. Government has been 
giving financial assi.stance to educational institutions, but there is no law 
which provides that Government should give such assistance and give 
assistance to this or that extent; still Government has been giving assistance. 
As regards Orphanages also Goveruiuent has been giving assistance to somo 
of them, and I may tell the House that on account of the crisis through 
which we have just passed it has been necessary for Government to think of 
establishing permanent Orphanages. There are temporary^ Orphanages in 
which destitute Children are being taken care of, but the present plan of the 
Government is that in every district there will be an Orplmnage, if not 
more, and orphan children will be taken care of therein. A large amount 
of money will have to be spent for that. Over and above that, Government 
will, within their capacity, help deserving private institutions financially. 
Tbe^ore, Sir, I do think that on this score the Bill should not be postponed 
aiaU. ’ 
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ABother point that was raised by Dr. Mookerjee is tbis: there is no 
provision in the Bill for taking care of the inmates of a particular Home or 
Orphanage the licence of which may be cancelled or suspended by Govern- 
ment. Tliat follows as a matter of course: before Government cancels a 
licence (government will take care to see what will become of the inmates 
of the Or|)hanage or the Widow’s* Home concerned. That goes without 
saying. And I can give this assurance on behalf of Government that no 
licence will be cancelled without provision having been made for the inmates 
of the Orphanages and the Widows* Home^ concerned. I, therefore, think 
that the measure sliould be gone through without any further delay.

Mr. A8HUT08H LAHIRY: Sir, I beg lo move that aflei tin* proviso 
to cluu-'e d tin* folhu^ing in*\\ piovi«^(» be added, namel\ : — 

“Provided turthei th.it no lieeiu'e shall be neees-.ar\ in respeet of any 
Home or Orphanage that may be opened for meeting an\ tempoiary 
emergency.” 

Sir, the Bill provides t<»r r«*gistiatioii and lieenee \o home can bo 
started without being previounlx registered ami without hn\ing secured a 
licence front the district authorities though it makes provision for the 
existing institu turns to sfs ure licence within six months' tune. If may he 
that in future we may have to face a situation in which wi* may have to 
start temporary homes. Sir, ihiring the Midnapore tragedy and during the 
existing situation we had to start a number of temporar\ homes. In future 
also we may have to start such temporary homes, but if the Bill is passed 
into law, it will be impossible for any to start tem])orary homes because 
these will have to l>e first registered, then licensed and then the bruues can 
be started. So, I am simply asking for an exception in cases where tempo* 
rarj' emergency arises necessitating the opening of such temporary homes. 

Mf. OHIRCNORA NATH DATTA: Sir, 1 stand to support the motion 
that has lieen moved by my friend Mr. Asbutosh Lahir>'. Those who have 
worked in the matter of relief work have found the nwessity of temporary 
homes or orphanages and, as a matter of fact, in the distressed areas many 
tempoiary homes in the emergency have been started and they are really 
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doing very good work. The non-official organisations have been doing very 
good work. Government want to start some permanent homes, but the 
necessity of such temporary homes in this emergency is very great. So far 
as these temporary homes are concerned, if a licence is necessary and 
Government impose certain conditions, there may be delay in starting such 
homes. This is relief work and any delay cannot be brooked. 
(Mr. Abdulla-Al Mahmood: But you have not defined what is “tempo- 
rary”.) Temimrsiry emergency intended by my friend means emergency 
that necessi tales starting of relief work, arwl as it is relief work, no delay 
can be brooked and if the licence has to be obtained, there will be some 
delay and delay means death to a large number of destitute children. In 
view of these facts, 1 appeal to the Government side to accept this amend- 
ment. For the purpose of relief work, this is a very suitable amendment 
and in view of the present situation I hope the mover and the C’hainnan 
of the C<mimittee will accept this amendment. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the language of 
the amei^lment is peculiarly dangerous for the w}u>le object of the Bill. 
The temporariness of an emergency is very difficult to a.sseHS in language 
the constnfction of which is liable to be misunderstood and misu.sed. We 
should not l>e particularly anxious to make this amendment. For instance, 
the honourable mover of the amendment will reali.se that the war is an 
emergency and it is temporary. We cannot always be in a state of war, 
hut the war has w’rought havoc with the womanlnxMl ot the cits. I am 
anxious that the amendment sliouhl be that even if the tempuruty iharacter 
of the einergeiK’y is three days, there should be a licence because these 
temporary emergencies are likely to he utilised by rascals in our society 
for purposes which this Bill is trying che(^k for with these two words in 
the hands of not very elever Magistrates or Judgt's, these may bt* taken 
into channels which we cannot dream of. M> appeal to the honourable 
member will be, if be reull\ intends to <lo w by this Bill, to withdraw’ his 
amendment; if he does not, it will be voted upon. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Sir. the matter ineluded in this 
aiuendmeat makes it abundantly clear as to why the Bill should not be 
rushed through for the very interevst ami object of the Bill. Mr. Siddiqi 
complains about the language. ObviouslN improvement lan be made in the 
language, hut that iinprt>vement cuiinot be made if we go on discussing the 
amendment in the way in which we are. The point of substance is, does 
the House want that there .should he such temi>orar\ homes for meeting 
temporary emergencies. Now, whether the war is an emergency or not is 
a mutter which w’e need not discuss in detail, but even supposing as a result 
of the war Calt?uttu is bombed or any other place is affected and it is 
necessary to open some temporary homes for giving protection to orphans 
and women, it may la* then said to have been necessitated by the w’ar itself. 
But the principal point is that there may be m'casions when there should be 
temporary homes and the Bill, as drafted, preidudes anyone from opening 
«ttch a temporary home until all the conditions are fulfilled, vi*., you will 
kave to apply for registration, it will have to l»e registered in accordance 
with Hie Registration of Societies Act. That itself will take some weeks. 
Xbaa tke matter will have to be enquired into wkieb means that the borne 
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may not be opened for a couple of months. Is that the object of the mover 
of the Bill? Certainly not. The mover certainly does not want that this 
class of homes whose aim is to serve humanity should be frustrated by reason 
of the provisions of the Bill. I do not know what the mover dt^sires or 
what Government propose to do. but the language may be modified in a' 
suitable manner. There is m» doubt that the spirit of this amendment is 
one which should be ucrepteil by all sections of the House.

Sir, in clause o it lias lieen provided that a licence granted may be 
cancelled if there is any contravention of any of the provisions of this Act 
or if the institution in respect of which the licence was granted has ceaeed 
to the conditions specified in clauses (a) to (c) of sub-section {t} of 
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fection 4, namely, that memberfl of the society are to be respectable mem- 
bers of the town or district, flie said institution is to be located in a healthy 
locality and that the accommodation is to Ke sufficient for the purpose. The 
District Magistrate or the Commissioner of Police can cancel a licence if 
he holds that certain members of the society are not respectable or that 
the said institution is not located in any healthy locality or that the inmates 
have insufficient accommodation. On these grounds, the District Magis- 
trate or the Cot|]^ijii«sioner of Police can cancel a licence, but there is no 
provision as to done if the inmates have to leave the 

.orphanage or home.* Supinising under the orders of the District Magistrate 
a licence is cancelled, where will these inmates go? There is no provision 
lor this in this Hill. To safeguard against this. I have suggested certain 
restrictions on the authority o( the District Magistrate as regards cancelling 
a licence. In the first place the District Magistrate’s decision must be 
confirmed by the (’ommissioner of the Division. We often find that 
executive authorities in this country are guided by whims, caprices, 
personal inclinations and prejudices. In order to eliminate that it is 
essential that this cancellation or sus])eiision of licence should be confirmed 
by the (’oininissioner of the Division. 

Again, Sir. I have askeil tliat three inontlis' iiolic(‘ should lx* given to 
the authorities of tin* institution for such suspension oi cuiu’ellation, because 
you cannot throw away the inmates — women and oiphans -on the streets. 
The authorities must he given sufficient time foi eithei ^ending them away 
to (dher pla(•(‘^ or making arrangmiicnts witli other institutions where 
uccommodal ion nia\ he found tor them. I'liat reijinres some time. The 
Bill makes no provision for that. I think it is »*s‘.i‘ntMl that some notice 
should he given to tin* authorities before ramcll.it ion ()Lher\Msi*, these 
inmates will he reiiderml homeless I hope. Sir, that tins ammnlment will 
he accepted. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sn, 1 think that this aimnd- 

ineut is not necessary. The first eluuse ot this amendment is that can- 
cellation sliould he confirmed by the ( ’ommissionei id the Division. That 
is not at all n(*cessarv, because the aullioiitv entitled to cancel a licence 
under this measure will he the District Magistrate. We cun assume, Sir, 
that the District Magistrate will never cancel a licence without good 
reasons for cancelling it. Therefore, the amendment is not at all necessary. 
On the other baud. Sir, there i.s a danger. This will give a licence to 
abuses to prevent which cancellation may he necessary. 

The second portion of the amendment is also, I think, unacceptable 
Wcause it provides that three months’ notice should l>e given for suspension 
or cancellation of a licence. If abuses go on in a particular institution then 
it may he necessary to suspend the licence all at once. If three months' 
notice has to he given then abuses will go on ami the very object of cuncella- 
tion of a licence will be frustrated. (Dr. Sy.amaprasad Mf>OKERJEE: What 
will hapjHui to the inmates ?) 1 have already said that before suspending 

or cancelling a licence Government w*ill have to take good care of wliat will 
happen to the inmates. There is, of course, no such provision in the Bill 
but it is only commonseuse to assume that Government will have to take 
the reaponsibUity of making proper provision lor such inmates. 
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Tile motion of Mr. Ashutonh Lahirt that the following prorisoa be added

“If the person contravening any of the provisions of lliis Art in a 
society, every member thereof shall, unless he proves that the 
contravention took place without his knowldge or that lie exercised 
all due diligence to prevent such contravention, be deemed to be 
guilty of such contravention”. 

This is a ver> extraordinary provision in a Bill of this kind. At pre-sent, 
with tlie management of these Homes and Orphanages are asnociated many 
influential persons who have neither the time nor the leisure to take any 
detailed interest in the working of such organisations. It is the Secretary 
or the Manager who looks after the detailed work of such an organisation 
or institution. Now, the Bill makes it imuiinbent on every member of the 
Managing Committee to take a detailed interest; for his failure to do so, be 
may be liable to be fine«l to the extent of Ks. odU for any breach that may 
have been committed b^ the Secretary or the Manager of an Asram or 
Home. That is a very extraordinary provision. It would discourage any 
prominent man to join a Managing (’omiiiiftee of any Home or Orphanage. 
Therefore 1 think that clause should be omitted; othewise influential 

persons will not be induced to join the managing committees of Homes or 
Orphanages.

I can assure the honourable member that when (loveriiment 
considers the amendments to he made, the amendments suggested by 
Dr. Sunuulluh in this Bill will he carefully considered, Tn this view I hope* 
the honourable the mover of the Bill will he pleased to withdraw his motion 
and U(‘eept the recirculation im^tioii that I have moved.

(ti) the total area of cultivable waste land in Bengal (excluding the 
C^ittagt>ng Hill Tracts) is 37*25 lakhs of acres. 

These figures were actually collected by a plot to plot survey, but in view 
of the fact that in most rases they were collecte<l many years ago and that 
no revisional settlement has l^n undertaken except in isolated areas, they 
are now out of date. 

For fhe Season and Crop Reports, the Director bf Agriculture has, on 
the basis of information supplied bj' District Officers, adopted much lower

necessarv to do so. I do not wish to he drawn into a rliscussi«>n on the 
entire scheme of distribution that we are training, but if my friend wants 
me to answer his question I may say that I do not think it will l>e necessary 
to keep stocks in each union. 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: Will the Horrble Minister be 
plea^ed to .state whether Government have arrived at any approximate 
standard a.s being the standard of reasonableness ^ 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think he has already an.wered that question. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Will the Hon ’hie Minister he 
pleaseil to state whether he is prepareil to a.ssure the poorer people that they 
will get rice and paddy in their union at cheaj>er ratesy 

Mr. SPEAKER: The (question IS very vague. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: The Hou'hle Minister ^^i[\ not give 
out the scheme 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is another matter. Will you make ymir supple- 
mentary question clear? 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: 1 Mhali make it as clear as day- 
light Will the Iloirhle Minister he pleased to state whether he cun assure 
the [>oorer peojih* of this [uovince that paddy and rice will l>e sujiplied to 
them at rates within their purchasing capacity? 

Mr. SPEAKER: That question does aot uri.se. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: It arises, Sir, in this wav 

Mr. SPEAKER: You want an assurame and that ih a dillenTit thing. 

Khan Bahadur ABDUL WAHAB KHAN: Jn view o{ the transport 
difficulties, will the Government consider the desirahihty of establishing 
visible stocks in rural outlying areas to create confidem e in the minds of the 
people from now? 

Tha HoiPMa Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: 1 <‘aniiot see how it arises 
out of this question. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have not lieen able to hear you. 

Khan Bahadur ABDUL WAHAB KHAN: The Hon’ble Minister said 
that he wa« sending rice. In view of the well-known transport difficuUiei, 
will the Government consider the desirability" of establiHhing visible stockii 
and godowns in outlying rural areas from now to create confidente in tha 
minds of the people? 

Tha HaiPhIa Mr. H. B. BUHRAWAROY: I again submit that H does 
not arise. That is part of the scheme which I hare placed on tha floor 
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of the House time and again that it is the policy of the Government to 
move foodgrains to deficit districts and to put the same in godowns all over 
the province. 

Mft CHARU CHANDRA ROY: Sir, the main question has not been 
answered, 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is another matter. You are again discussing. 
Will you kindly resume y(»ur seat for a moment? 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA ROY: It is my right to draw your attention 
to the fact that the main question has not been answered. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have seen the question and I have seen the answer. 
I have also followed the supplementary questions. The whole point is that 
the question itself is vague and the answer also is of a vague nature. It 
speaks of steps being taken for supplying foodstuffs to the poor people 
within their purchasing capacity, so many vague and indefinite things. If 
you want to discuss them y(»u can do so for days together. That is not 
jjermissihle in a supplementary (juestion. To<Iay you ( an put a question and 
if you are not satisfied with the answer there is the Supplemental*}^ Budget 
discussion in which you can raise that point. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: AVill the Hon’hle Minister be 
pleased to state what arrangements are being made for supply of adequate 
foodstuffs and other essential supplies to the poorer people at cheaper rates 
within the purchasing capacity of the poor or Government is not considering 
the (juestion of making any such arrangement? 

The Hon’IHe Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: The answer is there. 

Rtquisition of fuel wood by 8ubdivi8ional Offloer of Vishnupur in Bankura

88. Mr. KAMAL KRI8HNA ROY: (o) Is the Hon'ble Minister in 
charge of the Civil Supplies Depiirtment aware that — 

(/) the Subdivisumal Gthcer of Vishnupur in the district of Bankura 
seized, under Defence of India Rules, the stock of fuel wood of 
Srijuts Ramoni Mohan Mohapatra and Gokul Chandra Singha; 
and 

(f'O he compelled them to give over their stock to the proprietor of 
Vishnupur Rice and Oil Mills at a price considerably lower than 
the market rate?

ilf« KAMAL KRISHNA ROY: With reference to answer (o) (»)» will 
jbhe Hon'ble Minister be pleased to state whether he is aware of the fact 
that fuel is supplied only to the mills favoured by the Subdivisional Officer 
in question and not any other local mills? 

Mf. ABDULLA-AL MAH MOOD: That wus the mill which was convert- 
ing Government paddy into rice. 

Mr. KAMAL KRISHNA ROY: But the answer is that local mills are 
supplied with fuel to keep them going. 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: That particular mill wanted fuel 
which was supplied. 

Dr. ABDUL MOTALEB MALIK: Will the Hon'hle Minister be pleased 
to state whether adequate price was paid to that firm?

Mr. KAMAL KRISHNA ROY: In view lA the answer just given will 
the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to go there and investigate into the matter 
and find out whether it is a fact or not that not imly a portion of the fuel 
was taken but all the fuel was taken and at a lower rate? 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: tor the quantity id fuel that 

wa.s taken the price was paid at the market rate and so (Jovernment do not 
see anv necessity to go tf» th<* localits to make an enquiry. 

Noivavailaliility of rioo in a ration tho|i. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: May 1 at this stage mention a matter, 
Sir? Now that the Hon’ble Minister for Civil Supplies is here, I want 
to draw his particular attention to a very serious situation that has arisen at 
a Government ration shop at Manshatala l>ane, Kidderpore. Since 
Thursday last there is not a particle ot rice available there during Thursday, 
Friday, Saturday, and today. I have made personal enquiries and have 
come to know that no rice has been sent to that shop at all during these 
days. That shop, I am tohl, has got 2,5fK) registered customers. I am 
drawing the attention of the Hon ’hie Minister to this case as such a situation 
might arise elsewhere also. This locality is very thickly fwpulated by 
Bengalis. I invite his attention to this matter so that such lapses may not 
recur in future. 
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Tht Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDYs May 1 say one thing with 

regard to this, Sir? It appears that the honourable member has been in 
possession of this fact for the last four or five days 

Mr. 8ANT0SH KUMAR BASUs No; I got the information only 
yesterday. 

The Hotl’IHa Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: 1 can assure the honourable 

member that any such matter brought to my notice with be dealt with 
immediately. 

General Dieoueston on the 8ii|iplenientary Budget EetHnatee. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, we rise to discuss 
generally the supplementary estimates presented to this House a few days 
ago. On a previous occasion when the main budget estimate for 1943-44 
was presented, we found it difficult to express in adequate terms the budget 
that was prepared by the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Bengal’s finances. 
But so far as the supplementary budget estimate is concerned, we find little 
difficulty in finding a suitable nomenclature: it is simply “ 

CSV I • We had an original budget for only about 25 crores of 

rupees and this budget coveis more .than 3() crores and it covers as many 
as 20 demands, and more. It has been said by the Hon’ble Minister 
in charge that the Government of Bengal had little knowledge of the actual 
amount that would be involved at the time when the original budget esti- 
mate for 1943-44 was passed by this House and therefore he could not give 

any indication to the House of the liabilities that we were then carrying. 

I submit, Sir, that it does not redound to the credit of the Finance 
Department over which the Hon’ble Minister presides to say that they were 
utterly incapable of estimating the total or even an approximate amount 
that would he needed which, they knew towards the latter part of the year, 
was going to be in the neighbourhood of 36 crores. I personally have a 
little better respe<‘.t tor the department and I think the department knew 
very well and as a matter of fact they had schemes already before them 
involving larger expenditure and to say the least, it was a misdirection 
given to the House when the original budget estimates for 1943-44 were 
presented and the House was called upon to vote that demand. The Public 
Act'ounts Committee that sat in November last had recommended that in 
future the Government should see that as soon as or at the earliest possible 
opportunity when the Government came to know that the additional expenses 
were likely U) be incurred, they should come to the House and obtain votes 
on their demands. Sir, I submit that we are passing through emergent 
conditions and grave emergencies required grave and bold steps. The un- 
precedented emergency that this province had passed through required an 
unprecedented measure. But, Sir, when large expenses from public funds 
are to be made it is only fair that there should be a proper machinery 
immediately set up to see that in the name of emergency wasteful expendi- 
ture may not be incurred. We shall try to place before the House, Sir, 
during the detailed discussions on various grants in the course of these two 
days— today and tomorrow — and later on which particular items of expenses 
in our view have been wasteful. But probably it will not be out of place 
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if I jpdint out a few of them at this stage lor admittedly some of these works 
have been recognised to have been useless and the schemes scrapped. 

The first useless expenditure that was incurred was admittedly in the 
setting up of a Distributing Trades Tribunal. 

MiUlvi MUHAMMAD ISRAIL: On a point of order, Sir. Can he raise 
these points in connection with the demand for supplementary grants before 
the motions are moved? 

Mr. SPEAKER: All this is by agreement between your Government 
side and the Opposition ; so, no such question arises. 

Mauivi MUHAMMAD ISRAIL: 1 want to know, Sir, how long it will 
continue. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL. For one hour. The setting up of the 
Distributing Trades Tribunal wa^ d(u»e under cirouin.'itnnces which are well 
known and at that stage we in the Opposition pointed out the absolute use- 
lessness ot that money. We have thereafter noticed h(*w it has failed to 
have any proper list of distributors in this province determined. The whole 
money has been wasted. I might incidentally mention the charge that the 
Secretary of that Trade.s Tribunal took his wife as his Secretary and 
Personal Assistant and paid her money out of public revenues. These were 
some of the items which in the name of emergency had been allovred to pass 
through the vigilant eyes of the Finance Department. The u]»pointinent of 
Mr. Mclnnes — although personally I have little grievance against him aa 
an individual — was also ultimately found to have failed in his <d>jective. 
Large advances that were given to Messrs. Ispahuni and (\)mpany were at 
this stage considered to l>e necessary and useful for the purywse of maintaiii- 
iug supplies t<» this province. This also was subsequently proved to have 
been utterly useless and even now 1 am informed that some of the alleged 
purchases of the Ispahanis have Ix^en lying n)tting in adjoining provinces in 
the possession of persons other than the Government of Bengal. Similarly, 
Sir, there have been special allowances given to (Jovenmient servants who 
have changed their position from a seat in the Writers’ liuildings to a seat 
at 7, Church liane. Just because they had to be dislodged from Writers’ 
Buildings to Church Lane, they were given additional emoluments. I fail 
to understand what can be the justification for increased emcduments to this 
set of public .servants. I would not multiply these instances hut I would 
only mention two other things, namely, the appointment of one Transport 
Officer, a European again, Mr. McIntosh Whyte, who has been, as we 
apprehended in the beginning and mentioned in the House, utterly a failure 
and it was a thorough waste of public money on him. He knew nothing 
about transport condition and it is a wonder why such men are ever taken 
and his successor also has been a similar booby who knows nothing about 
BengaFs transport condition. The whole tiling is now being successfully 
orgfanised, done and managed by MaJor-(^eneral Wakely and his brilliant 
military staff, and if this is being managed by Major4>eneral and his staff 
what justification can there be to maintain a number of additional whita 
officers who knew nothing and know still nothing about BengaFs transport 
conditions. It is nothing short of sheer patronage. 
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There have also been attempts to whitewash Government action in certain 
directions with the help ol so^alled experts. I am informed, Sir, that 
having failed to justify the statistics of aman and aus crop in this province 
Government had during the last few months entrusted that work to be 
Terified by an eminent Statistician of this province and that Statistician was 
permitted to draw nearly 4^ lakhs of rupees. He submitted a scrappy note 
of about three or four typed sheets — a brilliant contribution after digesting 
4} lakhs of rupees. I understand, Sir, that Government wanted from that 
officer a detailed statement as to the place or places where the work was 
actually undertaken and the number of persons who were entrusted with the 
collection of statistics, but he has refused to submit that report. We want 
to know the details of how that money was spent. 

Sir, the commission allowed to Clearing Agents accounted for large 
amounts and it is common knowledge that the rate permitted to the Clearing 
Agents has been very much beyond what anything in normal trade would 
justify. And last but not least. Sir, the commission that was allowed to a 
few selected European millers of wheat was something stupendous. As you 
might be aware, Sir, there was a great furore in this country — not only in 
Calcutta but also in Delhi — about the disparity between the price of flour 
and wheat products delivered in Bengal and the price at which whtmt was 
•collected from the Punjab. It is surprising, Sir, that although the Civil 
Supplies Department knew all about it, yet they allowed a very large and 
unconscionable rate being levied by a limited numl)er of European firms who 
undertook or were mainly entrusted with the milling of that wheat into 
flour. 

Sir, there have been other instances but I will not detain the House to- 
day with all of them. If occasion arises I am prepared to place all the 
details of such wasteful expenditure before the Houw» in due course. There 
bas been maladministration in the f'ivil Supplies Deimrtment — in almost 
every branch of it. This is largely due to the selection of a certain class 
of officers who eitlier had been old, senile or retired and wlio have been put 
back on the job or who have been selected for considerations other than 
■efficiency. Amongst them are officers, Hindus as well as Mmslims, and there 
is one Deputy Controller of Rationing working with the Controller of 
Rationing about whose conduct the public have grave misgivings. Sir. if 
placing of Til-equipped and incompetent officers and carelessly selected 
assistants and spending lakhs of rupees is the criterion of success, this 
Government’s rationing and food policy has been a success, but I submit 
little relief does come to the people at large out of this. 

Sir, the procedure for delivery of articles even now centinues to be 
cumbersome and extremely annoying. I shall not go into further details 
today. There have been oomplainta about the working of the office of the 
Controller of Rationing but curiously enough there is no machinery, no 
possibility of any complaint being heard by any appellate authority. Once 
one underling officer comes to a decision no hearing is possible either with 
the Deputy Controller of Rationing or with the Controller of Rationing. The 
Controller of Rationing is a thoroughly unapproachable person. Letters, 
submissions or appeals receive no reply. If anybody wante to take the time 
of the Hon’ble Minister, the Hon’ble Minister is patient enough to give a 
hearing, but when he sends that letter back to the department eitlier for 
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further inTestigution or enquiry it goes into the botlomluM pit and ao reply 
can possibly be obtained thereafter. There is no machinery of heaiaag 
complaints and everybody thinks that to hear complaints against any 
Government officer is a sin. 

Sir, I would not like to dilate on other aspects of the pt;esent budget 
estimates, but at this stage. Sir, I feel it my duty to invite the attention of 
this House as well as of others outside to a very sad exhibition of slave 
mentality by the present Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta l^niversity. It was 
exhibited iu course ot his Convocation Address <lelivered last Saturday. That 
self-appointed leader uf public opinion or rather the nominee of the 
Chancellor iu a most fulsome and disgusting manner voiced an abject 
flattery of the new (rovernor ainl a nauseating appret'iation of the virtues of 
the late (i»>vernor. We have nothing against the personal qualities or 
ability of Mr. R. (i. Casey, our new Governor, but. Sir, there is not one 
Hindu or one Muslim — and I state this on the authority of representative 
Muslim organs and representative Hindu public press — that has not 
expressed his dehnite resentment at the apjwintnieut ol an Australian 
publicman a^s the (lovernor of Bengal. 

Mr. A. F. STARK: On a point of order. Has that anything to do with 
the supplementary budget ? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: It does not arise. 

Mr. A. F. STARK: ( an it 1 >e expungetl Y 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir. our pre.sent Vice-Chancellor is an 
eminent physician. 1 }>ersonally owe a deep debt of gratitude to him for 
his assi.Mtani-e and helj) in tlie medical direction. T would like to submit to 
him who at one lime at lea^l had .some connection with the Congress and 
who rmw ha.>ks under (dhcial favour to stand up ns a man and look more to 
his protessioii than to jiuhiu aftairs, because for one who would now atill 
look uj> to Mahatma (iandhi and Pandit Jawaharlul Nehru as patrons and 
friends it doe.s not look well that he should give expression to an opinion in 
a manner which is derogatory to national self-respect. 

Sir, I would onl> hojte, and I pre.sunie that I am (iOTTe<*t, that Dr. Hoy’s 
fulsome flattery to the present (jovernor is not actuuied through any 
motive of self-iutere.st with a view to .shut out a Muslim Viee-(‘ffiancellor 
who may Ik* likely to follow him in the course of a few months. 1 hoj>e thaf 
the country will take proi)er note of such irreaponsihle utterances. 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Mr, SiKUiker, Sir, I beg leave 
of tbe House to offer a few observations in course of the general discussion 
on tbe supplementary' budget with regard to certain asjxicts of the province, 
namely, food, medicine and i-loth. 

So far as the question of f«M>d is concerned, in sjute of all that has 
been done by the present Governor to gag exjiression of what the (h>vern- 
ment considers to be an adverse opinion, in s[)ite of what is Wing do?ie 
bj' the Government to silence constructive criticism of representative 
people, the fact remain.s that the province is not only not out of the wood yet 
from the effects of the last famine, but it is again getting entagled in tbe 
meshes of another and more devastating one in tbe near future. When 
representatives of the people speak astray which is not convenient or 
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comfortable to the Ministry their opinion is Criticised ae public agitation^ 
but, Sir, that fact remains that people who are criticising the Government 
ip c(mne(!tion with food are exac‘tly those who not only did their duties 
to the public but also did a lot to put the Government itself under obliga* 
tion. The situation was colossal; the magnitude of the sufferings is far 
too big for any Government not to speak of the present Government to 
cope with £rnd it is only expected that Wfore seeking to gag public opinion 
Government show different ways of appreciation of the services 

rendered by different sections of the public. 

Sir, one fact remains undoubtedly clear, and that is this: that today 

in the midst of this season following the harvesting of bumper crop in 

the province the prices show no indication of coming down to any reason- 
able level, although the Hon’ble Minister in answer to a question said 
that Government are taking steps for making rice available at a reason- 
able cost. Government presumably has its own ideas of reasonableness^ 
but even that idea is not disclosed. But we know for ourselves that the 
price which is ruling all over the province today is n(»t only not within 
the reach of iKuir people but also outside the reach of the lower middle 
class who forms the backbone of the society. 

Sir, the “Grow More Food” . campaign remains as ii slogan of the 
Government t)o use on paper and leaflets, hut as a matter of fart may I put 
to the Government this question, namely, whether during 12 months any- 
thing has Wen dotie for imidemcnting the “Grcm- More Food” campaign 
to any reasonable extent. Sir, I am speaking from my own pxj)erience 

in the muftwsal districts- Thousands and thousands of hif^ha^ of land 

we lying waste. The attention of Government has Wen drawn repeatedly 
to the possibility' of utilising these waste lands for fruitful pur]>oses, but 
nothing has been done. 

Sir, in my district again as you know and have heard or have read in 
the newspapers golden crops just on the eve of cultivation are ever>’ year 
inundated by certain floods which take aw»y the food from several 
thousands of people. I had the honour of drawing the attentiun of 
Government to u particular case of inundation, and I asked for petty 
irrigation and construction works to W undertaken to stop the inundation, 
but at a time when the province seeks food most, the heart of Writers' 
Building is not moved to any extent at all. 

Sir, you know Government have talked a lot about distribution of 
seedlings for paddy and other food crops. May I tell you and through you. 
Sir. to the House today that in very few places actually seeds were distri- 
bxited. T may tell you about instances in which Government contraclors 
with the assistance of the Agriculture Department below the very nose 
of the Agricultural Officer advanced money to the agriculturists and 
obtained re<‘eipts for paddy. Sir, money had its utility for some time, 
but money in place of seed is a colossal mo< kery and a huge joke. Would 
you believe me. Sir, that after I had drawn the attention of a District 
Officer to this matter the District Oflfirer far fn>m remedpng the evil, 
far from removing the contractors, far from taking to task the Agricul- 
tural Officer who was conniving at the whole matter gave new contracts to 
^ose contractors and did not do anything in this matter at all. There 
is a big Agriculture Department, *and it is expected that that department 
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would stand by the people in thiet dire need of the hour- But thinini move in 
the old fashion with this new element that distress is ag^a\'uted ten*fold* 

Sir, the question of luaujKiwer and rattle is a paranunint question in 
relation to man, and I am convinced that this Government are not only 
unable to give proper ofH'ning but are even unwilling l>ecause there is no 
initiative. It cannot be denied today that next year a large se<'tion of 
the lands will remain fallow, because abledunlied cultivators am* not avail- 
able and cattle have g(»ne into military' stomach. Sir, may I empiire 
what is the resolution in the mind of GoTernment. The Hon’ble Minister 
for Agriculture the other day in reply a (|nestion said that he was in 
touch with tlie India Government and the India G(»vemmeirt was 
sympathetic. Mere ahstra<‘t touch and mere abstrurt ]>utrouising symj>athy 
are things whi(‘h a<ld insult to the injurv*. What is the prescmt plan of 
this Government and what is the plan the Govcniment propose to place 
before the India Government and the militar\ authorities)^ Sir, I propose 
to give one. I do n(»t know whether it will be appmuated by the Treasury 
Benches. The pres<*nt form of cultivation seems to be a matter of the 
past today, particnilarly when manpower aiul eattlepower are so much at 
a deficit. The onl\ substitute is traeUu machine. We know. Sir. that 
American Towers are .supplying fS’Veral thousands and thioisands of jtH'p 
cars, motor ejirs and otiier mot<fr cars in order to implement military 
equijuuent mi the Ixmlers ot this province. Wc find eviTy day and hour 
how’ thousands and thousands «d cars patrol in the city — I <lo not km^w 
for what reas<*n. Ma\ I ask tlie Bengal (toveniineiit make a reipiisi- 
tion to the (loveriuiieiit ol India Ui ^et a suppl\ I rum America 
ol several hun(lie«l frartor nuM’hinesy It these tractor machineift 
are available then m*t only thousands but millions and millions of acres 
of culturable land which are lying fallow nii<) which will certainly lie 
fallow’ for want of cattle and man pow’er will he brfoight under cultivation 
to the immense- ndief of the people of the province and to the great credit 
of the Government of the day. Even before these tract^irs arrive there 
are these jeep cars which presumably are idle, beiause they are running 
for civil population and on the civil streets. Kepresentutions are worth- 
while l>eing made h\ this (toveninient for re(|uisitioning the use of all 
these jeep cars for the fiurpose of cultivation, for these jeep l ars have got 
tremendous jiower and if ploughs are tacked to them T maintain and I am 
convinced that cultivation can be improved in the cours** of a fortnight. 
After all, the question is whether Government are willing to consider this 
problem^ in a spirit of reality or in a spirit of academic interest to be 
discussed and debated only on the flcH»r of the Tltuiw*. 

In relaticoi to this man-power, may I incidentally ask, if not from the 
political point of view, but from Uie econ<»mic and agricultural point of 
view, will the Government consider or are the Government unable 
consider the question of large release of political prisoners who constitute 
a lot of inan-tmwer now rotting inside the jail)' I am not sfa*aking on 
political prisoners today. I/est my observations might be construed in a 
political spirit, let alone the political prisimers. But what alxoit the 
other prisoners! There are prisoners who are inside the jail for years and 
years together. They are able-bodied people. There have been in the 
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fMt instanceft of releasing prisoners en masse for particular pUjTposes. 
Even if the Government cannot accede to the request of releasing political 
prisoners on account of relief work, may I not expect the Government to 
itand up and take courage in both their hands and release a large number 
ef ordinary prisoners w'ho are able-bodied and who can conveniently plough 
all the fallow lands of this province? After all, why detain prisoners 
who are there for years? Why not release them who have already served 
out more than one year? 

(At this stage the blue light was lit) 

Will you kindly give me an extension of time? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Please go on 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir, you know that sentences 
are given not on any fixed principles. One judge gives 5 years for an 
offence, another gives .*1 years and another gives one and a half years for 
the same offence. There is no inflexibility in the standard ot giving 
sentences. If the Government take up the question of these long term 
prisoners with a view to releasing them, they may put theni on the utilitj' 
ef the soil. After all, the province has got U) survive the trials and 
(Tribulations of today. Merely tbe vindication of law and order by putting 
people inside the four walls may be a very' good proposition, but when the 
whole house is on fire you have got to requisition, you have got to mobilise, 
all possible human elements for the rescue of the whole province. Sir, 
may I draw the attention of the ITon’ble Minister to tlie case of non- 
political prisoners? You know Aat they are called They have 

been externed from Calcutta, the metropolis of the ]>rovince. They have 
been practically caught us rats and have been ])iit into prison without 
trial. Some have been there for (\ years and some for 5 years. NoIxhIv 
knows how long they have been there. They are people who might be 
very good soldiers in an independent country and they are nothing but 
ffoondas in this helpless country of ours. So much manpower is wasted 
and tbe Government ought to consider the question of utilising that man- 
power for the solution of the problem of the soil. 

Then coming to the question of medicine, you know, and I venture to 
aubmit that at least four times more people have died of malaria during 
the Iasi distress season than those who died of starvation, because people 
who could not pay for their food died of tdarvation but j)eople who could 
pay for medicine also besides food died because there was no medicine and 
no quinine. With all the power I can command I say that if th^ is one 
man responsible for the murder of so many thousands and thousands of 
people due to malaria it is the present Director of Public Health. This 
Dirw'tor of Public Health had at the beginning no scheme for distribution 
and supply of quinine. He came out with a scheme which was in force 
for only one month and then it was abandoned A new si'heme is being 
taken up every fortnight and the scheme is not at un end. The result is 
that people are not getting quinine and they are dying. Sir, tlu^ first 
•oheme of the Director of Public Health was tiiat in every thana one 
fegtstered medical practitioner should be selected as the agent for distribu- 
tfon of quinjne. The result was that the monopoly trade came into 
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exiltjence. Some regristered practitioners became monopolists and other 
registered practitioners had to wind up their di-sj>eusarie8. Thousaudi 
and thousands of their patients could not get medicine, particular!]^ 
quinine. And what is worse? You know that in the vilU^^x» side it ll 
tjie quack unregistert‘d practitioner who commands ii larger practice than 
the registered practitioner. No arrangement was made, no arrangement 
even now is l>eing made, for supplying ([uinine to the numerous unregistered 
practitioners so that nunuTous patients whom they had to treat did not 
get their quinine. Sir, T know here the military came to the nwue* 
They snatched away the quinine which was lying idle in the Departjuent 
of Civil Supplies and it found its way t(» areas whit'h badly neeiled 
quinine. Even tiwlay (piinine is not distrih\iU‘d properly. It is not 
distributed efticiently and a large nuinlH»r <<t practitioners dtr not gt*l 
quinine. The fiatients are not only suffering hnt they are even dying for 
want of this indispensable medicine. 

Then coming to the question of ch»th, if the province is hungry it 
also naked and I do not find any indi<*ation on tlie part of (iovemnienl 
to remove tlie nake<lness of our brothers and sisters. As patronagt 
Government gave some cloth which they retiuisitioned from their clien* 
tele and thought that it was all that they coiild do. I maintain that thi 
whole province is not full (*f beggars. <^Even the lower middle das* 
families wli(» are in sore nee<l would ratluT purchase their commodity 
than extend their hands to the novernment. What, provi.siou has heeft 
made for them, wlien peojde have t(» pay fancy prices for tlndr hare cloth 
and (loverumcnt have n(»t yet been able to devise or set up any machinery 
by which at the standard price the middle class and the p(M>r iMMiple can 
get course ( Intli ihnnigh their own s!i(»pkeepers in their own loca]it\ ? All 
these observations, I submit, are m»t made in a purely fault-finding spirit 
hut they are made ho that Oovernmeat if they are so minded can take up 
the (juestion and arrive at a solution 

Gne thing there is and that is Govemmt^t have faileil fun<l a mentally 
in enlisting the co-openition of the iion-ofticiul public. There are union 
boards, there are h)cal boards, there are district hoards ami there ar« 
municipalities. Take the help of thefie institutions and have faith in 
them .so that fhev can assist you in your hour of distress. If you do not 
extend your co-ojHTution to the non-<ifKcial organisations you cannot get 
any a.sskstanre frr)m them. I would theref<»re apj>eul to Government ie 
Ctmsider this question of co-ordinating all available rewiurces so that co- 
of>eration and contribution in the cause of this common f»rohlem is forth- 
eoming from all quarters in which lies tlie solution of the problem ; other- 
wise, they will fail in future as they have failed miserably in the past. 

Dr. ABDUL MOTALEB MALIK : I 
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Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Mr Dipuiv S]H*aker, Sir. the lagt 
speaker on the Hide opposite broke his utterance with a verj* >f 004 l wish. 
He offered ro-operution and he offered joint effort in the elimination of our 
misery' and distress and yet the constructive crHicisiu he offered d<»eti not 
seem to be constructive in any aspect of it. For instance, the one reuieiiy 
suKfjested by him is t<» run about in American Jeep ('ars and Ui brinK’, 
these days of Lend-Lease, steam tractors run the a^icultural proi'ess of 
this province in a me('hanise«l way. Pwiple have heard of the horrors of 
this mec‘hanisati<»n in Ukrairiian Russia where the ]KK»r peasant did not 
understand mechanisation and he had to be biuigfired into it. The loss in 
dead alone canu* almost P) two to three million buiuun beiujfs. I do not 
understand where construction lies in askinjf the poor peasant of Hengrnl 
to ffive up Ills small holfiinjf. T ulesa and until the whole a^icultuml 
problem of Hen^jal is studied in a scientitic manner ami until we have (fot 
rid of Permanent Jsettlement. even a rec’omnieudataan of this nature seemi 
to be entirely out of place. 

His predecessor, Sir, I take it wuih also eipially cumstruotive in hi* 
remarks. These were vitiate<l by bis usual turn of mind. The Ispuhani 
bofcey has apain Wen trotted out Wfore the Hmifle today, and yet. Sir, with 
the fulleftt sense of responsibility I inform you that the critics of Ispahanis 
outside the privile^re of this House have not yet dared to utter one word of 
the irre.HjH>nsible bnitrjrinjrs that have jarone mi under the protection of the 
privilejre of this House and— what ih more, Sir— when we hump a^inat 
them outside the privilej^e, we are told “this is a party matter and w© make 
political capital out of it, otherwise we know that the house of the Ispahanis 
is an honourable house, the house of Ispahanis is one of the best in the land 
(Mr. Sasaxka Sekhar Sanyal; Question! and— what is still more— busi- 
ness-houses in the same line the bi^rprest- — and I shall not mention their 
Q2imes — have pone to the Ispahanis and have said to them, “Please do 
eomethinp. It is you today; it may be our turn morrow. These pentW 
men are trying to torjiedo, the whole scheme of business in Bonpol.” 

The otheY trend of the mind of that sjieaker. Sir, again reflects c^ms- 
truction in the reverse order. To s^nd up in this House and attack 
officials who cannot defend themselves, to attack officials by their desig- 
nation, of course without mentioning names and yet giving indications 
which leave no doubt alxiut the personality of the officers, is not a<^*ordi«g 
to the rules of parliamentary game. If there is anything wrong, I take it 
that the Opposition understands that the person responsible before thia 
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House is the Minister. If anything is done which is not according to ike 
rules, he has to answer. They will not do that, but they will come and 
wash dirty linen of a "very questionable character and that too in a very 
tattered condition and bring down the reputation of officials. I do not say 
all of them are good but then to lay down the principle that everj^ official 
is this, that and the other is not correct. 

The honourable member who spoke after him again brought back a 
matter on which we gave a decision the other day. He again repeated that 
criticism was being gagged. Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, with my long 
experience of politics I may say that the gagging process is to be seen in 
ite weakest form in this province of ours. Any and everj’ statement on 
matters untrue is allowed to be published by the most generous-bearted 
Chief Minister. If I were in his plac.e, I do iu>t know what I would do. 

Sir, bogies of rice and foodgrains, medicine and cloth have again l>een 
trotted out before the House. Taking advantage of the general chance of 
discussion, they go on repeating ad ru^mcuvx things which they know* to be 
untrue. For instance, tlie honourable member does not know that millions 
and millions and millions of yards of Standard ('loth have (^ome to Bengal. 
Bengal can get its own quota. There are other parts ol India and all the 
mills in India plus all the cotton we grtvw and im]K>rt can prcMiuce a certain 
quantity. No (Government on earth can cbrthe, what he called, a naked 
nation' Those who cannot afford must be sn^iplied fo(Ml, but he and I can 
go about in tattered clothes or can buy clothes as and when we cun maniige 
to buy. How can they lay all this criticism at the d(M»r of the (lovem- 
ment is surprising. And what is more sur]>rising. Sir, is that they seem 
to think that they are the monopolists, as they wer<‘ b<*fore the pre- 
autonomy days, even now* of every'thing that leads to the comiiKm weal. I 
deny them that right. They have proved themselves be the enemies f»f 
the majority of the population of Bengal. We cannot alb'w them to l(H>k 
at us even because their eyes alse eontaiu venom and vindictiveness. There- 
fore. leave Bengal to us; we are tlie majoriri*, we are Muslims and so we 
shall take care of them as they themselves will never W able t<i do. 
Talking and talking and talking leads nowhere. 

Sir, tlie history of the Tenancy Act, tlie bistoiy of the Mt>ney-Lender8 
Act and the histoiy* of every measure for the common weal of the people of 
Bengal, in which fortunately I happened to be with the majority, show 
that these worthy representatives of the minority have never supported 
them. 

Sir, co-operatimi we welcome but co-operation sincere and genuine and 
not cheap, wordy co-oiH*ratiou.

Mr. SA8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Are we to understand that the 
Hon’hle Finance Minist-er or any other Minist4ir i.s not going to refdy to the 
general discussions that t<Hik place 1* 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: I think they are not gedng to reply. I 
understand that that is the agreement. 

The Hoii*bi« Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: I want Ui make it 
clear to the House that I have no spe<*ch to make for the delectation of the 
House. 1 thoitght that there was some sort of agreement about tim* 
between the whips of dlEerent parties. 
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Tha Honlila Mr. Khwaja SHAHABUDDIN: Sir, on the recommen- 
dation of His Ei:cellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Bs. 23,000 be granted for expenditure under the head ‘‘5 — Salt’* during 
the current year. 

As far as this grant is concerned I think many members have misunder- 
stood the position and have sent in cut motions about subjects which do not 
concern this department I am referring, Sir, to the second part of the 
cut motion of Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta (No. 2) which talks about “the 
present shortage and non-availability of salt in many places of Bengal and 
rises in price of salt as a consequence thereof”. As far as supply is con- 
cerned that is entirely a matter which is the concern of the Civil Supplied 
Department. 

Dr. HALINAK8HA SANYAL: Let us have the motion move<l and 
the Hon’ble Minister in charge will then reply, in the manner he likes. 
It is not yet known whether he has moved his motion. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr. Sanyal, I asked him to speak because 

I had not the papers Wfore me. Mr. Datta will now move his motion. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Khwaja SHAHABUDDIN: I had no intention of 
speaking at this stage, but as Mr. Deputy Speaker had not the papers 
before him he wanted me to speak and that wa.H why I begun to make my 
cbser\'ation8. I agree with Dr. Sanyal that the best course is for all of us 
1b move our demands and then let the cut motions 1 h» moved separately. 
Afterwards we get up and explain any points that may be raised in discus- 
«ing the cut motions. That would be the best course. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: The procedure that has been suggested 

II that we shall follow the order that is given in the printed order paper. 
The Hon’ble Minister will move his motion, then we proceed with the 
next motion. Thereafter, the Ilon’ble Minister may reply Then we pro- 
ceed with the second ilemand motion. In that way we shall go as far as 
possible tt^day. As far as voting is concerned it will take place tomorrow 
at n o’cbM'k. 

Thn HOfl’bIt Mr. Khwajt SHAHABUDDIN: That would be rather 
inconvenient. It w’ill be convenient for the House to know at what time a 
particular motion is going to be taken up, how long the discussion will go 
on and then w*hen tliat motion will he put to vote. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: You will have to allow for replies to 
be given by the Hon’ble Ministers to particular sets of motions moved. If 
you leave all that towards the end would it not l»e very awkward? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Let Mr. Datta move bis motion and then 
pltemrards you may agree amongst yourselves. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, I beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 23.004) under the head * *5— Salt” be reduced by Be. lOO. 
The object of the motion is to raise a discussion about the lailurs of the 
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GoTvmment in the development ol manufacture and the preaent ahortage 
and non-availability of aalt in many places of Bengal and rise in price of 
salt as a consequence thereof. 

Sir, this is a motion of very urgent public iniportance Iwause it deals 
vrith the primary requirements of human beings. Tlie llou’ble Minister 
in charge of this Department was just going to suggest that the sei'ond 
portion of my motion really does not relate Ui his demand under “Salt**, 
but as a matter of fact it relates to supplies. My submission before 
tbe House through you is this that if there l>e salt manufactured in 
this province which is very close to the sea there wt>uld have been no 
difficulty in the matter of supply of salt. In this conn^'tion 1 Wg to draw 
the attention of the Hou.se t4» the failure of Goveniment in the manufacture 
of salt. This House is prohahly aware that in the year If^U in the month 
of March there was a Gandhi-Irwin pact. By this pact, persons living in 
the coastal districts were alloweil to manufacture salt for their domestic 
purposes hut they are not ullow'ed to manufacture salt for commercial 
purposes. Salt could have been manufacturwl as a rott4»ge industry 
Government have miserably failed to develop the cottage industry and the 
rule with regard to the (Gandhi-Irwin Pact f)ught to Ih» amended so that 
penarns living in the coastal districts not only should Ins allow'ed to make 
salt for domestic purposes hut also for commercial j»ur|H»ses. They shi>uld 
be allowed to sell salt in areas where salt cannot Im* manufactured. EK^ent- 

ly my friend Mr. Abu Hossain Sarkar rose on a certain day to bring to 

the notice of Government the very critical situatmn arising out of w'arcity 
of salt. In the northern Bengal districti*, in Dinnjpur, Rangpur and 
other places, salt is now selling at 12 annas to one rupee per S4‘er. Salt ia 
not available in many places In my own district which is clom* to the 
coastal district, vir , the district of Tippera salt is selling at 8 auaos |)er 

seer. In all [daces salt is s<dling at an ahnonnally high price and it is not 

available even in certain places. In the distri<‘t of Dinajpur Messrs. 

(Passim and Ismail were appointed as sole agents to supply «ilt in that 

district. They are to suiqdy .•<alt at the controlled rafe, the rate lading Tls. 13 
per bag and the bag containing about 2 maunds of salt. But they refused 
to supply salt at that controlled rate. The District Magistrate intervened 

in the matter hut to no purpose. For a im»nth and a half salt was not 

supplied and the result was abnormal rise in the price of suit as well os 
non-avai lability* of salt in certain places. The House is fully aware that 
aalt is a comnnMlify of prime necessity So long the cre of tlie [people of 
Bengal was dnl hhat, hut now the cry is not fhiJ hhut but n»n hfuit, and I 
regnret, Sir, that even this nun hhnt is not being suj>plied to the poor people 
of Bengal. That is the situation. In the district of Dinajpur, Messrs. 
Oassim and Ismail at first refused to supply salt P* the people hut suh- 
fMEjquently they did after the jieople had sufFen^d greatly for trani of salt. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir. you are aware that there was a pnrm*<Mition 
started by the Ooveminent ff»r sale of A seer of salt at Rs. 2 SiV, imagine 
the inconvenience to which the i»eople of Bengal have been subje-sted on 
account of the abnormal rise in the price of salt and its non-availability in 
a province which contain so many coast-al districts. If the Govemmeiit 
WM fully aware of and fully alive to the situation, salt could have been

xoanufacturad in gufficient quantity to meet the necessity of the whole 
people of Bengal. Sir, the Government policy in this matter is this: they 
do not make any attempt to manufacture salt as cottage indusry. The 
explanatory memorandum here on the demand is this: the original provi- 
sion was for the operation on experimental scheme for the development of 
salt as cottage industry for four months only in the current year, that is, 
in the year 1943-44. That scheme has been extended up to June, 1944, 
and after that the scheme will be abandoned. The result is that really no 
attempt has been made by Government in the matter of manufacture of 
salt and I would draw the attention of the Government to the utmost 
necessity of developing the salt industry and manufacture of salt in the 
province. Unless that is done, I am quite sure the people will die in 
thousands and lakhs on account of scarcity of salt as they have died from 
starvation. Not only the fjeople of Bengal will die but also the cattle will 
die in numbers and this will affect the agriculture of the province to a great 
extent and for the matter of that, the people f>f Bengal as a whole. The 
result would be a disaster. I would give this w’aming to Government that 
unless they take steps for the manufacture of salt, the situation will be 
very serioiis. Already we have been receiving reports from different parts 
of Bengal tliat the price of salt is rising high and salt is not available in 
many plac*es. Recently I went to Brahmanbaria where I found that the 
cultivators were purchasing salt in huge quantity apprehending* that it 
would not be available afterwards If we speak akuit warcity of salt. I 
know Govennnent will say that we are creating panic. We are not creat- 
ing panic but we are simply vstating facts, and we are giving this warning 
to the Government that if they do not soon realise the gravity of the situa- 
tion and take steps in the right direction, there will he absolute scarcity of 
salt throughout the whole province and both j)iHq)le and cattle will die in 
thousands and lakhs. 

With these words. Sir. I move my motion and commend it to the 
acceptance of the House. 

Khan Bahadur HaJi BADI AHMED CHOUOHURY: Sir I beg to move 
that the demand of Rs. for ex[>eiiditure under the head “5 — Salt”, 

be reduced by Its. 1(10. The object of my motion is to raise a discussion 
al>out the neces.sify of giving pecuniary help to the |)eople of saltwatered 
places to prepare sufficient salt to make Bengal self-sufficient regarding salt.

KMh I move this uhiIioii with a \ iew to raiMiug a 
discus'ilou about iiiMuHieient Mijiplv of Halt in Bengal. 

Tlie other day, Sir, I tried to bring it to the notiee of tliiw 1 Iouh 4* as to 
the seareity of .sail that is prevailing in siune parts (d thi.s jirovinee, Sub- 
8e<iueiitiy on the lOth Fiduuury I Mibmitt4*d a short-notfee (piestiou to know 
the 1 ‘ause tit this insultieient supply of salt and what (iovernment was doiii^ 
to »olve the problem. T nfortuiiately, up to this time I have not got any 
reply to it. 1, therefore, presume tliat (ioviunment have notliiug t4) aay 
and they have nothing to do or that they are unable t4) d<i anything to do 
away with the shortness of supply. F move this cut motion again to bring 
it pointedly to the notiee of thin House and through this House to the public 
at large that this province and sjs*eially North Bengal is suffering very 
much from shortness of salt, and it is also reporletl in the papers and some 
of my honourable friends have sugge.sted that a part of East Bengal is also 
affected. 

Two niatttriuls are ver\ much essential for the iijikeep of human life; 
they are ric'e and salt. Hire is selli'ng’ at iirohihitive jiriee and salt has 
become scarce. From my ])erscuial knowb*dgf in in\ district , in the* muni* 
cipal area of Rangjiur, salt is selling at the rate of Rs. 1-8 per sec*r in the 
black market, and black market is the cmly market where salt is available. 
I was talking the other day with the District Mag^istrate. He told me that 
at the, rate at which Government supplies salt to ihe.r ^inplovecH. Rangpur 
requires •)0 thousand maunds of salt |>er month for c'on sumption Un- 
fortunately Government has allotk^d only lo thousand maunds and there- 
fore it can be presumed that at least three-fourths of the population will 
have to go to the black market or they will have to go without salt. What 
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is the Government doinfi^ to supply salt? I want a clear answer. Govern- 
ment will have to say very clearly whether they are able to do that or not. 
Poor people live on rice and salt, as I said, but if they can procure rice 
somehow or other, they cannot priK*ure salt. Government is the only body 
which can supply salt and which can arranj^e for transport. I do not know 
from what disability Government is suffering whether there is insufficiency 
of salt or there is transport difficulty. Government must make a clean 
breast of everything. It must take mU) confidence all the party leaders bo 
that they can help it. If the Government dfjes not tell its difficulty to this 
House, if tlie i>e<»f)le of this country cannot understand what is their position 
with regard to salt, misgivings and troubles may arise in the country. 

It is tin* dear duty of the Government to help the x>eople in getting 
this commodity. It is an essential commodity and the Government which 
is not in a position to su])])ly even a grain of salt to the people, I think, has 
no right Ui exist. If it wants to justify its existence, it must supply at 
least the most import^int essential commodity, namely, salt. 

I again ask the Government through you, Sir. to make its }M)8itioa 
clear why salt is n<»t being siipplied in sufficient (juantity. What is the 
difficulty it is feeling and what is the trouble behind the scene-— I would 
like to have a elear indication. 

With these few w(jrds, Sir, I reccunmend my mt»tion. 

MauNi MUHAMMAD I8RAIL: Sir. I have heard with attention the 
sj>ee<ih of the previous sjieaker ami he j)nietic4ill\ exhaustecl all the iioints 
that could be said in favour of his inotlim. Now. ho far as salt is concerned 
there are two aspef ts — one is the distribution si<le and the other manu- 
facturing side. Distribution side, I understand, is under the Civil 
Supplies Dejiurtment. So far as the pr<*sent pt»sition is (amcemed the 
country is in acute sh<»rtuge of suit That is dealt with by the Civil 
Supplies DepaTtmeiiU It supposed that there is salt shortage parti- 
cularly in North Bengal, but I come fnmi Mymensingh district in 
Eiwfct Bengal There also sivlt shortage has betamie very acute 
n<>w. I also ask the Government to make the position clear as to the reason 
why salt is not being supplied to the mufassal area. Is it due to transport 
difficulty, or is it due to the fact that sufficient amount of salt is not being 
transported to the province of Bengal from outside? 

Six, BO for as the manufacturing side is concerned, we find that there is 
ex]ierimenf al measure taken by the Government of Bengal in three distri:'ts, 
namely, Midnapore, 24-I*argana8 and Chittagong. There also the measure 
has been extended \ip to June. 1944, and the amount provided for the 
experiment is also very inadequate. 

So far as salt is concerned, as has Wen pointed out by the previous 
sx>eaker, that is one of the most esvsential commodities of life, and when 
there has Wen eiubargt> fn)m all aides — Provincial, Central os also Inters 
national— I think it is high time that Bengal should build up her own 
indnstiy* both on commercial basis as well as on cottage industry basis. 
Now, l^ngal has a very gwxl coastline. I think if this industry is pushed 
now when there is great demand of salt and when the price of salt has 
already gone up it can be done on a sound basis so that it can remain in 
that position during the time when the war will W over. Under the present 
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ut«ilg«ment the Tillagera can produce salt in those three districta only for 
their personal consumption and only to the extent they can carry on 
their heads to the warehouses for sale. Now, the amount that has been 
produced in these three districts is too insufficient for this province. So I 
would request Government to take necessarj* steps to eximnd cottagi:' industry 
is well as to put this industry on a commendal basis so that Bengal would 
not have to depend on other pn>vinces for this commodity. 

With these words, Sir, I ask Government to take necessary' steps in thia 
matter. 

Tlw Han*blo Mr, Khmraja SHAHASUDOIM: As has been pointe<l out 
by my friend Mr. Israil, this (piestion has got two well-defined divisions~— 
one is the product i<ni. manufacture of salt, and ant»ther is dislrihntioa 
throughout the provin<\e. As fur as distribution of imported salt is con- 
cerned, it comes under the purview of the Civil Supplies Department and 
I hof»e my colleague Mr. Suhrawardy will W here in time to explain what 
step the Civil Supplies Department have taken in order to distribute 
sufficient quantity of salt in the province. 

As far as manufacture of salt is concerned, there are two p»nnts that 
have been raised : one is manufacture of salt on commercial basis, another 
is as a small industry. As tar us the (fovemment of Bengal is concerned^ 
it has already approached the Government of Iinlia and obtained their 
sanction to manufacture salt in all the coastal areas of Bengal under duly 
one condition that whatever salt is manufactunHl is conveyed to a ware- 
house where the Government of India make arnuigements for levying salt 
excise. Their officers are there and the salt that is conveyed in that ware- 
house is kept and arniOiing which gws out from there the salt axciMi is 
levied on that and a very small leiiy’ for expenses incurred by the Goveni- 
mant of Ihmgal for its staff is also made. But unfortunately the stdieme 
could not he expanded very much. Only five warehouses have l>eon estab- 
lished in the district of MidDa(M>re and two in the 24-Pargaiias. Out of 
the five warehouses established in Midnapore only three worked last year,, 
and this year five warehouses are working in Midnap<we and two wtirehomuta 
in the 24-Pargaaa8 aJso are working. But unfortunately m far as we know 
sufficient quantity of salt is not coming to these ware-houses. The reason 
is that the price of salt has gone up so much that peo]de find il more profit- 
able to sell un-excised salt from outside instead of bringing it here. Accord- 
ing to Government w'heme we have put down Rs. 2 as the minimum price 
for salt and all the other charges are being deducted. I would like to lay 
emphasis on the fact that this price of Rs. 2 is only the minimum. There 
is nothing there to prevent the persons who are running the warehouses 
from giving higher price. Actually they expect that they will have to pay 
higher price, because otherwise it will not I>e p^wsihle f(»r them to induce 
the manufacturers to bring sufficient (|Uantitv of salt to the wareh(»umjs. 
Over and above that there is wastage and otlier eX]»ens«*H which ihey have 
got to incur. My friend Mr. Haji Baili has suggested quite u different 
matter that if the Government of India entirely gives up the salt excise 
and the revenue that is being derived out of it and allow everybody freed<»m 
to manufacture salt on a commercial basis, the siiuatitm may improve. I 
do not think it will be possible and we ran reas<mably ask the Govemmeut 
of India to give that general permission. 
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Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH OATTA: Why don’t you moTO the Gorern- 
ment of India for permiattion to manufacture aaltP 

Th« Hon^bli Mr. KHwaJl 8HAHABUDDIN: They have already given 
permisflion 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Free of taxP 

Tha Hofl’Ma Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN. We have not considered 
whether we can in view of the circumstances in the country approach the 
Government of India to allow them to manufacture salt free of tax. 

Mailivi ABU H088AiN 8ARKAR! How far the Government of India 
have permitted P 

Tha Hon’ble Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN; 1 have just now said 
that the (iovernment of India have permitted us to manufacture salt, 
provided proper arrangements have been made to levy salt excise at its 
collection and in order to make that collection we have created these ware- 
houses where the Government of India have got their Excise Otficers and 
they deduct the salt excise there. 

Maulvi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR. It will not be a suffi<dent induce- 
ment to salt manufacture. 

Hon’Mt Mr. KKwaJa 8HAHABUDDIN: That is a quite different 
question. I am prepared to consider the suggestion made from various 
quarters that the Government of llcngal should approu(’li the Government 
of India in view of the great shortage (»f salt in the province to allow 
absolutely manufacture of salt free of excdse duty. That a matter worth 
considering, but so far we have not considered that ipiestion. 

Df. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL. Will the warehouse scheme continue P 

Th« Hon’ble Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: As far as 1 am oomemed 
I was just coming to that point because it has been raised by my friend 
Mr. Israil. The scheme is only up to June. Actually the salt manu- 
facture season begins from 11th November and continues till llth of May 
and sometimes a longer season is found and it gi)es up to the end of May. 
These measures are absolutely experimental and that is why I have said 
that the season will continue up to June, but I can assure the House that 
not only this scheme will continue, but I will do everything possible to 
expand this scheme and establish cottage industries to manufacture salt 
through the coastal areas of Bengal (Cheers from the Coalition Party 
benches). 

So far as the manufacture of salt on a commercial basis is concerned, I 
admit that we have not yet gone so far, but that matter is also under 
consideration and we are waiting for the report of the Industrial Survey 
Committee and as soon as that report comes, we will see whether or not we 
can set up even as an experimental measure a small factory for the manu- 
facture of salt. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Already two expert committees have 
reported. Why a third P The committee is a wonderful machinery to put 
off things! 

Tht Mr. Kliwi|« 8HAHABUDDIN: I can assure Dr. Sanyal 

that this will not take long. I have been assured by the Chairman of the 
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Indilitrial Survey Committee that the report is practically ready and it 
will be coming in very soon. 

Or. NALINAK8HA SANYALt By that time season will be over. 

Tlie HOfl'ble Mr. KAwaJa SHAHABUDOfN: As far as this year ia 
concerned, we can do nothing to set up manufacture of salt. Sir, this 
thing has not been here for so many years and I submit that it is too much 
to expect this Government to take all the measures to establish factories 
throughout Bengal within one year. Though we have not Ikhui able to 
produce much result, as far us^ we are concerned, wa are doing everylhing 
possible to manufactre salt liotli on a commcrtdal as well as on cottage 
industry basis. 

Sir, the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy is present here, and l>efore any other 
subject is taken up, T think he may also be permitted to speak on points 
which have been raised about shortage of salt, etc. If you like, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Sulirawardy will speak. 

The Hofl^ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: Sir. I humbly submit that 
a cut motion on salt which deal.s with the industrial side of the problem 
hardly entitles honourable members to raise the (juestitm of su]>ply, but 
inasmuch as the matter has been raised and it is a matter of some impor- 
tance and interest to honourable members I shall place before the House 
what the actual position is. 

Honourable members are aware. I am certain, that practically the whole 
(d i>ur salt comes from (Uitside. It either coiin‘s fniin Karachi or from the 
West (’ou,st and Red Sea Ports. A i*ertaiii amount emnes or used to come 
by rail from Kaiaclii and the Wol (‘oast P<»r<s and was distributed to the 
distrit'fs din‘ctly The (lovernment ot India stopped the rail Isirne traflie 
and put us into difinulties I antniiiated imnwMliately that tloue would 
lie a shortage of salt, and I started moving th(‘ (rovemmenl of India that 
we must he assured a stead\ supply ot salt from tlo* West (’oast Ports and 
the Hetl Sea Ports, lloiiouiabie members may also remember that thefe 
was a suggestion that we should build up a certain res«*rve of salt here 
which crjuld be utilised in case coiiinmnicalions broke down, and we were 
asked to have two nnuiths’ n*serves for ourselves ami control o\er two 
months’ stock. It is aiiticij»ate<l that the monthly coimuniptirm f»f salt is 
about 'MJ.tKK) tons or a little over H lakhs of niHiinds. 1 made certain 
oHfers to the salt importers here regarding the salt imported by them, 
Government purthasing a certain quantity for the jiurpo.se of building 
up stocks. Various importers imported considerable amounts of salt which 
permitted Government to build up sUicks. The position improved, 
(Dr. Naunaksha Saityal: That started the trouble.; The position 
improved so much that I hoped that we should be very soon out of the 
woods. I approached however the Government- of India that they should 
carry out their obligations to permit us to build up two mouths* reserves 
and therefore I asked them for monetary accommodation but they said that 
as the salt position in Bengal had improved it was not necessary for uh to 
build up any reserves of our own. Nevertheless as a precautionary measure 
I drew upon the hnances of the Government of Bengal to build up at least 
one month's reserve, i.e., 8 lakhs of maunda of salt. In the meantime, 
the Government of India failed to send the thirty thousand tons per 
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month which they had promised to do and put us into considerable 
difficulties. The position now is restored. The Government of India are 
takioj^ steps to send 30,000 tons and salt is arriving in sufficient quanti^ 
ties. Owing to the stoppage of rail borne salt as well as non-import oi 
salt for two months, there has been a shortage of salf in the districts. 1 
made fraptic efforts to send salt to the districts and have succeeded in a 
very large measure. Again honourable members may remember that there 
was congestion of traffics on the Bengal and Assam Railway from 15th 
January till 11th February and there was a set back in our programme. 
Salt is now going steadily to the districts and we shall very soon be in a 
position to wild trucks by that railway some more by the East Indian 
and Bengal-Nagpur Railways, and a considerable amount by water. Salt 
is also going by river — I am sending it by water as much as pos.sible — 
and also by rail. We propose to accelerate this still further so that we 
shall he in a position not only to meet the present normal requirements 
because^whatever salt we shall send now w’ill probably go to consumption, 
but at the same time we shall be able to build up a reserve of 8 lakhs of 
maunds of salt in various distributing centres in Bengal as well as 8 lakhs 
of maunds of reserves in Calcutta. This is the present position. 

7— Land Ravanua, 

Tha Hon^bla Mr. TARAK NATH MUKERJEA: Sir, on the recom- 
mendation of His Excellency the (Governor, I beg to move that a sum ot 
Rs. 6,G9,0(K) be granted for expenditure under the head “7 — Land 
Revenue’' during the current year. 

Sir, at the present stage I would only briefly give the reasons for tins 
extra charge. 

Under “(Charges of administration” — the increase is clue mainly to 
heavier land acquisition w'ork on behalf of the (rovernment of India for 
which rec'overies will eventually be effected from the Centre. It is also 
due partly to extra temporary staff in the Certificate Department to cope 
with the large nunilier of (‘ertificutes in connection w^ith debt settlement 
cases. 

Under the head “Management of Government Estates”, the excess is 
mainly due to the cost of reconstruction of khas malial buildings damaged 
by cyclone. 

Under the head “Charges of I^and Revenue Collection”, the increase 
nepresents larger commission payable to headmen particularly in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts for better colWtion of land revenue. 

Under the head ‘’Survey, Settlement and Record Operations”, the 
increase under “Pay of Establishment — Executive Subordinates” and 
under “Travelling Allowance” is due to the reversion of a large number 
of kanungoes from special work to the Settlement Department. The 
increase under “Other Contingent Charges” is due to rise in the price of 
contingencies, and to dearness allowance granted. 

With these few w*ords I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House,

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Mr. PRAMATHA HATH BANERJEE: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 
I beg to move that the demandB of Rs. 6,69,000 under the head — Land 
Revenue'* be reduced by Re. 100. I move this motion to raise a discussion 
al>out the failure of the Government to give relief to tenants and proprietors 
of the soil in the matter of rent due. to calamities in the province such as 
(i) famine, cydlone and flood, and (ii) failure of the Government to make 
adequate provision and arrangc^ment including comi>ensation for the civilian 
|)opulation in areas acfjuired or properties acquired or requisitioned for 
purposes connected with the war. 

Sir, tonight I was thanking my star for having snatched away five minutes 
of your valuable time-table in order that you may l>e able to hear and- enjoy 
the delight of my silvery voice. I thought ray Hon’ble friend, the 
Revenue Minister, has a voice almost golden and I do look forward to the 
exposition of the supplementary demand which he has been making, in 
spite of my Hon’ble friend simply reading out, for whose benefit I do not 
know, the explanatory memorandum on ])age 3 of the supplementary budget 
estimate. If my eyes did not prove failing I discovered that my Hon’ble 
friend read out some typewritten copy verhaUm, That no doubt acrounts 
for certain extra charges on account of the administration. I should like 
to ask four questions of the Hon’ble the Revenue Minister. First, so far 
as I am aware, the previous Government decided to go slow in the mafler 
of realisation of revenue and rent in regard to areas affected by the cyclone 
and floods. May I ask the Hon’ble the Revenue Minister if he has made 
a revision of that order: that order merely asked tliat the zamAndarn should 
show the same concession to their tenants as they would demand of the 
Government: in other words, that mercy 1 tr> others show, that mercy 
show to me. The second question is this: my Hon’ble friend is asking 
for a supplementary demand for the purpose of meeting extra expenditure 
in tile matter of executing certificates. I thought tlu' T.(‘L>isbiturc vas in 
favour of abolition of the certificate procedure. Has the Hon’ble the 
Revenue Minister revised the policy of going slow in the matter of reali- 
sation of revenue by the device known as the certificate procedure? Thirdly. 
I should like to ask him the question as to what major settlement operations 
are being carried on in the province just now. Is it the settlement opera- 
tions in connection with that unknown district on which the past 
Government wanted to build and utilise the recommendations of the Floud 
Commission or is my Hon’ble friend going back upon the decision of the 
previous Government as to the stoppage of major settlement (»perations in 
the province? Lastly, I am greatly amused to know that the charges on 
land revenue collections represents larger commission payable to headmen 
in the Chittagong Hill Tracts, but my Hon ’hie friend in reading out the 
statement has said, ‘*head«”: I ask, is it “heads” or “headmen”? Then 
there is another question as to the pa3rnient of Ci*mpensation to the civilian 
population in the matter of compulsory acquisition of their property in 
areas for purposes of war. Complaints have reached me and many 
members of the Opposition that many of the persons whose properties 
lands, etc., have been acquired compulsorily by Government, pursuant b» 
the application of the Defence of India Rules promulgated by the Oovern- 
ment of India for military necessity, they have either (a\ got no 
compensation, or (h) not got proper compensation. In this connection. 
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mw I a«k the Hon’ble the Revenue Minister es to whether or not the 
nibitration clause in the Defence of India Act, 1939, section 18,— I 
n p^ ia Ving from memory— whether the rules about the arbitration clause 
have been framed so that the party apirrieved may under the Art go to 
arbitration to realise possibility of proper compensation. Sir. 1 am very 
brief and I am thankful to you that I have finished within five minutes. 
And, after all, five minutes are very valuable because the present Govern- 
ment in the classical language of the Hoii'ble the tinaucc Minister lU 
violation of all canons of IVditical Economy” are asking for a very small 
sum of Rs. 36 crores 24 lakhs and 48 thou.sand by way of supplemeiitory 
demand within the course of two nights!

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERJEE: I have not asked almut the 
kanung’os. 

The HOfl’Me Hr. TARAK NATH MUKERJEA: As reRurds payment 
of compensation I may assure the House that althoujj’h it was not pcmsible 
to proceed with the work thorouj^hly and fully and quickly at the initial 
etage, l>etter arrangements have Wen made now and due and proper 
compensation is lieing paid now to those whfine laiwN ami jirfi|)erties have 
been acquired. For the information of the House 1 may only mention 
that as much as 156,959 acres of land have been acquired ami (he total 
amount of compensation already paid comes to Rs. ft, 15, 12. 715. In the 
mufassii this work is entrusted to the Collectors and Subdivi.^ional Officers 
who have been doing the work and as is welbknowm fo you and to the 
Houae, the Collectors and Subdivisional Officers are extremely busy award- 
ing com|>en«ation in such cases. I admit that at the initial stage there 
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may have been some delay and mismanageinent but 1 can assure the House 
that every possible step is being taken to thoroughly reorganise the work 
and to see that proper compensation for lands, buildings and removal costs 
is being paid without any delay and as early as possible.

The Hon’ble Mr. PREMHARi BARM A: Sir, on the recommendation 
of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 11.9T,(Mt0 
be granted for expenditure under the head “10 — Forest” during the 
current year. 

Sir, I want to say a few words with regard to this demand. The bulk 
of this sum, namely Rs. 11,50,0(K1, is required to meet increased expendi- 
ture for execution of larger orders received from the Supply Department, 
Government of India, to supply timber for the Defence Services than were 
anticipated at the time of framing the budget. In this conrm'tion I may 
mention that an additional amount of Rs. (if»,000 under the charged bead 
will be iieceNsary f<rr the same purpose in the ('hittagong Hill Trwt^, As 
the j»rice of timlK?r supply will be recovered from the (Vntral Government, 
there will Iw a corresponding increase of revenue in this department, viz., 
Forest. The balance of Rs. 45,(MMf is recjuired under the voted head 
“Establishment” to meet excess expenditure for payment of dearness 
allowance to the staff as the existing provision has fallen short of wtunl 
requirements. 

Sir, w'ith these few words 1 commend my motion to the acceptance of 
the House. 

Mr. DHIRENORA NATH DATA: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 1 rise to 
move that the sum of Rs. 11,97,000 for expenditure und(‘r the head “10 — 
Forest” be reduced by Rs. 100. I move this to raise a disrussiim about 
indiscriminate supply of tinil>er, etc., to the Government of In<lia and the 
conspijuent deforestation and its possible disastrous result* and to discuss 
about the abnormal rise in price of fuels. 

Sir. in the explanatory memorandum of the demand under “Forest”, 
it has beeai stated that under the first head “Conservancy and Works” the 
increase is due to the execution of larger orders for timber from the Supply 
Department, Government of India, than were anticipated at the budget 
atage. The “charged” excess is in respect of expenditure in the Chitta- 
gong Hill Tracts. 
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Sir, it is really due to the misdeede of the war, it is on acooxmt of the 
war that the Government of India want a large supply of timber and 
conHequently the Government of Bengal agreed to give a large supply of 
timber from the forests of this country. The result will be deforestation. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, those who are inhabitants of the districts of 
Darjeeling and Jalpaiguri — of course we have not got Government forests 
but we have got forests near about which do not belong to the British 
Governuient but to the Tripura State — know what a large quantity of 
timber is being supplied to the Government of India for war necessities. 
This House is probably aware that on account of the large supply of timber, 
the forests are denuded and there has been deforewtation and if the war 
continues for some years to come, I am afraid that there will be deforesta- 
tion in the province. The result of deforestation is probably not known 
to all of us. On account of defore.station, it is an accepted theory’ that 
there will be less rainfall and on account of less rainfall, agriculture will 
suffer to a great extent. 

Sir, I shudder to think of the post-war condition and I shudder to think 
that if the war continues for four or five years more, so far as Bengal is 
concerned, she will suffer to such an extent that she will not be able to 
recover in the near future. This is one of the subjects which must engage 
the attention of this Government. They are supplying timber indiscri- 
minately — 1 say criminally — to the (lovernment of India on account 
of the war necessities. The war has come ui)on us. Tlii.s is not a war for 
the independence of India. This is a war foi the perpetuation of British 
Imperialism and our |K)licy with regard to this war should })e that we sliotild 
not contribute a single pie towards it. But as a matter of fact, Sir, for this 
was not only are we contributing hut we are contributing all our wealth. 
We have been practically drained of our wealth. Forest is a source of 
great wealth, and so far as the Bengal Govemmeut is concerned if there 
is deforestation I am (piite sure it will Ik* an evil day for certain parts of 
Bengal. The consequence will he so disastrous that I am afraid even after 
the war Bengal will not be able to recover from the mischief inflicted. 
I do not know. Sir, what the war will cost us. So, Mr. Deputy S|)eaker, 
I would ap])eal to the Government of Bengal to ('onsider this aspect of the 
question and not consider it once or twice but thousands of times as to what 
disaster will lK»fall Bengal if the war continues and there is defore.station. 

There is another aspect of the question which we should consider 
immediately, namely, the abnormal price of fuel. We do not know 
whether Government is aware that coal haa become scarce in the mufassal 
area; it is not at all available. W^e have therefore to rely on fuel, hut of 
late the price of fuel has gone up to such an extent that it is impossible 
for ordinary people to purchase fuel. So people will die not only on 
account of want of rice but I am afraid — and here I speak from my 
experience in my district and that is I believe the experience of other 
people everywhere — they will die also for mant of fuel. So far as the 
district of Tippera is concerned and here I hope my friends will bear me 
out, we have to spend Re. 1 per day on fuel consumption for domestic 
pxirposes. This is the situation. Not only that, Sir; do you know, Sir, 
that on account of want of fuel dead bodies are not burnt nowadays F D^d 
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bodies are thrown into the river. That is the present practice* Sir. The 
ipMiult is that not only the river water is polluted but people drink that 
water and there is a consequent epidemic and outbreak of diseases. 1 
h(^* Sir, that Government should consider these things, which are very 
serious indeed so far as Bengal is concerned. I appeal to the Government 
• and to you, Sir, to impress upon the Government of India the reality of 
the situation which has been brought almut by the war. This war has cost 
us many things and we should be the first persons to declare that we must 
not contribute anything towards (ho war — a war which is for the perpetua- 
tion of British Imperialism and not for the indepenilen<*e (»f In«ha. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. I would like to add a few \^ords 
to the brilliant statement made by our Deputy licader. I supp(»rt this 
motion also on another ground, namely, that the Government of India 
nowadays show very little courtesy even to our llon’hle Ministers, when 
they travel on carriages which were constructed with the timlier supplied 
by the Forest Department. Only the other day, the Hon ’hie Minister of 
Forest was travelling hv a train— may he w'ithout ticket (laughter)— he was 
hauled up at Ranaghat and penalty was realisiHl from him. It is an atro- 
cious conduct on the jiart of the Government of Imliu representatives at 
Ranaghat. 

The Hon’ble Mr. PREMHARI 8ARMA: It is a false information. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon'hle Minister in charge 
of the ('o-operative Credit and Rural Indebtedness who was travelling in a 
st*cond class compartment of the same train hear me out? 

Jh% Hon’ble Mr. dOCENDRA NATH MANDAL: Tlose things are 
downright falsehoods. 

The Hon’ble Mr. PREMHARI BARM A: As Ministers it is absurd to 
say that we did not buy tu kets. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Why did you pay at Ranaghat!' 

The Hon’blo Mr. PREMHARI BARMA: Who saysy^ ('ertainly not. 

Sir, with regard to the point raise<l by Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta, vist., 
that there may In* deforestation, I want to say that deviations from normal 
working plans are carefully sirutinised and sjuM itically sanctioneil before 
any excess felling is resorted to. (’onservution of forests being the main 
care of the department, it is out of the question to sufipose that indisiTi- 
minate felling leading to anything like deforestation could lie permitted. 
Before we do anything we will scrutinise everything carefully, so there is 
no fear of deforestation. 

1 may also mention for the information of the House that the Govi‘rn- 
ment of India have already been in communication with the IVovincial 
Governments to co-ordinate a post-w’ar polic’y on forest reconstruction. 
The main features of this policy as at present suggested are (t) revision of 
working plans to provide for lighter fellings for some years to allow’ of the 
replacement of capital lost by advance fellings during the war and (it) a 
planned economy for the timber trade and for the development of India s 
forest estate. 

As regards the price of fuel we have not made any enhancement whatso- 
ever in the rates of royalty. The increase in the cost of fuel is due to 
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mcrea 4 <} in wages of labour and transport difficulties. Those who are 
dealers of forest produce increase the rates for want of transport and it is 
not correct to say that we have increased any rate. 

Sir, with these few words I oppose the cut motion moved. 

11— Ragistritioii. 

Tlia Hon'llit Mr. TAM IZU ODIN KHAN: Sir, on the recommendation 
of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 3,90,000 
be granted for expenditure under the head “11 — Registration” during the 
current year. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL. Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand 
of Rs. 3,90,0(K) made under the head “11 — Registration” be reduced by 
Rs. 100 to raise a discussion about the necessit^*^ of a proper enquiry into 
the circumstances leading to a large increase in the number of registrations 
and measures to check the same. 

For the last few years we had been noticing an abnormal rise in regis- 
tration and a corresponding increase in the stamp duties. We had tried to 
make an enquiry and in the Public Accounts (-ominittee we sought to find 
out if the department concerned had any in format itm about the reasons of 
such large increases in registration. This reflects a very unfortunate 
economic position of the people and consequently 1 feel that Government 
should take the earliest opportunity to ascertain whether these larger 
registrations are due to any temporary economic deterioration due to 
famine or other conditions during the einergemy or due to any long term 
debt legislation, as a result of which wdly inoiicy-lenderH have been forcing 
actual transfers w'hen there is the real intention of lending out money on 
security of the projierty alone and nothing more. This is a very serious 
matter and 1 understand that Government have already realised the serious- 
ness of the situation to .such an extent that they are proposing shortly a 
Land Non-Alienation Bill. I submit that in view of the situation that 
has arisen in the province (Jovernment should try to set up an enquiry to 
ascertain definitely from each rural area and with some amount of expert 
know'ledge collected for the some, as to how' far and to what extent these 
larger increases in registration are due to tem]Kuarv woiiomie deterioration 
ot* due to long term eonditions affecting the economic ilfe of the province. 

AVith these words I move my motion. 

Th« Hpn*IMe Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, the question raised 
here or the request made is that Government should make an enquiry as 
to the causes of the large number of transfers that are taking place. One 
cause is obvious. During the food crisis the agriculturists were very hard 
hit to procure food they required money which they could not get otherwise 
than by transferring the laud in a large number of cases. That is the 
real cause and I admit. Sir, that the situation is really disquieting. 
Oovemment have already taken adequate steps to see that these agricul- 
turists who have been compelled to transfer lands under the stress of 
ein'urastances may get back their holdings under certain conditions. An 
Ordinance was already in force and the complementary legislation passed 
through one House of the Provincial legislature. It will very soon be 
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]4ftced before this House also. That is what the Government have done. 
I admit, Sir, that the situation requires probably further consideration 

As regards the suspicion of Dr. Sanjal that the cause may not be 
simply temporary but a deep-seated one on account of some other legislative 
measure that he hinted at, Government will consider when the proper 
time comes whether another more comprehensive measure is necessary to 
prevent agricultural lands from passing out of the hands of agriculturists. 
But I donH think that any useful purpose will he served by initiating an 
enquiry. We all know the real causes and it is only now not'cssaiy to 
take proper steps. We have takiui iminediute steps and as for the long 
term view we propose t(» take at the appropriate time measures to prevent 
lands from passing out of the hands of agriculturists.

Sir, I submit that the excess expenditure is mainly due to the excess 
cost incurred for jinnting tlie Kniertainment Tux stamps which has become 
due siro e the (iovernmeiit decided to iiiipos*‘ Kntertainment Tax on cinemas 
in the mufussil also with efftMd from 1st June. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. 1 beg to move that the demand 
of Its ()d,(HH) under the head “Id — Other Taxes and Duties” W reduced by 
Ks. ItHI to raise a di.Hcussion about the hardship caused through the present 
procedure adopteil to deal with registered dealers under the Bengal Finance 
Sales Tax Act, who had left ('alcutta temporarily during the emergency 
of 194‘..^-4d and came buck thereafter. 

Point of Privilago. 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: On a (jue.stion of privilege, Sir. 
Some member of this House taking a^lvanlage of the freedom of spiasch has 
made certain statements which are false and those Htatements may get 
published in the news[»aper. Their purpose is served. In the same way 
as Dr. Sunyal made certain allegations against certain Hon'hle Ministers, 
if 1 6iiV that we also hear that Dr. Sanyul takes bribes and all that, will 
that lie justified? 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8AMYAL: It will he if true. 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: And if I say that he always takes 
big merchants to the C’ivil Supplies DepaHmeut and takes money from 
them and if we make such statements taking advantage of our privileged 
position in this House, .will the Hon’ble Speaker allow such statements to 
be published? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: It is very difficult to give decision on a 
matter which is absolutely hypothetical. With regard to the particular 
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xoattef ray attention was not drawn at that time. . Now, if you really 
aeriously think about it, 1 shall have to call for the proceedings to examine 
what has been said and what has not been said. It is not possible for me to 
remember all these things. You can on some appropriate occasion bring 
this matter, and then Mr. Speaker or myself, if I happen to be here in his. 
absence, will give a decision on this matter. 

Mr. AiDULLA-AL MAH MOOD: We beg of you, Sir, that these 
statements are not published and are expunged from the proceedings of 
the House.

The H0fl*ble Mr. dOCENDRA NATH MANDAL: On a point of order,

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, this is not a point of order, and 
so I will not yield. 

The Hon'ble Mr, JOGENDRA NATH MANDAL: It is a point of 
order, Sir. If false things are published in the newspapers, certainly it 
will not be to public interest. You have said that you will take action 
as to whether or not the statement of Dr. Sanyal should be expunged from 
the proceedings of the House after you have gone through them.

I am not afraid 
of that. 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: I may also sa\, Sir. that Di'. Sanyal 
has boon found to he all along in (’alcutta but drawing travelling ulh>wancb 
from his constituency to (’alcutta. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER: Order, order. Mr. Speaker and myself, 
on more than one occasion, have given decision as regards publication oi 
proceedings of the House in the Pre.ss. Kven the other day. I remember to 
have given iny decision with regard to matters to be published by the 
newspaper agency. I may again tell you that it is not my busiues** U> see 
what part of the proceedings of the House the Press should publish and 
what part they should not. My business is to see whether certain things 
should go into the proctHnlings or not. That point was juised hy Mr. AMulla- 
A1 Mahmond and 1 have given mv decision on that, namely, that I will 
lo<»k into the whole proceedings and then I will decide whether or not that 
portion will go into the proceedings; and the point you have raise<l is no 
point of order. The matter has Wen fully discussed, and I hope you will 
not make any further examination and cross-examination of the same thing 
whiqk it not at all desirable now. 

Drs NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. while moving this motion 

Mr. PAZLUR RAHMAN: On a point of order" Sir. Will it not be in 
order if you direct the Press not to publish these things on which, as you 
have said, you cannot now at the present moment give your ruling as to 
whether they should form pari of the proceedings or not? 
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Of, OALIIiAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, on this point of order I should 
liho to make my submission. In any democratic le^slature there is civm- 
plete freedom of speech and if there is any observation made of an extreme 
character from one side, the other side can also use extreme 
language in characterising that thing, if they so choose it, to be false, 
malicious and whatever it may he. I submit, Sir, the Press is a responsible 
organisation: if they find any ol»servution useful or necessary for their 
publication, they will certainly not misdirect the public outiilde and will 
reflect correctly the proceedings of the House in its true perspective. If 
the Press abuses its privilege, then •the Government is there to take 
necessary action and the law of libel is there. Therefore, I submit , it is 
not within the competency of the Speaker t<» decide a matter of this 
character, and it should not W the usual pructiie of this House and juirti* 
cularly of the members of the Government parly to .seek to gag discussion 
and try to get proceedings expunged even when the mutter may be %*ery 
serious. Sir, I can give you this ussuraiiee that in ease I am not in a 
position to substantiate later on my statement, I shall myself apologise to 
this House and withdraw the statement. 


The Hon’bie Khwija Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir. you have got absolute 
right as regards what can be said and what cannot be said in this House. 
Dr, Sanyal’s statement that there is absolute freedom of speecdi in tbe House 
not correct. Gur rules are definitely against it. Pertain language 
cannot be used in the House and aspersions and insinuations also 
cannot be made here, and since your decision has not been given as to 
whether or not th<’*^c things should be included in the pr<*ceedings, 1 think 
the Pre^s should be asked not to publish them until the matter is decided 
by you. If you <lecide that the thing should be expunged, Uhmi <'ertainly 
the Pi ess cannot publish it Sujiposing you have given your tleeision : 
Jiiste.id (d post polling \our de<*ision .\ou have dei-idi'il that this thing is t* 
be expunged, may I ask you. Sir, whether the I’ress, under thf>s<‘ circuui- 
stuines, could have pubhslied thut!" I think, Sir, if they did, you would 
have called upon the I’res.s for an explanation lor a breach <d privilege as has 
been done on other iMcasioiiH in the past when the l^re.sH had been indisi reei. 
So if that proposititui is accepted and if you have ilccided today to expunge 
anything that has been said, the Press cannot publish that. As long as 
the matter is sub judu’v I maintain that the Press should be asknl not to 
publish it, because otherwise they will be doing something which would 
not have l>een allowed to them if voii had given your ruling today. 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERJEE: Sir,* tbe HoiPhle the Prime 
Minister’s speech resolves itself into two parts: first, with reference to your 
part of the obligation, namely, to expunge tbe proceedings of the House; 
that is for futurity. The second is that of your injunction prohibiting 
publication of certain matters mentioned in the House. 

With regard to the first point, the Hon’ble the Prime Minister 
remembers perfectly well and I remember perfectly well too the circum- 
stances under which these Assembly rules came into existence. I’he present 
point is absolutely governed by rule 12. Rule 12 is in this form, namely, 
that the matter of every speech must in the opinion of the Speaker lie 
relevant to the matter liefore the Asfiembly. Tbe {|uestion of irrelevancy 
is a f]uestion which should have been raised when that particular speec h 
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wft« made and not two hours after. Secondly, *‘A member while speaking 
may not reflect upon His Majesty the King’*. It is not suggested by the 
Hon’ble the Prime Minister that any of His Majesty’s Council of Ministers 
in this Province juridically speaking constitute His Majesty the King. 
Then, “reflect upon the conduct of the Governor-General” — none of the 
Hon’ble Ministers constitute the Governor-General. Then, “His Majesty’s' 
representatives for the exorcise of the functions of the Crown in its relations 
with the Indian States or any Governor” — with reference to the Governor 
and with reference to the Governor-General it has been ruled here as well 
as at the Centre that in certain circumstances the reflections upon the 
conduct of the one or the other can be made in the liCgislature and the 
procecwlings are not liable to be expunged. ‘‘Fse offensive expressions 
regarding the conduct or proceedings of the Indian or any Provincial 
l^egislature” and “Reflect on any determination of the Assembly except on 
a motion for amending or rescinding it” — that contingency in this instance 
did not arise. “Except with the leave of the Speaker, di8cu8.s any ruling 
or direction or any order of the Speaker disallowing a question, resolution 
or motion” — that contingency also has not arisen. “Fse his right of 
speech for the purpose of wilfully obstructing the business of the Assembly” 
— there was only merriment and there was no (juestion of obstruction in this 
matter. Ftter treasonable words. That expression “treasonable” re(juires 
definition. Is it constructive treason to cast any reflection upon any of 
the Ministers? (Mr. Fazixl Rahman: We are not in a college.) I know 
you are not in a college but you are in a place which I described a few 
minutes ago as a Court of Miracles. Make a i)ersonal charge against any 
member. If it is a personal charge against any member, that charge was 
a charge which was levelled against the Government of India Act, 19do, 
and not against any member. There was no charge at all. There was 
simply, so far as I understand, a statement. Refer to any matter of tact 
on which a judicial decision is pending. I think the Hon’ble Prime 
Minist<'r had a lapse when he stated that the matter is suh judu'v. I do 
hope that the matter has not retwdied that stage. The matter is not 
jfidice before a court of law Wcause if it i.s u matter before a court (»f law 
unless the Prime Minister pa.sses orders under the Defence of India Rules 

^(Mr. Fazlitr Rahman: Have you understood it?) I have understor»d 

the language of the Prime Minister much better perhaps than the represen- 
tative of the Dacca Fniversity here. There is no judicial decision pending 
in a court of law— I do hope there will be no judicial derision at all in 
this matter. 

The second part of the Hon’ble Prime Minister’s speech relates to a 
request to you for an order prohibiting the Press from publishing this item 
of news. I submit, Sir, with the utmost humility that unless you clear the 
galleries and the Press, the Chair has not the right to prohibit the publi- 
cation of certain itoms of news in the Press. The Hon’ble Prime Minister 
has that right under the Defence of India Rules. Wliether he will exercise 
that right within the province in defence of estimable colleagues of his or 
not ia a question which he will decide for himself as the Hon’ble Home 
Minister and, therefore. Sir, to invite your attention and to attract your 
jurisdiction and rivet responsibility upon you for the publication of items 
of news in the Presa is, I think, very unkind, if not unfair to the Chair. 
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|fr« DEPUTY SPEAKER: The of the Hon’ble I^der of the 

Hnuse at the time of the incident would have been actually uaeful and 
helpfuL So far as I rememl>er, the Hon’ble Leader of the House wa« not 
pneient when that incident occurred. So far as I can reindlect Dr, Senyal 
made certain observations and immediately they were repudiated by members 
an the Government party. So far as I remember the Hou'ble Mr. Mandal 
rose up and said categorically that the stateipent or observant ion of Dr. Sanyal 
was absolutely folse. There were shouts from Inith sides. I ullowe<l the 
Hon'ble Mr. Barma when replying to my categorically that the statement 
or ob8er\'ation of Dr. Sanyal was absolutely false. It was repudiated by 
several members, and far us 1 remember when Dr. Sanyal nuide the 
observation I immediately stopped him and he did not proceed any further. 
The matter ought to have been brought to my notice just at that time. Of 
course it bos come to me now and I am competent to give my decision, but 
I have already said that if I have to give a dei isUui at all in this matter I 
will have to look into the wlnde procee<lings. 1 am afraid it will not be fair 
on my part at this time to .say tluit this thing .should not be published in 
news|)aper8. 1 am sure the newspaper agency is a resjainsible Uidy and 
certainly it will use its di.scretion in this matter. I am also sure that w'hat- 
ever happens inside this House at the time of hetit, it is for the new'sjmper 
agency to u.se its discretion whether U> publish it or not to publish it. 

As for tlie point of order rai.sed by Mr. Far.lur ILihinan and Mr. Abdulbi- 
A1 MuhriKUKl. it I am to give a decision, it will be fair on my |mrt to look 
into the whole pix»<eedings and .^ee whether that was a personal attack and 
whether he meant any f>ar1icular Minister by name. I do not exiiotly 
remember whom he meant. I was talking witli somebody at that lime. So I 
hope that this matter will not be dragged any further. 


13— Othuf Taxm ami Dutias. 

Dr. NALINAK6HA SANYAL: Sir, I only want to invite attention to 
one matter, namely, the hardship that is caused to a large number of 
asseseees under the Sale.s Tax who had to leave Calcutta during the emergency 
and who subsequently came back. The present situation is that they are 
given notice by hanging in tlieir premises and although they do not actually 
receive the notice they are penalised. I submit that this is creating a 
situation under which many ftorm fide businessmen had to take recourse to 
que.stionable means or methods t<> avoid assessment. ^I'liis is had both f<»r the 
Government as well as for the trade, and I recpiest the Hou’ble Minister to 
look into the question, and if there is really any point in it, to a«e if any 
improvement in the present procedure can be devised. 

The HOffl’ble Mr. TARAK NATH MUKERJEA: Sir. I am rather at a 
los.s what to say regarding this amendment. So far aa I am aware, no such 
case has been brought to the notice of the Government. If any sucjh case ia 
brought to our notice Government vrill certainly look into the matter very 
carefully, but it is rather impossible for the Government to trace such cases 
on their own initiative. However, I can assure Dr. Sanyal that if any such 
case is brought to our notice we will certainly look into the matter.

Tho Hon’blo Mr. BARADA PROSANNA PAINl Sir, on the recom- 
mendation of Hia Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
lia. 32,73,000 be granted for expenditure under the head “Irrigation — 18 — . 
Other Revenue Expenditure financed from Ordinary Revenues” during Jkhe 
current year. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, I beg to move that the sum of 
Rs. 32,73,000 for expenditure under the head “18 — Other Revenue Expendi- 
ture financed from Ordinary Revenues” be reduced by Rs. 100. I move this 
to raise a discussion about the unsatisfactory character of the immediate 
protective ni(3iKsure8 on the left biidk of the Damodar. 

Sir, while on the supplementary demand, we do not intend to raise a 
discussion on the general issue of the Damodar embankment as a whole and 
the protective measures so far takcsi on^the same ns well as proposed to be 
taken in future. All that I am now seeking the Hon'ble Minister’s atten- 
tion to is the immediate measure taken to strengthen the left embankment, 
the manner and the method of doing it and the results that are apprehended 
from the same. It is felt that instead of attempting to strengthen the 
embankment with a big and expensive earthwork on the left embankment, 
Government would have done very well to allow some controlled escapement 
at the point where there was a breach last year and nearabout the large 
emljaukments and viaducts made to protect the Grand Trunk Road and the 
East Indian Railway, so that flood water from that area might under proper 
control be diverted to the Hooghly on the upj>er reaches beyond the Hooghly 
bridge. 1 submit, Sir, the embankment that has now been undertaken will 
® not be providing sufficient pr<jteetion and expert opinion does not bear out 
tluit it will be in a [H>8ition to stop more than 4 lakh cusees of water pressure 
at those {joints. I submit, .Sir, that in constructing these emlwinkments 
many vsiluable landed projKTties are being destroyed. And a huge number 
of tenonts who w^ere using the adjoining land for producing g<K)d amount 
of food have been suffering, probably irreparably. So far as my information 
gxies, even the breach has not been completely repaired as yet and I do not 
know if the earthwork that is now being undertaken will sufficiently ('on- 
s(didate before the next rains in order to enable the eartbw’ork to resist fioods 
or the pressure of flooil water if it goes beyond a particular limit. I would 
invite the atteutiou of the Hon’ble Minister to these things and expect that 
he would try to fit the immediate plan to the permanent measures he has in 
view’ on the recommendations of the expert committee. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, there is just one point on which 
I would like to address the Hon'ble Minister. When travelling by the 
East Indian Railway about a month ago, I had an opportunity to discuss 
the matter with a certain gentleman who has obtained the contract for earth- 
work in that locality. He is a member of the Ministerialist Party and he is 
a ittan in whose word I have everv’ confidence. The information which was 
given to me by him w*as of a somewhat alarming character. He said that 
there was extreme shortage of labour for the work that had been entrusted 
to him. AVhere 1,000 labourers were required, they could get only 200. If 
the work proceeded at that pace, there was considerable doubt as to whether 
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sillfici^nt headway could be made before the rains set in. Tluit is an alarm* 
ing state of affairs, and I thought that I should take the first opportunity to 
brixig this matter to the notice of the Hon'ble Minister, so that he may 
irouchsafe some reply on the i>oint to this House. 

* The Hon’ble Mr. BARADA PRA6ANNA PAIN: Sir. that is absolutely 
incorrect. As a matter of fact, 20,0(K) men are at work on the einlmnkment. 
We want about 25, (KH) men and we have got noiir 20,000 men. The work is 
going oil satisfactorily and the rejKjrts that are (xmiing in indicate that the 
work has everywhere advanced.

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, on behalf of the llon'hle (3iief 
Minister I would first like to make it clear that out of I{s. (>,35,(K)0 passed 
by way of supplemtuilarv grant a sum of Rs. 2,<il,!f2() is asked on ac^count 
of exce.ss gmnt of bonus at Rs. 1-8 i>er head per month to duffadars and 
chaukidar.s in c^onsideration of heavy calls on their .servic(‘s in the districts 
of Chittagong, Noakhali, Tippera, Midnafxire and the Hudar and Barasef 
subdivisions in the district of 24-Pargttmvs, where military and other 
emergency operations are in progress. The sums have l)eeu allotted as 
follows: Cbittijgong Rs. 52,b47 ; Tippera Hs.

So far as the point mentioned by Dr. Naiinuk.sha Sanyal regarding pay* 
meut of dearness allowance to chaukidars is concerned, (iovernment recognise 
that these chaukidars are poorly paid and therefore they should be paid «ome 
allowance. The number of chaukidars in the province actually stand against 
any suggestion for grant of dearness allowance, but Government have under

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consideration a proposal to grant a dearness allowance of Be. 1 per head per 
month to daftadars and chaukidars (Dr. Xalinaksha Sanyal; Thank you.) 
and this would cost the provincial exchequer a sum of Bs. 9 lakhs because in 
Bengal there are about 74,485 daffadars and chaukidars and if a sum of 
Re. 1 is granted to each of them it w'ould mean an exi>enditure of Bs. 74,485 
per month, i.e., Bs. 9 lakhs per j'ear. Government have this proposal under 
consideration.

I move this in order to raise 
a discussion alK)Ut wastefulness and irresponsibility in the engagement of 
law'yers for the Crown as reveiiled in CM>nnection with several cases including 
Pollard case and Security Prisoners' Ilalmis (lorpiia aj»j>li(utions. 

Sir, I have taken only two insUinces. At this late hour in the evening, 
1 do not want to detain the House long, but I would like to know' from the 
Hon’ble Minister in charge and, if jiossible, from tlie Hon’ hie Chief Minister 
himself if Government have l>een w'ell advised to undertake large exiienditure 
on cert4un cases wdiere obviously Government are making a mistake. There 
ere cases and cases. I admit, Sir, that on certain occa.sions Government 
may have to engage law'vers, hut it is a pure (piestion of particnhir individuals 
W’ho have been <*harged wuth .some specific otVenco 4 ind there have l>een crises 
{)ending agiiinst them in different c-ouiis with regard to whose cases we have 
objections. If Government Imve to pay to one side in certain eases that is 
surely according most unfair treiitment to the other side. 

Let us take the l^ollard case. Mr. R. (\ Pollard — 

Mf» DEPUTY 8PEAKER: That case was discussed threadbare I think. 

Df« NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: No, Sir. In Mr. Pollanl's case lawyers 
are even now being ])aid. Mr. Polhird is accused in a case. Sir, I am not 
going into the merits of the tose. The ca.se was first tritnl at Murshidahad. 
The Hon’ble High Court thought it wi.se to have it transferred to Alipore. 
The prosecution, i.e., the (MUiipkinant had to bring all his witnes.ses and the 
complainant ha.s to come day in and day out to Alijxire. Mr. Pollard has 
not to appe«ir i>ersoually, because the Court granted him the freedom to be 
represented by a pleader. He is represente<l by a Clown pleader for which 
Government is paying everything even when Mr. Pollard is an accused in a 
case. This is the kind of thing which we would like the Chief Minister and 
the Minister in charge to ci^refully examine. 

Similarly in other ca.ses, security prissoner**’ cases, we notice that Govern- 
ment hiul engaged certain lawyers in the beginning and obviou.sly they have 
got different categories of Lawyers, but when the case went on and proceeded 
wme distance, they engaged other lawyers and they had to spend more and 
more money. Government should make up their mind as to whom they 
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waiUd pay* After all, public funds are limited and during this emergenoy 
when large demands are made on the Public Exchequer Government should 
exercise better discretion in paying out money to lawyers for certain oases 
of this character. 

• The Hon’ble Newab MU8HARRUFF H088AIN, Khan Bahadurs 1 do 

not think any reply is uecessiiry. I know that all these things are done 
simply by Government and Government is the only arbitrator in a matter 
like this. When (tovernment txmvinced that a oa.se requires the parti- 
cular services of any eminent lawyer, the (loverument must employ him for 
the satisfaction of tlie <<)iirt as well. I know I have luul to appi)int some 
lawyers even for defence. Then, 1 had to send an eminent lawyer to Delhi 
to detend cases tlmt were pending in the Federal ('ourt. We have l>eeu 
doing our duty conscientiously Ivoth for the pro.secutioii as well as for the 
defence. 

Dr. NALiNAKSHA 8ANYAL: There you are iKuind under the law 
l)ecause you have detained these prisoners. 

The Hon’ble Nawab MU8HARRUFF H088AINp Khan Bahadur: 1 know 

when I appointi*d a man Iriun the (^ilcutta High (\»urt I had to pay him a 
sum which I would not liave to pay hud I appointed a man at Dtdhi. When 
I have gi\t‘n thi> fai llit\ to the defeiict* I canin>t dcMiy the* same* for the 
jirosca ution well. There one must la* fair. When w'e send our lawyers 
Iroin ('ah utta \\v ueic (orninced that the ease* was of siicli a nature that 
jiartu'ular attention tiiii‘*t he given to it. (Dr. Nm,in,\ksiia Sanyai, : Am I 
to understand that in the Follaid uise also you paid for the law'vers for the 
j>roserution ?") I have done justice to both tlie j>rosecut ion and the defenee. 
(Dr N \i.iN.\Ksm In wlmli caseh) I have nothing more to add.

Supplementary Emtimates for 194o-44. 

DEMAND FOR GRANTS. 

‘*28 — Jails and Convict Settlemonts.’* 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Sir, T pro}H)se to move Nos. ‘i‘2 ami -14 
together, and 1 hope you will be pleased to give me double the time. 

Sir, 1 l>eg to move tliat the demand of Ks. 78,17,000 for expenditure 
under the b«ad “28 — Jails and Convict Settlements” during the current year, 
be reduced by Rs. l(K). The object of my motion is to niise a discussion 
about the luul diet supplied to prisoners and overcrowding of jails fur beyond 
their capacities. 

Sir, 1 also l>eg to move that the demand of Rs. 78,17,000 for expenditure 
under the head “8 — Jails and Convict Settlements” during the current year, 
be reduced by Rs. 100. The object of this motion is to raise a discussion 
alxiut the inadequacy in the provision for pro]>er amenities to prisoners in 
jails including security prisoners regarding hwd, clothing, etc., and 
insuflSciency of provisions regarding sanitary arrangements and congestion 
in jails. 

Sir, speaking about the diet supplied to ordinary prisoners I am reminded 
of the days when about 22 years ago 1 was a prisoner in the Dacca Central 
Jail. AVhen 1 entereil the jail, the special treatment had not been introduced 
and for over two mouths I had been given food given to ordiruiry prisoners. 
I yet remember the rich and splendid menu to which I was treated for about 
60 days, especially 1 cannot forget the lopsy, that is Mr. Suhrawardy’s gruel 
lo<^ without do/, and the curious decoction called a vegetable curry by 
ca|il<^8y» prepared by dried and rotten leaves boiled together. One might 
iSi&k that in the course of the last 22 years that etate of affaira haa changed. 
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But, no. As a non-official visitor of the Dacca Central Jail I have observed 
that the same state of affairs prevails even today. Once I went to the kitchen 
and detected the same dried and rotten leaves boiled toother in the vegetable 
‘^witch's" cauldron. I remarked that the food was uneatable, and came 
|tway. When I next went to visit the jail, I found that the Superintendent, 
a European gentleman, remarked in the counter- remarks column, “Well, food 
is not bad and I personally tasted it myself and found it O.K.” Then I 
wrote the remarks: “My friend the Superintendent has personally tasted 
the food and found it U.K. but I would not ever give it to my cows to eat. 
This food is not worthy of human consumption.*’ Now, this is the slate of 
affairs in a first class jail like the Dacca Central Jail. What is true t»f Dacca 
is true of other jails in Bengal. It ie not merely that unfortunate prisoners 
in jails do not get proper food in jails hut they are also huddled uj> together 
like cattle. Recently in Contai sub-jail more than OCX) people were huddled 
together in >mall barracks which had not the capacity to accomrnoilate 2tKl 
people. This i^ horrible. Then, again. Sir. there is insufficient water- 
supply in the Dacca Central Jail. Many prisoners complained to me that in 
hot and sultry nights they cannot have even a droj> of drinking wafer to 
driuk. I enquired and I found that their grievance was genuine. 

Now. Sir, coming fnon the ordinary prisoners to the .seinirity prisoners, 
I shall say only a few* word.s. These jieople, the security jirisonera have 
complained about bad food, about insufficient chdbing, about want of pro}ier 
amenities and all that. Thes d<i not get sufficient clothing. In wMiitor they 
do not receive sufficient warm clothing and w’hatever tlii'y get they g*'t after 
the winter is over, after the necessity is gone. Sir, I will not dilate on those 
things. Their grievances, their <oinplaint<s are various and many. 

1 will today direct attention to one fact wdiich ahows to what extent this 
Government < an he callous with regard to the suffering of these security 
prisoners. I shall sjieuk of facilities of medical treatment. Sir, 1 have seen 
cases in whi( h ‘<e( iirity jirisoners suffering from very .serious diseases requiring 
proper treatment <lo not get necessary facilities. J will give you a few 
instances. There is Bahu Kedareswar Sen Gupta, a security prihoner, who 
has for about the last 20 year.s of his life been suffering from intestinal 
tuberculosis. As a matter of fact when he was arrested he had to l»e irarried 
from home on a stretcher. I told Sir Nazimuddin why he arrested this man 
who is more dead than alive. He replied “His brain is active though 
physically he is weak. He must be detained.” He has been detained. He 
was suffering badly. Recently he was removed to the Presidency Jail. 
Doctors in attendance prescribed certain medicines and diets but the Govern- 
ment said, “No, the cost of this medicine and diet canimt l>e covered by the 
scheduled rate allowed to a security prisoner,” Can there he anything more 
barbarous, more inhuman, more cruel in treatment of jieople who have been 
detained in jail, who have been detained behind prison bars, W'bo have been 
deprived of liberty and freedom? 

Then, Sir, there is another case — Chittaranjan Ouha. This p^>or young 
man haa been suffering from suspected T.B., insomnia and chronic colitis. 
There is no treatment. 

Among the lady prisoners I would mention two or three cases. There is 
one rase of Mrs. I^abanyaprava Das Gupta. Mrs. Das Gupta is the daughter- 
in-law of a gentleman who was a Rai Bahadur and Additional Magistrate 
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when living. She is now in the Midnapore Jail. She is suffering from 
chronic gastric ulcer. There is no treatment. 

There is again Miss Saila Sen. She is suffering from She is also 

in Jail. No treatment. 

Then again there is Mrs. Leela Roy, that distinguished political worker. 
She is in jail. She is suffering from loss of weight and confirmed ansemia. 
No treatment. 

Now, Sir, the question arises that there are many cases some of which 
have come to our notice — and I have no time to mention them — and there are 
other cases which have not come to our notice. Sir, in order to consider the 
question we liave to look at it from the proj>er perspective. Who are these 
people, these seeurily prisoners ? They are not criminals, they are not con- 
victs. They come from the very (Team of society. They are men with 
ideals; tlu^y love their country. Their only fault is that they are patriotic 
and patriotism is a sin in this unhappy land of ours. I say, Sir, with all the 
emphasi-s at my command, when our Governors, Ministers, their Secretaries, 
their Parliamentary Secretaries, Commissioners of Police, Intelligence Branch 
men, all the rest will he dead and relegated to tlie past, scrap of things, dead 
and gone, these people will be rememWred as» men who have a mission in 
their life. This, Sir, I repeat, they have a mission in tlieir life. They will 
make the world better for us; they will make India better for us; that is 
their Divine Mission that ihovidence has (»rdained for them. Now', Sir, if 
the Goveriumoit prove to he (•allou> in tlieir treatment to them tlie only thing 
we can say is this, that the Government can do that but Government w’ill go 
down in history us peoj>le w’ho have destroyed this salt of the earth, they will 
go dowTi in the liistory who have killed true nationalism and patriotism that 
are neeeHsary for tlie \iphuilding of this unhajijiy laud ot our.s, and wlieii they 
die tlie poet of the future will ^ing oii them like the Knglisli Poets “Tluni 
ehouldst h(‘ living at this hour” — nd'erring to sim iirilv joisoners “You sliould 
be living at this liour” — “the country hath need ot thee.“ 

Sir, our grievance against tlie Government is this that these people, as I 
have already said, are not criminals, are not convicts. They have been 
' deprived of a most elementary right to which a eitizxm is entitled in a civilized 
state. Y'ou are detaining them without trial ; tlierefore it behoves you to give 
tliem all the amenities of life, a true human life, a life that gives them food 
for the body, food for the mind, a life that makes them grow stronger from 
day to day and when they come out they can devote themselves to the service 
of the land. The Government by depriving them of this right can be accused 
of barbarism. I am accusing the Government of barbarism. 

Dr, NALIHAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, I beg to move thot the demand of 
Rs. 78,17,000 for expenditure under the head “28 — Jails and Convict Settle- 
ments” during the current year he reduced by Rs. 100. My object is to 
raise a diseus.sion almut the urgency of a proper and independent enquiry 
into (rt) allegations of charging higher than controlled prices from 
security prisoners in the jails, (h) working of the Tribunal for reviewing 
the cases of security prisoners and i increase in the jail population. 

Sir, I would not like to take much time of the House at this stage on 
these three subjects, for so for as I am aware they are not only self- 
explauatory but also with regard to each of these the attention of Govern- 
ment had already been drawn from time to time. Sir, with regard to the 
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allegation that certain jail authorities have been levying higher charges 
from security prisoners we had invited the attention of the Hon’ble Minister 
in charge of Civil Supplies at a Conference held in the Writers’ Buildings 
in his room as early os the ITth November 1943. I am noi aware, Sir, what 
has been done thereafter. The Chief Whip of the Government was also 
personally present at that conference and it was agreed at the ix>nferenca 
that the Chief Whip and another senior officer of the Civil Supplies Depart- 
ment, both of whom were present at the place, would enijuire into the 
statement made by myself. I am not aware so far if any investigation has 
been made and I have come to know that a representation was actually 
forwarded from the inmates of Dum Dum Central Jail to that effect iK)inting 
out that even after the controlled rates were announced and severe stops 
were threatened against dealers who wo\ihl exceed the limits mentioned in 
those Government notices and press (onimunKiue tlie jail authorities con- 
tinued to levy much higher prices. I would like to know whether any action 
has been taken and if any what action was tjiken with reg^ird to these 
allegations, and 4 ifter the allegtitions w^ere found to he true — and I believe 
there is little doubt alK)ut the truth of that because vouchers and actual 
notes on the prices are available in the jail <dtice even now — what action has 
been Uiken to bring to IniokMie persons resiMUisihle for levying such higher 
prices. 

Mv second su)»iniMsK»n, Sir, is with regard t-o the working ol the Trihunal 
for reviewing the cases of security prisoners, for the functioning of which a 
sum of money has l>een provided even in the supplementary estimates. So 
far as we are aware, there l^ ih» evidenre nt any I'rilnuial as siuli function- 
ing and w'e have been insistently deiinunling that a suitable inacbinery should 
be set up to inve.stigate int<» the allegations against each security prisoner 
with full opportunity given to the prisoners tliemsehes alMiul siudi (liarges 
as have been brought against them and after reviewing the cases to exi>edite 
their release as tiuickly and 4is generously as jKissible, This morning’s news- 
papers bring us the report that only al)out olO seiurity prisoners in Bengal 
have so far been released during the regime of the present ( loverninent. 
While appreciating the little mercy shown, I submit, Sir, that tlu’re are still « 
many gems and jewels of Bengali society lying behind the pri.son Isirs. It is 
up to the pre.sent Government to justify their longei iletenlion than would 
have been felt on their own standard absolutely necesMir\ . More so, Sir, we 
regret that {lersons who hud l>een convicted to .sjiecified terms of imprison- 
ment should on their rele^ise have been clappeil into prison again under the 
Defence of India Rules and converted into security piinoners. This is, to 
aay the lea.st, atrociou.s. We w^ould like to know^ if m all such wises the 
Tribunal actually goes through the papers before llie prisoners are again 
clapped into prison. If not, we would reipiest the Government to send all 
such suitable cases liefore the Trihunal first, so that immediately on the 
expiry of their terras their fate might he determined. Let not (Liverniiient 
keep any person in detention more than or longer tluin what even in the 
opinion of their owm offifNers is fouml to he «hs<jlutel v essentuil in the interests 
of the Slate. 

Mj’ third submission is with regard to the increase in the jail population. 
As will he notified from the supplementary estimates as also fr<im the mam 
budget estimates there has been an increased grant required for our jails 
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mainly because of two reaeons, namely, increase in the allowances on account 
of food and clothing and increase in the number of prisoners. We submit. 
Sir, that Government should immediately start an enquiry and find out why 
there has been such a large increase in the jail population. We understand, 
Sir, that this increase in the jail population has been nearly by 40 per cent. 
We would like to request the Government to see whether even in this mattej; 
the increase has been mainly due to a deterioration of the economic situation 
in the country or to any other laches in that department. So far as our 
impression goes, we feel that there has been a considerable increase in the 
nuinlier of inniatcs in tht* jails, because the police do not get their cases 
ready in time and a large increase in the list of under-trials has been the 
consequence. The number of uuder-trials can easily be found from the Jail 
Eegister and the number of days these under-trials have been detained is 
also not very difficult to ascertain. We would submit. Sir, that the pro- 
vincuil revenues would be saved a good deal if arrangements be made to 
expedite jK)lic^ cases. It, however, the Magistracy is at fault and if it is 
nolic/ed that District Magistrates and their officers are not in a position to or 
are not taking sufficient care to expedite disjK>s 4 il of criminal rases. Govern- 
ment should take necessary measures in that connection as well. We know’ 
from our experience that i>etty crises even tak^ a very long time to dispose 
of. I am not sure whether that is the one potent c^iii^^e for the detention of 
a large number of prisoners for a longer time in jails leading to much 
increased expenditure. We would ask Government to apply tljeii minds to 
all these three points before they sanction further expenditure. 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Sir, 1 would like to reply on Whalf 
of the Hon’hle Chief Minister. Mr. Atul Sen in the two ( ut motions that he 
baa moved has referred to certain i>oints alK)ut which. Sir, I shall j)lace some 
material before the House. The first point that he lias mentioned is with 
regard to diet xuid clothing 4if prisoners. Since the assumption of office by 
the present Ministry, one of the first acts that they liave done is to increase 
the dietary allowance of security prisoners and the increase has been eent. 
per cent., i.e., a sum of It.s, 1-8 is now s<uictioned for each prisoner instead 
' of Iv annas wdiich w’ns the prevailing rate prior to the assumption of office 
by this Ministry. N(»w the same thing applies U» the other onlinary prisoners 
becxiu.se Government have prescribed a scale of diet and to stick to that scale 
an increased cost has now to he iKirne by Government. 

Now, Sir. with regard t^i family allowance to security prisoners, I may 
explain briefly the liberal policy of the present Ministry. There has been a 
cent, per cent, increase in c*ase of allowances granted before the l.st January, 
1948, and 50 iH*r t'ent. incre^ise in the case of allowances granted between 
1st January. 1948, and 1st April, 1948, and in all other cases allow’auces have 
been granted liberally on merit subject to the general principle that the 
allowant'e of a prisoner does not exc'eed his own pre-arrest income. But in 
i»ome oases even this rule has lieen relaxed on wm passionate giounds. 

With regard to clothing. Sir, all articles of clothing supplied to security 
prisoners, wholly or partly at Government cost, ore now treated as properties 
of the prisoners. The prisoners are now allowed to take away the clothings 
on release and even during their periods of detention their old clothings oan 
bt given away to their ^tmilies or to charity. 
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Then, Sir, with regard to medical treatment referred to by Mr. Atul Sen, 
I would like to state that in all hospitals attached to jails facilities exist for 
giring proper medical aid and assistance.. In case outside treatment is 
necessary, prisoners are transferred to bigger and larger hospitals for treat- 
ment. So far as sanitary arrangements are concerned, there are already 
aatiefactory arrangements in almost all the jails in the province. 

Dr. Sanyal in his cut motion has raised three issues, tirst with regard to 
charging higher prices, secondly, with regard to the constitution of a 
Tribunal for reviewing cases and thirdly, with regard to the increcise in the 
jail population. 

So far as charging higher prices from security prisoners is concerned, it 
is true that there were instanc^c's where .stMurity prisoners were charged 
higher than cyintrollcd rates. This was due to the fact that (Government 
built up stocks during nou-(ontrol and detxuilrol period and articles were 
supplied sul)se(iuently to security prisoners from siuh stocks at (x)st price 
during control i>enod. But when this matter was brought to the notice of 
Government. Government immediately issued orders to the effect that articlcB 
supplied to security prisoners must he at cyintrolled rates and even if they 
sustain a loss, the loss should he Ixirne hy Government. Now no security 
prisoner pays a single pHM‘ higher than the controlled rate for any article 
supplied to him. 

AVith regard to Trihiuial. I may mention that there is no Tribunal 
prescribed by Liw. T'^nder the new Act grounds of detention are to lie com- 
municated to the pris<m(‘r> and the prisoner** luive a right to represent their 
cases and the < use ol each .security prisoner has to he reviewed every six 
months. This is being done hy Government. In dune or July, 1942, a 
Tribunal was appointed hut f<dlowing the receipt of the report of the Tribunal, 
the August distui hances .started and the then Ministry in jxiwer found it 
iraposmi>le to give effect to the recommendations of the Trihuiial. 

AVith regard to the incTease in jail popuUition, it is true tluit after HIjli 
and ('omilln jail** have l^een taken away by the military authorities (*ou- 
gestion lias increascyl in jails. Another cause for the increase in jail 
population is the famine conditions prevailing in the jirovincy^ which led to a* 
lot of minor oftences of theft of f<K>d and other necessities of life. The 
measures taken by (Government to relieve congestion are: First, well- 
behaved short-term cyuivict.** are relea.sed preinaturel\ and seoondly, ceases of 
under-trial prisoners are being reviewed and th<»se c'ases where the Diatriet 
Magistixites and the Suj>erintendenls of Ihdice are s4itisfied tiuil the crimes 
were roiuiected directly with famine for obtaining food or other necessities 
of life are l>eing withdrawn and prisoners released. 

AA’ith the.se few wrord.s, Sir, I oppose ail the cut motions moved hy 
honourable members opposite.

Tha Hon’bla Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: 8ir, on behalf of the 

Hon'ble Mr. Khwaja Shahahuddin, on the rectommendation of His Excellency 
the Governor I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 1,62,090 l>e granted for expendi- 
ture under the head “39 — Ports and Pilotage** during the current year. 
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37— CdyMtien— CMMraf. 

The Hon’Me Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAM: Sir, on the recommendation of 
His Excellency the Oovemor, I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 7,89,000 be 
granted for expenditure under the head “37 — Education — General during 
the current year. 

Mr# DHIRENDRA MATH DATTA: Sir, I heg tf> move that the demand 
of Ra, 7,89,f)f)0 made under the head “37 — Education — Generar’ be reduced 
by Rft. 100. My object is to raise a discussion about the failure of the 
Government in giving relief to the teacliers of the non-Government 
Becondary schools and about the inadequate relief sought to be given to 
schools whose buildings had been damaged by floods, etc. 

Sir, this is a matter which has been placed before the Government times 
without number, but the regret is that it has not received the attention of 
the Government which it deserves. The condition of the secondary school 
teachers is really pitiable. In my own district they have been giving up 
their profession and many, out of sheer necessity, have been w'orking as 
military contractors. That is the position. What else could they do in the 
present condition of the secondary schools? On account of the famine the 
number of students on the roll has decreased enormously. The pay of the 
teachers has all along been abnormally low. During these abnormal times 
and in these days of crisis when the price.s of all necessaries of life have 
increased enonnously and the cost of living ha.s gone up 300 per cent, the pay 
of the teachers has not been at all sufficient to meet the reciuirements even 
of a few (lays in a month. Their pay is much less than that of a constable. 
That is the position, and the Government w’ant education to be imparted with 
the help of the.se poorly paid teachers. The Explanatory memorandum says 
that the excess in these matters is due to “Special grants ‘sanctioned for the 
restoration of s(‘hool buildings damaged by cyclone, the j)urcha.‘'e of equip- 
ment, books and a])pliances for such schools and relief to teachers in cyclone- 
aifected areas’*. The amount under the first two heads relates to direct 
, grants to non-Government schools for boys (non-recurring): — 

Rs. 

Buildings granta ... tfddKK) 

Furniture and Equipment grants ... i?9,000 

Other grants including relief to teachers in cyclone- 

affected areas ... 51,000 

Then, Sir, I beg to submit that in the cyclone-affected areas relief has 
been given in the shape of a portion of Rs. 51,tHH> to the Secondary Schools. 
Bui no relief has lieen given to the teachers living in the famine-affected area. 
In the Chittagong Division I know the c'ondition.s of teachers of secondary 
schools; I have toured in that area and I find that most of the schools are 
empty. Practically education has stopped in those areas. Does the Govern- 
iQjetii want that education should go on, or does the Government want that it 
ifcimid not go on? IRiring the pt*riod of war in other belligerent countries 
education has not deteriorated, on the other hand it has progressed. In this 
unhappy country the condition is that education has almost stopped. So, 
Sir, this is a matter which must engage the attention of the House very 
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Mtiously. If tkey want that education should go on, they should give proper 
relief to these secondary school teachers. Unless proper relief ia given to 
secondary school teachers I maintain that education will come to a dead stop. 

With these words I commend my motion to the acceptance of the House. 

• Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: tSir, I l>eg to move that the demand of 
Ra. 7,89,(X)0 under the head “d7-— Fiducation — General” W reduced by 
Rs. 100. My object is to raise a dis<*ussiou about tin* failure tif the 
Government to provide iie<‘essarv funds for giving ridief to the teachers 
of nou-Governiueiit secondarx schools. 

My honourable friend, Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta, has given a graphic 
description of the lot of school teachers in Bengal. In order to understand 
the har<l lot of a school tca(‘ht‘r in Htuigal h*t us cousiiior the family budget 
of an average .school teacher in normal times. lie is a family man. His 
family perhaps consists of 7 or 8 members. He has perhaps two or three 
daughters, or two daughters of marriageable age. He has d children to whom 
education has to l>e given. There is malaria for which treatment is necessary. 
There is also a baby which lias to be ted with milk. Now the average income 
of a schoid teacher, 1 \M>uld not put it higher than lls. Is a man witli 

an income ot Its rca‘'Oiiubl\ rxpet ted 1»> make Ins budget gotxl ^ It must 

l)e a budget winch should uccessaril\ be a deficit budget, a more terribly 
deficit budget than the budget prt‘st‘uled by the hlc Piuuuce Minister 
this year Now, Sir, it this is tlie state of his condition in norninl times let 
us see what is the state of his j'ondition in these extraordinary times. Tho 
roll strength of (‘ver\ seluud, I know, has fallen due lo the extraordinary 
conditions Naturally the teachei h income has fallen inul the vultie of money 
that he get'., whatever it might be. has fallen. 1 he price’s of loexlstufTs and 
other necessines of lif<‘ have incieased. Therefore, one might conclude that 
the teacher’s im'ome has been redueal by ulxmt 4tH) or 450 per cent, ( an it 
be reasonably ex|M*cte<l that a poor school teacher can make both his ends meet 
and can he safely keep wolf of hunger off from his door by the paltry income 
that he earns these days? Therefore, the (piestion arises, do not the Govern- 
ment feel called upon to give some relief to the school teac hers. Governmenf 
have given dearness allowance to their people, and an honourable inimilHT hag 
aptl.v called them to their ”my dear people”, but these school t^acliers are not 
considered fit to l>e given any relief. They gave relief to essential service 
j>eoj>le. EdiU'ation is not an ess**ntitil servire, but they must not forget that 
there may be rehabilitation; economic rehabilitation may not take much time. 

If there is economic black out and if there is industrial Idack out, it may not 
take much time for rehabilitation. But if there is educational black out 
there is bound to be a situatiem where there is no bojie for this province. I 
aay. Sir, it l)ehove.s the Govenimenf to make Home provinioTi for these sr bool 
teachers in the interest of the nation and not only in their own interest. 

M»«. NELLIE SEN GUPTA: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I have not much 
to add to what the two honourable meml^ers have just said. But it is true ^ 
that the condition of the teachers is alwolutely a deplorable one. Several of 
them came to me when I was at Barama Chittgaon. T asked them whether 
they had applied for help in any direfrtion. They said that they had met 
Dr. Jenkins end asked him whether the question of j)ayment of deamese 
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allowance to them could be supported by Government. But he said that 
he could do nothing^. And when they asked him what he would advise them 
to do, Dr. Jenkins replied, '‘join the military*^ ! Join the military. What 
does this mean, Sir? Does it mean that boys of tender age should have no 
education whatsoever? Does it mean that all boys in the country should 
remain without any education? Doe.s it mean that you are going to neglect 
bcjys in the matter of their education? We have seen men and women in this 
land without food, without proper clothng and wthout anything to live on. 
Don’t you think that ignorance has led people to a condition in which only 
such a state of affairs is jwssible. And now the condition of school teachers 
has almost reached that stage and you can well understand that they can 
have nothing but bitterness of a Government that has almost starved and 
reduced the teachers so as to compel them to join the military. I hope 
Dr. Jenkins will not blame the teachers for mentioning his name." Naturally 
when they came to me I asked them for particulars. They told me that 
when Dr. Jenkins had been there on inspection he was furnished with parti- 
culars. I asked them, “Did’nt you appeal to him to help you.” They 
said that they did but that was the result. In fact, one of them said, 
“Everywhere you go it is dry land; you can only imagine the plight of 
teachers if you see them once.” They have become thin; many of them 
were suffering from swollen feet and swollen legs simply because they have 
not had enough to eat. And after tremendous moving and pressure they 
were given ration cards for one month but I know that there was no ration 
after one week. I do hoj>e that (jovernment will ('ousider very seriously 
either giving some help to the teachers so that they may have adecjuate 
ration to live on or at least give them a dearness allowance or an increase 
in their wages so that these people may be able to live and t(*a{‘h our bovs 
and girls. 

With the.se few words. Sir, I support the motion.

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN. Mr. Deputy Speaker, I want to 
speak on the demand under education by way of a reply to the debate under 
that head. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Yes. 

The Hoffhle Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, 1 agree with almost every 
word of the honourable the movers of the two cut motions as also of Mrs. Sen 
Gupta. There is no denying the fact that the teachers are in a very bad way 
and Uiat they require every sympathy, assistance and encouragement. There 
con be no doubt about that. Lost year 1 said that an attempt was made to 
kelp them, but the attempt proved to be abortive. It is unfortunate that ike 
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fiiiMices of the province did not then permit ng to do anything. We expected 
that the situation would be much better this year. Although the situation 
has improved, still I think, Sir, that the teachers deserve assistance and I 
shall be the happiest of men if I can do anything in that respect. And I can 
only say this much at the present time that a new scheme for giving relief 
*to tiiese teachers — ^not only teachers of secondary schools but also teachers of 
primary schools — who are not now receiving any dearness allow'unce, is now 
under the consideration of the Director of Public Instruction 

8J« NARENDRA NATH DAS CUPTA: May we know when this wdieme 
is going to be given effect to^ 

Tha Hait’ble Mr, TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Although 1 have had consulta- 
tions with the Director he has not yet formully jmt up his pro|K)sals Wfore 
the Government. He will do it very soon and Govcnnnent will try to come 
to a decision as early as iKissihle. The difliculty as the Inmounible members 
can easily imagine is this: in this provim't* the n\un1u*r of secondary schools 
is far larger than the number in any other prt»vim e in India and as such the 
number of teuebers is uls() far greater On a rough estimate tbe total number 
of teachers of se(’ondarv schools of all kimls is in tin* neighbourhood of 
40,000. Now even if wc give each of them a vt‘r\ small amount as dearness 
allowance that will come up to a very large amount and the House should 
remember that much as the tea<‘hers of secondary schools d(‘serve iis»istance, 
teachers of primary schools de^e^ve* it in a fur greater degree. Pj) till now 
we have been able to giNc a small assistaine to not all but a small proportion 
of teachers of primary s( IjooIs. There is .still n large number who are not 
getting anything. Therefore, in the scheme referred t(» hy me which is now 
under the consideration of the Director of Public Instruction, tin* question of 
giving something to the jirimary school teachers also has been included. 
The total amount therefore will Ik* a very large sum although the amount of 
relief given to an individual teacher under the siheme will be very 
insignificant 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: What is the amount that you liave in mind? 

The Hofi’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: 1 (unnot say at the present 

innnn*nt what the amount will be. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Not even api)roximutel> ^ 

Tbe Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: If my honourable friend wants 
to know that, then T can say that even on a very moderate scale the total 
amount might come up in the neighbourhood of htty lakhs of rupees. After 
all, that is not a small sum. Whether under the present financial situation 
of Bengal it will he ])ORsiblc for (government to speml that amount or nf>t I 
do not know. But as the Minister in charge of Ivlueation I am vitally 
interested in thi.s matter and I shall make a serious altemjd to get this scheme 
when it i.s put up before Government passed by the ('ouiicil of Ministeis. 

Sir, really education in Bengal is now passing through a crisih. People 
outside probably are not realising what harm i.s lieing done to future genera- 
tions on account of the blow that the educational institutions have received 
and are receiving under the present crisis (Rai Harknoea Nath Chauohttei: 
And will receive) and I can say that many 8econdar>' schools have now got 
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not even lialf the number of teachers that are necessary. Many of the 
teachers have deserted the institutions on account of the low pay paid to 
them and on account of better emoluments that they have been able to find 
elsewhere. We cannot blame them. Not only teachers of secondary schools 
but teachers of primary schools have similarly deserted their institutions. 
Therefore, that the situation is serious goes without saying and I can give* 
this assurance to the House that every attempt will be made to see that 
something is given to this deserving class of people, 

3S — "Mcilical* 

Mr. SASANKA SEKHAR 8ANYAL: Sir, I beg to move that the sum of 
Rs. 6,08,(KX) for expenditure under the head “38 — Medical" be reduced by 
Rfl. KX). 1 move this to raise a discussion about Government’s indifference to 
mofussil hospitals and dispensaries particularly in relation to the abnormal 
problems these have to cope with. 

Sir, if the educational institutions have been neglected by Government, I 
should suppose that these hospitals and dispensaries in the mofussil have 
been practically abandoned. Ever since lWi7 one (if the points in which I 
entertained high lu^pes alKUit the results of jjrovincial autonomy was that the 
representative character of the Government uoiild induce the Treasury 
benches to look afh*r the basic institutions which are intended for giving 
relief to what are known as the masses of Bengal, but, Sir, I am not ashamed 
of confessing that in the year 1944 I find that the situation has not improved 
by an ineli. Sir, ordinarily Government when framing budget always look 
more to the favoured institutions here and there, say some institution at 
Dacca or some other institution at some particular jdace, that is to say, 
persons who can exercise influence in tbe Cabinet or in the bigger parties who 
support theCal)in«‘t succeed in getting subsidy from the Government in respect 
of certain favoured medical institutions, but the generality of these institu- 
tions are neither looked after nor cared for. The }>rob]em has been far too 
worse in view of the recent abnormal condititms. Many House Surgeons 
in the mofussil, specially in the sadar h(>sj>itals, who used to work on honorary 
basis have l>een absorbed either by the war or by the recent Government depart- 
ments for destitute hospitals, I do not grudge the destitute hospitals nor the 
fact that these doctors get more than what they used to get in hospitals and 
dispensaries. 

Then, Sir, the question that I want to ]>lace before the House today is, 
what is the Government going to do with regard to dispensaries. Sir, I 
hap]>en to be the Vi<’e- President of the Hospital Committee of my poor district 
of Murshidubad in respect of the Sadar Hospital. There were 10 honorary 
House Surgeons. They used to do their work as a matter of love. Some of 
tliem have left for the miliUiry and some of them have been absorbed by tbe 
Public Health Department and the Sadar Hospital, which t*rdinarily has 
got 85 seata indoors but which practically has to provide on an average for 
160 seats throughout the year, has got to take in patients but there are no 
doctors to look after them. 

Sir, this problem is a very burning problem and either the Government 
will have to carry on conscription of doctors for assisting the Sadar Hospitals 
either from inside the province or from outside, or these’ institutions of public

utility will practically be discontinued, I would implore the Hon’bie 
Minister to ask for the assistance of the Military to lend the services of those 
doctors who are enlisted but who are not in active service so that they may be 
available for doing good work in the day to day j>robleins (d these dis{>ensaries 
and hospitals in the inofussil. He may also consider the <|uestion of iinjwrt- 
ing doctors from outside this province. As a war-time emergency measure, 
compounders may be raised to a higher status so that they can give assistance 
in this matter. Government need nut feel touchy because we knew that the 
public are treated not only by coinptmnders but even by quacks. So t's a 
war-time emergency there no harm in utilising the assistance of these 
people for u short time at least. 

Sir, ill the niofu.ssil linen has practically run out in hosjyitals and dispen- 
saries. If the Hon ’hie Mini.stei is good enough to pay a visit to tiny hoB)>it 4 il 
— I can invite him to my hospital at Berhampore — he will tind that one of the 
most respectable institutions not only ol the distnet hut also ot the province 
is practi(‘ally looking dried and withered. Straw beddings have to be 
improvised. There are no pillows and bricks have got to serve the purpose 
of pillows and the dietary allov^anecs are .such that tlie hospital is running 
into debts every day in firder to give eviui harle\ water to tlie juitients. I 
know from inv experienee that these dispensaries and hospitals have run into 
debts very niiicli Tliey are over head and ears in indebtedness and 1 wdll 
exjiect (iovennnent to l(»ok into the ease of these disp^uisai les and hospitals 
and to find ways and means foi taking of! the debts of tin* hosjdtals and (n 
try to liquidate tliem on behalf of the disfiensaries. 

Sir, the juohlenis are tar tt»o numerous to he formulated and iliseussed 
wdthin the sJioil tiiin* tliat is av.iilalde for nu* today, hut 1 only urge upon the 
Hon’hh* Minister to look int<t lio* inatlri hint-»elt and 1(» see that the things 
whu'h hav(* alreadv Iwcoiio* l>ad do not heeome worse. It is high lime and 
it IS also a high occasion and it is a nobli* pin pose to serve it the Ilon’hle 
Minister will put his Nlioulders to the wheels

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Dr Saiiyal, do you want to move your motion 
or you will speak on Mr. Sanyal’s motion? 

Dr. NAL1NAK8HA 8ANYAL: I will not. iVactically everything that 
I wanted to sjieak has been eovereil by the previous sfieaker. 

The HoiPhle Khan Bahadur Mauivi dALALUDDIN AHMAD: Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, I am glad that my friend Mr. Sanyal has drawn attention to the 
deplorable condition of the mufassal hospitals especially in these abnormal 
times. The institutions are not being run efficiently. I can tell Mr. Sasanka 
Sekhar Sanyal for his information that we pro|K)8e and w^e have derided to 
provincialise sadar hospitals and subdivisional hospitals for effecting improve- 
ment, because it is not possible for the municipalities and district boards them- 
selves to contnue to dicharge their duties efficiently in the mtifassal. 

With regard to other mufassai hospitals Government have got only two 
mufassal hospitals — one is at Darjeeling and another is Dacca Mitford 
hospital. They are being run very efficiently. Another hospital which 
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atrictly speaking is not in the mufassal but in greater Calcutta, namely, 
Swnbhunath Hospital is also serving well, and in the Presidency we have got 
our hospitals. There is no difficulty with regard to that. 

With regard to proper treatment of patients Mr. Sanyal should know that 
although it is not in the Supplementary Budget, it is under the Famine, 
relief. I have already said in this House that emergency hospitals and other 
treatment centres are provided for under ^^Famine’* and also under “Public 
Health*'. So, I do not think that Mr. Sanyal is right when he savs that 
Government is indifferent to the conditions of the mufassal hospitals. 

With these words I close my speech. 

Of* NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, may I request 
you\nd through you the Ijeader of the House that in view of the short time 
at our disposal we should proceed to discuss “54 — Famine and 63 — Extra- 
ordinary Charges" in India and thereafter at 6 o’clock all the other motions 
which we do not want to press may be formally moved and gone through, 
because it is not jmssihle at this stage to go through all these demands and 
debates and convenience also denian<ls that this procedure should be adopted, 

Mf* DEPUTY SPEAKER: I think it w^ill be l>etter if I ask the Treasury 
Benches to move all the motions. 

Df« NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: That would Ik^ done at 6 o'clock. 

Mf* DEPUTY 8PEAKER: Let them niove their motions and then .vou 
will go on speaking on yo\ir motions. 

Df* NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Then we will not have any time. Sir, we 
want to deal with the more important item.s which we in the Oj)position think 
it necessary to invite your attention to, and therefore we ])ro])(»se to discuss 
“Famine" and “Extraordinary charges" first and then at 6 o’clock all the 
other motions may be formally moved. 

Mf. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, I w'ould suggest that the Hon’ble Ministers’ 
motions may be formally moved by them first and then the Opposition may 
concentrate on certain demands.

Governor I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 29, 24 ,97, (KM) be granted for expemli- 
ture under the head ”H5A — Gapital outlay on provincial schemes conno ted 
with the war, 1939" during the current year. 

54— Famina. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Sir, I would resi>ectfully request you once 
more to start with “54 — Famine". 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: All right. I have no objection. 
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Mr* DH I REM DR A NATH DATTAs Sir, I beg* to move that the demand 
of Be. 2,13,00,000 for expenditure under the head “54 — Famine” during the 
current year be reduced by Bs. 100. I move this in order to raise a discus- 
sion about the {i} extreme inadequacy of the relief given, (it) the method of 
distribution of relief, (iu) stopping of relief where relief is still necessary, 
(iv) failure of the Government to stop famine and to supply rice to the 
affected people though the rice was in the possession of the Government. 

Sir, I do not like to speak anything on this motion. The motion speaks 
for itself. 

MmiIvI ABU HOSSAIN 8ARKAR: Sir, I beg to move that the demand 
of Bs. 2,13,00,000 for exi>€nditure under the head “54 — Famine” during the 
current year he reduced by Rs. 100. I move this in order to raise a discussion 
about Government’s failure to tackle the food problem in famine time. 

I submit, Sir, this year we did not get a famine only for the shortage of 
rice, but it is a famine all round. We do not get sugar, we do not get 
kerosene, we do not get salt, we do not get (dothes and over and above that we 
do not get and rice. Therefore, as I have submitted. Sir, everything 
necessary for the human existence here in Bengal is scarce and it is very diffi- 
cult to live in this province under the present Ministry. T would cit<^ only 
one instance of my own district. If honourable members will please look to 
question !No. 151, they will find that on the 3fHli November in my own district 
Goveniment stock consisted of 22, (KM) maunds of paddy and KbOOO maunds 
of rice and the whole quantity was purchased in one district, viz., liungpur 
by Government money, and I am in jwssession of information that during 
the anti-hoarding drive, Government froze near about 75.000 maunds of riee 
in one single distri(’t of Rangpur. This amount ^\a^ neither taken over by 
Government, nor was an ounce of this (juantity of ])a(bl> allowed to be s(dd 
or distributed amongst the neighhours. So, when about 32,tKMI maunds of 
rice and juiddy were in Government stock and 75,000 maunds ^^eie frozen in 
the mufassul, in one single district, according to statistics sui)plied by one 
of the Government spokesmen, I mean Mr. M. Ilossain Chowdhury, Secretary 
(b' the Muslim l/cague Relief Committee, 50,000 ])eople died only in the 
Nilphnmari subdivision out of hunger. Taking an e(iual numl>er in three 
other subdivisions, it is easy to presume that in all ulKUit 1 lakh of f>eople 
died on account of direct and indirect effect of famine. May I now ask very 
seriously one pointed question: who is then responsible for the death of one 
lakh of i>eople when Goveniment had in their o\^ti stock and in the frozen 
stock in the district in all about 1 lakh of maiinds of jiaddy and rice? Could 
not the Government find any machinery to distribute this large amount of 
paddy and rice to the unfortunate people? Will the Government give any 
explanation for this criminal negligence for not distributing paddy and rice 
which were in their stock? We also know that in Jessore district about 1,000 
maunds of stt>ck lying in railway stations were not distributed. If we take 
statistic# of stocks all over the districts and all over the province of Bengal, 
it will be found that the amount of paddy and rice in Government stocks 
might have b«‘en sufficient enough to save the lives of all those people by 
giving them living diet. We repeatedly wanted a commission or an enquiry 
committee to ascertain the causes of this famine, but the Goverament refused 
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I Miy for good reaaons. If these things are enquired into and the 
c al iMi^ B ascertained, the criminal negligence of Government will come out. 
Ag||s I warn the Government to take serious steps now to prevent a second 
fal^ne. As I said things necessary for human life are not available in 
Be^igai. Rice is sold at prohibitive prices. kerosene, salt and every- 

thing are wanting. Will the Government sit tight and then say "We have 
done enough*’? I again warn the Government to take courage in both their 
hands and take helj) from all the parties to solve these serious problems. 

With these words, I comniend my motion for the acceptance of (he House, 

Tht Hmi'bla Mr. TARAK NATH MUKERdEA: Sir, I was rather 
taken by surprise when I was told that this demand w(»uld \>e taken lij) out 
of its turn to have a discussion. I rather ex}>ected to have a brilliant spetM'h 
from my esteemed friend, Mr. I). N. Datta, and so I was very anxious to 
hear him, but unfortunately I now find that he simply formally moved his 
cut motion without any speech. In the case ot my esteemed friend, 
Mr. Abu Hossain Sarkar, unfortunately, Sir. his rifle which was directed 
against the Revenue Department’s famine relief grant misst*d the target and 
throughout his speech he confiiuMl his observations to mutters purely outside 
the purview of this Department, hut eonceMunl mainly and entirely the 
Civil Supplies Department: (Mr. Anr Hossain Sarkau : That is how 
you are avoiding responsihility.) I shall never avoid my responsibility. 
This is a very serious mutter concerning the life and death (|uestii>n of the 
whole nation. I mc'an that famine relief is a most humuuatarian subject 
which we are iliscussing today and 1 appeal to you to give me a little patient 
hearing. (Mr. Awu Hossain Sakkah: We have given you emmgh patient 
hearing.) 1 sympathise with my eht4*emed friend for his failure in getting 
supplies. He has failed to secure not only supplies Af foodgrairis hut also 
supplies in the shajK* of sujiport in his public activities. 

Now, coming to the question jiroper, I would only say whui the present 
Ministry’, the present Government, have done and not what the previous 
Government did to relieve the distress of the people ’I’he reuHon for this 
anticipated excess expenditure under this head has been mentioned in tha# 
explanaUiry memorandum which has been circuluteil to members. J wouhl 
only add thot 78 temporary p<K»r housi*M, 32 orphanages and 112 Work 
houses are at present functioninj^ in the province for housing ami femliiig 
destitutes and orphans and also providing occupation for them. The 
number of these institutions is likely to lie increased in connection with the 
rehabilitation scheme which is now under consideration. 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYALs On a point of order, Sir. We did not 
like to raise these issues on today’s debate Wause we wanted to [lostfione 
our judgment on these important matters when we would have a more 
prolonged period of time available to us. We only concentrated on one item 
only with regard to famine, namely, non-supply of food at the time of the 
last famine. We do not want to be debarred later on by a {Kiint of order 
raised »by members of the Oovemment party that during the same nemion 
the same subject cannot be discussed twice and therefore we deliberately 
avoided referring to items which we propose to take in greater detail in 
future. 
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/ Tto HoffMe Mr. TARAK NATH MUKER4EA: Then I propose to 
finish it in a minute. Without entering into details of the activities of the 
Government for serving the suffering humanity, I would only conclude by 
mentioning that during the last famine Government subscribed nearly 
Uh. 1,98 lakhs for giving agricultural loans. (Mr. Abu Hossain Sarkaji: 
How many lakhs have you killed F) Government have made honest attempts* 
as much and as far as possible to save the people. Government have spent 
Its. 3,83,46,000 for rendering gratuitous relief and Bs. 1,26,07,000 for 
test relief work, in the different districts. I emphatically repudiate all 
charges and 1 maintain that Government have done its duty properly, 
honestly, sincerely, (ionscientiously and to the best of their ability. 

*<63— Extraordinary Charges in India*’. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA. Sir, I beg to move that the demand 
of Ks. 2,02,32,000 under the head “63 — Extraordinary Charges in India** 
1)6 redu(;e(l by Rs. 100 to raise a discussion about (i) utter incompetence of 
the Department, («) stoppage of supply of kerosene, salt and other neces- 
saries of life in the mofussil and (m) the failure of the Government to 
control the price of rice. 

It is extremely unfair to us to have the supplementary budget and the 
annual budget in the same session. It is difficult to speak because the other 
side may raise the point tiiat the matter has been discussed and that it 
cannot be further discussed. It is extremely unfair to us. It is not only 
unfair to us but also it is really unconstitutional to have the discussion of 
supplementary estimates us well as the main budget in the same session. 
They should have been discussed in two different sessions. 1 think that it 
is unconstitutional to have them lM)th in one session. However, Sir, 1 shall 
only deal with the stoppage of supply of kerosene, salt and other necessaries 
of life in the mofussil. 1 have already deal with suit and have said what 
1 have to suy regaiding salt yesterday. The position is the same with 
regard to kerosene. In the mofussil really there is no kerosene and it is 
not available at all. What happens in the mofussil is that people are really 
living in utter darkness. With regard to the failure of controlled price of 
rice, really the Government is fully aware that the present controlled price 
of rice is Rs. 15 or Rs. 14, but rice is openly being sold in the markets at 
higher prices, the prices varying from Rs. 18 to Rs. 22. Thj Hon*ble 
Minister in charge is, I think, fully aware of this. The local authorities, 
namely, the District Magistrates and the Sulxlivisional OfScers, are fully 
aware of this, and when the attention of the local authorities are drawn to 
this fact, they say that they are helpless. They further say, “If we try to 
control the price rice will not be available in the market.** So, it is not 
the Government who are controlling the prices, but the price is really being 
coiitrtdled by other persons, may l»e, the agriculturists or the hoarders. 
St) what is the meaning of fixing the maximum or the minimum price when 
the Government is not in a position to control the price? Really it is a 
matter whi(*h must engage the attention of the Government serioualy, but 
in fact, if Gov©mment*8 attention is drawn to it, the Hon*ble Minister in 
<‘harge of the Civil Supplies Department says, it is a political propaganda. 
Even if their attention is drawn to facts, still the Government are not alive 
to the real aituaiion : it is really regrettable. They say that it is our fooliab 
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pl^TTiTfon which is aggravatinf^ the situation. I know, pogsimism is a bad 
I know at the same time that foolish optimism is worsa than 
tluii and false security is the worst enemy of humanity. I can tell the 
BEbitse that the price has not been controlled but the price is rather rising 
up in Bengal, and we shall have a great famine in Bengal in the near future. 

With these words, Sir, 1 commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. I rise to support this motion, and 
while doing it I would like to invite the attention of the Uouse and parti- 
cularly of the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Civil Supplies Department 
to two matters which I consider to l>e so urgent that attention must be 
directed to them immediately and we must not wait till we debate ujHm 
the main Budget subse^iueutly. The <me was with regard to our position in 
connection with tlie supply of cotton piecegoods and cloth in the mofussil a.s 
well as in Calcutta, aud the other regarding the distribution of sugar and 
salt. With regard to salt I would not like to detain the House any more 
l>ecause w’e had some discussion on it on the previous day. As io salt, I do 
recognise, with regard to this article, the (lovernmeni of Hengars effort-s 
in maintaining the supply in the province, and realise that the trouble has 
been mainly due to difficultie.s of transport and distribution in the mofussil, 
but with regard to cloth distribution the position is extremely unfortunate. 
Sir, w'e have the operation of the (fovemment of India (4>tton, Cloth and 
Yarn Control Order as well as the Hengal (Government’s suhseipient order for 
cotton, iloth and yarn control. Hut the functionaries that an* now eiiirusted 
with the w’ork in detail have so far not given any evidero'e <»f exereising any 
judgment in setting up the necessary machinery for either controlling prices 
of the piei'cgoodh in the market or ensuring their pro|M*r distribution in the 
mofussil. The other day I sought t<t raise through an adjtuirnmeni motion 
an issue regarding the work of the Provincial Textile Conircdler in h(» fur as 
that officer has stamped with a hack date certain piecegoods ladoiiging U) a 
European firm, thereby enabling that firm to sell the goods in the Calcutta 
market without any determination of price on the pieceg<KMlM as is now^ 
re(|uired. The result has been very deplorable. We havt* a large numla^r 
of Indian merchants wdio had not Iwen in a position to dispose of the gtiH'k 
and their argument is that it was due difficulties of transport out of 
Calcutta during these months that a large stock was lying unsold. The 
machinery set up by the Ooverninent so far has not pro]MTly Iwen in a 
position to take action for stamping the goods and rtdeasing them in the 
market. The result is that the mofussil merchants are not getting their 
supply. There has been a provision of 20 pr cent, difference h<*tween the 
ex-mill price and the retailers' price. That preentage was allocated by the 
dovemment of India Order sulwatquently issued saying that 4 pr cent, will 
be the margin over the ex>mill for w’holesalcrs within a radius of 100 miles 

from the mill delivery pints and for others 10 per cent. Hut in actual 

practice, here in Oalptta as well as outside, we know that the mills are 

chargi]^ much higher prices than that. A number of mills have lieen 

trying to get the advantage of retailers’ prices being enjoyed by opning 
a number of retail shop in Calcutta and they are trying to take advantage 
of even up to 20 pr cent, over the ex-mill prices. 
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Tiw Hon'Iri* Mr. H. •. SUHRAWAROYl There is nothing to peeent 

that. 

Dr. NALIMAK8HA BAHYALs 1 wiU tell you how to prevent this. 1 
was connected with one of the biggest cotton mills in Bengal, and 1 have 
personal knowledge. Normally the dealers in Calcutta would accept even 
as low as one pice per pair for their margin of profit over the mill rate, and 
the Government of India, through their wisdom, had probably thought that 
they should allow 20 per cent, to cover all possible expenses right up to the 
retailers* point of sale in the mofussil. But taking advantage of the situa- 
tion there was no actual stepping down of the price allocated for different 
categories of dealers and no actual decision was taken by the Government 
of Bengal. A large class of dealers are trying to get advantage of the 
entire 2() per cent, and the Calcutta dealers are charging something which 
is almost near about the retailers’ price. As a result the retailers in the 
mofussil (jannot find it possible to work within their price factor to get 
through their stock from Calcutta. The mofussil dealers cannot possibly 
take their stock at ihe prices now ruling in Calcutta and in addition l)ear 
the transport and other incidental charges and sell in the mofussil at the 
prices s\ated on the goods. The result is that the whole of Bengal mofussil 
is going dry. This matter requires immediate and urgent attention. Sir, 
on the top of that the Provincial Textile Controller has recently issued an 
order which was delivered only yesterday or the day before, over a number 
of Indian dealers peremptorily cancelling their licence without assigning 
any reason for the same. T presume the matter is now under the considera- 
tion of the Hon’ble Minister in <‘harge and he will enquire into the matter 
and set things right. 

(At this stage the member reached the time-limit but was allowed to 
conclude his speech.) 

Sir, I will say only one word more and that with regard to the mal- 
dislribution of sufear. We have represented to the Hon’ble Minister: the 
Hon’ble Minister has promised an enquiry, but the system is such that no 
enquiry can ever be made against any officer of the Government even on 
^'matters for which the Hon’ble Minister gave an assurance. I would like 
to knc/w w'bat has happened to the complaint made to him by the Indian 
Confectioners’ Association and other dealers as well as big stockists of sugar 
in Calcutta regarding the mal-distribution of sugar. 

The H0fl’bt6 Mr. H. 8. 8UHDAWARDY: Begarding the last point, 
Sir, no complaint has reached me hut I have heard that after a certain 
enquiry regarding the distribution of sugar certain unsavoury details have 
been discovered and I have asked for a full report to be sent up to me and 
1 shall look into the matter. 

A very important matter regarding clotli control has been raised by 
Dr. Sanyal. 1 am fully aware with what is going on and I am making an 
enquiry into the matter. But the real position why cloth has dried up is 
even worse than what has heen stated by Dr. Sanyal. * There are many 
firms here who charge the mofussil buyers even a price higher than the 
retail price. Obviously these mofussil traders cannot purchase and sell cloth 
at the retail price in the rural areas and this is one of the reasons why there 
is such a dearth of cloth in these areas. Unfortunately, it is extremely 
difficult to get evidence on the point, and in spite of all my aitempta and 
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il^pcements dealers are not prepared to eonie forward and point out the 
pii|ile who refuse to hand over the cloth to them at controlled prices. Sir, 
laMerly one such person assisted ns in traclciiig^ down one of these niiw'rennts. 
“ISW have started criminal pnacedin^rs against the nuin* and all his cloth 
^ haa been requisitioned and sold at marked prii'cs. I propose dealing* in this 
manner with all persons who do not stdl at marked priies and take nnfair 
^vantage of the situation. I have already 8jM»ken Itt many persons who 
eame to me on behalf of these eloth merehants that we are not going to 
show the slightest mercy in this regard, and any i>erson whom wt* find has 
contravened these Texinarks will be proceeded against. 

Now, Sir, a point has been raised by Dr. Sanyal that many of th<‘He 
persons instead of charging HI j)er cent, which is the whole.saler's eharg**, 
have charged anything between 10 per cent, and 20 jht cent, and inorei>ver 
they have opened retail shops of their own. We csmnot prevent them from 
opening retail shops of thoir cmn and approj)riaf ing the whole of the 20 
per cent, but as regards the charge hetwetm 10 and 2(1 per cent, their case 
appears to be that they did m>t know how niuch they could actually charge 
and the fact that they conhl cmly charge 10 per cent, was not brought to 
their notice, and so on. An iuvestigutiim i*< In'ing <‘(»mlucted into the 
transactions of all persons since the issue of the noti('e, whieh is, I believe, 
is the 28th January. 1044. who have charged above HI p*‘r ceiH. and steps 
have been taken against them. There have been u r»ninher t»f arrest.s, no 
bail is being given, and the (‘aru'eHation of liceiices which Dr. Sanyal has 
referred to has been due to this, namely, that lln‘\ hav<’ been cmight sidling 
at more than 10 per rent. (Dr. \ ii,iN.\Ksn.\ S\nyai,; Nol all of them.) 
1 am not (jiiite eertain whether they have equities in their favour or not. 
This is a matter whieh has hemi repre.seiited to me ami I am making an 
enquiry into it. 

Now', Dr. Sanyal has again eume Imek to the charge that there was some 
cloth which had been sta!M|>ed with a hack date and whiidi belonged to a 
Kuropean liriii and which enaheld the European firm to sell that cloth 
without any marked j)rice. Now, Sir, this is a very, very seriims charge and 
it is a matter which I shall he very happy to investigate, 1 want furthtif 
particularH regarding this. This i.s a (piestion wliii h 1 Imve already taken 
up with the Textile rontroller. I have not yet n*c4‘i\ed liis rejKirt hut if 
Dr. Sanyal or any one who is in jmssession of these fa< tH gives me further 

particulars as to how he came to kmiw' abmit all this and how * 

(Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: That is why I brought tho-^e pieces to show 
you.) That was unnecessary. Hy showing the jiieces here on the flo(»r of 
the House you cannot say when the thing has Ixten stumped. Y^our case is 

that it has been stamped with a back date. It is no us<* your saying- 

(Dr. Nalinaksua Sanyal: Because Bengal (lovernment had no authority 
to atamp in November.) That is a very important point. I will make an 
enquiry into it. I c^an assure you that if a<*tion has la^en taken hy any 
officer which he had no right to do and whi<di savours even of <lishoTiesty, 
he will be dealt with. (Dr. Nalinak.siu Sanyal; Their jileu is that this 
form has been sanctioned by the Oovernn^ent of India and they have got 
the Government of India’s orders.) Whether there is a ph*a or not I will 
look into the matter and I am quitt; ready to hear Dr. Sanyal in full in this 
matter. 
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Sir, I believe that tbie ia practically all the new points which have be^ 
raised. Other members reiterated their usual flashy epeeches regarding 
control price and fmdish optimistfl. There is no foolish optimism on the part 
of any one.
